INTRODUCTION. 


The Ohsei'vaiions of Sir Jiklmnl lluv^kms in his 
Voyage tn to the South'Sea was the first volume issued 
by the Hoklnyt Society, in 1847. It was edited by 
Admiral C. K. Drink water Bethune, C.B.; and most of 
Ilia valuable foot-notes in the first edition bavu been 
retained, especially those explaining old sea terms and 
Spanish pliraaea. Some of tfej- Adrairal’a notes have 
been omitted as having become obsolete, or from other 
consideratious. As the first edition is now out of 
print, it has become neeessaty to reproduce it. TLo 
Council decided that the proaeut volume should bo 
made more complete, by includiug the narratives of 
the voyages of Sir Richard's graudfixther William, of 
his father Sir John, and of his cousin W^illiam Haw¬ 
kins, "Tt la, therefore, intended to be a monograph 
of the naval enterprises of the great Bli^bcthan navi¬ 
gators of the name of Hawkins. 

The first of that name made three voyages to Brazil 
in the time of Hemy VIII, and was one of our earliest 
naval pioneers. The second w'ss closely connected with 
the history of our navy, both as a gallant commander 
at sea and os an able administrator on shore, during 
upwards of thirty eventful yeara. The third was a 
worthy emulator of his father’s fame; while the fouith 

h 
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is among the first founders of the success of the 
liulia Company. 

The cradle of the naval Hawkinses was certainly in 
Devonshire,* the county of Drake and Oxenham, of 
Gren^dlle and Davis, of Raleigh and Gilbert, and of so 
many other Elizabethan naval worthies. In the reign 
of Henry VH, John Hawkins and his wife Joan 
daughter of William Amydas of Launceston, weriJ 
living at Tamtoek. and their son William Hawkins 
is the first of the three generations of famous seanieu.® 

We owe our slight knowledge of the first WituiM 
Hawkins to the research of Hakluyt He tells us that 
old Mr. William Hawkins of Plymouth was a man of 
wisflom, valour, experience, and skill in sea causes, 
and that he was much esteemed and beloved by Kin^r 
Henry Vm.

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of two of which, takca from Haklqyt, will bo found at 
pages 3 and 4 of the present volume. William Haw¬ 
kins married Joan, daughter of William Trelawney, 
and had two sons, John and William, who entered 
upon the sea serrioe with great advantages, owing to 
the wealth and experience of their fathier. 

The date of the birth of John Hawkins is not 
certain, but the inscription on his monument, formerly 
in the church of St DunstanVin-thc’East. gives his 
age at the time of his death in 1595, as "six times 
ten and three*'. If this is correct he was bom in 1532.* 
Hakluyt tells us that lie made divers voyages to the 
Canary Islands in his youth, where he obtained much 
information respecting the trade with tlie West Indies. 
He heantl, among other things, that there was a great 
demand for negroes at St. Domingo, and that they 
could easily be obtained from the coast of Guinea. He 
resolved to make trial of this trade, and, having com¬ 
municated his plan to several influential friends in 
London, he received liberal support, Among those 
who were adventurers for this voyage, was Mr. Benja¬ 
min Gonson, of Sebright Hall, near Clielmsfonl, and 
rtcasurcr of the Navy, who, probably before the ship 
sailed, became the fathcr-m-law of the gallant young 
commander of the expedition. 

John Hawkins, when ho nndei'took the voyage 
in 1562, was in about his thirtieth year; and he 
was then married to Katharine Gonson,* daughter of

the lacliaus. It was looked upon as pruJent and 
Ijumane, even if it involved some suffering on the part 
of a far inferior iwee. The English were particnlarly 
eager to enter upon tlio slave tmde, and by the treaty 
of Utrecht in 1713 England at length obtained the 
tisiento, giving her the exclusive right to cany on the 
slave trade between Africa and the Spanish Indies for 
thirty years. So strong was the party in favour of 
this trade in England, that the contest for its 
abolition was continued for forty-eight yeare, from 
to 1807. It is not^ therefore, John Hawkins 
alone wlio can justly be blamed for the slave trade, but 
the whole English people during 250 years, who must 
all divide the blame with him. 

John Hawkins sailed on bis second voyage in ISO^, 
m the good ship Jesus of Luhsek, of 700 tons, return¬ 
ing in the autumn of the following year. He was 
accompanied by several gentiemeii adventurers, and 
one of them, named John Sparke^ wrote the narrative 
imblished by Hakluyt, it will be found from pages S

but he gives many intetcating details respecting the 
varioua places, in Africa and the West Indies, tint 
were touched at, inciuding a full account of Florida. 

The third voyage was undertaken in 1507, and had 
a most disastrous teimination. It was on this occasion 
that Hawkins and Francis Drake first served together. 
Drake is called the kinsman of Hawkins by his bio- 
giaphcrs, aod be certainly appears to have been horn 
iu a cottage on the banks of the Tavy, while the 
Hawkinses came originally from Tavistock, so that the 
two fiimilies W’cre near neighbouis.

It is remarkable that Hawkins uever meutious 
Drake's uamc throughout his narrative. His letter to 
;Mr. Secretary Cecil* describing his misfortunes, is 
dated on the day of his lauding in Mounts Bay. 

The fate of the unfortunate men w-Uo w'ere put on 
shore iu Mexico was most cruel. T’hcy were sent to 
the capital, and were at first treated with humanity. 
But in 1571 a Iribmial of the Inquisition was estab¬ 
lished in Mexico, the English castaways were seized 
and shockingly maltreated, and several tortured and 
moat iubuiuauly mutilated. Some vfcte burnt, and 
a few w'ore sent to Spain, and left to die of hunger iu

nntiou throughout England. The narratives of these 
Eumvors, David Ingram, Job Hartop, and !Milea 
Philips, are given by Hakluytand no ono who 
peruses them can be suriJriscd at the hatred of the 
English against the Spaniards in those days. John 
Hawkins was extremely anxious about the fate of 
his unhappy men, and when tidings of their treat¬ 
ment began to reach England he sought every means 
to be revenged upon the Siiauish nation. He intended 
to go out in search of his men, but was prevented. He 
then determined to try what cunning would do, appa¬ 
rently deeming intrigue and deceit to be justifiable 
against such a foe. 

But there never wna a more absurd calumny than 
that promulgated by Dr. Lingard and others, to the 
efiect that li a whins cause u ted to betray his country for 
a bribe from Spain. Lingard® refers us to an agree¬ 
ment made at Jladrid on August 10th, 1571, between 
the Duke of Feria,® on the part of Philip II, and 
George Fitawilliam on the part of John Hawkins, by

Ilawkins was 
summoned, and examine<l by order of the Council 
I’hcir lordships were, or pretendefl to be, satisfied, and 
he was engaged in the Queeu’a service," Lingard adds 
that Hawkins tendered hostages to Spain for his fidelity. 
All these supplementary statements are nutrue. The 
simple fiict avas that Hawkins was trying to deceive 
and entrap the Spaniards, with the full knowledge and 
approval of the English Government from the first. 
This is proved beyond doubt by Cecil's correspon¬ 
dence, It was not very dean work and it ended in 
failure, but it is fiilsc that Hawkins was ever untrue to 
his country, A more loyal and devoted subject never 
lived. His whole life was one of zealous devotion to 
the service of bis Queen.^ His Spanish intrigue was

The whole of lingard’s portentous mane’s nest, built out of 
these Spanish refertnem, is exploded by Cecil’s toireepondcnce 
which pro,^ that Hawkins was fooling the Spaniards, with the 
full knowledge and approval of the English Governinent.

III 1573 Hawkins succeetled his father-in-law as 
Treasurer of the Navy, and commenced a useful, but 
very anxious and. hiborioiis administrative career on 
shore. But be still occasionally served afloat. In 15T0

Holstock as Comptroller of the 
Navy. He was a keen reformer of dockyard abuses, 
and Sir William ilonson says that he introduced mor^ 
useful inventions and better regulations into the navy 
than any of his predeeesaoK. Stow tells us that 
Haw'kins w'as the first that invented the cunnin^ 
stratagem of eafi nettings for ships in fighting, and he 
alfio devised chain pumps for ships, 

In 1581 he had a severe illness,* but he bad recovered

investigations for the reduction of the e:!£penscs of the 
navy, and eucountcring much opposition. For fifteen 
months the officers at Chatham took “ hardness and 
courage to oppose themselves against hijn", yet he there 
made a saving of over £3,200, while adding to the 
efficiency of the fleet, His correspondence with Sir 
Julius Cmsar, the Judge of the Admiralty, shows that 
he paid close attention to all branches of naval expendi¬ 
ture, detecting and putting a stop to many abuses. 
This good service natumUy made him enemies, ilr, 
Borowe, who was ousted, made a book against him”, 
and in 15S3 there were articles drawn up “ against the 
iiijustc mind and deceitful dealings of John IlawkinB'’d 
Among those whom he found out eoiiniviug at abuses 
were Sir William Winter and the Slastcr Shipwright 
Baker, who of course becaiue his bitter enemies^ and 
he had a controversy with lir. Peter Pett, the ship¬ 
wright, touching hia accounts. Winter wrote—" When 
he was hurt© in the Strando and made bis will he was 
not able to give £500. All tliat he is now worth hath 
byn draa-ne by deceipte from her Majesty.” These 
calumnies received no credit, and Hawkins never lost 
the confidence of his Government. 

In 1584 we find him eonsultiug with Peter Pett as 
to a project for improving Dover harbour. In Decem¬ 
ber 1585 he submitted books to Lord Burleigh with 
lists of her Majesty’s ships^ their tonnage, and estimates 
for outfit; and he represented the expediency of iu- 
creasing the seamen’s pay. He also sent in a state-

In the year 1588 Sir John, aided by Drake, insti¬ 
tuted a fund for maimed and worn out mariners, which 
was long known as the chest at Chatham”, This fund 
was the forerunner of Greenwich Hospital. Thus 
actively and laboriously employed, on shore and afloat, 
Sir John Hawkins became grey in the service of his 
country. Edmund Spenser, when he drew likenesses 
of the chief sea captains of England, in his Colin 
Clout's cQ7ne home speaks of old Hawkins as 

Proteus," with hoary head and dewy dropping beard’'. 
His end w^s heroie. In 1593 he had, with some diffi¬ 
culty, obtained a commissiou for his dearly loved son 
Ilichard,^ when he set out ou his adventurous voyage 
to the South Sea in the good ship Bainti/. Then came 
the sad news that his boy was a prisoner in the bauds 
of the Spaniards. 

There can be no doubt that old Sir John undertook 
his last fatal voyage with a broken heart, in the faint 
hope of rescuing hia son.

There is a basso-relieve ivory bust of Sir John 
Hawkins' in the possession of the Reverend Bradford 
Denne Hawkins, Rector of Rivenball, near Witham, in 
Essex, who informs me that it ea me to his fat her'by 
inheritance, from Dr. Denne, Archdeacon of Rochester 
and Rector of Lambeth in the last century. 

I can only heiir of one portrait of Sir John Hawkins. 
It was at Kirtling in Cambridgeshire, the seat of the

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Lorcls North, and on the dismantling of the house in 
1802 it was sold. In 1824 it came into the hands of 
a Mr. Ely ant, whose brother sold it to Mr. R. S. 

It is a portrait on 
panel, kit-cat siae, of a man in armour, with small 
head, dark brown hair and yellowish beard, and the 
hand resting on a helmet. The face has a stron^^ 
family resemblance to that of the ivoiy basso-relievo 
bust.

ITjc will of Sir John Hawkins was proved in 
December 1 S') fj. 

Riceakd Hawkiks. the only son of Sir John, was 
brought up to a sea life from a boy, and his father's 
position and circuraatances must have given him 
q>eeial advantages. For his father and uncle, the two 
brothers John and William, were men of considerable 
means, at one time owning thirty sail of good ships,* 
iiichard was bom at about the time of his father’s fimt 
Guinea voyage in 1562. His mother died w hen she 
was only thirty-two, so that the boy became his fathers 
constant companion at an early age, and his reminis¬ 
cences went back to a chUdhood spent at Plymouth 
and Deptford, amongst ships and dockyards. Thus in 
his Obsenrations,^ ho calls to mind how, he being of

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tender years, there catne a large fleet of Spaniards into 
Plytnoutli Sound, bound for Flandei^s to fetch Queen 
Anne of Austria, last wife of Phillip II.' “ They 
eutred without vayling their top-saylcs or taking in of 
their flogs j which iny father Sir John Maw kins 
{Ad mi ml of a fleet of her Majesties ships then rydiiig 
in Cattwater) perceiving, commanded his gunner to 
shootc at the flagge of the Admiral], that they might 
thereby see tlieir error; which, notwithstanding, they 
persevered arrogantly to kcepe displayed, whereupon 
the gunner at the next shot, lact the admiral through 
and thitiugh, whereby the Spaniards tooke in the flags 
and top-sayles, and so raime to anchor.” In tliis 
masterful school was young Richmi Hawkins 
brought up. At the age of twenty, " being hut young 
and more bold than experimented he made Lis first 
long voyage to the West Indies in 1582, with his 
uncle William Hawkius of Plymouth. During the 
voyage he dispUyed boldness and sagacity which 
showed that he had the makings of a good officer 
and seaman. On one occasion the captain of one of 
the vessels named the Banner reported her to he leaky 
and unseaworthy, and it was arranged that the stores 
and provisions should be taken out of her, the men 
divided among the other ships, and the hull sunk or 
burnt. Richard suspected that the captain of the 
Bonner mmle the matter worse than it really waa. So 
he volunteered, with as many men ss would stand by

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bitn, to t^ike her hotiie, and his uncle consented ; but 
this shamcil the captain, who resolved to stand by her, 
Ihus he saved the vessel to the owners, and was com^ 
meuded for his resolution. During the voyage he 
visited the .Margarita pearl fishery.* 

hroM his return in 1583 to the equipment of the fleet 
to withstand the Spanish Armada in 1588, Biehard 
Hawkins was coustantlyenjployed on sea service. Hia 
father had married again, as already mentioned, to a 
lady of whom her step-son speaks as “ religious and 
most virtuous and of very good uuderstauding so 
that bis home relations were probably undisturbed. In 
1588 he commanded the Stvailow in the fleet which 
opposed the Spanish Armada; and in the end of the 
same year, n-ith the consent anti help of his father, he 
prepared for a voyage to China and India by way of 
the straits of JiagcUan and the South Sea, with the 
object of discovering aud surveying unknown lands, 
and reporting upon their inhabitants, governments, and 
on the commodities they yield, aud of which they are 
in want. With this object he caused a ship to be 
built in the Thames, between 300 and 400 tons, 
pleasing to the eye, profitable for stowage, good of 
sayle, and well-conditioued.’' His step-mother craved 
the naming of the ship and caUed her the Repentance. 
Bichatvl often asked her reiisou for Ijestowjug upon liis 
ship so uncouth a name, but he could never get any 
other satisfaction thiin tbat*‘ifepeaf«noti was the safest 
ship we could sayle in, to purchase the haven of heaven”. 
Queen Elizabeth afterwards passed by, on her way to 
* Seo|rtiKe314. * Spc j.rige SO. 
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Greenwich Palace, and, causing her bai^emen to tow 
round the ship, disliked nothing but her name. She 
christened her anew, and ordered that henceforth she 
should be called the Daintie, Other duties delayed 
the voyage, and in the meanwhile the Daifitie \ras 
usefnUy employed in the Queen's service, but in 
April 1793 all things were in readiness, and the young 
adventurer prepared to sail on his great enterprise. 

Kichard Hawkins was now in about his thirtieth 
year; and he already had a wife and children. lie 
had married a short time previously a lady whose 
Christian name was Judith, but I have not yet suc¬ 
ceeded in ascertaining to what family she l>elonged.* 
He was already an experienced sea captain, and bad 
seen much service. He was a man of resource, 
observant and eager to adopt every new improvement 
or good suggestion. Devoted to bis profession, his 
whole mind was wrapped up in its interests, he paid 
close attention to every- detaU, and nothing seemed to 
escape him. Thus his Ohs^rnatiom arc a perfect store¬ 
house of valuable information of aU kinds, and cve?y 
incident of the voyage leatls him off into temiuiscences 
of former experiences, or into statements of facts and 
observations gatheretl from others. The Ohse,^ati<ms 
of Sir RichiiTd will be found from pages 89 

to 329 of the present volume. 

On the 13th of June 1593. Eichard Hawkins 
having taken Lis unhappy last leave of his father!

10 living fljsiisted him with 
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sailed from Plymouth on board the Daintie^ acoom- 
XKiiiied by the Fancy pinnace of 60 tons^* and a victu¬ 
aller named the Hawk, The most noteworthy event 
during the voyage across the Atlantic was the sighting 
of land of which Hawkins believed himself to be the 
first discoverer, and which he named '■ Hawkins's 
maiden-laud”. This was on the 2nd of February 1594, 
in latitude, aceordiug to Hawkins^ about 49‘’'30' S.^ 
Hawkins wTote from memory, and fortunately he is 
corrected, as regards his latitude, by one of his officers 
named Ellis/ who tells us that the land was m 50* S. 
and about fifty Icagnes off the Straits of ^dagellan. 
AVithout doubt they sighted the Falkland Islands, but 
the group had already been discovered by John Davis, 
the gi-cat Arctic Navigator, in August 1592. Davis 
miched Berchaven on June lltli, 1593, and Hawkins 
sailed fioni Plymouth on June 13tli, so that Hawkins 
• was not aware of the previous discovery. Passing 
through the Stmit of llagellan, the Daintie ranged up 
the vvest coast of South America, encountered a 
Spanish ficct off Cbilca, fi:om which she was separated

On the 17th he was about to make sail and 
leave the coast of South America, wheu the SpanLsh 
fleet, undec the command of Don Beltian de Castro, 
came round the pointd Hawkins fought a most gallant 
action, and did not surrender until he had received 
several wounds, was quite over-matched, and the 
ship w'as sinking. He also gives a most spirited and 
interesting account of it, interspersed with remarks 
on naval discipline, guunerj, aud seamanahip.® After 
three daj's’ hard fighting the gal hint young Englishman 
aumeudered to superior force on the 22Dd of June, 
15Pi. The Spanish commander, Don Beltran do Castro, 
a humane and honorahle man, granted quarter, aud 
promised th.at Hawkins and his people should be 
allowed to return to their own countiy\^ Don Beltran 
received jomig Hawkins with great courtesy aud kind¬ 
ness, aud accommodated him in his own cabin. The 
prize was taken to Panama, where she arrived on 
the 9th of July, the distance frotn San Mateo being 
500 miles, a very slow passage. She was re-christened 
the Ftsitaemn.

all material points, Hawkins wrote from memory, and 
many years after the event; while Suarez de Figueroa, 
although he was not an actor in the scenes he describes, 
hod the great advantage of having at his disposal all 
the official and other documetits formerly in the pos¬ 
session of the Viceroj' of Peru at the time. 

Hawkins and his fellow prisoners were taken to 
Pa 3 ''ta, and thence to Lima. Hawkins was at drst 
treated with kindness and consideration by the Marquis 
of Cafiete, then Viceroy of Peru; and his servant Saun¬ 
ders says that be was beloved for his valour, by all 
brave men in tbose parts. He was received, soys 
Saunders, by all the best of the country, and carried 
by them to a princely house all richly hanged, the 
which he had to himself. But afterwards he was 
claimed by the Inquisition, and suffiered much anxiety 
and annoyance. The Viceroy delayed entire compliance 
with the requisition of the Holy Office on the ground 
that ho had no instructions, Kevertheless, within six 
or seven days of his anrival at Lima, Hawkins was

ITSL Tkkuor givea some account of the works of Chilstobal 
Suarez do Figueroa iu hia I£{s(orjf 0 / Spanish LUtmturtj 305* 
433, 463, m, 141 {n.J, UU 46* ui fn,), 02, 
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carried by a Father to the "Holy House"^ to rest there 
till they heard what should be done with him. The 
honour of Dou BeUrau de Castro, who had promised that 
llaAvkius and bis people should be allowed to return to 
England, was also compromised. The Marquis wrote 
to Philip II for orders, and received a very ambiguous 
reply, dated December 1305. The King wrote;— 
" You understand that be (Hawkins) is a person of 
quality. In this matter I desire that Justice may be 
done conformably to the quality of the persons.”* This 
loop-hole probably enabled the Viceroy to defy the 
Inquisition, and Hawkins was sent to Spain, by way 
of Panama in 15&7, after a detention of throe years at 
Lima. Purchas gives two iutemstdng extracts from 
letters written by fellow captives of Hawkins. The 
first is brie/ n&te leritten by Muster John Ellis, <me 
(/ike captains n'ilh Sit Ri(^iard Haufkins in his voyage 
through Strait of Magellwi, hegunne the. fitntA of 
April 1593, concerning the said s«mit and certoina 
phtces on the coast and mZdnd of Pc lit.® Ellis made a 
journey from Lima across the Andes to Gnamanga 
and Cu 2 CO. He was the first Englishman who ever 
visitcil the ancient capital of the Yncas, which he de¬ 
scribes as being as “ big as Bristol, having a castle on 
a hill with stones of 30 tons weight strangely joined 
together without mortar" PurcLs nest gives two 
letters from T. Saunders,* servant to Sir Eichard Haw¬ 
kins, addressed to his father, Sir John, from the prison

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at San Lncai. Sannders apealts of one Master Lueaa, 
■who was condemned to the galleys by the Holy Office 
and sent to Nombre de Dios, where he died. 

Sir Richard was sent to Spain in a galleon which 
touched at Tcrceira. in the Azores. A fleet under the 
Earl of Essex^ chased her into the roads, and sho did not 
escape without loss, for the splinters from the English 
shot hilled and wounded a doaen Spaniards* The 
galleon, with Hawkins on Iwarcl, then continued its 
voyage to Seville, and in the Obsej'vaiions there is an 
account of a curious accident which befell two ships at 
anchor in the river, owing to a Spanish punctilio. 

Sir Richard was throw'n into prison at Seville, in 
defiance of the terms of his surrender, arul was dis¬ 
honourably detained for several years. Don Beltran 
de Castro ivas indignant at a breach of faith which com¬ 
promised his honour, and persistently protested against

a letter to Cecil reported that Hawkina was stUl kept 
in the castle at Son, Lucar, as a hostage for Spaniards in 
England Another letter from Lisbon reported that 
Captain Hawldna escaped out of the castle of SevUlo 
in September 1398, but was taken, tbrust into a dun¬ 
geon, and great store of irons put ujmn liim** In the 
Mowing year the nuhappy captive mans^ed to send 
a message to England. One Deacon, Sir Richards 
servant, was passed over by ^lartiu de Marscval from 
St, Jean de Luz, and enabled to get on board a British 
vessel of St Ives in the Breton port of Conquet, in 
August 1599." In April 1600 Richard Cooke, another 
messenger, brought news of the captive, taking a pas- 
sage in the Diana of Portsmouth. 

By one of these cliannels Hawkins made a touching 
appeal to Queen Elizabeth, his letter being dated April 
Ist, 1598. He wrote from his prison in Seville, asking 
for compaasion in the name of his father’s servicca, who 
sacrificed hla life for his Queen, He added that be 
himself had spent fifteen years in her service without 
pay or recompense, knowing that she had infinite 
charges while he had a good estate ; and he urged that 
be was in danger of perpetual imprisonment unless her 
powerful hand was reached out. The letter concludes 
with a pitious appeal in the name of his wife and ebil> 
dren. In 1599 he w’ds removed to Madrid.^

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His next letter is dated from the Court Pmon at 
Madrid^ on October 23rd, 1559, and addressed to Sir 
Henry NcvUl, the iEnglish. Ambassador at Paris, He 
tells him that he is the nnfortunate son of Sir John 
Hawkins; that he fought for three days and rights 
and was wounded in six places; that most of his men 
were killed and wounded, and that he surrendered when 
the ship was ready to sink. The Spanish general sent 
his glove as a pledge to give life and liberty j hut he 
had been detained lest he should return and molest the 
Spaniards. Most of his people had been freed long 
ago, He entreated the Ambassador to intercede with 
the Queen for him. “ 1 and my father”, he concluded, 
" ever since we could bear arms, spent time and sub¬

The dishonorable detention of Richard Hawkins at 
last excited the indignation of a more powerful man

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than Dot) fieltmn de Castro. The credit of his tclease 
13 doe to the Cootit of Mirooda,' who declared, if a pri¬ 
soner was detained whose liberty had been ptomiBcd, 
no fvttare agreement could ever be made, because faith 
in Spanish honour would be destroyed. His views pre¬ 
vailed, and Bichar<.l Hawkins at len^h tetumed to 
England, after a dreary captivity of nearly eight 
years.* 

It was a sad home-coming. The brave oM father 
gone, the estates of both ruined, and long years 
of the prime of life utterly wasted. Bichard Haw¬ 
kins settled down, with his wife and children, in

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one of the most ecclutled coraboa between Dart¬ 
mouth and the Start Point. The load from Dart¬ 
mouth to Slapton leads southwards along the coast, 
with the sea genemll)'' in sight, firat up a very 
steep hill to Stoke Fleming, then down to the little 
hamlet of Bkickpool in a shingly bay, up again to Street, 
and down to the long reach of Slapton Sands, which 
cittends for several miles, almost to the Start. The 
“sands'' are in reality a steep bank of fine shingle, 
within which there is a fresh water lake called the Ley, 
about three miles long, full of roach and pike, ami fre¬ 
quented by water fowl of all kinds, A causeway leads 
across the Ley and over the hill, down into the pretty 
little village of Slapton. The church has a low tower 
and spire, a nave separated from the two aisles by four 
arches, and good perpendicular windows. There is a 
very richly carved wooden rood Bcrecn across the chaU'- 
cel and others across each aisle, with grapes and vine 
leaves carved along the upper borders. Old ghiss from 
other windows has been collected in a south chancel 
window, consisting of coats of arms of the Bryan family 
(or three piles azure), Kear the church, and iu the 
hollow where the village is built, there is a tall ivy- 
covered tower of the fourteenth oeutxiiy, part of a 
chantry founded by Jane, the wife of Sir Guy de 
Bryan, K.G,' Slapton was originally the property 
of the Bryan family. Iu the time of Henry VIII 
it was sold to Edward Ameredith, and his son

From Slnpton church a pretty Devonshire lane leads 
up for a quartcr-of-a-mile to Pole, where k the site of 
the old residence of the Bryans, Amcrediths, and Haw¬ 
kinses, in a secluded hollow, with many fine trees.

But Sk Bicbard Hawkins was very far from being 
on ii.llc man in his Devonshire home. He was knigbted 
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by James I, was appoiete^.! Vice-Admiral of Devon, 
and was often at Plymouth on business connected witb 
bis office. In Marcb 1605 we find him seq^uestcring a 
Spanish prize laden with Brazil wood and sugar, which 
was driven into Salcomhe 1>ay.^ In June 1603 he is 
corresponding wdth the Earl of Nottingham respecting 
some pirates, and diaeussiug a question of Admiralty 
jurisdiction;* and in September of the same year men¬ 
tion is made of bis active prosecution of pirates^ in his 
office of Vice-Admiral of Devon.® 

^ He was also engaged, in projects for a new voyage 
of diseoveiy. In March 1611 there was a proposal 
before the Governors of the East India ComiKiny for 
canyingout a favourite scheme of Sir James Lancaster 
to send a ship through Magellan's Straits to the Solo¬ 
mon Islands, and it was suggested that Sir Richard 
Hawkins should have the command,* He was generally 
held to be of *• courage, art, and know ledge’' to attempt 
such enterprise,® There is a letter from Sir Richard 
himself to the Company on this subject, dated July 
16tb, 1614,* He referred to a discovery formerly made 
by him, and to his desire to undertake another voyage 
to the Straits in person, A Committee was appointed 
to confer with Sir James Lancaster on the subject, and 
then to treat with Sir Richard, but with orders not to 
meddle with his ship, which was ver>- old, He offered,

I^otliing appears to have come of this negotiation, 
which ahows, however, that Hawkins was ae eager aud 
zealous as ever in the cause of geographical discovery. 
In July 1G20 we find Sir Eicbard Hawkins going, in 
command of the Vanguat-d, aa Vice-Admiral of a 
fleet of twenty ships, under Sir Eobert Mansell aa 
Admiral, for auppresauig Algerine pirates and in 
October a special commission vvae issued to Haw¬ 
kins, to be Admiral in case of MimscU's death.* Then 
comes a letter announcing the end, “Sir Eobert 
Mansell and his crew are ill-paid and Sir Eichard 
Hawkins, the Vice-Admiral, has died of vexation."* 
This is in a letter finm the Lord Cbamberlaiu to Sir 
Dudley Carlton dated April I7tli, 1G22. He was 
seized with a fit, it is said, when actually In the cham- 
her of the Privy Council on business connected with 
his command. His will, dated on April Kfth, 1622, 
was proved by his widow on June 13 th of the same 
year. He is described as of Slapton in Devonshire, 
and owner of the manor of Polo, as well os of a house 
called Pryvitt, at Alveretoke in Hampshire.* His 
widow foUowed him to the grave in IG29, and lies 
buried in the north aisle of SLapton Church.® A

present volume. Purebaa, in bis Pilgrims, reprinted 
the Obsei-vatwiis of Sir Rickard llau'kim in a muti¬ 
lated form “ once before published, now reviewed and 
corrected bj a written copie. illustmted with notes, and 
in divers places abbreviated".» Tbe reprint of the Hak¬ 
luyt Society ia from tbe original edition of 1623. 
Admiral Buniey devotes an intereating chapter to tbe 
voyage of Sir Richard Hawkius.* A poetical relation 
of the voyage is preserved in the British lluseum, 
composetl by Willlani Ridley in bis nineteenth year. 

Sir Richard intended to have given an account of 
bis long imprisonment, and of Peru and Ticrm Firmc, 
Terccira, and Spain, in a second port, as he informs us 
at the end of bis Oiservatiam (sec p. 339). Death pre¬ 
vented the accomplishment of this intention, and the 
loss of tbe promised second part is a serious and irre- 
paxable Joss to history. For we possess no account of 
Peru during that period, written by an observant 
foreigner. 

Another distinguished seaman of this family was 
William, brother of Sir John and nude of Sir RiebiuU 
Hawkins. He was not only an adveuturons sea captain 
but also a large owner of ships, and b 15GS bis Ply¬ 
mouth cruisers were the terror of the Spaniards,* In

Four years afterwards 
Ftnton was aeicctcd, by the Enrl of Leiecatcr, to com- 
mautl ac exi>e(Iition uomiDally to discover tbe north¬ 
west passage, ITie Queen contributed two of her ships. 
One was the galleon Leicester of 4 00 tons with Fenton 
on bojird as general. The other was the BonaiJeiiture 
of 300 tonSi commanded fay Luke Ward, as Vioe-Ad- 
iniral. There were also the .fmjicia of 40 tons, under 
Captain John Drake, with William hlarkham as master; 
and the Ulizixhefh pinnace. The instructions were am¬ 
biguous and absurd.

(JfiS®. OfAo, E viiij, but much mutilated by fire, 
A\ hat can be deciphered will be found at pages 353 to 
363 of the present volume. The expedition sailed in 
May 1582. and on July 20th the const of Guinea was 
sighted. It appears to have been a most unhappy 
cruise, and the journal of Hawkins is full of eom- 
]diiiuts of the ill treatment bo received from Captain 
henton. It is clear that Fenton wonted to abandon 
the voyage at a ver^- early iJcriod,and that most of the 
ollicci^ protested against it. The Francis readied the 
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river Plate, wliere ahe waa wrecked, but tbe crew were 
saved md kept among tU savages for fifteen months. 
The other ships entered the port of St. Vincent in 
Brazil, where an action was fought with a Spanish fleet 
by moonlight, and ncjtt morning, until both sides weie 
wca^. The English then made the beat of their way 
home; and the Leicester arrived at Kinsale on June 
Uth, 1513. On reaching the Downs Fenton broke out 
in violent abuse of Hawking calling him a knave, a 
villain, and a boy; and the voyage ended in mutual 
reproaches. It was an utter failure. Fenton, how* 
ever, does not appear to have lost any credit.^ 

We do not hear of WiUJam Hawkins again until 
1607 ; but he appeals to have been in the Levant 
mid to have learnt Turkish; for he could couverse in 
tint lau^age. In no? he was captain of the 
Ilecior \ti the third voyage set fortli by the East 
India Company. Captain Keeiinge, k the Drmon 
was general of the voyage. Purehas gives an ab' 
struct of Keelinge’s Journal occupying eighteen 
pages,* and another abstract of the Journal of Can-

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HaVi'klns viras, lost.* It should be in the coUection of 
East India Company’s bgg in the India Office. It baa 
aincc been found among the manuacripte in the British 
Museum (Egert&a MS. 2100); hut much bjured by 
damp. AU that cam be deciphered will be found at 
pages 364 to 388 of the present volume. This is fol¬ 
lowed by the interesting account of the "occutrents 
which happened in the time of his residence in India” 
and the “ briefe discourse of the strength, wealth, and 
government, with some of the customs of the GretU 
reprinted from Pnrehas.* 

The journey of William Hawkins to Agra, and his 
residence at the court of Jehanghir, may be looked 
upon as the opening scene in the history of British 
India. The Emperor induced the English captain to 
marry the daughter of Mubank K.han, a Christian 
Armenian; and when Hawkins w'as dismissed from 
Agra in November 1611, he took his native wife with 
him. They got safely on board Sir Hcn^ Middle- 
ton's ship in the following .Tanuary, and proceeded 
to Bantam, w-hcnce they sailed for England in the 
Thomas, arriving at Saldanha Bay on April 2l8t, 
1613. The Thomas sailed from Saldanha Bay on 
^lay 2181:, 1613, and here the letter {or report) of 
Hawkins to the company terminates abruptly.® He 

died on the passage from the Cape, and was buried in 
Ireland.* 

Mrs. Hawkins, alone amongst strangers, was left in a

very forlorn condition. Bnt she bad one diamond worth 
£2000, and smaller ones worth £4000, so that she had 
no difficulty in finding another husband. In 1614 ebe 
married Gabriel Towerson,* who bafl been in the voyage 
of Captain Saris and brought home the Hector. In 
161Captain and Mrs. Towerson veeat out to India 
again, and visited Agra ; where the lady remained with 
her relations. Towerson went home, and in 16*20 he 
was appointed Principal Factor at the Moluccas, where 
he was judicially murdered, after suffering inhuman 
treatment from the Dutch, on February 27tfa, 1623 
He was the chief victim in the Massacre of Am- 
boyna.

The oldest son, John, succeeded to Slapton on the death of 
bis mother in 1629. lie married Hester .... and had 
throe sons, Robert who died in \QU. John born in IfiqQ 
and died in 1642, and Jobn bora in 1013. 

There is reason to believe that John, bom in 1043, was 
the same John Hawkins who settled at Great Milton in 
Oifordsbiro in 1632, having previously married Mary 
d^aughtor of Edward Dewo, of Islip, who wae the son of 
Richard Deweof Abingdon, by Elisabeth daughter of Tesdalo 
the Founder of Pembroke College at Oxford. For this John 

of Great Milton bore the same amia and crest as Sir 
Kichard Hawldiiia. 


John Hawkins of Gmat Milton, by Maiy Dewe, had 14 
children, born betwMn 1081 and 1093. The eldest, William 
Hawkins, was a Seijoant at Law, and author of Pleas o/tht 
Cfotim. He had two sons, William and Philip FeUows of 
Pembroke College, irho left issuo, and a daughter Man’ 
mamod to William Ram. The second son of John Hawkih J 
of Great Milton wss also named John.

John Croft Hawkins was boro in 1798 and, after being in 
the navy, entered the Bombay Marine in 1810. He sorv^ed 
in the Persian Gulf at the rodnction of Ras-el-'Kbaimab, 
nnd in 1821 against the Bcnu*Bu-Ali tribe. Ho became a 
Lieutenant in 1834, and Commander in 1831, Ho made 
a remarkably rapid orerlaud jonniey tbrough Persia to India 
m 1832, for which be received the special thanks of the 
Board of Control. In 1838 he surveyed the Euphrates as far 
asHit; and was promoted to the rank of Captain in 1839 , Ho 
was Commodore in the l^ersian Gulf and performed acts of 
great personal daring: first in bringing a noted piratical chief 
to terms; and secondly in divingto run a line through the ring 
of an anchor, which greatly ooniributed to save H.JLS. Fox. 
Sir H 0 ai 7 Blackwood spoke of the skill and energy of Com¬ 
modore Hawkins as never surpassed by any seaman. He 
thrice received the thanks of tho Home, and seven times of 
the local Goveroment. Ho died at Bombay in 1851 . Oom- 
modore Hai\kins was one of the most distinguished naval 
officers in the Indiuu Sorrico, 

Bradford Denne Hawkins, bom in 1799, entered holy 
orders, and is Hector of Rivenball near Witham, in Essex. 
He married Sarah, danghter of Robert Hopkins, Esq., of Tid^ 
aarsh House in Berkshire; and has a son, Kobert Samuel 
Hawkins, of 18, Norliam Gardens, Oxford, who was born on 
July lltb, 1832 , and married Lucy Sybil, daughter of Sir 

omas Tancred, Bart, They hare issue. 

Bu^rke, iu his Landttd Gmtrtj^ gives a genealogy by which 
Sm John Hawkins, the author of The mtor,j ofMoae (bom 
1719, died 1789) is made to be a descendant of John, tho 
oldest son of Sir Richard Hawkins. But thero is iuteroal 
evidence of this genealogy being apocrj phal. This Sir John's 
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father ifaa a how as carpentop, rcapcctiag whose ancestpy 
there is no evidence whatever. 

Richard Eawkins, the second son of Sir Richard Haw- 
kins, ^ttied at Slapton and had a goa Nicholoe, who was 
bom in 16S9. John Hawkins, the son of IfichoJaa, w«a 
eettbd at Kingsbridge in Devonshire, and waa a Captain of 
Militia in 17D3. His son Richard Eawkina of Kingsbridge 
(lied in 1743,leaving two aona, John and Richard. 

Richard Hawkins, the second son, was also of Kingshridge, 
and died there in 1778, leaving e son, Richard Hawkins of 
Kingsbridge, who died in 1S3G. This lust Richard had two

Oi,DK M. ■\yiUiam Haokina of Plimmoiith, a man for hia 
wistlome, valiipe, Mperienoe, and skill in sea causes much 
eatcemed, and beloued of King Heniy the eight, and being 
one of the prmcipall Sea Captaioos In the AVest partes of 
England in bis time, not contented with the abort voya^'ea 
commobly then made onoly to the knowen coostes of Eurt^e, 
armed out a tail and goodlie ship of hisowne, of the burthen 
of 250. tonnea, called the Pole of Plimmonth wherewith he 
made three long and famoos yoyagee vntq the coast of 
Brasill, a thing in those days very mre, especially to onr 
Nation. In the course of which voyages be touched at the 
Rieut of Sestos,i ypon the coast of Guinea, whore he tra- 
fiquod with the Negtoe®, and tooke of thorn Oliphants’ 
teeth, and other commodities which that place yeeldcth: 
and so arrivung on tho coast of Brasil, used there such dis¬ 
cretion, and betaued himselfe so wisely with those sanage 
p^lo, that he grew into great famiJiarito and friendship 
with them. Insomnch that in his 2. voyage, one of the 
sauage kings of the Countroy of Bresill was contented to 
take ship with him, and to be traasported hither into Eng* 
lend: whoreunto M. Hankins agreed, leaning behinde in 
the oonntrey as a pledge for his safetie and retnme againe, 
one Martin Cockeram of Plimmouth. This Brasilian ting

in that there rose a contrary winds at Southwest The 25* 
tho wind continuing contniry, ha put into a place in Gallicia, 
called Femilb where Leo remained fine dojeSj and appointod 
all the ]ilaaters of his ahippea an order for ihe keeping of 
good compania iu thia manner : the small shippea to be 
alwayes u head and a weather of the lesua^ aod to speake 
twise a day with the leaua at least : if in the day the 
Eusigne bee oner the pcKipe of the leaua^ or in the night 
two lighten, then shall all the shippes speoko with her. If 
there be three lights uboetd the lesus^ then doeth she cast 
about; If the weather be extremoj^ that the small ahippea 
cannot keep compatiie with the lea us, then all to keep cum- 
pauiu with the Baloinoo^ and foorthwith to repaire to the 
Island of Toneritifc^ to the Northward of the road of Sirroes: 
If udy happen to any miafurtune, then to ahewo two lights^ 
and to shoots off a piece of Ordinance. Lf any loose com¬ 
panies and come in sight againoj to make three yawea^ and 
strike the Mjson^ three times : Seme God dayly, lone one 
another^ preserve your victuals^ beware of £re^ and kcepe 
good companies 

The 26. day the Minion came in also where he was for the 
reioicing whereof hco gave them certaine pieces of Ordi¬ 
nance^ after the conrteiiio of tho Seaj for their wolcome> but 
the ^linion^a men had no mirthe, because of their consort^ 
the Merlinoj whoine;, at their departnre from Haukins 
vpon the coast of England, they went to seeke : and having 
mette with her, kept companie two dayes togetheCj and at 
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by misfortune of fire (ttrough tbe negligeace of one of 
thoir gunooTB) the powder in. the gunaera^ roome was sot on 
fire,which with the first blast stooke out her poope, und there- 
withall lost three men, hosidos ranny sora burned (which 
escaped by the Brigandiuo being at her atonie), and imme* 
diately, to the great loase of the ownarSj and moat horrible 
sight to the beholderSj she sanke before their eyes. 

The 30^ day of the Monoth M. Haukius with hia consorts 
and companie of the Minion^ haning uowe both tho Brigand' 
dines at her fiternOj wayed anerSp and set aaile on their 
voyagOj bauiug a proaperouB windo thereunto. 

TJio fourth of Nonemher they had sight of tho Islande of 
Madera, and the sisfc day of Tcneriffe^ which they thought 
to heue bene the Canaries^ in that they supposed themselTea 
to hflue bene to the Eastward of Teneriffep and were not: 
but the Myaion being a three or foui^ leagues ahead of ys, 
kept ou her course to Tenerifie^ haiuug better sight thereof 
than tJio others hadj aud by that ineanes they parted com- 
panie. For blaster Huukios and hia compunia went more 
to the Westj vpon which course^ baYing sailed awhile^ he 
espied another Island, which he thought to bo Teueriffej 
aud being not able, by the mcanes of tho fogge upon tho 
hihi, to disceme the same^ nor yet to fetch it by nightj went 
roomer^ uutill the moming, hoing the 7. of Xovember;, 
which aa yet he could not discerned hut sailed along the 
coastp the spsco of two howres, to porccaue some certain© 
maxke of Teuertfib, and found no likelihood Uiereof ut allp 
accompting that to be^ as it was iu deede, the Islo of 
n>ui6ai Palmes:^ and so Bailing forwardSp espied another Island, 
called Gciuera,® and dso Tenoriif©, with the which he made, 
and sailing all night, came m the morning the next day to

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the port of Adt-eia;,^ where ho foond h^a piouoaso which hud 
departed from him the sixt of the mooeth^ beiDji^ ia the 
weather of him, aad espjia^ the pike of Teaei-iJfeall a high, 
bare thither. At hia arriual, somewhat before he came to 
anker, he hojaed out his ahippo*s pinneaae rowing a ahoarej 
intending to hano aent one with a letter to Peter de poate^ 
one of the Gouemonra of the lalandp who dwelled a league 
from the shoare ; but aa ha pretended to hnuo Jauded, sud- 
denlj there appeared vpon the two pointed of the roado 
men leuelling of bo^aea and hurquebui^aes to them, with 
dinere othera to the number of 80. with halberta^ pykeS;r 
swordes^ and targets, which happened ao eontrairio to hia 
OKpeotation that it did greatly uraase himp and the inore, 
becanse he was noive in their danger, not knowing well how 
to anoide it without some mischiefe^ Wherefore he deter* 
mined to call to them, for the better appeasing of the mat¬ 
ter, declaring his name, and professing himself to be an 
especiall friend to Peter de ponte, and that he had sundry 
things for him, which he greatly desinod. And in the meane 
time, while he wa0 thus talking with them, whereby he 
made them to hold their hands> ho willed the marrioers to 
rowa away, so that at last ho gat out of their danger: and 
theu asking for Peter de Ponte^ one of his somies being 
SigciioT Nioholaa Ponte, came foorth, whomo ho perceauing, 
desired to put bis men asidOj and he himself wonld leape a 
shoare^ and common with him, which they did : bo that 
after communication bad betweeue them of Bnndry things, 
and of the feare they both had,i JIaator Hawkins desired to 
haue ccrtainc necessaries prouided for him. In the meane 
space, w bile these tbiogs were prouiding, he trimmed tho 
mnino mast of the lesos, which in the stornio aforesaid was 
aprong : here lie soionmed 7. daies, refreshing himselfe and 
his men* In the which time Peter de ponte, dwelling at S*

gentle entertainment as if lie bad been his own brother- 
To speak somewbat of these lalanda, being called in olde 
time Inanlae fortunattPj hy the meanea of the florialung 
tberof, the fruitfulness of them doetli surely exoeede farro 
all otter that I hsue hearde of: for they make wine better 
ttflu any in SpaiDO^ they bano griipea of such bignos^ that 
they msv be compared to damson Sj and in taste inferioro 
to none: for sugar, sucksts^ raisons of the StitmOj and 
many other fruits, abundance : for rosloe and raw silken 
there is great atere^ they want neither come^ pullets, 
cattelb nor yet wUde fowle s they have many Camels also^ 
which being yoiig, are eaten of the people for victnak, and 
being olde^ they are used for carriage of nccesaariea : whose 
propertie is as he is taught to kneels at the taking of his 
loaduj and nnloaJing agaiue; liJs nature is to ingender 
backward^ contrairie to other beastes : of understauding 
yevy good, but of abape very deformed, with a littie bellie, 
long mishapeo legges, and fcote very bruadc of flesb, with- 
out a hoofe, all wholej fiauing the great toe, a back bearing 
up like a inolehill, a large and tliiiino neck, with a littie bejid, 
with a bunch of hard flesh, which nature hath giuen liim in 
his breast to lean vpon. This beast liuetb hardly, and is 
contented with strawe, and stubble, but of force strong, 
being well able to cany 500. weight. In one of theso 
"t}« t'ijBr- isbnda called do Fierro^*® there is, by the reporter of the 
inhabitontsp a certaine tree® that roincth continually, by the 
dropping whereof the inhabitants and cattol are satisJied 
with water^ for other water haue they none in all the Island. 
And it mineth in such abundance that it were incredible 
vnte man to beleeue such a vertue to be in a tree, but It is

tnreSj wben tbe children of Taraell were going into the land 
of promise^ feed them with Manna from heaiien, for the apace 
of 40* yoorea. Of the trees aforesaid, "wq saw in Gnineoi 
mapy^ being of great height,, dropping contJnuaily, hut 
so abundantly m the other^ because tbe leaues are narrower^ otmay. 
and are like the leaues of a peare tree. About these Islands 
are certaine flitting Islands, which hnno bene oftentiines 
aeeno, and when men approched neere thetn^ they vanisbed ; 
as the like batb bene of these Islands now knowen^ by the 
report of the Inhabitanta, wldcli were not founde of long 
time one after tbe other. And therefore it. shotdde seeTue 
he is not yet bornSj to whome God hath appointed the 
finding of them. In this Island of the Teneriffe there is a 
hill called the Pike, because it is picked, which is in height 
by their reports, '20. leagues,^ hauing both winter and auminer 
aboimdance of anowe m the top of it i Uiis pike may be 
fieene in a cleere day 50. leagues off, but it showeth as though 
it were a blacke clowde a great height in the eleinent. 1 
have hoard of none to be compared with this in height, but 
in the Indies 1 have seen many, and in my iudgment not 
inferiour to the pike, and so the Spaniards write. 

The 15 of KoneTuber, at night, wo departed from Teneriffe 
and the 20. of the same wee had sight of 10. Camels^ that were 
fishing At sea^, with whome we would haue spoken^ but they 
fearing vs, fled into a place of Barbarie,called Cape de Iris Barbas. £5£^" 

The 20. the sbippes pinnesse, with two men in her, 
sailing by tbe sbippe, waa ouerthrown by the oner- 
sight of tljcm that were in her, the wind being an great 
that before they were espied,, and the ship had cost 
about for them, she was driueu halfe a league to leevTArd 
of the pitiueese, and had lost sight of her, so that there was 
1 Ihe Peak of TeurriQ^e i& 11^430 feet above the «?a. 
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stD&ll hope of recouoria, liiwS pot God's belpo, »»d the Cap- 
taJpTO diligence bene, who hauing well marked winch woy 
the pinneaae wae by the Sunne, appointed 24, of the lustiest 
rowers in the great boato to rowo to windewarda, and so 
recon eredj contrary to all men’s oitpectfttions, both the pin- 
nesse and the men sitting vpon the keele of her. 

>i» The 25, ho’ came to Cape Blauco,® which is vpon the coast 

*“**■ of ABHcSj and a place where the Portingals doe rido that 
6ahe there, in the moneth of Nonember espodally, and is a 
very good place of hsliing for Pargoes, Mallet> and Dogp^ 
fiahe. In this place the Portingals bane no holde for their 
defense, bnt ban# resctie of the Barbarians, whome they 
entortaiue as their stnildiers, for the time of their being 
there, and for their fishing vpon that coast of ASrica, doe 
pay a certains tribnte to the King of the Moores. The 
people of that part of Affrica are tawnio, haning bag haire, 
without any apparell, sanlng before their priuio in embers. 
Their weapons in waireg, are bowes, and arrowea. 

The 26. wo departed from S. Aoia Bays, within Cape 
BIadod, where wo nefrofthed onrsalnes ivlth fiahe, and other 
neccsaaHesi and the 29. we came to Cape Verde, which 
lieth in 14. degrees, and a halfe. These people are all bliicke, 
and are called Negroes, without any apperell. Bailing before 
their prioitiea : of atatnre goodly men, and well liking, by 
rooBon of their foodo, which passeth all other Gnyneans for 
kinc, goates, pnllin, rise, fmits, and fishe. Here we tooke 
fishes with heades like Cfoniea, and teeth nothing varying, of 
n iolUe thickness, but not past a footo long, and ianot to ho 
eaten without flaying or catting of hia head. To apeak 
somewhat of the sundry sortes of these Gnyneans. The 
people of Cape Verde, are called Leophares, and connted 
the goodlioBt men of a1 other, Baning the Manieongoos, 
wliich do inbabite on this side the cape do Buena Speranza, 
These Leophares haue w&rres against the leloSes,* which

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qro bordering bj them! thoir wooipons ere boweg and 
ftrmwes^ targets, and aliort daggera, darts alsoj bat vatyiug 
froin other Negroes * for whereas the other use a long dart 
to fight with in their hands^ they cariy fiuo or si^o small 
ones a piece, which they cast with. These men also are 
more ciuil than any other, because of their daflie fcraffikc 
with the Frenchmen, and are of nature very gentle, and 
lonicg : for while wo were there, we tooke in a Frenchman, 
who was one of the 19. that going to Brasill, in a Barhe of 
Diepo, of 60. tnnnes, and being a sea hoord of Cape Do 
Yerdc, 200. leagues, the plankcs of their barkc with a sea 
brake out apon them bo suddenly, that much a doe they had 
to saao themselvea in their boatos : hot by God's prom- 
dance, the wind being westerly, which is rarely scene there, 
they got to the ahoaro, to the Isles Braiies, and in great 
penurie got to Cape Verde, whero they remained aixe 
wookea, and had mcate and drinko of the same people- The 
said Frenchman hauing forsaken his fellowee, which were 
three laagnea off from the ahoare, and waudring with the 
Kegroea too and fro, fortuned to como to tho w ater-aide^ 
and commiining with certaine of his count rey men, which 
were in our ship, by their perswosions came away with va s 
but his entortainemant amengst them was such that he de- 
ftiriod it not, bqt through the importunate request of his 
Coiintrcynien, consented at tho last. Ucro we staid but one 
night, and part of the day : for the 7+ of Deecmber wee 
Came away, in that pretonding to hane taken NegrOE^s there 
perforce, the Mynions man gaue them there to vnderstand 
of oiir comming, and our pretence, wherefore they did auoido 
the snares wo had laid for them, 

Tlie S. of December w'e aukored by a small Island, called 
Alcatrarsa, wherein at oor going a sboare, we found nothing 
but sea-birds, as we call them Ganets, but by the Portmgais 
called Alcatmraea, who for that cause gaue the said Island 
tho eame name. Herein halfe of our boates wore laden 
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witb yong« «ind oMe fowle^ who not bpiogVBCjd to tbo aight 
of inoTij flew so about vs, that weo atroke tbem downe with 
poloa. In this place, the two ships ridings the two barkos. 
with their boates, want into an Island of the Sapies^ cnlled 
Ln Fprmiot to aoo if they could take any of tbomj and there 
landed to tbe number of 80. in armour* and espying oertaine* 
made to them^ but they fled in ancb order into tbo woods, 
that it booted them not tx> followe* so going on their way 
forward til they came to a riner whicb tbey coaid not passe 
ouer+ tbey espied on tbe other side two men, who with thoir 
bowes and anrowes sbot terribly at tbem. Wherenpon we 
discharged eortaine barquebnsacs to them ngaine, bwt the 
ignorant people waied it not, because tbey knewo not the 
danger thereof: bat vsing a marueloos owning in tbeir figbt, 
with leaping* and turning their tailesi that it was most 
strange to see* and gnuo vs great pleasure to behold them. 
At the lastj one being bnrt with a harqaebnsso vpon tbe 
thigh, looked vpon bis wound, and wist not ho wo it eaniOj 
because he coaid aoi see the poUek Hero Master Hawkins 
perceaning no goonl to be done amongst theiBi because we 
eoald not fin do thoir lowaes, and also not knowing bow to 
goo into Rio Grande^ for want of a Pilots which was the very 
occasion of oar commlag thither: aad finding so many 
sbolea* feared with oar great ships to goe in^ and therefore 
departed on onr pretended way to the Idols*® 

The 10. of December, baning a northeast wind^ with 
raine, and storme* whicb wentber continued two daics toge¬ 
ther, was tbe occasion tlmt tbo Salomon and Tyger lost oar 
companie: for whereas the Xesns and pinnesse ankered at 
one of the Islands* eallod Stimbnlaj the 12. day* tbe 
Salomon and Tiger came not thither* till the 14. In this 
Island we staled oertaino dnie^* gomg every day a shoaro*

The Samboaea had inhabited there 3 yeerea before onr 
eoming ibitber^ and ia so short space bane go pkated the 
ground y that they Imd grent ptentie of niilh rise^ rootos* 
pornpioiiaj pnllin^ goatesi of small frye driedj eoeiy house 
full of the countroy fmite planted by God's prooidence^ m 
Palmito trees, fruites like dates, and snndiy other in no 
place in all that conutrey so aboundantly, whereby they lined 
more dalioionsly then other. These inliabitanta bane diners 
of the Sapies, which they tooke in the warrea, as thoir 
sbucsj whomo oacly they keopo to till the ground, in that 
they neilher haae the knowledge tlioreof, nor yet will work 
tbemseluesj of whom wee tooke many ia that place;, but of 
the Samboses none at allj for they fled into the maipo. Al 
tbo Samboses baue white teeth as wee baae^ far viiliko to 
the Sapies, which doe inbabito about Hio grande, for their 
teeth are all filed^ whicli they doe for a branerie, to set out 
them eel nes, and doo iagge thoir flesh, both leggea, armes, 
and bodies^ as workmanlike as a Jerkintpakor with vs 
pinketh a ierkin. These Sapies be more ciuil then the 
Samboses, for whereas the Samboses line most by the spoile 
of their enemies, both in taking their victuals and eating 
them also, the Sapies doe not eat mans flesh, vnless in 
the warrea they be driuoa by necessitie thereunto, wdiicti 
they haoc not vsed, bnt by the eiamplo of the Samboses, 
but line onely with fruitt, and cattel, whereof they bane 
great store. This plentie is the occasion that the Sapies 
desire not warre^ except that they be therevnte protioked 
by the itiuasiona of the SamboseB, whereas the Samboses 
for want of foode, are in forced thereunto^ and therefore am 
not woont onely to take them that they kill, but also keopo 
those that they take, vntill auch time aa they want meste 
and then they kiil them« There ia also another occasion 
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thftt prodofeetb tbe Samboaes to warro o^inat the Sapies, 
wbicb is for couetoastieB oF tboir ricliei. For wborcas the 
Sapie^ bnqe an order to bnrio tbeir dead in pTaces 

appointed for that piirpoaoj with tbeir gokle about them* 
the Satnboses diggeth vp tbe ground to bauo the same 
treaiiiiro* for the Sambosea hane not the liko istore of golde, 
that the S^piea bane. In this Island of iSambula/ wo found 
about 50. boates^ called Almadyes^ or Canoas, which are 
made of ono peeee of wood^ digged out like a traugb, but 
yet of a good proportion^ being about 8* yardcs long, 
and one in brcdtli, hauing a beako lieadj and a stcriie 
VQry proportionablj made, and on the outside artificially 
earned, paitited rod* and blewo : they are ablo to 
carry 20. or 30. meu^ hnt they ore about the coast able to 
carry three score aivd vpwarda. lu these Canoas they 
rowo fitanding vpright', with an ower somewhat longer 
then a man, tbe eude* whereof is made about tho breadth 
and length of a nian^s bnnd^ of tbo largest sorfc. They 
rowu vepy awift, and in aome of them fonro roworaj and 
one to stctre, make os much way aa a pairo of oar os in 
tho Thames of London* Their Townes are prettily divided,, 
with a maine streete at tbo entoring in, that goeth thorough 
their Towae, and another orertbwart streeto* which maketh 
^efirae their towiies Crosse wares; their bouses are built in a rank 
very orderly in the faco of the streete, and they are made 
round, like a done cote, with stakes set full of Palmito 
leauesj insteede of a wall: they are not mueb more than a 
fat home largCj and two of heigh th, and thatched with Pak 
niito leanus very close, other sonie with reede, and ouer the 
roofe thereof, for the better garnishing of the aame, there 
is a rouiide bundle of reede pretily contriqed like a looer :* 
Id the inn&r part, they make u loft of stickes, whereupon 
they lay all their prouision of vietijalg: n place they rose rue 
nt their cutnince for the kitchin, and the place they lie in 
is dill idea with certain^ mats artificially made with the rine 
^ Fr^^iiblj- ihc toodcru therhgro Iisland, in 7" 3</ N, ' B^wer? 
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of pAlmito trees : tbeir bedsteedes nve of Biaall sfcEUBs, laido 
ttloDg-j and raised a footo from the grodod^ vpoa ¥rhieh is 
I Aide a loatte^ and another vpon them when they liat: for 
other cone ring tliej haue none. In tbo middle of tho 
Towns there is a bon so, larger and higher then the other, 
bnt in form aUkoj adioyning ynto Ihe which, there is a place 
made of four goode standons of woodej and a ronndo roofe 
oner it, the grouade raised round with claye^ a foot high^ 
vpon the which flooro were stmwed many 6 no mats: this is 
tlie consultation hoiiaej the like whereof is in all Townoa^ as 
the Portingala affirmo i in which place^ when they sit in 
CounfiellCp the King or Captaine aittoth in tho middes^ and 
the Elders vpon tho lloorohj him : {for they give reiierenco 
to thoir Elders,] and the connaoD sorte sitte ro-nnd about 
them. There they sitte to examine matters of theft, which 
if a man bo taken with to stcale but a Forttugall clothe 
from anothorj ho is sold to the Portingals for a slane, They 
eoUijnU alad^ and take order what tjmo they shall go to 
warrea : and as it is certainly reported by the Fortingalsp 
they take order in gathering of fmites in tho season of the 
yeerej and also for recciuing of Palmito wine* which is 
gathered by a hole cut to in tho toppo of a iree^ and a gorde 
sot for the receauing thereof^ which fulleth m by droppos^ 
and yioldoth freshe wine agaiue within a nioneth, and this 
diiiided^ part and portion like to enery man, by the 
iudgment of the Captaino and Elders^ enery man holdotb 
bimself contented : and this surely I iudge to be a very good 
order, for otherwiao^ where scarcitie of Palmito is, enery 
man wonld bane the samoj which might breede great strife: 
but fer snch things, as eueiy mau doth plant for himseire, 
tho aoworthereuf reapeth it to his ewu vse^ so that no thing 
is common bnt that which is vnset by man^a hands. In 
thoir houses there is more common passage of Lizard os like 
Euata, and other greatorj of black and hie we colon r,. of 
neere a foot long, besides their toiles, then them is with

In their hattols they haue 
target oietij with hroade wicker tArgets^ add dork wiili 
heades at lioth cndes, of yroii, tbo oae in forme of a two- 
edged swoi'd^i a footo and a balfe longi and at the other 
eddcj the yron lonj^ of the same length, nmdo to cownter- 
peaso jt, that id castingi it inight dee levelj rather than for 
tttiy other purpoa^j os I cnn iudge. And when they espie 
the edcmiB^ the Captciine to cheer his men orietb^ 
atid they ftuswere and with that enery man plaeeth 

hiin:se1fe in order^ for about euoiy target man three bowe- 
ined will ooner themselvesj and shoote aa they see adnan- 
tage, and when they giue the onset they make such terrible 
cryes that they may he heard two railoa off For their 
hfileefej I can heare of none that they haiifi^ but in such as 
they thorn seines imagine to see in their droames^ and so 
worshippe the pictarca^ whereof we saw aomo like voto 
I'Jluels. In this Island aforesaide, \v& soionrned vnto the 
one and twentieth of DecembBr, where lianing taken certain 
Negroes^ and of their fruitos, risc^ and millp as we could 
well Currys away (whereof there was such store that we 
might have laden one of onr Barkea therewith), we 
departed^ and at our departnre diners of onr men being 
desirous to goo a shoare, to fetch Bompions^ which having 
prooued, they found to bo very goodj cortaiiie of the Tygers 
men went also, amongst the which there was a Carpenter, 
a yoog man, who with his fellows hailing fet many^ and 
carried them downe to Mioir boatos, as they weiie ready to 
depart, desired his foliowes to tarry, while ho might goe vp 
to fetch a few which he Itad kyed by for himaelfe^ who 
TiifBrtrtiiL* being more licorons than circumspect, went up without 
weapon, and as he went vp alouoi possibly being marked of 
lLo Negroes that wore vpon the Ircoa, espying him what ho 
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didj pcrceaiiiHg lum to bd alorn^j anti witbomfe weapon, 
dogged him, and Ending him occupied in biodiiig hh Poiu- 
piutiB togcthcn, came behind him, overthrowing him, and 
fttraight cub hb throati as he aftenvarda was foetid by hia 
feUowea, who came to the place for btmj and there found 
him iiakod- 

The two and twentieth the Captaine went into the Biner, 
called Catlowsa, with the two Barkes^ nad the lohns pin^ 
nessOj and Salem one boats, leaning at anker in the Biuers 
mouth the two abippes, the Biaera being twentie leagues in^ 
where tho Portmgals roadc: he camo the five and twentieth^ 
and dispatched hb bnainea, and ao returned with two Cara- 
uels, loaden with Negi’oos. 

Tlie 27 the Csptaino boing aduertised by the Portingala^ 
of a Towne of the Negroes^ called Byinba, being in tho 
way as they roturneds w'Lere was not onely great qnantitle 
of golde^ hut also that thei-e were not aboiie fortie ineii^ and 
a huudred women and children in the Towne, so that if ho 
would giue the aduenturo vppon the samOj ho might gette 
a hundreth slauoi: with the which tydinga bee beeiug 
gladde^ because the Portingals should not thinks him to bee 
of so base a conragOj^ but that he durst to giue them, tliat, 
aiid greater attempts : and being thereunto also the more 
pronoked wit.li the prosp&roiia successe he liad in other 
Islands adiacent, whore ho had put them all to Eightj and- 
takeu in one boats 20, together, deterrainod to stay before 
tho Towno three or foure bowres^ to sSo what he could doe: 
and therefore prepared his men in annouri and weapon, 
together* to the number of fortie men. well appointed* 
hauing to their guides certaine Portinguls* in a boats, who trail 
brought some of them to their death : wo landing bouto 
after boats, and diners of onr men scattering themselueB* 
contrario to tho Captaines will* by oue or two in a com¬ 
panies for the hope they hud to finde golde iu their bouses^ 
ransacking the gamOj in the meane time the Negroes came 
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vppon the™* and hnrlii^ beeing' tbos Bcnttered, 

Wa^tofcif^ whereas if Bue or sl^e had bono tocotbE^r^ they bad bona

ti^ijiMif ftble^ afl iheir cotupabies did^ to gidfe tbe ovartbrowe to 40. 

of thornj and being drinen downo to take tbair boatea^ wore 
followed BO bardty by a route of negroes, who by that tooke 
courage to pursoe tboca to their boatesi that not ooely 
some of ihetOj but otbera ataoding n sboaro^ not looking 
for any sucb matter^ by mnanea that the Negroes did flie at 
the £rgt, and our companie retuaioed in the towne, were 
suddenly so set vpon^ that some with great Liirte reconercd 
their boates : other some not iible> to reconer tbo same, 
tooke the watcr^ and perished by mcaoea of the oaze. 
WJiile this was a doings the Captaine, who with a dosen 
men weefc thorongh the Towme^ returned, Euding 200. 
Negroes at the water aidoj abooting at them m the boates, 
and catting them in peeces, which were drowned in the 
water^ at whose ooming they ranne all away t so ho entered 
his boatesj and before he could put off from the shore, they 
Tfltumed againe, and shot very Borcely, and hurt dinera of 
thEm. Thus wee returned backe, somewhat discomforted^ 
although the CapUine in a singular wbo manner* with 
countenance veiy clieorfiil outwardlyj as though he did 
little weigh the death of hia men, nor yet the great hurt of 
the restij although his heart inwardly was broken in poeces 
for it, done to this ende, that the Portingalsj being with 
hiiEtj should not presume to resist against him* nor take 
occasion to put him to further displeasUTB or hiuderance, for 
the death of our men : having gotten by our going ten 
Negroes and lost seven of our best men, whereof Master 
Fields Captaiue of the Salomon^ ivas one* and we had 27. of 
our meu hurt. In the same bowse* while this was a doing 
tbene happened at the some instant, a meruelons miracle to 
them iu the sbippes* who made ten leagues to seaward* by 
uiauy sharks or Tuberona, who came about the ships, among 
which one was taken by the Icstia* and fooro by the 
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Salomon^ and oho very sore liurt^ escaped : and so it fell 
out; of oar moHj ivliercof ono of the lesna sneiij and fonre of 
the &i 4 ^Ionioti& wore killetlj and tho 5^ hauing 20^ wounds* 
was rescued^ and sca]>Git with piocli adoo« 

The 23. they came to their shipa* the lesus and the 
Sjilomon, and the SO. departed from thence to Tag^rm, 

The fii-at of Jautiario* the two barkefl* and both the boateg 
forsooke the ships* and went into a riuer* called the Cua- 
ecroesj and the G* bailing dispatobed their biisines* the two 
harkea retmniedj and came to Taggariu^ where the two ships 
were at anker. Not two daiea after the coinToing of the two 
ehippes thither* they pnt their water oogke a ahoaro* and 
filled it willi water* to season tho same, thinking te hane 
filiad it wdth fresh w^ator afterw'ard : and while their men 
were some a ahemre* and son^o at their boatea* the Negroes 
set vpon theiH in the bqates* and hurt diners of thcnij and 
c^e to tlio enskes, and cut off the hoopas of tvrelne butts* 
w hich loat na 1. or o* dayes time* besides great want we had 
of the same: soioiirnitig at Taggaria* the Swadowo went op 
the riuor about her tmffike, wliore they saw great townee of 
the Negroes* and CftnoftSj that had threo scoro men in 
peeeo : there the}' vnderstood of the Purtingals, of a great 
battell* betw'cene them of the Sierra Leona aide* and them 
of Taggarin: they of Sierra Leona had prepared "300 canons 
to iunade the other. The time was appointed not past fi. 
dales after onr departure from thence* which we would haue 
seonn* to the in tent we might hane taken some of tbem* 
had it not been for the death and sicknee of onr men* 
which came by the contagiougneos of the place* which 
made vs to make haste away. 

The 18. of Jauuarte at night* wo departed from Tagarrin* 
being bonnd to the West ludiaes* before which departure -rf 

certaine of the Salomons men went a shosre, to 61 wator in 
the nighti and as they came a shoarewith their boate* being 
ready to leape a Sand* one of them espied a Negroe in a 
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’^vbite cc&H upon a rocVe, being; ready to bane 

Teceaned them, when they came a shoare, haning in Bight 
of hia followes also, eight or nine, some in one place leaping 
ootj and acme in another, hot they hid thomselvce straight 
agnine ; whereupon our men doubting they had beno a 
great companion and songht to haue taken them at more 
aduantngei as God would, departed to their shippesp not 
tliiuking them had bene such u mischiefe preteiided 
toward them as then was in deede. Which the nest 
da? we understood of a Portingallj that catno downe to 
vs, who had tinffikcd with tho Kogroes, bj whome he 
nnderstoode, that the King of Sierra Leona had inade 
all the power he could, to take some of vs, partly for 
the desire he had to ace what kind of people we wera, that 
had spoiled his people at the Idols, w hereof he had news 
before our comming. and as I indge a!so^ vpon other ocea'^ 

'hrffDmMfl. sioiis prenoked by tbe Tangomangoes, but sure we were 
that the armie was come downc, by means that in the 
cueuing wo sawo such a luonstrous firoj made by the watring 
place, that before was not seen, which fine is the onoly mark 
for tha Tangomangoes to know wbern their armie is alwaiea. 
If these men bad come downe in the eaening, they bad 
done vs great displeaanre, for that we wore a ahonre filling 
water : but God, who worketh all things for the best, would 
not hana it eOi and by him wee escaped without danger, hi a 
itame bee prayaed for it. 

Ftbnaxta, The 29. of the same moneth, we departed with all out 
ahips from the Sierra Leona, towards the West Indias, 
where for the apace of 2 Ip dales, wee were becalmed, hauing 
nowa ond then contrarie windes, and Bome Temadoa 
amengoat the same cal mo, which happened to ts very ill, 
being but reasonably watered, for so great a companio of 
Negroes, and oor Belnes, which pinched us alh and that 
which wns worst, pot vs in such fenro, that many neuer 
thought to haue reached to the Indias, without great death 
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of Npgroes, Olid of themseirta s but Almiglitie God, who 
Tjonor sulfopeth his elect to perish, sent va the sisteene of 
Fcbruerioj the ordioarle BriesOj which is the Northwest 
winde, which never left us, till we (same to no Isltvnd of the 
Cannybals, called Saacta Doraiaics, where wo arrtned the 
ninth of March, vpoa a Sattnrday : and becanse it was the 3a«b. 
most desolate place in all the Ifilnnd, wo could see no 
Cannybals, but some of their houses, where they dwelled, 
and as it ahowld seeme, forsoote the place, for want of freshe 
water, for wo coiildo flude none there but raioo water, and 
each as fell from the hils, and romaynod as a puddle in the 
dale, whereof we Elled for our Negroes. Tha Cannyhals of 
that Island, and also others adiacent, are the most desperate 
warriors that are io the Indiaa, by tbo Spaniards report, who 
are aeuer able to conquer them, and they are molested by 
them not a little, when they are driuen to water there in 
any of those Islands : of very late, not two roonetha past, 
in the said Islande, a Camnell being driuen to water, was 
in the night setto upon by the Inhabitants, who cntfca their 
coble in the halser, whereby they were driuen a shoare, and 
so taken by them and eaten. The greene Dragou of Now- 
haueu whereof was Coptaine one Bontemps, in Marche alao, 
csrao to one of those Islands, called Gmuado, and being 
driuen to water, could not doe the same, for the Cannybals, 
who fought with him very despoiately two daiea. For our 
part also, if we had not lighted vpon the deserted plaoo 
in all the Island, we could not haue missed, but should hane 
bene groatly troubled by them, by all the Spaniards 
reportes, who make them Deuils in respect of men. 

The tenth day, at night, we departed from thenw, and 
tbo fifteenth had sight of nine lalauds, called the Testigos: 
And the sixtoenth of an Island, called Margarita, where we 
were entertayned by the Alcalde, and bad both beeoea and 
aheepe given ns, for the refreshing of our men: but the 
Gonemour of the Island would neither come to speakc with 
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our Cflptaio^j neitlier yet gire liim doj licence to troffiko: 
and to diBpleaso Tt the morOj wlierena wee hnd hired a Pilot, 
to baae gone with vs, thej would ooither stideF liim to goo 
with TB^ but siao ssnt worde by a Caraucll out of Isnudi to 
Santo Domingo^ to tho Viceroy, who doth represent the 
King’s person^ of our fUTiuull in those parts^ which had 
like to hane turned vs to great displcasurOj bj the means 
that the aamo Vieeroj did send word to Cape do la Yelo^ 
and to other places along tho coast^ coiomauding thotu 
by the vertuo of his nuthoritle, end the obedience that they 
owe to their Prince^ no man sbonM traffike with vh^ but 
should resisto V3 with all the force they couldJ lu this 
Island^ notwilhstanding that w'o w'era not wdthm fotire 
leagues of the Towne, yet were thej bo afraid, that not only 
the Gouemoor bimselfe^ but also all the Inhabitants forsooko 
their ^fowne, assombitiig all the Indians to them^ and fled 
into the menutains^ as we were partly certified^ and also saw 
the experiepce ourselves^ hy sotno of tho Indians tommttig 
to BOO vs, w^ho by three Spaniards a horseback ptissfng hard 
by V3, went vnto the IndLans^ hauing euery one of them their 
Low'ea^ and arrowes^ procuring thoin ew^ajj who before were 
conueisant with, vb. Hero perceauiug no traffike to be had 
with tlietn;p nor yet water for the refresbiug of out meo^ wee 
were driuou to depart the twentieth day, and the two and 
twentieth, we came to a place in the msjiie, culled Kenitn- 
uawo, whither the CapEaine going in his pmnessoj spako 
with cortaina Spaniarda, of whome he demanded traffike^ 
but they made him answere, they were but souldiers newly 
come tbither^uud wei^ not able to buy one Negroe ; w here¬ 
upon he asked for a walring plaeOp and they pointed him a 
ptoce two loagnes off; called Ssneta Fee, whore wo found 
murocllous goodly watring^ and commodious for the taking 
in thereof: for that the fresh water came into the Sc% oud 
so our shippes had aboord the shoare 20. faihome water.

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Neere aboat tbie place^ inKabited ecrtaine wbo tbe 

next day afteif we came thither, eatne downe to te, present¬ 
ing mill auH cakes of bread, which they had loftdo of a 
kiiide of corae called MnisCp in bigoea of a pcase^ the care 
whoTcof ia mnch like to a teasell, but d span in length, 
haniug theron a number of gniines. Also they brought 
dowuo to va which wc bonght for beades, pewter whistles, 
glosses, kuiues, and other trifles, Heonea> Potatoes aud 
pines. These potatoes be the most delicate rootes that 
tnay be eaten, aud doe far esccede their passeneps or 
carets. Their pines bo of the bignes of two fistes, the otit^ 
side whereof is of the making of a pineapple^ but it is 
soft like the rinde of a^concotaber, and the inside eateth 
like an apple^ but it is more delicious than any sweote ppplo 
sagred. These Indians be of colour tawoie like no Oliue, 
hsuing every one of them both men and women^ hairo all 
blacke, and no other colour, the weinen wearing the same 
hanging down to their shoulders, and the men roundedp and 
without beardsj neither men nor women suQering any haire 
to grows in any part of their body, but daify pols it off 
as it groweth. They goo all naked,^ the men couering no 
part of their body but their yard^ vpon the whieli they 
wearo a gourd or piece of canoj made fast with a threede 
about his loins, leaning the other parts of their members 
vneoueredj whereof tliey take no ahame. ^lie womon also 
Tneoueredj sauing with a doth which they weare a band- 
breadth, wherewith they coner their privities both before 
aud behind. These people be very small feeders^ for 
tranelling they cariy but two small bottela of gourdes^ 
wherem they put in one the ioice of Sorrell, whereof they 
bauo groat store, and in the other flewre of their Muise» 
which being moist, they eato, taking sometime of the other* 
These men carie cnery man his be wee and arrowoa, whereof 
Boma arrowes aro poisoned for warres, which they keepe in 
a cane tegethorj^ W'hich cana is of the biguesse of a tuaus

&rn]€j otber some with brond headofl of iron wheiiewith they 
striko fi^sh© in the Trnter : the e^perienc© thereof we sjiw© 
not onoe nor iwise, but dnily for the time we tnHcd there, 
for they ore so good anchera that the Spaniards for fearo 
thereof anno them seiner atitl their horses with quilted 
can lias of two inchea thiehoj and leaue no place of their 
bodie open to their enetnies, satiiDg their eyes, which they 
may not hide, and yet oftentimes are they hit in that so 
small a scantling: their poison is of each a force, that a 
man being stricken therewith^ dieth witliin fonra and 
twentie howrea, as the Spaniards doe afHrtno, and in my 
iudgment it is like there can bee no stronger poyson as 
they laaho it, vsing thereunto apples vehtch are very fair, 
and red of colour, but are a strong poisoHi with the which 
together with venemous Bata, Vipers, Adders, and other 
serpents, they make a medley, and therewith anoint the same. 

The Indian women delight not when they are yotig in 
bearing of children^ becanse it maketh them hane hanging 
breasts, which they acu^onDt to bee great deforming in them, 
and vpon that occasion while they be yong, they destroy 
their seedo, saying that it is fitted for olde women. More- 
oner, when they are deli acred of ehilde, they goe straight 
to wash© thomselnes, without making any further eere- 
monie for it, not lying in bed as our women doe* The beds 
which tliey haue are mode of Gossopine cotton, and 
wrought artificially of diners colours, which they eari© 
about with them when they tranell, and making the anni© 
fast to two trees, iie therein they and their women. Tlio 
people bee surely gentle and tractable, aud such as desire to 
liu© peaceabliep or else had it bene vnpcssible for the 
Spaniards to haiie conquered them as they did, and the 
more to line now peacable, they being mamy in number, 
and the Spaniards so few. 

From hence we departed the eight and twentie, and the 
nuit day We passed between^ the umineland and the inland 
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called Tortoga, a very hwQ Tsland, m the yeor^ of onrj^^^ 
Lonl fiod one tlionsand fine litiiidrcd aixtie fine aforesaid;^ 
and sailed along the coast vntil tlie first pf Aprifi^ at whicb 
time tlio Ooptaino say led iilang in tte Jeans pinnace to dis- 
ceme the coast^ and saw many Caribes a ehore^ and some 
also in their Canowss^ which made tokens Vdto him of 
friendship, and showed liim golde, meaning thereby that 
they would traffiquei for wares. Wlierenpoo hee stayed to 
see the nianers of theni^ and ao for two or three trifles gauo 
socb things as they bad about tbem, and departed i hut 
the Caribes were very importunate to bane tbem come a 
shore, which if it had not beoe for want of wares to 
traffiqne with thom^ bo would not hano denied theiUj 
beeansc the ludtana wo sawe before were verj^ gentle 
people, and sacb as doe uo man hurt. But as God would 
baue it, liec wanted that thing, which if bee bad had, would 
haue bene Ida confusion : for there were no kin do of people 
as wee tooke tbem to bee, but more deuoUsb a tbomicind 
partes, and are eaters and denourers of any man they 
catche, as it wag aftemanls declared Tuto vs at Bnrboroata 
by a Caramel! comming out of Spaine with certaine soul- 
diours and a captain genermll sent by the king for those 
Eustuard parts of the Indians, who sailing along in bis pin¬ 
nace as our Captaiino did to descrie the Coast, w^as by the 
Caribes called a shore with sundrie tokens made to him of 
fiieodshippo, and golde shewed as though they desired 
ttuilique, with the which the Spaniardes being moued, sus¬ 
pecting no dcceito at all, went a Shore amongst them, w'ho 
was no sooner a shore, but with 4. or 6. more was taken, 
tlie rest of his company being inuaded by them, saned 
themselues by Sight, but they that were taken, paid their 
mnsomo with their Hues, and were presently eaten. 
this is their practice to toll with tbeLr golde the ignorant 
to their anaios: they are bloudsuckers both of Spaniards, 
Indians, and all that light in tboir laps, not sparing their 
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owue coqntrjwi&n if th&y can odnneniently coma by tbam. 
Thair pollicie in figbt with tba is tnanielloiis! 

for tliey choose for tbeir refuge tlie tnotmtaines and ^oods 
whore the Spaoiarda with tboir liorsea can not follow tbem, 
And If they fortone to be tneij in tbo plaiite wbero ono 
horseman may ouemnne 100, of tbem^ they bane a deuise 
of late practised by tlietn to pitch stakes of wood in the 
ground, and also small iron pikes to rnisebiofe their horses^ 
wherein they show theLnselues polidko warrionrs. They 
haue more abondanco qf golde then all tho Bpaniarda haoo^ 
and lino Tpon the tnoiintaiaE wbero the mines aro in such 
number, that the Spaniaids hane much adoe to get any of 
them from them, and yet sometitnea by assembling a great 
number of them^ which happenoth once in two yeerea* they 
get a piece from them^ which afterwards they keepe sure 
inongb« 

Thus baniug escaped tha daunger of them, wee kept qnp 
course along the coast, and came the third of A prill to 
a Towne called Burberoatn,^ where his ships camo to an 
anker, and hco biinsalre went a shore to speoke with the 
Spaniardcs, to whoine he declared himscife to he an Eng¬ 
lish maop and came thither to trade with them by the way of 
merchandiiee, and therefere required licenco for the same, 
Unto whom they mode answere, that they were forbidden 
by tho king to traffiqoo with any forren nation, vpou 
penal tie to forfeit their goods, therefore they desired him 
not to molest them any further, but to depart aa he came, 
for other comfort ho might not loofce for at their hands 
because they were aubiects, and might not gog beyond the 
law* But ho replied that his necessitle was such lie might 
not ao doe: for being in one of the Queens Avmodos of 
England, and haniug many souldiours in them, he had needo 
both of some refreshing for them, and of victnals. and of 
money also, withont the which he could not depart, and 
» Uurhonita, on ih& CMst of Ytnem&k, 
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with much other tnlke persmaded them not to fcaro any 
dishonest part of his bohulfo towards them, for neither 
would he cotnmit any such thing to the dishonour of 
his prince, nor yet for hia honest reputation and eati- 
mat ion, vnlosse hoc wore too rigorously dolt withal!^ which 
he hoped not to fiode at their handes, in that it should 
as well rodounde to their profits, na hia owne, ond 
also he thought they might do it without danuger, 
because their princes were in amitie one with another^ and 
for our partes w'ee had free tmdqae in Spaine and FJauu- 
dors^ which are in his dominions, and therefore hee kuew 
no reason w^hy lie should not haue the liko in all his domi¬ 
nions. To the which the Spaniardes msde answei'e, that 
it lay not in thoin to giue any llcance, for that they had a 
Goueraour to whom the goueruinent of those partes was 
committed, hut if they would stay tenue dayes^ they would 
send to their Gouemonr who was three Bcore leagnes ofl[ 
and would return enswere within tho space appoiDted, of 
his mind. 

Ill the meane tirne they were contented ho ghoold bring 
his ships into harbour^ and there they would deliuer him 
any ^dotuals he w'ould require* Whereupou^ the fourth 
day we went in, where being one day and reeeluing aU 
things according to promise^ the Captaine advised him- 
selfo that to remain there ten no dayes idle, spcudiog vio 
tnals and men*s wages, and perhaps in tho ende receiue 
no good answ^ere from the Gouemour, it were tueore folSiej 
and therefore determined to make request to haue licence 
for the sale of certaine lean and sieke Kegroes width ho 
bad iu his shippe like to die upon his bands if he kept 
them ten dayes^ hauing litle or uo refreshing for them, 
whereas other men hauing them^ ihey would hce recouered 
well inougb. And this request hee was forced to makci 
because he had not othorwifie wherewith to pay for victuala 
and for necessaries which ho sliould lake: which request

pnt In writing and presented^ the oflSgers and towne- 
dw&ll<?ra assembled together, and finding hia request so 
resaonable, grautited him licence for thirtio Negroes^ which 
afterwards they enuaed the ofiicers to^vieWp to the intent 
they sbonld grant to nothing but that were very reason¬ 
able, for fears of answering thereunto afterwanla^ Thia 
being post, our captoine according to their liceneej thought 
to haue mado aalcj but the day past and none caToe to buy, 
who before made show that they had great needo of thenii 
and therefore ’ivist not what to surmise of them^ whether 
they went nhoat to prolong the time of the Governonr his 
anaware because they wonld keeps themadlues blamelessSj, 
or for any ether poliicie he knew notj and for that purpose 
seat them wordci mamelling what the matter was that 
none cam a to huie them. They nnsweredi becfluse they 
had grannted licence onely to the poore to bnie those 
Negroes of small price, and their money was not so roadie 
os other mens of more wealth, 

Slore then thatj as Eoone as euer they saw the ahippes^ 
thev conueyed away their money by their wines that went 
into the mountalnes for feare, and were not yet rettinied^ 
and yet asked two dayee to seeks their wiuca and fetch 
their money. Notwithstanding^ the next day divers of 
them came to cheapeUp but could not agree of price, be- 
eanse they thought the price too high. WTiereupgn the 
Captaina perceiuing they went about to bring downe the 
price, and meant to bie, and would not cenfesse if he had 
licence, that hee might sell at any reasonable ratej ns they 
were w^oorth in other places, did send for the Principals of 
the Towne, and made a siiew hee wonld depart, dcclnring 
himsetfe to be very sory that hee had so much troubled 
them, and also that be had sent for the Gouemour to come 
downo, seeing now his prefcenco was to depart, whereat 
they mamelled much, and asked him what cause mooned 
him thereontOj seeing by their working he was in possibi- 
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litig to liano life lieedce. To th^> w?iicb ho ropliofl that it 
was not oBolj a. licence that he aoti^lit, bat profito, which 
heo peteeiued was act there to bo had, aad therefore 
woidd sooko further, and wi thal I ebewetl him big wrtttii^ 
what he paled for hb Negroes, doobring also the great 
charge ho was at ia hia shipping, add nionb wages, and 
thereforo to couBteroaile bis oliargOj bee mtist sell his 
Negroes for a greater price then they offered* So they 
doubting his departnro, pat him in comfort to adl better 
there than in any other place. And if it fell oat that bo 
had no liceace, that he slionld not lose hia bbour in tarj"- 
ing, for they would buie withont licence, Whereupon^ the 
Captaine, being put in comfort, promised Ihora to stay, so 
that be might make sale of hia leano NogrooSp which they 
graunted Tnto. And the next day did sell some of them, 
w'ho haning bought and paled for them, thinking to hatie 
had fl digeharge of tlie Customer for the custome of the 
NegroeSj being the Kingfs dntie^ they gauo it away to tho 
poors for Godb sake, and did refuse to giua tho discharge 
in writing, and tho pooro not trusting their wordos, for 
fearOj loa&te hereafter it might beo demauuded of thnna, did 
refrain 0 from buying any more, so that nothing nts was 
done ontill the Gouernours coroniing dow'ne, which was 
tiie fourteenth day, atid then the Captain e imide petitiouj 
declaring that hee was coma thitlier in a shippe of the 
Qneenb tnaiesties of England^ beyng bound to Guinie, and 
thither driuDU by windo and weather, so that being come 
thither,^ bee had neede of Euiidry neee^aries for the repara¬ 
tion of the aaid Nanie, and also great noede of money for 
the paiment of his Sonldiours, Fiito whom he bad promised 
pjiimcnt, and therefore although heo would, yet would not * 
they depart without it, and for that purpose requested 
licence for the sab of certaino of Iub Negroes, declaring 
that nlthough they were forbiddou to traffiquo with atraiiu- 
gerg, yet for tbot there was a great amitie betweene their 
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princes, and that the thing pertained to our Qiieenes 
highnoMCj hee thought he might doe their prince great 
eemiicej and that it would bn in^ell taken at bis handes to 
doa it in this onuso« The which allegationa, with diners 
others put in request, were presented ™to the Gouemour 
who aitting as counseU for that matter, granted vnto his 
request for licence. Bnt jet there fell out another ibing 
which was the abating of the kings coslotne, being vpon 
enery slaue 30, duckets, which would not be granted vnto. 

Wliereupon the captain perceiuing that they would 
neither come neere his price bee looked for bj a great 
deale, nor yet would abate the kings custome of that they 
offered, so that either bee inust bco a great looser by Ina 
wares* or els com pell the oflicera to abate the same kings 
custome which waa too vn reasonable, for to a higher price 
hco could not bring the buiers. Therefore the sixteenth of 
Aprill hco prepared one hundred men well armed with 
bowes, nrrow'es, hartinebussea and pikes, with the which 
hoe marched to the towna wardes, and hejng percoiued by 
the Gouemour* bee straight with all expedition sent mes¬ 
sengers to know his request* desiring him to tnarcho no 
further forward vntill hee had nnswere agninOj which incon- 
tinenti he ehonld hauc^ So our captaine declaring how 
Tnreasonablo a thing the kings customs was, requesting 
to bane the same abated, and to pay eeucui and a halfe pc 
centum, which is the ordtuarie engtome for Hares thorough 
Ilia dominions there, and vnto this if they would not grauni, 
he would displease them. And this worde beyng car led 
to the Gouemour, answere was returned that all things 
should bee to his content, and thereupon hee determined 
to depart* but the soldi ours and mariners Bnding so little 
credito iu their promises, demsunded gages for the per- 
foriuanec of the premisses, or ols they would not departs 
And thus they heiug constraiiied to aeud gtigea, wo dc-^ 
piii ted, hegiuniugour LnifHquejund ending the sumo wUhoufe 
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disturbance. The a baisiag mndc tralHd|ti 0 in tlio Larborougb 
vntill the 23. our Captaine with bia ships intended to goe 
out of the loade^ sntl purposed to mnko shew of big dopsir- 
tiire^ becAiiss now the oomitioti sort haulng imploied tbeir 
money, the rich men were come to towaop who mad© no 
shew that they were come to biiie, so tlint they went about 
to bring downe the price* nnd by thia poUiefe the o&pt^lne 
knew they would be made the more eger, for feare lest 
we departed* and they should goo without any at ulL 

The nina and tweutie we being at anker without the 
roftde* a French shippo called the Greene Dragon of New- 
hauen, whereof was captaine one Bou Temps came in, who 
saluted vs after the manijeroF the Sea, with certaina pieces 
of erdinannee* and we re^jaluted him with the like againe* 
with whom haning comraunicatien* he declared that he had 
bene at the Mine in Gumie, and was beaten olT by the 
Port ingala GjiIIios, and in forced to come thither to mako 
sale of such wares as he had: and further that the like was 
happened voto the Minion* besides the Cantaine Duuib^™p™^ 

^ tbfl TnUh 

Carlet and a merchnunt with a dooien tnarinors 'betrayed by 
the Negroes at tlieir first arriual thiilier, and remaining 
prisoners with the Portiugals, besides other misadrentiires 
of the loase of their men, happened thoi-ongb the great 
lache of fresh water, with great doabts of bringing home 
the ships, which was most aorowfull for va to ynderstetid. 

Thus hailing ended our traflii|iie hen? the i of iluv, wee 
departed, leauing thq French man behind us, the night 
before tho which, the Caribes whereof 1 Lune made niention 
before, being to the number of 200, came in their Cunowas 
to Uiirhoroate, intending by night to Lane burned the 
towne, und taken the Spaniards, who being more vigilant 
been use of our being there, than their custoine was, per- 
ceiuing them comming, raised the towne, who in a moment 
being a horsebacbe, by means their ciistome is for all doubt? , 

to fceepe their horses readie sadled, in the night set ypon

tbeiP, iitwl tooke one, the rest making shift for thomseUies, 
escaped away. But this one, because he was their guide, 
and was the oocaaion that diners times they had made inua- 
aion upon them, had for his tranell a stake thrust through 
his fnnderaopt, and so out at Ills necko. 

The sixt of May aforcsayd, woo came to an Islnnti called 
Cumsoa,^ whero wee had thought to haue ankred, but oould 
not 6nd ground, and hauiug let fall an ankor with two 
cables, were faine to weie it againe, and the 7. say ling along 
the coast to seeks an harborow, and conld Undo none, cams 
to an anker where wee rode open in the sea. In this place 
wee had trafEque for Hides, and found great refreshing 
both of beefe, mutton and lam bos, whereof tboro was such 
plentie, that saving the skianos, we had the flesh gieon vs 
for nothing, the plentie whereof was so abundaunt. that the 
worst in the ship thought scorn not onely of mutton, but 
also of Fodden Ininbe, which they disdained to eate vn- 
routed. 

I'bo increase of CattcU in thia IslnnKl is mamellcniay wliieli 
from ft doojscn of each sort brought thither by the Gouer- 
nonr, in 25. yeores Imd 100. thousand at tlie least, and of 
other Cattell was able to hill without spoile of the increase 
15, hundred yeeroly, which he killeth for the skinnes, and 
of the fleah saucth onely the tongues, the rest he leauelh to 
the foiilo to deuour. And this I am able to affirtne, uot 
vpon the Gonemours owne report, who was the first that 
brought the increaae thither, and so rcuaaincth vnto tliiB 
day, but also by that I sawe tnyselfa in one field, whore an 
hundred oxen lay one by another all whole, sauing the skin 
and tongue taken away, and it ia not so mamclous a thing 
why they doe thus cast away the flesh iu all the Islands of 
the iVost Indies, seeing the land is great, and more then 
they are able to inhahite, the people fewe, bauing delicate

by ortlvr ol Gliiurlrt Vt aud wa^ cjipturrd by tUft PutcU In 
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fruit and raeatea inoagli begidea t<i feed TpOn, t^liicb tbcj 
ratligr desir^j and the increase wliich passeth mans rensoa 
to beleevfi^ when they come to a great number: for in S. 
Domingo an Inland called by the hnders thereof, Hispa¬ 
niola, is ao great quarititie of Cattelb and such inerei^o 
thereof^ that no twith stand tng the daily killing of them for 
their bides, it is not able to asswnge the number of them^ 
but they are denoiired by wild dog?, who?e number is guch 
by suffering them first to range the woods and njonntaitis 
that they eate and destroy GOOOO, a yeere^ and yet small 
lacke found of thom+ And no tnamelb for the said Island 
is almost as big as all England^ and being the first place 
that was found of all the Indies, and of long time inhabited 
before the rest, and therefore it ought of reason to bo moat 
populous^ and to this bower the Yiceroy and Conusell roiaUj 
abideth there as in the chiefest place of all the Indies to 
proscribe orders to the rest for the kings behalfe, yet have 
they but one citie and I3» villagog in all the same Island, 
whereby the spoile of them in respect of the increase is 
nothing. 

The lo* of the foresaid moneth we departed from Cuiiisoa, 
being not a little to the reioicing of onr Captaino and rs, 
that we had there ended our traflfiqne, for notwithstanding 
our swentemeato we had sower sanesj for by reason of our 
riding ao open at sea, wUat with bhistea whereby our ankers 
being agronndc, then at once came home, nnd also with 
contrary windo? blowing, whereby for feare of the shore we 
were faine to hale off to haue aukcrbold, sometimes n whole 
day and a night turning vp and dowise, and this happened 
not once^ but halfe a doDzen times in the space of onr being 
there- 

The IG- we passed by an Island called Arnba,^ and the 17 
at night ankred Ih howors at the West end of Cabo de La 
Yola^ and in the morning being the 18. weied againe, keep-

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jug OUT course, I« Hia wliicb time tkc mptniue sftiling by 
tbe sbore in the pinnftco, came to tba EaiifbcTiu, a placo 
where the Spnniards vflo to fiab for pearlea, nnJ there spofco 
with a Spanianl, who told liim Iiow farro off bo was fmm 
llio do la Hndift,* which becauae ho would not overahoote, 
ankercd that night agaiue, and the 19. came thitliop, where 
liniiiTig tttlke with the kings troastirer of the ludies resident 
there, declared his (loiet tniffiqua in Burboronta, and showed 
& cei-tificatp of the eaine, made by the gouemour thereof, 
nnd therefore he desired to haue the like there also: but 
the treasurer- made nuswer that they wore forbidden by tbo 
Viceroy and couusetl of S. Domingo, who haning iiitelli- 
genco of our being on the coast, did iciid espresse com- 
mission to resist vS, with all the force they could, insomuch 
that they dnrat uot tniflique with vs io no case, alleaging 
that if they did. they should loose all that tliey did traffiqna 
for, besides their bodies at the niagistratCB comruauudemeut. 
Our captfliiiG replied,that be was in an Armado of the Queenes 
moieaties of England, and sent about otlior her affaires, but 
driuen besides bis pretended voyage, was iiiforoed by con¬ 
trary windes to come into those partes, where be hoped to 
find such friendship as he should doe in Sjmine, to the con¬ 
trary whereof ho knew no reason in that there was ami tic 
betwixt their princes. 

But seeing they would contrary to all reson goe about to 
withstand hia traffique, he would it should not bo said by 
him, that haning the force ho hath, to be driuon from his 
tTwffique perforce, bnt be would rather put it in aduenture 
to try whether he or they should have the better, and there- 
foro willed them to determine either to giuo him licence to 
trade, or ebo to stand to their owne harmes: so vpoa this 
it was determined bee should hare licence to trade, but

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tlioy would ^iue him sisch a j'lrice as wak the dnq halfd k^iso 
then ho bad sold for befor^p nnd thus they sent word they 
would do^ and none otherwise, and if it liked him not he 
mf^^ht do what he would, for they were not detertained 
to deule othemiso with him. WherevpODi the Captaino 
wayiug their vncorLSoionable reqnestj wrote to them a letter 
that they dolt too ri^^oroosly with him, to goe about to cut mia 
his tbrote in tlie price of his coin me dities, which were 
rrasonoblie ratedj ag they could not by a great deale have 
the like at any other niQUS hands. But seeing they had 
sent hitn this to hia supper, hee would in the morning bring 
thorn as good a breakfast* And there fore lu the morning 
being the 21* of May, lie shot of a whole cnluer into 
Bummon the to woe, and preparing one hundred men in 
arnionr wont a shore, hauSng in his great ho^te tAvo fauk 
cons of hrosse, and in the other boates double bases in 
their nosea, which being porceiued by tlie townesmen, they 
incontinent in battoH araie viith their dmimno and ensigiio 
displayed, marched froni the To^vno to the sands^ of foote- 
men to the nnuiher of an hundred and fiftie, making groat 
hragges with their erica, and weaning vs a shore^ whereby 
they make a semblaiis to hauo fought with vs in deedo* 

But onr eaptnine pereeauing them so hmgge,, commaunded 
the two faulcous to bco discharged at thern^ wdiich put 
them in no small foaro to see, as they after words declared ^ 
ench great pieces in a boate. At eneiy shotto they fell 
Hutto to the ground, and as we opproched neere voto them, 
they broke their artuie, and dispersed themsGlnes so mnch 
fur feare of the ordiuauncoi that at last they went all away 
with their emaigne. The horsemen also being about thirtie^ 
made as bmno a shew as might be, coming vp and downe 
with their horses^ their brnne vA^hite leather Targets in the 
one hand, and their Jatielings in the other^ as though they 
would hone neceiued vg at onr lauding* But when we 
landed^ they gaue ground^ and consulted Avhut they should 
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doe, for litle they thought we would hane landed so boldly j 
uud therefore as the Captaiae was putting hts inea in aray, 
and marched foiimrd to haoe encoimtred with them, they 
Bent a messeagor on horsebache with a flaggo of truce to 
tlie Captaino, who declared that the treasurer mornelleJ 
what he went to doe to come a shore in that order, in 
consideration that they had graunted to eucry reasonable 
reEjiieat that bee did demnund: but tho Captaiae not well 
contented with this inesaengcr, marched forwards. The 
messenger preied him to stay his men. and said if he wonld 
come apart from his men, the treasurer would come and 
apeake with him, whgreunto he did agree to common to¬ 
gether, The Captaiue onely with his armour without 
weapon, and the treaauror on horseback with his Janeling, 
was afraid to Come nCEro him for foare of his armour, which 
he said was worse then his weapon, and so keeping aloofo 
communing together, grannted in fine to all bia requests, 
^tliicb being declared by the Captaine to tho company, they 
desired to bane pledges for tho performance of all things, 
doubting that otberwiae. when they bad mado them sol uei 
stronger, they would hauo bene at defiance witlj ts: and 
seeing that now they might hauo whet they would request, 
they indgcd it to be more wisdome to be in aasumnee then 
to be forced to make any more labours about it. So vpon 
tbis, gages were seat, and we made onr treffique quietly 
with thorn. In the meantime while we staid here, we 
wotrod H good bredtb off from the shore, whereby the 
etrc'rth of tho fresh water running into the sea, tho salt 
water was made fresh. In tbis riuer we saw many crecodils 
of atidry bigneasea, but some as big as a boat with 4. feet, a 
long bread month, and a long toile, whose skin is so hard, 
that a sword will not pieree it. His nature is to Hue out of 
the water os a frog doth, but be is a great deuourer, and 
spareth neither fish, wbicb is bis common food, ngr boasts, 
nor men, if he take them, as the preofe thereof was knoweu 
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by ji Negroe^ who 05 ho was water in the riner waa 

by one of them caried cleans away, and neuer seeno after, 
Hia nntnro i& oner when be would haue liia praioj to cn% 
and sobbe like a chriatian bodie, to pronoke them to come 
to hinip and then he enatchoth at thonij and therenpan came 
tliia prouerbe that h appleid vnto women when they weepo, 
lathryma Crocedili, the meaning whereof that as the 
Crocodile when he ciioth, goeth then about moat to decline* 
30 doth a woman most cemmonly when she weepeth. Of 
these the master of the Jeans watched one and by the 
bankes side stroke him w"ith a pike of a bill in the sidcj and 
after 3 . or 4 . times taming in aight^ he annke downoj and 
was not after wards seene. In the time of onr being m the 
rinera of Crumley we saw many of a monstroaa bignes, 
amongst the which the Capiaine being in one of the barks 
connning downed the Bame^ shot a fankon at ono, which Teiy 
narowly he iniKsedj and with a fearo plunged into the water, 
making a streame like the way of a boatei 

Now while we were here^ whether it were of a feare that 
the Spaniards doubted wee would haue done them some 
hfnrme before wee departed, or for any treason that they 
protended towards tSj I am not able to say^ bot there came 
thither a captaine from some of the other towneSj with a 
doozon sou 1 diers> who Ypon a time that our Captoino and 
tile treasurer cleared aU things hetweeno thenij and were in 
a eomtnuuication of a debt of the goueraonra of Burboroftta, 
which was to be paied by the said treasurer;; who would not 
nnawore the same by any meanes. CertaiDO words of dig- 
ploasnre passed betwixt the enptaine and him^ and parting 
the one froni the other, the treasurer possibly doubting that 
our Captaine would perforce haue sought the same, did 
iuiiuediately CGinmDnud hia men in annonr both horsemen 
aud footemeu 1 but because the Cap tame waa in the Hinar 
on the bucko side of the towne wdth hia other boates, and 
all his men vuarmod aud without weapons^ it was to be 
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iiidgetl he ment bim little good, bnubg that ftdtutntago of 
him, that coiaicriing vpon the sodden, bo might hano mis- 
diioved mmj of hia men, but the captalne honing vnder- 
Etanding thereof^ net trusting to their gentlenesse, if thej^ 
might hfliie the eduantagOj deported uhoord his ships, and 
at night retomed ogniDe^ and denionded amongst other 
talkOj what they ment by assembling their men in Ibiit 
order, and they answered, that their captains being come 
to townOp did muster hi a men accoi'ding to hi a acnustomed 
manor. But it ia to bee judged to bee a cloako, in that 
coining for the purpose ho might hane done it Booner, but 
the tmetb is, they were not offeree vntil then, whereby to 
enterprise any matter again at vs, by uicana of pikes and 
liarqnebussea, whereof they hane want, and were now fur¬ 
nished by our captainO, and also 8. faulcons, which hauing 
got I n other places, they had secretly con ueied thi Lber, which 
made them the bolder and also for that they saw now a con- 
uenieot place to dn such a feat, and time abo seruing there¬ 
unto, by the me^ns that onr men were not only vnnrmed 
urid vnprouided, os at no time before tbo like but also were 
occupied in hewing of wood, and least thinking of any 
hnrme : there were occasions to pnsuoke them thereonto. 
Tiif^»taUa&F I suppose they went about to bring it to eSect in that 
mxoni^ I vvitb another gentbiiian being in the tewne, thinking of 
no hurme towards va, and seeing men aasenibling in armour 
to the treasurcr^a hon&e, whereof I maruelled, and rcuokiog 
to minde the former talke betweene the captaino and him, 
and the yoreadipesae of our men, of whom adnnntage might 
bane bene taken, departed out of the Towne immediately to 
giue knowledge thereof, but before wo came to our men by 
a slight shot, two horsemoa riding a gallop were qome neere 
ys, being sent, as we did gesse, to stay vs least w^e should 
caiie newes to our captainoj but seeing va so neere our 
men akiied their horses, cemmiug together, and Buffering 
ns to passe, bcUke becuuse wo were so neoro, that if they 
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hud gooe abortt the Baine they had been espied by aonie of 
oiir men whieh tlien iiD mediately would bane departed, 
whereby they aliould taue beno fiustnite of their pretenee: 
aitd so the two horsemen ridde about the buahes to espy 
what we did^ and seeing 73 gonoj to the intent they might 
ssbadow their eoiuming dgwne in post^ whereof sti&pteion 
niight be hadj fained a siinplo osmi30 in asking whether he 
eoLild sell any winGj but that Eeemed so simple to the Cap- 
tasiie that standing in doubt of tlieir enrteeio, bo re tamed 
in the morning with his hoateSj appointed with bases in 
their uoses^ and his men with weapons aeoordiiagly, where 
as before he can-ied none, and thus dissembling all iniuries 
roncelued of both partes^ the captaino went a idiore, leauing 
pledges in the boates for hiinaelfej and cleared all things 
betweene the treasurer and hinij saning for the gouemours 
debt, which the one by no means would answerfi, nor the 
other, because it was not his dne dehtj he would not mols^t 
him for it, but was content to remit it vntill another timej, 
and therefore departed^ causing the two barkes which rode 
near the shore to weio and goe voder sade^ which was douo 
to the intent that the captoine demauudiug a testiuioniall of 
his good behauiour therOj eoiild not hauo the eamo vntill he 
were vnder the S£dle readie to depart and therefore at night 
went for the same againand receiued it at the treasurers 
haudj of whom very curtcously bo tooko his leavOj and de¬ 
parted ^hooting of the busea of his bouto for his farewellj 
and the townesmen also shot od* foure fuulcoms and thirtio 
harquebnsses, and this was the drst time that we knew of 
the conuoyance of theyr fuulceus. 

"The dl. of May wo departed, keeping our course to Hes* 
paniolSj and the fourth of Juno we had sight of an Islandj 
which iva made to be Jamaica;^ maruelling that by tho vobe- 
ment Course of the seas we should be driuen so farro to lee* 
waid: for setting our course to the Westoud of ILispauiohi 
we fell with the middle of Jamaica^ uotwithstuudiug that to 
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aU metis sig^t it shewed a head lantlj but they were all 
decciued by the eloada that by vpon the land two dayeii 
together, in such sort that wo thought it to be the head 
land of the said Island. Aod a Bpanyard being in the eh ip, 
who was a merchant, and inhabitant in Jamaica, hauing 
eccaeion to go to Gqinioj. and baing by treason taken of the 
Negroes, and afterwards bought by the Tangomangoes, was 
by our Captaine brought from thencaj and bad his passage 
to go into his countrey^ who perceiulng the kndj niade as 
though ho knew euery place thereof, and pointed to certaine 
plflcea, which be named to bo such a place, and aach a mans 
grouiich and that bebinda such a point was tho harboroWi 
but in tbo end he poiDted so from one point to another^ that 
wa were a leeboord of all places^ and found oorseiues at the 
A Vest end of Jamaica before we were aware of itj and being 
once to leawardj there wa$ no getting vp ugainoj so that by 
trusting of the Spunyard^B knowledge, our cuptaiue sought 
not to apsnike with any of the iuhabituntB, which if he hud 
not made iiimsclfo sure of, ho would have done, us his 
custom wna in other places, btit this man waa a plague not 
onely to our eaptainOp who niado him loose, by onershooting 
the place, two thousand pounds of hides, which ho might 
have gotten, but also to himsolfo, who being three yearoa 
out of his countrey, and in great tnisetie in Gaiuio, both 
umoiig the Negrooa and Tangomangoes, and m hope to 
coma to his wife and friends, as he made sure account, in 
that at his going into the pinnesso, when he went a shoam 
he put on his new clothes, and for joy flung away his oIJo, 
could not afterwards fin do any babitaiioTi, neither there nor 
in all Cuba, whioli we sayled all along, but it fell out encr, 
by one occa$ion or other, that w^ were put beside the same, 
so that he was %ue to be brought into England, and it 
happened to him as it did to a Duke of Samaria, when the 
lamrhteB wore beseiged, end were in great misery with 
himgor, and being tolde by the Prophet EJiKiens, that a 
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bus^elL of flower slionliJ be solde for h aiokle,^ would not 
beleaue him^ bot thought it vnpoEsible ; and for that cnqse 
Ehzcoiig prophesied ho ahould ase the sarne donoi but be 
should uD-t eato thereof " so this tnutL being absent tbi-ee 
yeerea, and not euer thinking to bave Beene bis owno 
contitrey* did see the same^ went vpon it> and jet was it 
not hia fortune to come to it^ or to any habitation. whereby 
to reruamc with bis friendcE^ according to hia destreu 

Tlnis haning Bailed along the coast two dayeSj, we de¬ 
parted the sciicnth of J une* being made to btleene by the Jona. 
Kpanvftrd, that it waa not Jamaicaj bnt rather Hkpaniolai 
of wbich opinioti ibe captains also waSj beeanse that which 
he made Jamaica seemed to be bnt a piece of the londj and 
thcieby tooke it rather to be Hispanioluj. by the lying of tho 
coasts find also for that being ignorant of the force of tho 
carmot^ ho could not bclceuc bo was so farre driuen to lee-^ 
ward, and therefore setting bis conrsc to Jamaica^ and after 
tertaino deyes^ not finding the Eame pcrcoluod then cer¬ 
tainly that the Zstand which ho was at before, was Jamaica. 
and that the clouds did deceiuo Iiim, whereof he marnelled 
not a little t and the mistaking of the place came to as ill a 
pasfKS as the ouci'shnoting of Jauiflica: for by thia did he 
filfio oqerpasse a place in CubQj called Santa CrcK J W'here^ 
as he was informed, was great storo of hides to bo had: and 
thus being disappennted of tw^o of hLs portg^ where he thoaght 
to hauo raised great profit by his traflike, and also to hatio 
found great refreahing of viotualles and water for hfs men, 
waa now disappointed greatly^ and such want he had of 
fresh water^ that he wo^ forced to secko the shoaro to 
obtoino the aame, which ho had sight of after certaine dayes 
ouer-pBRsed wuth stormea and contrary^ windes, but yet not 
of the mainc of Cuba,, but of certain Islands^ in niimber two 
hundredj. whereof the most part was deserted of inhabitants: 
by the which Islands tho capuine passing in W pinnesse,

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OPijld fiad no water vntill he cama to an Island bigger 
than all the re^t, colled the Isle of Piiias^ where we ankered 
with oar shlppee the siiiteeiith of Junoj and found wator^ 
which althongh it were neither ao toothsome 03 running 
watoF/ hy the meanes it i3 gtandingi and but the water of 
Tiiine^ and oj^o being neere tbo aca ‘w'aa braekiab^ yet did we 
not refuse ifc^ but were more glad thereofj as the time then 
required^ then we should hfivo boono another time with fine 
conduct winter. Thus being reasonably waired wo were 
desirous to depart^ because the plane was not very con- 
uenieiit for snch shippes of chargo as they werej. becEinso 
there were fuanj ahoales leeward, and alsq lay open to tho 
ECa for any winda that shonld blowe^ and therefore the cap- 
taine made the more haste away, which was not vnoeedfiil: 
for little $ooner wore there ankers weyed^ and forosayle &etj 
but there aroao snch a slorme^ that they had not much to 
spare for doubling out of the slioales: for one of the barks 
not being fully ready as the rest was faine for ha&te to cotto 
the cable in the hawse^ and loose both anker and cable to 
sauo herselfe. 

Tima the senentcenth of June w^e departed and the twen- 
TheOpfr ot tieth fell with the West end of Cuba, called Ca|>e S, Anthony^ 
in where for the apace of three dayo3| we doubled along till we 

came beyond tho shoalcsj wdiich are SO leagues beyond 
Anthony And the ordinary bresa taking yb^ which is the 
Korthcoat windOj. put ns the 24 from the shearo^ and there¬ 
fore we went to the Xorthweat to fetch winde^ and also to 
the coast of Florida to hatie the help of the cnrmnt^ which 
was fudged to heue set to the Eastward; so the 29. we 
found our&elties in 27 degreea^ anJ in the aonudinga of 
Florida where we kept our seines the apace of foure dayesj 
sailing along the coaBt as iieera ns w'c could, iu tnune or 
twelue fathomc water^ having all the wliile no Bight of laud. 
Ja3yr The lift of July we had sight of certainc Islaiides of aand^ 

called theTortugas (whieli is iowe land) whore the captaino 
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Went in with hi^ pinn^s&e, and found sach a nutuber of 
birdSi that in balfe an hours lifi loded iior with ibem. tnid 
if tbej had beeuo teime boatss more^ they might haiis 
done tbo hko. Tbeso Ii&landea bears tbe name of Tortels 
becansfl of the number of theiiij wbicii there doe breed, 
who3e nature ia t-o line both in the water and Tpon laud 
flbo,, but breed onely upon the shoare, in making a great 
pit wherein tlioy lay egges to tlie tiumbeT of three nr four® 
buudred, and coaering tbem with sandj, are batched by tho 
heat of the snuue, and by this meana oomineth the great 
increase^ Of these wo tooke very great ones^ which haue 
both back and belly all of bone of the thickenesse of an 
inch, tlio Sah whereof we prouad^ eating lunnh like veale, 
and finding a number of eggos in them, tasted also of thein^ 
but they did eat very swelly. Hcsro wo ankersd eixe 
honrea, and then springing n fay re gale of w'fndOp we weyed 
onkerj and made aaile toward Gnbap whither wo came the 

day, and weathered m faira as the Table, bcioij a bill ^ 
ao called^ beeau^e of the forme thereof? hoe re we lay 
and on all night, to fceepo that wa had gotten to winde- 
wardo, intending to haue watered jo the niomiog* if wo 
could hnue done it, or else if the witide had come larger^ to 
bare plyed to w-indewarde to the Hauana^ wliich is a bar- 
barow' whenenito all the fleet of the Spanyards oomei and 
doe there tmry to bauo mte the company of the other. This 
hill we thiiiking to hauo bene ibe Table^ made acconTit (as 
it w'as indeed) the Hauana, to be but eight leagues to winde- 
wrnrdj but by the persnasiou of a IWuchman, who made the 
Captaino bob quo be knew the Table very wclb and bad 
boQDQ at tho Hauana, said that it was not the Table, and 
that the Table was oiuch higher^ and ncerer to the sea sSile, 
and that there was no plaine groundc to the East ward j nor 
hi lies to the \\ estwenlj but all w'njs. c&ntrarVji. and that be- 
bin do the billcs to the Westwaid was the llaiiana; to which 
pei-soosioo being giuen by some, and tliey not of the wei^stj 
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the coptjime was perscuded to go to loDward^ imd flo Railed 
liloDg tbe seuenth and eight dayeg^ finding no lifibitation, 
□or no other Table^ and pereeming bia folly to give eare to 
such praters^ was not a little sorry\ both because he did 
consider what time ha should apenQ ere he could get m 
farre to wiadowarde agamoj which would hmo bene with 
the weathenTig which w'o had 10 or 12 dayea work a, and 
what it would have heeaa longer be knew notp and that 
(which was worst) lie had not aboue a dayca watcr^ and 
therefore knew not what shift to make i but In Gae^ beeniitie 
the want was suebj that his men could not lioo with it^ he 
determined to seeke water, and to go further to leewardj. to 
a place fas it ib Bet in the cai-d) called Hio de los porcos, 
which he was in doubt of both whether it wore inhabited, 
and whether there were water or not, and whether for the 
shoales he might hane each acce^sc with his shippes that ho 
might conneniently take in the same: and. while we wore 
in those troubles^ and kept onr way to the place aforesaid, 
almighty God oar guide (who would not suffer vs to mnno 
into an}' further danger, which we had beene like to haue 
iocurred, If we had ranged tho coast of Floi-ida along as we 
did beforUj which is ao dangerous [by reports) lhat no shippe 
eBcapeih which commeth thither, ns the Spanjards have 
very well prooued the same) sent vs the eight day at night 
a fayne Westerly winde, whorcujjon the Captaine and 
company consnltod, detenuloing oot to refuse Gods gift, 
but ouery man was contented to pinch his owno beilio 
whatsoeuer had happened, and taking the said winde, the 
ninth day of July got to the Table, and sailing the same 
night, vnawares onershot the Hauaria, at the which place 
wo tbonght to have watered, but the next day, not knowing 
that we had ouersliot the same, sailed along the coast, seek¬ 
ing itj and the eleoonth day in the inoming, by ccHainc 
know'en morkeSi wo Vbderstood that we had onershotte It 
twentie leagues: in which cooat ranging, we found no con- 
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ueniant watei'ing plaoe^ wk&reby ttcn? was no remedy but 
to di^sombloj nnd to waiar rpon the coast of Florida: fur^ 
to go fLiriher to tbe Basfcvard^ we could not for tbo shoalos^ 
which are very daugerou3j and because the enrraat ahooteth 
to the ^ortbe^tj we doubted by the force thereof Lo bo 
act vpon tbem^ and therefore durst not approach thorn: ee 
making but rcasouablo way the day urorcsaid and all night: 
the 12 day in the moroing^ we fell with the Islands vpoo the 
capo of Floridap which we could scant double by tho incanes 
that feuriug the shoalcs to the EEistwardsj aud doubting the 
currant cummiog out of tho Wesfc^ which was not of that 
fortse we made account of, for we felt little or noon till wo 
foil with the capo^ and then felt such a cniTant, that bearing 
all aailcg against the eame yet were driueu backo againe a 
great pace: the experience whereof we bad b^'^ the Jesus 
pinnesse, and tho Sallomoua boatCj which were sent the 
same day in the aflenioono, while tho shippos were be¬ 
calmed, to aae if they could liiide any water ypon the Islands 
aforesaid, who spent a groat part of the day iu rowing thithoFp 
being farther off than they deemed i tic be. aud in tho meane 
tune a fay re gale of windo springing at soa, the shippes de¬ 
parted, making a sigue to them to come away, who although 
they saw them dopartn because they wore so ncere the shoare 
wonld not loose all tho labour they bad takon^ but deter¬ 
mined to koepe tlieyr way, and boo if there wore any water 
to be bad, making no accgtint bnt to Ando the shippes wall 
enoogb : but they spent so much tima in hUtng the water 
which they had foundo that tho night was come before they 
could make an end, and hauing lost the sight of the eliippes, 
rowed what they could, but were wholly ignomat which way 
they should seoko them againo^ as in deodo there was a 
more doubt than they knew of. For when they departed, 
the shippos wore in no currant, and sajhng but a mile 
fiirtberj found one so atroog, that bearing all sailcSp it could 
uot preunile against the same, but were driueu backer where- 
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Upon o&ptainia Bent the BallomoHj with othor two 
to heare veow the shofiro all nighfej becatiBe the cur- 
mu t waa there u great dcatc^ and to beare light with 
shooting off a piece tiow theHj to the intent the boatcs 
might better knowe how to como to them. 

The JesQS also bare a light in her toppogallant, aaJ shot 
off a piece aUo now nod tbea^ but the night passed and tbo 
mornltig was come^ being the thirteenth day, and no newes 
could bo heard of themi but the abippes and barkes forsook 
not, but to looke still for tbem^, yet lliej thought it was all 
in vsiUj by the mcanes they heard not of them all the night 
past, and therefore determined to tarry no longer, seeking 
for them till noone, and if they heard no nowea, then they 
would depart to the Jesus^ who perforce (by the Tohomenqy 
of the onrraot) was canyed almost oat of sight, but as God 
woaid haueitj now time being come, and they baaing tacked 
about in the pinnossca top, had sight of tbcTu, aud tooke 
them np: they in the boates^ beiug to the number of one 
and Iweutie, baaing sight of the cdiippes, and seeing them 
tacking obontj whereas before at the first sight of them did 
greatly reioyce, were now in a greater perpleisetie than ouer 
they were I for by this they thought themselues vtterly for¬ 
saken, whereas before tJaey wero in some hope to have found 
them. Trnely God wrought tnsraellouely for them, for they 
thcmselues liauing no rictualles but water, and being sore 
oppressed with hunger, were not of opinion to bestows any 
further time tn seeking the sliippes than that present noono 
time, GO that if they had not at that instant eapyed them, 
then had they gone to the sLoare to haue made pronision 
for Tictunltes, and with sueb thinges as they could haro 
gotten, either to haue gone for that part of Florida where 
tho Frenchmen arc (which would haue beeno very hard for 
them to hauo donej because they wanted victuallcs to bring 
them thitherp being one hundred and twentie leagues off) or 
elfl to bane remftyned niuoiigst the Floridians, at whose 
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they were put in qoTnfort by ft Ffeacb tnsjx wbo was 
with thQm^ that had remayatsd in Florida at tho first Hading 
ther&Qfj a wholo yeero together^ to recaiuo victiialks aiifE- 
cient and gentle iDtertaiiieaicntj if iieede were,, for a yeera 
or two, VHtil which time God might liauo proulded for them. 
But how contmiy this would hane falten out to tlieyr expec¬ 
tations, it is hard to iudgOj seeing those people of the capo 
ot Florida, nre of more saungc and fierce nature^ and more 
valiant thnn any of tfia reat| which the Spanyards well 
prooued, who being Euo hundrod men, who intended then 
to land, returned few or none of thciHj but were informed to 
forsake the same, and of theyr cruelty monticn is made in 
the book* of the Decades, of a fryor^ who taking vpon him 
to persufide the people to subieetion, was by them taken 
with his skinne cmolly pulled ener his eares^ and his fiesh 
eaten. 

In these Islands they being ftshoaro, found a dead man 
diyed in a m finer whole, with other heads and body eg of 
men, so that those sorte of men are eaters of the flesh of 
mea^as well aa the Canibals. Bqt to retumo to our pni^ 
pose. 

'rhe fourteenth day the shippe and barks eamo to the 
■lesDs, bringing them news of the reconery of the men, 
which was not a little to the roioiciag of the eaptaine, and 
the whole company: and so than altogether they kept on 
th eyr way along the coast of Florida, and the fifteenth day 
enmo to an anker, and so from six and tweatio degrees to 
thirtie degreefi and half, wbern tho Frenchmen are, ranging 
all the coast along, seeking for fiesh water, aukcring en&i^ 
hccansc wc wonide onershoota ao place of fresh water, 
and in the day time the captaino iq the shippes pinnes^e 
siiyled along the shoare, went into oaery emeke, speaking 
with diners of the Floridians, because he wenld vnderstand 
where the Frenchmen inhabited, and not finding thorn in 
eight and twentio degreos os it was declared vmto hiui, mar- SS 
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qc'llod thereat, and nmQv left sailing along die coast till lie 
foiiaci thomp who inhabited in n rinor^ by them called tli& 
riuer of May^ and ^tandeth in thirtia degrees and better^ 
Tn ranging this, coast alongp tbe captiiine found it to bo all 
an Island and tbereforo it is all lowe land* and very scant of 
frei^h water, but tho countery was manielloualy 3WO<?t> with 
both marish and medow ground^ and goodly woods atnoiig. 
Tbero they found sorrell to grow® os nbnndantly as grassGj 
and nore tbayr bonsas were great store of may is and millj 
and grapes of great bignessoj but of taste mneh Kke onr 
English grapes. Also deero great plenty, which camo rpen 
tlio sands before them. Theyr houses are not many to¬ 
gether, for in one honac a hundred of thenri do lodge: they 
being made miach like a great bame, and in strength not 
inferioar to oura, for it hath stanchions and rafters of whole 
trees, and couered with PaJmito leanes, haning no plaeo 
diiiided, but one email roomo for their King and Queeno. 
In the niiddest of this honse is a hearth where they mako 
great fyres all night, and vpon cortaine pieces of wood 
he wen in for tho bowing of their bsekos, and another place 
made high for thoyr beads, they lye vpon the samo which 
they pet one by another all along tho walles on both sides. 
Ill their bouses they remaino onely in the nights, and in the 
day they desire the fiddes, where they drasso their meat, 
and make pronision for victnalles^ which they prontde oneiy 
for a mealo fratn hand to month. There is one thing to l>c 
maniebed at^ for the making of their fire, and not onely 
they bnt also the Negroes doe the sainej which is made onely 
by two stickes, robbing them one against anotherj and this 
they may doe in any place they come, where they finde sticks 
sufficient for tho purpose. In theyr apparcll the men onely 
vse deem skinoes, wherowitb some onely coner their priny 
members, other some use the same as garments to eoucr 
them before and bobinde, which skinnes are painted, soino 
vellow II nd nalj some black and russettj and eueiy* man 
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uccorditig^ to his owno fancj. They do not oniit to paint 
their bodies tilao ‘wiLh onriou^ kuots^ or antique ivorkoj as 
eoory loan in tia gw do fattcj dctiieetbj wliicb paiutlugj to 
Iinuo it coatJaue the better^ they vso with a thome to prieko 
their ileslij. and dont in the aamoj whereby the painting may 
hano better holde. In their war res they vse a a lighter eouler 
of painting their foceSj thereby to make themeelnes shew tho 
more fierce J which after their warres ended they wash away 
againep In their war res they ¥se bowes and arrowes, whereof 
their bowes are made of a kinde of yew^ but blacker then 
onrSj bnt uiEiny parsing the strength of tbe Negroes or 
indiaoSj for it is not gieatly inferior to ouiiij: their arrowos 
also of a great lengthy but yet of reeds like other ludiEms^ 
but ralying in two points both for lengthy and also for nocks 
and fetberSj which the other lacke^ whereby they shoot very 
steddy: the heads of the same are vipers toothj bones of 
fisbeSi flint stones^ piked polntcs of kniueSj which baning 
gotten of the French men^ broke the same^ and put the 
points of them in their arrowes heads: some of tbom hane 
their heada of silocr, other some that hauo want of thesoj 
put in a kinde of baitl wocd^ notched^ which perceth as farra 
as any of ibe rest^ In their fights being in the wcods^ they 
vse a inaruellous polUcie for their owne safegarde^ which is 
by clasping a tree in their armes* and yet shooting notwith¬ 
standing : this pellicy they vsed with the Frenchmen in their 
hght^ wbei^by it appeareth that they are people of some pol- 
ticy: aud although they are called by the Spaujards “Gente- 
triste'V that iato say^ ead people, meaning thereby^ that they 
are not men of capacity; yet haue the Frenchmen found 
them so witty iu their answers, that by the captninea owne 
report, a councellonr with vs oonld not giuo a moie profound 
reason. 

Tbe women also m their apparoll painted skiunes, but 
moat of them gownes of mossc^ somcwdiat longer then our 
mo^^ which they eowo together artifieudiy, and make the

dcre^ iiko tho Indiiiofi, 

]ti thb tiu&r of May aforeBokl tlifl captnio entriog with 
lih pioi 5 €SS&^ found a Prouch ship of fourseoro touT]^^^ iiud 
two pinncsseg of fifteen tiniiie a picco, by hei*, aotl speakiiig 
TtoPrmdi witii tbo keepers tUei'cofj they tolclo liiio of a fort two leai^iies 
vp, wLich they hnd bnilt^ in adiieli theyr captaioe SIounaLour 
MchuSce^ Lfludonier was, with cortuino Booldipra tkerein. To whom 
our cupLaine sou ding to Tudorstatiil of a watring plucOp wliero 
he xoight coiiueniently take it in, and to haue licenco for the 
samoj ho straight becaoso tboro wae no conoenient place but 
vp the rioor fine leiiguea> where the water wus freah* did send 
him a pilot fur the more expedition thereof^ to bring la one 
of his barkos^ which going in with other boata prouidod for 
the same purposoj aukcred before the fortj into tho which 
our iiiAptalno w'entj whore he was by the genetal* with other 
eaptamca and Eonldiers^ very gently intartfliSDodji and do- 
eJarod vnto him tho time of their being ilierOj which was I t 
monthsj with tho extremity they wore driueii to for want of 
victuals, bauing brought- very little with tbem^ in which place 
they being 200. men at their drat commlngj had in short 
apaco eaten at the muyis they eonid buy of the inhabitants 
about them and therefore w'Cre dtiiieu certoino of them to 
seme a king of the Floridiaiis against other of hla enemica 
for milk and other victuallos^ which hauing gottenj could 
not ecrue theoi^ being so^many so long a time, but want 
mmo vpon them in such sort, that they were faino to gather 
ncornos, which being stamped small, and often washed to 
take away the bitterness of them, did vso tho sumo for 
bread, eating wlthall sundry times rootca^ wlieroof thoy 
found many good and wholesome^ and such as seme mther 
for mediciucs thou for mealcs alono^ Jiut this liarxlnosso 
not contenting somo of them, who would not luku the paynes 
su much as to fish in tho ritier before Iheyr doorcs^ but would 
liuuc all thlngos put in theyr moutlies^ did rebel agaynst the 
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captaine^ taking away first bis annour and afterward iia- 
prisoiiing bim : and so to tho mimber of fourscore of tbetu^ 
departed with a barke and a pinnesBa, spoyliiig thayr atore 
of vietaidl, and taking uway a great part thoroF with tliemj 
and so went to the Islands of Hiapaiiiola and Jamaica a 
rouingi where they spoilodj* and pilled ths Spanyardes^ and 
hailing taken two camels laden with wiae and eass.ua, which 
is a bread made of root^ and much other victuaUes and 
trcasum, had not the grace to depart therewith^ bnt were 
of snch haughtie atomacksj that they thonght their force to 
be such that no man durst meddio with them^ and so kept 
harborongh in Jamaica^ dayly a shoaro at their plea^ 

sure, But God which would not auflur such euile doorg vn- 
pnnisbod^ did mdnmto their hearts in such sorte, that they 
lingered tho ticoe so long, that a ehip and goJenssfl being 
made out of S, DemingOj and came tbither into tho har- 
boTough, and tooko twentie of tbonij whereof the most part 
were hanged, and the rest carried into Spayno, and some {to 
the iiumher of fiuo and twentiej escaped in tho pinnesse, and 
came to Horidaj where at their landing they wore pub m 
prison, and incontinciit foure of the chiefest being con¬ 
do mned, at tho request of the sonldiouts, did passe the bar- 
quobussessj and tbon wore baugod ypou a gibbets This 
lacke of threescore men was a great disconrago and wcak- 
ning to the reat^j for they were of tho beat aonldioui^a that 
they had: and wherfioa they had now made the iuhnbitaiita 
weaiy of them by their daily craning of mayis, hauing no 
wares left to content them withEill, and therefore inforced 
to robbe them, and to taka away their victuaU perforce^ Avas 
the occasion that tho Floridians (not weU contonted 
with) did tvoko certaino of theyr companie in the woods, and 
slew thenij whereby there grew great worrea botin^^t them 
and the Frenchmen, and therefore they being but a few in 
nnber durst not venture abroad^ but at such time aa they 
were inforeed therevnto for want of food to do the Bonioj 
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and going twontiu bar-c|qobiissest3 in *4 (NJmpany, were set 
vpon by oighteae kmgs^ luiiibgeouGii or oight handixN^ mon, 
which with owe of their boweg slew one of their men, and 
Imrt a dozen, and drone theni all downe to theyr boats, 
whoso poll icy la fight was to be mamelled at, for having 
allot at diners of their bodies, which were armed^ and per- 
ceiuiDg that their arrowes did not preiiaile against the same^ 
they shot at their faces & legs, which were the places that 
the Frcndimen were hurt in^ Thns the Frencbmen retnmed 
being in ill ease by the hurt of their laon, bauing not abone 
forty souldiora left vahurt, whereby they might ill make any 
more innasiona vpon the FJotidians, and keeps Ibeir fort 
withaH: which they must hnne beene driuen vato, had not 
God sent vs thither for their succour, for they had not aboue 
ten dayoe victnall left before we catne. In which perplexity 
onro cap tain e seeing thetu^ spared tlieni out of bis ship 
twenty barrels of meale, and fonr pipes of beanos, with 
ditiers other victnala and neCo$sarioa which he might con- 
neniently spare, and to hoipe tliem the better homewards 
whither they ware hound before our comining, at their re¬ 
quest, we spared them one of our bsrka of fifty ttmnea. Not¬ 
withstanding the great want that tho Frenohmen bad, the 
ground doth yeeld victuals sufficient, if they ^vouldhaue taken 
paiues to got the same, hot they being sonldionrs, desired to 
lino by the sweat of other mens browes: for while they had 
peace with the Floridians, they bad fidi snflicient, by wesieg 
they made to catch the same: but W'hen they grew to warros, 
the Floridians tooko sw^ay the same ogaino, and then would 
not tho Frenchmen take the paines to make any more. The 
ground yeldeth Bntumlly grapes in great atone, for lu tho 
time that the Frenchmen were there, they mode twenty 
hogsheads of wine. Also it yeeldeth roots passing good, 
deero maruellous store, with diners othsr boasts, and fowle, 
aeriiiceablo to the vse of man. These be things wherewith 
a man might lino, hnning come or may is wherowith to make 
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brctid: for mayis makoth good sauory breiwJj and fis 

fine ns flower* Also it maketb good niealo bciaton and sod- 
don witb water and eatclli like pappe where with we feed 
ebildren. It tnaketk also good benerage sodden in water, 
and noanahable: wbicb tbo Frenchmen did rse to drink of 
id tlio inomingj rikI it ass tinged their tbirst, so tbst they 
liad no need to drinke all tbo day after. And this majia 
was tlie greatest locke they had ^ because they bad no laborers 
to sowe the samej and therefore to tbem that should inhabit 
tbo hind it were reqaisit to haue laborors to till and sowe 
tbc ground. For tboy bauing victuals of they r owne, whereby 
they iieitber rob nor appile the inliabiUnts, may Hue not 
onelj quietly with them, wbo naturally are more desirous of 
peace then of iiVarres^ but also almll bane abundance of vict¬ 
uals profered them for nothing: for it is with thorn as it is 
w'ith one of vs^ when wo see another man euer taking aw'ay 
from vSj although we bane enough besides^ yet then we 
thinke all to little for onrselnes: for surely we hauo board 
the Frenchtnen report, and 1 know it by tbo Indians that a 
very little coutentetb them, for the Indians with the bead of 
mayis roasted, will tmool a whole day^ and when they are 
at the Spanyards finding, they gioo them nothing but sodden 
herbs and mayis, and in this order I saw three score of tliera 
feedj who W'ero laden wdth wares, and came fifiie leagues o3' 
Tlie Floridians w’hen they tmiiel haue a kiDdeorborbe diyed/ 
wbicb with a ganc, and an oartben cup in the eudj with firo> 
and the dried berbs put together do sneko thora the cane 
the smoke theroof, which stuoke sstisfieth their hunger, and 
therewith they lino foure or five days without meat or drinke^ 
and this oil the Frenchmen vsed for this pnrpose i yet do 
they bolde opinion withall, that it causetb water and fleamo 
to void from their stomacks. The commodities of this land 
are more then are yot knowme to any naan : for besides the 
land itflelfoj whereof there is more then any king Christian 
is able to inhabit, it flourishetb with tnedow^ pasture ground, 
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TTitli woods of cedar and cypres, and other sorts, oa better 
Slln’SSS?' bo in tbe world, they have for apothicafy borbes, 

Floruln. t rees, roots and gum mo great store, as Sfcoiax Uquide, Tur- 

pintinOj Gummo, Myrro and Froukinsoaae, with many otLcra, 
Couiem. whereof 1 know not the names > Coalers both red, black, 
yellow, and maset, Tory perfect, wherewith they paint their 
bodies, and dcoro skinnes which they wcaro about tbcni, that 
with water it neither fadeth away, nor altereth cooler. 
iiiu*r,““* Golde and siluer they want not s for at the French men 
first eomming thither, they had the same offered them for 
little or nothing, for they recoined for a hatchet two pound 
weight of golde, because they knew not the estimation 
thereof s hut the soaldionra being greedy of the same, did 
take it from them, gining them nothing for it ■ the which 
they perceioing, that both the Frenchmen did greatly 
estcemo it, and also did rigorously deale with thorn, at 
lost would not be knowea they had any more, neither durst 
they weaw the same for feare of being taken away; so that 
sauing at their first oomming, they oould got none of them t 
And how they came by this golde and ssluer, tho French- 
men knew not us yet, but by gesso, who hauing tmueilcd to 
the southwest of tho cape, hauing fouud tho same dangerous, 
by moonos of sandey biinka, as wo also Iiaue found the same, 
and there findiug masts which were wracks of Spauyard^a 
coraroing from Mexico, iudged that they had gotten troaanro 
by them. For it is most time that dinars wracks banc 
bocno made of Spunyards, hauing much treasnre. For the 
Freuebmen hauing trauolled to the eapeward a hundred and 
fiftifl miles, did finde the Spunyards with the Floridians, 
aftorwards to thejr fort, wherof ono 
‘"t- being in a csruuell, comiog from the Indios was cast away 
foureteeno yeeres ago, and the other twelve yoeres, whoso 
fellows some escaped, other some were slaiiio by the in- 

It seemetb they had estimation of their gold and siiner. 
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fur it 13 wrouglit flat aud grayen, which they wcare about 
thoir Ticcks^ other somo wado round like a pancake, with a^JotwOifl 
liok ia tba middeat to bolster vp their brostpe withal^ bo- ^ 
tauso tboj tliiuk it a doformitie to liatia great brestes^ Aa 
for minea either of gold or siluer^ the Frecchmoti can hear 
of liDoe they hauo rpon the lalnnd^ but of copper, whenssof^jJ^ 
m yot uho they haao not made the proofe, because they 
were but few men : but it 13 not vnlikej but tbat^ in the 
maiuo whore are high hillesj may bo golde and silver as 
well as in Mexieo. bceause it ia all one uiaiue^ The Fi'enob- ^ 
oion obtaiuod poo ties of them of great bigneasoj but they 
were bkgke by ineauo of roasting of tham^ for tbey do not 
bsli for tbeoi as the Spanyarda doj but for their meat: for 
the Spanyardes vscd to keep Jayly a Ashing some two or 
three huutlred Indians, soioe of them that be of choyse n 
thousiinci s aud their order is to go iu Oanoaes, or rather 
gix»ftt pinueases, with thirtie med in a piece^ whereof the 
Ode hnlfe, or most part bo diners, the rest doe open the 
saiuo for tho pearks i for it ia not auifered that they should 
vse dragging, for that wodld bring them out of estimation, 
aud marre the beads of them. The oysters which haue the 
upiallcs^t sort of pcarlos ai'e found in seven or eight fat home 
water, but the grentoat in eleneu or twelue fathoms. 

The FJeridiaos have pieces of Unicomes homes, which 
they wear about their necks, whereof the French men iJiSSS 
obtayued many pieces. Of those Unicornes tbey Iiaue diauy^ Sanuoaf 
for that they doe atlirme it to bo a beast with one borne, 
which coining to the riuer to drinko, putteth tho same into 
the water before shoo drinketh. Of these Umcomea there 
is of oiir companyp that hauiug gotten the same of the 
French mod, brought home thereof to shewe. It is there¬ 
fore to be preaupposed that theio are more commodities, as 
welt as that, which for want of time, and people suffidentto 
iuhabite tho same, cannot yot come to light j bat 1 trust 
Liod will rcueale the same before it bo long, to the groat 
proljte of them that shall take it ia baud.

Of in tiiis eonqtry* besides Deere, Fesea, llare% 

Pol lefttSj Cuonios, Ownces, Ledparda, I aoi not able certaiooly 
to aay: but it ia tlioaglit that tbei'O ate Lioos and Tygets as 
well as Dwicoroea, Lions especiiiUy, if it bee truie tliat it is mid 
of tba enmitj betweone them and the UnicorDes+ For tbena 
is ao beast but hath his eaemy,. aa the Canny the Polcat, 
a Shcepo the Wolf©^ the Elephant the Einoceros, aud so of 
other beasts tbs like : iosoniacb^ that whereas the one is 
the other can not be missiug. And seeing I hano tnado 
mention of the beastea of this Countrojj it shal not be from 
my pnrposo to speak also of the venomous beastesj as Cro¬ 
codiles, whereof there ia a gi'nat abundance. Adders of great 
bigncssej wherrof onr men killed some of a yard and a balfo 
longo. Also I heard a miraole of one of these adders^ vpon 
in which a Faulcon sea^iog^ the saide adder did clasp her tailo 
about her, which the French Captaino seoingj came to tho 
rescue of the faulcon, and tooke her siaj'ing the adder, and 
this faulcon being wilde hoc did reclaime her, and kept her 
for the space of 2^ months, at which time for roiy want of 
mest he was fame to cast her olf Chi these adders the 
Frencbmen did feed© to no litlo admiration of and 
affinned the same to be a delicate meato. And the Cap- 
taiiio of the Frenchmen saw also a Serpent witii 3, heads 
and 4 feete, of the bignesse of a great Spaniel], which for 
want of a horqnebnsse ho durst not attempt to slay. Of the 
fiahe also they bane in the riucr, pike, mchcj salmon, troufco, 
and diuers other small Rshes, and of a great fish, some of 
tho length of a man and longer, being of bignesse accord¬ 
ingly, honing a suoote much like a e wordc of a yard long. 
There bo also of esea fishes which weo sawo comm mg along 
the coast flying, which are of the bignesse of a smult, the 
biggest florte whereof baoe four winges- but the other haoo 
but two. Of these we sawe comming out of Guinea, a hun- 
diclh in a compjinie, which being cba&ed by the Gilt beads, 
otherwise called tho Uonitoes, dee to ftuoide them the better 
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teke th&ir flight out of tho watorj but yet are they oofc able 
to Ilie fam*^ bocanso of the drying of their winges, which 
aerne tliem aot to fljo but when they aro moyate, and tliene- 
fore when they can Byo no further fall into the water^ and 
hnning wette tbeir iiVinges take a newn flight againe. Those 
BonUoes bo of bigoessO like a carpe^ and m colour like a 
raackarcll^ but ,ifc ta the swifteat fish in gwinaming that 
and folioweth her prayo very fiercely not oualy in the water, 
bat also ont of tbe water: for as the flying fish taketh bet 
flight, so doetb this Bonitoe leape after them, and takoth 
theni Eometitne abouo the waton They were some Of those 
Bon i toes, which being galled by a fisgig did follow our ship 
comming out of Guinea 500. leaguesp 

There is a sea foule also that diusotb this flying fiah as 
wel as the Honito: for as the flyuig Gsli takoth hor flight, 
so- doth this foule pursue to take her, which to beholde is 
a greater pleasure then hanking, for both the flights are as 
pleasaut^ and also nioro often thou 100. times; for the foule 
can file no way but one or other lighteth in her pawes, the 
nomber of them are so abundant. There ia an Innnnicrable 
yon go frie of these flying fishes which commonly keopo 
about the ahippe, and are not so big aa butterflies, and yet 
by flying dee auoyde the vnBatiabienesae of the BonitOi OF 
tho bigger sort of these fishes, we tooke many, which both 
night and day flew into the sailofl of our sbippe^ and there 
was not one of them which wna not worth a Bonito ; for 
being put vpou a hooke drabling in the water^ the Bonito 
would leape thereat, and so was taken. AIso^ wc tooko 
many with a white clothe made fast to a bqqke> which being 
tied BO ahqrt in tho water, that it might leape out, and lu, 
the greedie Bonito thinking it to be n flying fish leapeth 
thereat, and iu decciued. Weq tooke also Dolphins, which 
arc of Tory goodly colour and proportion to beboldoj and 
no iesse delicate in tasto. Fonlos also there be many, both 
vpoii lando and vpon sea. But concerning them on the 
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Indfl I nm not abla to name them, bccansc my aboile wns 
there go abort. Bnt for tlio foula of the fresh riners, these 
two I noted to bo the cbJefe, whereof tho Flemcngo is one, 
Fhmine#. Iiauing fetherg, and long- redde logs like a Herne, 

a neclte aceording to tbo bill redde, whereof tbo vpper nebba 
Tte Esfif*. Iiaugotb an lucho oner the nether. And an Egriptc' which 
Is all white ag tho awonne, with legges llkn. to an beartie- 
shewe, and of bignosgo aecordlngly, but it hath in her toilo 
feathers of so fine a plume, that it paageth the Eatridge hig 
feuthor. Of eqa fonle abouo all other not common in En-^- 
ciiii«. lando, I noted the EelUcane, which is laigned to be the 
loningest birds that ig: which rather then her yong shonldo 
want, will spare her heart blond out of her bcllie, but for all 
this lonipgnesa she is very deformed to beholde, for shee ia 
of coionr msBot, notwithstanding in Guinea I have aeono of 
them as white as a gwanao, bnning legges liho the same, 
and a body like the Heme, with a long necke, and a thicko 
long beake, from the nether iawe whereof downe to the 
breast pagsetb a sldnne of anch a bignesso, asisable to re¬ 
ceive a fiaho as biggo as ones tbigb, and this hor biggo 
throat and long bill doeth make her seeme so ongly. 

Hero I bane declared the estate of ilorida, and the com- 
modoties therein to this day lojowen, which althongh it may 
seeme vnto some, by the mcooes that the pleotie of Golde 
and Silncp is not so abundonk ns in other places, that the 
cost bestowed vpon the same, will not bee able to quite the 
charges; vet am I of the opinion that by that which I haue 
scene in other Islnndes of the Indians, where aneh increase

j^.Si.yeerea, didin the hides of them i-aiselOOO. pound profito 

of cnttoll onoly would tnise profito 
v-rgsoi.. aufficient for the same. For wee may coagider, if go small 
s portion did raise so much gaiues in such a short time 
what would ft greater doe in many jeercs. And snrely I 
may this afllimr, that the ground of the Indians for tl,e 
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breed of cottellj Is not io any point to bo compared to this 
of Florida, wbieh all the yeere long is bo greeaej 03 any 
time in the Sommor with vs: which snrety is hot to be 
marnoilcd aecing the Countrey stemdeth in so watrie a 
climate: for once a day withonto failo, they houo a shovrro 
of raine^ Wliich hj mcanes of the Conn troy it selfOj whicli 
is drip, and more foraent hot then oorSj doeth tnake ail 
things to nourish therein, and bccauso there is not the thing 
wco all Eceke for^ being rather desinens of present gainesj T 
do therefore affirme the attempt thereof to be more requisite 
for a princOj who is of power able to goe thorow with the 
samOh rather than for any aubieot^ 

Prom thence we departed the 28* of July, vpon our voyage 
home wards, hauing there all things as might ho most con- 
iienient for our purpose, and tooke Jeauo of the Frenchmen 
that there stiU remained^ who with diligenco determined to 
make great specdo aftorj as they couldo. Thus by meanes 
of contrary windcfl oflentitneSi we prolonged oar voyage in 
such manner that victuals scanted with vs, so that wee were 
diners (or rather the most part) in deapaire of euer comming 
Lome, had not God of his goodnesso better pronided for vs^ 
then our doseming. In which state of great misoric, wo 
wore pronoked to call vpon him by feruent prayer^ which 
mooued him to hearo vs^ bo that we had a prosperous winde, 
which did set vs so fairo shotto, ae to be vpon the bnnke of 
Newfoundlandj on 5. Bortlemowos ouoj and sounded^ there- 
Qpou 6nding ground at 130. fathoms, being that day some¬ 
what becalmed, and tooke a great nomber of fresh coddo 
fish, which greatly relieued ts, and veiy glad thereof, the 
next day departing, by lingering little gales for the spoco of 
foure or fine days, at the which wo sawo a couple of French 
ships, and had so mueh fish as wodde seme us plentifully 
for all the rest of the way, the Captoiue pB 3 'ing for the same 
both golde and siloer, to the inst value thereof, vnto the 
cheife owners of tho said shippes, which they not looking 
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for anything at all, wore gliwi in thoraselues to mcete with 
sneh gooclfl intortainement at aea, aa they hml at our Lotiacs. 
After which departnne from thoin, with a good largo winde 
’’fhi'rhB SoptomLop wc como to Padstow ia Coraewall God 

bo thanked, in safotio, with the losse of 20. poraons in all 
the voyage, and proBtable to tho venturere of tho eaidc 
voyage, as also to the whole Realmo, in bringing home both 
golds, siluer, penriea and other iewcU groat store. Hia 
nsmo therefore be pmiaod for oaormoro. Amen.

Ae eche of vs ■ivero much iorjziCDtcd in mindc with diners 
cc^tatiQDB, the third of August I descried foil re mlhB in 
the Sea, as I wnlk&d v|> 0 !i a iiEtk hill, whereof I was ex^ 
cocdiDg well apayde. I sent imDiedintelj One of them that 
were with me, to aducriiso those of the fort thereof, which 
were so glad of those newea, that one would ha no thought 
them to bo out of their wits, to see them Inngh and loupe for 
ioj, Aflor these shippes had cost ancre, we deserted that 
they sent ofl" their ehippe hoates to land, whereupon I caused 
one of mme to be armed with diligence to fiondo to meete 
them, and to knowo who they were. In the mean while, 
fearing least they wore Spaniards, I set my souJdiours in 
order and readmesse, attending the returne of Captaiue 
A^aaseaT, and my Jieutenant, which were gone to meete 
them, who brought mo word that they were EngUshmooK 
And in trueth they liad in their oompanic one whose name 
was Martino Attinas of Diepe, which at tliat time was in 
thoir semice: which In tho belialfe of M. lohu Haukins 
their.Genera!I Ejame to request me thac I would suffer them 
to take fresh waterj whereof they stoode in great needc, aig- 
nifying vnto me that thoy had bouo abouo 15 dayea on the 
coast to get aome^ He brought vnEo me from the Generali 
2. flagons of wino, and bread made of whoatc, which greatly 
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refnjsked meej fomaumch as for 7. moncths spnco^ I never 
tasted a drop of wine: aeuertlielesLSo it was all diuided 
amotiget tb.o grautost part of my souldiere : this Martiu 
Attinas hud guided dio Engliahmep to our cOasti whcrewiLh 
lie was aequamtad, for in tbu jare 1562 be eame thither 
w ith mo and tbcrfore tbe General sent him to me. llier- 
fowa ufler 1 bad granted bis ho algpified the same 

vnto the generalj whieb the next day folowlng caused one of 
bis small ships to enter into the riuer, and came te see me 
in a great sbipboat^ accompanied with gentlenid honorablj 
apparelled, yet vnarnied, be sent for great store nf bread 
and wine to distribute thereof te onory one* On my part I 
made him tbo boat cheare I oonld possibly^ and Caused cer- 
taine sheepe nnd poultry to be kilied| which vntq this pre¬ 
sent I had caused carefully to be preserued^ hoping to store 
the Cfoutrey witliah Now 3 dayes passed while the English 
general remained with me, during which time the Indians 
came in fram all parts to see mq^ and asked mo wlietber be 
were my brother. I told them be woa soj and signified vnto 
them that he was come to see me* and ajde me with so great 
store of viet unis, that fafo hence forward I should bane no 
need to take anything of them. The bruit horeof incon¬ 
tinently was fipQ'ed oner all the coantrioK in such sortj os 
Ambassadors came vnto me from a1 parts, which on the be- 
halfe of the kings thoir masters^ desired to make alliance 
with Die_p and euen they which before sought bo make warre 
against roOj came to ofibr thoir seruice and friendship vnto 
me: whereupon I roeeiuod them, and gratified them with 
dcrtaino presents. The general iai mediately vnderatood the 
desire and vrgont occasion which I bad to roturne into 
France: whereupon ho olfred to transport me, and al my 
company homo: wherennto notwithstancliug I wonld not 
agreoj being in doubt vpon what oecaaion he made so Largo 
an offer. For 1 knew not how the case stood betwixt the 
French and the English: and althongh he promised me on 
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hia faith to put me on 3 anil in France,, Befoi-e ho won! cl touch 
in EnglanJ^ yet I atood in doubt least he would attempt 
sornewlmt in Flonda in the name of hia Mbtresse: where¬ 
fore 1 flatly refuaed hia offer. Whereupon there rose a great 
mutmie among my sonldieraj which said that I sought to 
destroy them al^ and that the Brigandine whoreof I spoke 
before, was not suOiCEent to transport them^ considering the 
season of the jeere^ wherem wee waro. The bruite and 
mutinio increased more and more: for after that the generull 
was retnrned to hia ships, lie told certaine gentlomcn and 
souldiors w hich wont to seo him^ partly to make good cheere 
with him, ho declared and said vnto thera^ that he greatly 
doubted, that hardly wo should be able to passe safely hi 
those veasols wdiicb wo had, and that in; case we shonld enter¬ 
prise the same, we should no doubt be in great ieopardio* 
NotwitlistandiDg^ if [ were s^o ooteated, ho would tmusport 
part of my men in bis abips^ and that he would lean a me a 
Small ship to transport the rest. 

The souldiera were no sooner come home, but they aig- 
nifled the ofibr vnto their companions,^ which incontineutly 
consented together, that in case I would not accept the 
same, they would imbarka themselues with him, and forsake 
me^ so that he would rccciue them according to his promise. 
They therefore assombled themaelues together, and came to 
aceke me in my chamber, and signified vnto mo their iaten- 
tioDni IS hereunto 1 promised to answere them in one houre 
after. In which mcane spiico I gathered together the prio^ 
cipall members of my companie, wdiich, after I had broken 
the matter with them, answered mao all with one veyce, that 
I ought not to refase hia offer, nor contemno the occasion 
which presented itselfo. And that they could not think enlll 
of it in France, if^ being forsaken as we wore* wco ayded 
our selacs with such meanea, as God hath sent to ys^ After 
siindrio debating^ of this matter, in conclusion I gnue my 
nduise that wo ought to deliucr him tho price of the shippe 
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Tvliicrh he was to lefiiie vSj mi that for rnj psrt I was eoatent 
to giuo him the best of my stnffej and the siluor which I had 
gathered in the coaptrey. 

W hereupon uolwithstatidingj it was determined, that I 
should kcepo the aituer, for feare least the Queen of Englando 
seeing the aainej shonldo tlie Hither bee inconmged to set 
footing thero^ as before she had desired. That it wna fttiTe 
bettor to carry it in to Frfluncej to giue incoamgement to 
our Pnnees not to leave off siidi an enterprise of so great 
iraportiince for our Com toon wealth. And that seeing wee 
were resolned to depart it was farro hotter to giue him onr 
Artilierie, which otlmrwiso wue should bo eonatniiucd to 
leane hehinde va, or to hide in the ground, by reason of the 
weakness^ of our men, being not ahle to eiubarke the same. 
This point being thus concluded, and resolued on, I went 
(my selFe] vuto the Eughsh Genenill, accompanied with my 
Imnteunut, and Captfiine Vasseiir^ Captaine Yerdier, and 
Trenchant the pilot, and my seriant, al men of experience 
in such affairea, aud knowing sufficiently how to driue such 
a bargainee We Iherefore tooke a view of the ship, wliich 
the Generali would eeUn whom we drew to such reaaou, that 
he was ceutent to stand vnto mine owno mens indgment^ 
who esteemed it to bee worth 700- crowns, whereof we agreed 
very friendly. Wherefore I deliuered him in eamegt of the 
sum me, 2 . bastards^ 2 , minions^ one thousand of yroo, aud 
one thou sand of ponder, this bargaine tliEB made, he cou- 
sidered the neeeasitie wherein we were, haniug for al our 
austeuaneo hut miV and water: whereupon being moened 
with pitie, he offered to reliene me with 20 . barrels of meale, 
fi, pipes of beanes, one hogshead of s.alb, and 100. of wase to 
make oandlea* aioreonver for so mneh as he saw my sonl- 
diera goe barcfoolOj he offered luo besides 50. paire of shoos, 
which I accepted, and agi^hed of a jirice with him, aud gniio 
him a bill of my hand for the same, for which vufil this pre- 
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sciiti 1 um iudirbtoi3 to bim. Ho did looio tbao tbls^ for par- 
iicularly be biiatowed vpau my flelfo u great i&rvQ of oyli3| a 
iarm oF viuogor* a barrel of oHucaj and o great qHantitie oF 
ri;so> and a barrel of wLite bisket i bfiGidea bo gniio dipcr? 
prosonts to tbo priiicipatl officers of my company^ according 
to tboir qualities. So that I toay boj^ wo recoiued as many 
courtesies of tbo General, as it was possible to recoiuo of any 
man liuliig, VVbcrein dontlessOi be hutb wonae the repataw 
tion of a good aodobari table man, desoruing to be esteemed 
as much of vs ab as if bo bad saued all onr liueSi Incon¬ 
tinent after his depart tire, I spared no paioea to btiaten my 
men to make biscuits qf the meale which bee bad loft iiie^ 
and to hoope my raskes to take in water needeftd for tbo 
voyage.

The sbippes depart^ fmic PlymiriODtlij tliq second duy of 
OctobeTj Aopo 1567* and imd reasonable weatLorj yofcil tbu 
seventh day^ at whLcli time Purtie leagues North from Capo 
Amtarnc. pSoigtcr, tLeio aroso an extreum stormOj which continued 
fgiLre duies^ lu such sortc^ that the 'lleete was dLspersed| and 
all our gifont boates and the Jesus our chiefa shippe, in 
such case, os not thought able to scrue the voyage; whero- 
(i]>on in the satua stortne we setto our course homeward, 
dctcrniiiiiug to giuo over the voyage : but the elevent day 
of the same moncth, the iviode changed with faire weather, 
whereby wfe were animated to foliowa our eDterprise, ahd so 
did, directing oar course with the Islands of Grand CanarieS;, 
whei'O according to nu order before prescribed^ all oor 
shippes before dispersed, metto in one of those lalauda^ 
OuioHm. colled Gotnera, where wo tooko water, and departed from 
thence the fourth day of Nouember^ towards the coast of 
Gcinca, and amved at Cape Verdo^ the eighteenth of 
.Suutrtiitwr. Kouetnberi where w^e landed 150, naeiij hoping to obtaioo 
eoine Negroes^ where we gattc but fewo^ and those with 
great burte and damage to our tnen, which clucfly pro- 
jcaaejwoiMcd coedod frotu thcir cDnenomed arrow s ; and although in the 
begiuniog, they seemed to be hnt small hurtes^ yet there 
hardely escaped any^ that had blood drawsn of thetn, bub 
died in strange aorte^ with their niouihs shutte, some ten 
dayes before he died, and after their woundea were whole, 
where 1 my selfo had one of the greatesfc wounds, yet 
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thnnka be to God;, osoaped. From fcbeacc we pa^aed tbe 
timo upop the ccmst of Giiiuea^ fieiircbing with n.11 dibgencoi 
the Hivera from Kio grando^ vote Sierra Leonai till tho 
twoifih of JapuftriOj in wlik-li time wee had not gotten 
together a hiindrcth and liltio it^egroes i jot notwithstand¬ 
ing the skkuess of onr and the lute time of the jeero 
conimanded vs awajj and thna Iianing nothing wherewith 
to i^eeke the rmast of tho Weat Indiesj I was iivith the rest 
of our Compaiiie in eonsnltution to goe to the coast gf the 
Myncj hoping thgrto baue obtained some golde for our 
wareSj and thereby to kavo dofraied onr chnTgo+ But even 
ip that present instant^ there came to ve a Negroe^ sent 
from a King, oppressed by other Kings his ncighbourSp 
desiring our aidej with promise^ that aa many Negroes 
as by these waree might he obtained^ as well of hia partj as 
of ours, should he at our pleasure i wheroppgn w'e con¬ 
cluded to give aide, and sent 120. of our mep^ which tho 
fifteenth of JanuaHej assaulted a towns of the X^roee of 
our Allies aduorsaricS^ which had in it 8000. luhabitauts. Atmeijf

and very strongly impaled and fenced, after their manner^ 
hut it w'us eo well defendndj that our men prevailed not 
hut lost siEO men, and 40. hurt^ so that our men soot forth¬ 
with to mo for more heipe: whereupon considering that 
the good succosse of this enterprise might highly further 
the commodotio of gnr voyage, I went inyselfe^ and with 
the heipe of the King of gnr side, assaulted the to woe 
both by land and seUj and very hardly with fire, (their 
houses being covered with dry Paltue leaues] ebtained the 
townCt and put the lohabitants to flight, where we took# 

250. persons^ meuj women^ and children, and by our friend 
tho King of our sidOj there was taken fiOO. prisonei^, 
whereof we hoped to haiie had our choice: but the Negro 
(in which nation is suldotne or never found truth} meant 
nothing lease: for that night he remoued his campe, and 
prisoners, so that we were faine to content vs with those 
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fewe wliich we bad gotten onr gelaen. Sow' bad we ob» 
twined between 4* and 500. Negroes^ wbisrewLth we tbongbfc 
it BOtnewlififc reasonable to Boeke the coaet of tbe West 
Indies^ and there, for onr Negnoe^j and otlier our merebno- 
dize, we hoped to obtaine^ whereof to eounternnile our 
charges with some gaineSj wbcreuoto we proceeded with ail 
dibgence, furniBlied oar vi^atring, took: fnellp ftnd departed 
the coast ofGnioea the third of Eebmiarioj continuing at 
the sea with A passage luoi-e hordoj then before bath bEoue 
accustomed;, till the 27th day of Marchj which diif we had 
Bight of an Islandj called Dotuinicaj vpon the coast of the 
west Indies, in 14, degreea : from thence we coasted fi^om 
place to placcj making oar ti'afficke with the Bpaninrdsj aa 
we mightp soniewhiit hardly, because the King bad stniightly 
commanded alt bis Gouemoors in those partes^ by no means 
to snfTer any ti^do to bn made with vs: notwithstanding 
w^e had reasonable imde, and courteous entertain men t, from 
the Isla of llargaritaj vnto Cartagena^ without anything 
greatly worth the notings aaning at Capo de la Vela, in a 
towne called Eio de la Hache> from whence came all the 
pearles : tho treasurer who had Ibo charge tborOj w'onlil by 
no means agiiee to any trade, or suffer vs to tiike water, bo 
bad fortified bis towno with diners bnUvarks in all places, 
where it might be entredj and famished kimselfe wdtb 100. 
Hargabusiers, so that ho tlionght by famino to have enforced 
V 3 to have put a land our Negroes: of which purpose be 
had not greatly failed vales wo had by force outred the 
townee which {after we could by no means obtaine bis favour) 
we wero enforced to do> and so with 200. men brake in vpon 
tboir bulwarkos, and entred the towne with the losae only 
of ih men of oar partcSiaad no hurte done to the Spanyaiiis 
because after tboir volye of shott dbebarged they all Hod. 

Thasbauing the towTi, with some circumstance^ aa partly 
by the Spanyards desire of Negroes and portly by friend- 
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abip of tho Treaaorer, we obtained n soercte trade: wbere- 
upon tbo Spanyarda resorted to vs by nigbtj aiiid boogbt of 
vs to tbo number of 200* Nogtoca-i in all otber plsoes 
where wo tmded tto Spatiyard inhabitants were glad of vs 
and traded williogly* 

At Cartagouaj the Inst to who wo thought to have eeeno on 
the cofisti wo oould by no meanes obtftiiio to doule with any 
Spanysrd tbe gooornor was eo stmightj and bccnnse our 
tmdo was so noers finisbed wo thought not good either to 
adneutuTC nuy landings or to detimct fui.’tlier tmiOj but in 
peace departed from thence tbo 2 k July^ boping to hanc/w^* 
escaped the time of their stonnes wddcb tbcn soone after 
begun to tnigwo* the which they call ForleanoSj but passing PmcnuM. 
by tho west entl of Cuba> tiuvnrda the coast of Flyrida there 
happened to vs the xiu day of August an extretne stormo 
which continued by iho space of 4. daies, winch so beat tho 
Jesusj that we cut downe all her higher huildingSj her 
rudder also was sore ahakenj and with all was in so estroamu 
a leako that wo weix) rather vpon the point to leave her 
then to keepe her any longer,, jot hoping to bring all to 
gt)od passo sought the conet of Florida where we found no 
pluce nor llauou for our ships because of tho sbalowncs of 
the coast: thus being in greater despairo^ and taken with 
a new stonn,e whicb contioned other 3 dayes* we were 010 ™. 
iuforced to take for our tho Port whieh scrueth the Ciiio 
of !Mc:£ico colled St. John do Y!!na w^hich stundeih in aiy. 
degrees: in seeking of which Port we took in our way iii. 
ships which carried passengers to tbe nomber of C. which 
passengers we hoped should be a mcano to vs the bettor to 
obtaine victuals for our moneyj and a quiet place for the 
repairing of our fleeto : sbcirtlj after the xvi. of September aejjtcmbcT. 
wo entered the Port of St> John de YUna and m our entno 
the Spanyardcs thinking vs to bo the Ueote of SpuinCj the n„s gpuTi- 
chief officers of tho Conntrey camo fthordc vSj which being ceiiHsL 
deceived of their expectation were greatly dismayed i but 
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immediately wben tliey saw our deninnnd was nothing but 
victuals, were rocomfortod. I found also in llie same Port 
xii. ships wbfeb bad in them by tba report 200000 li. in 
goldo and siluer all which (being in my possession, with 
the ICinges Island, as also the passengors before in luy way 
thitherwarde staydo) I set at libcrtic, without tbo taking 
from tbera the waygbt of a groto: onolj because I woulde 
not bee delayed of my dispatob, I stayed two men of cati- 
mation and sent post immodiately to ^loxico, which was 
200, miles from vs, to the Presi dentes and Counsel I there, 
shewing them of our arriual] there by the force of weather, 
and the necessitie of the repairo of our sbippes and victualls, 
which wsntes weo required us friends to king Pliilip to be 
furnished of for our money; apd that the Presidentes and 
CounseUo there should with all eonnenient speede take order, 
that at the arrinall of tho Spnnisho fleet© which was daily 
looked for, there might bo no causa of qnarrel rise between 
vs and them, but for the better maintenanee of amitie, their 
eommaundment might be bad in that bcbalfe. 

This message being sent away the sixteenth day of Sep¬ 
tember at night, being the very day of our arriual, in the 
next morning which was tho sixteenth day of the same 
moneth, we saw open of the Hauen xiii* great sbippes, and 
vnderstandiog them to be the fleete of Spaine, I sent imme¬ 
diately to aduertise the General of the fleete of my being 
there, doing him to vnderstand, that before I would suffer 
them to enter the Port, thore should some other order of 
conditions passe betweene vs for our safe being there, and 
mointenauce of peace; now it is to bo vnderstood that this 
Port is a little Island of atones net three foote abonc the 
water in the hierst pbee, and but a bow shoote of length 
any way. This Island standelh from tho maine land two 
bowe shootea or more, also it is to be vndei^tood that there 
is not in all this coastc any other place for sbippes to arriuo 
in snfetie, because tho north wiud hath there auch violence 
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tliiit vijlca the sliippcs be very aafoly mored ii'ith their 
hncrca fastned vpon the Island, there is no remedie for 
iLeae North windes but death : also the place of the Haiien 
was so littlsp that of nccesattie the shippcs mast ride cue 
nboordo the otherj so that we could net giue place to theto, 
uof they to cs: and hero I began to bewail* that which 
after folowed^ for now said 1^ I am in two danger®;, and 
forced to rcceaue tho one of them. That was, either I must 
hauo kept ont tho fleete from oiitring the Portj that which 
with Gods hclpe I was very well ablo to do* or ela sufler 
them to enter in with their accuBtomed trenaon, Tvhich 
they never foile to ei^ecute, where they may liune oppoi^ 

Lunitie^ or circumneEt it by any mcaues: if I had kept them 
out, then had thoro bin present shipwarke of al the fleeto 
which amounted in value to sixo millionSs w'hich was in 
vaind of onr money ISOOOOO. li. which I eoasidcrod I 
not able to aunswere, fearing the Queens Maiestics indig¬ 
nation in so weighty a matter. Thna with my solfo rcnol- 
niog the donbts, thought rather better to abide the Jutt 
of tho vneerteintyp than the certeinty* The vncertcino 
doubt I accodipt wa$ their treasui-e which by good policy I 
hoped might be preueatedj andl tbereforo as chiiaing the 
leaBt mischief I proceeded to conditions. 

Now was our first messenger CK>me and rotomed from tho 
Heete with report of the arriuol of a vice Itoy*^ so that ho had ^ 
uuethorityj both in all this Province of Mexico (otherwise 
called noua Hispanin) and in the sea> who sent vs word that 
wo should send our conditionSj w hich of his poit shonld (for 
tho bettor maintonanee of amity betweeae tho Princes) bo 
both fauorably granted and faithfully performed, with many 
faire words hoiv passing tho coast of the Indies ho hadF^^t^^ 
vnderstood of onr honest bclianionr towards the inhabitants 

i Tbw was Pou Thlartin Hcati(x>^^!i Vicemy of Mexico ftotis 1^68 to 
In his tSma the InqtiMtion was iniwdac^tL He became Vieomy 
uf Tivni in 1581, ami died at Lima in 1583. 
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wbore we Iiud to do as wel elawliere as in iljo satno Port, tlio 
which I lot pasac, thus ibllowing our dcuiund we required 
victual for our mony, and licence to scl as much wni-c as might 
fornish our wnnts, and that there miglit he of either j^rt 
xii. gentlemen as hostages for the maiutenaiice of peace: 
and that the Island for our hotter safety might be in our 
owno possession, during our abode tliere, and such ordinance 
us was planted in the same Island, which was xi. pieces of 
Brasse: and that no Spanyarde might land in tho Island 
with any hind of weapon: theao conditions at tho first, ho 
fiomewbflt misliked, chiefly the gard of the Island to be in 
our owno keeping, which if they had had, we had soon 
knoweu our fare: for with the fust North wind they had cut 
om- cables and our ships Lad gone ashore j hut in the endo 
he concluded to onr request, bringing tho xii. hoabiges to x. 
which with all speede of either part we arc reccaued, with a 
writing from the vice Boy signed with his hand and sealed 
With his scale of all the conditions concluded, and forthwith 
a trumpet hloAvne with comandetnent that none of either 
part should bo ineano to inniolute the peace vpcm paino of 
death: and further it was concluded that tliu two genenda 
of the flectes should mectej and give faith echo to other for 
the performance of the premisos which was so done. Thus 
at the end of 3 daies all was concluded, and the llecto entred 
tho Port, saluting one another ns the manor of the sea doth 
require. Thus, as I said before, thmsday we entred the 
Port, friday w e sawe the ficete, and on laonday at night they 
entred the Port; then we bhcnried il. daies placing tho 
English ships by themselnea, and the Spanish ships by them- 
selue&, the captainos of each part and iiiferiour men of theyr 
partes promissiug great amity of all aides: which euco with 
all fidelity was ment of ohr part, so the Bpanyardcs meiit no 
thing losse of their parts, but from the mnine hind bad fur* 
nished thcniBclues with a aopplic of men to the nomhor of 
lOOO, and ment the next thursdny, being the 23 of Septem- 
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boFj fit dinner time* to set vpon va of all aides, the aame 
tliuraday, in the morning, tlie treason being at liond, acme 
appeaninee sbew&dj as shifting of T^eepoda from ship to sbipi 
planting and bending of ordinance from the ship to the Is- 
liind vfhoi'O our men %rarded, passing to and fro of companies 
of men more then roqnirad for tlieir neeeaaary btisines, and 
many other yll licklybodes wbicH eansed va to haiie a vehe¬ 
ment siispition, and thero^vitliall sent to tlie vice Hoy to 
enquills what was merit by it, whicb sent immediatly stmigbt 
comnmndeinont to vnplanl fill things suspicious, and also sent 
^votd that bo in tbo fAilh of a vice Hoy ^vonld bo onr dofene* 
from fill vnianiea+ Yot ive being not satisfied with this atiii- 
sa'cro because wo suspected a great noinbar of men to bo 
bid in a great alup of 900 tonnea which waa mored nestt vnto 
the Miniod, sent againe to-the vice Roj the master of tho 
Jesna which had tho Spcinisb tongtiB and required to be sa- 
tisfyed if any auch thing were or notv which acoing the vIqq 
Roy that iho treason must be discouered^ forthwith stayed 
our master^ blewe the trumpetj. and of all sides set vpon vs; 
onr men which warded ashore being stricken witb aoden 
fearn, gauo plaeCj fled, and sought to recoEier aucopnr of tbo Biidairn 

Tciirq. 

shippea^ the Spanyardcs being before protiided for the pur¬ 
pose landed in all places in multitudes from tbeir shipper, 
which they might easely doe without boates, and ale we all 
dur men a shore without mei*cy, a fewe of them escaped 
aborde the Jeans^ The groat ahippo wliieh had by tbc esti¬ 
mation sod men placed m her aecrctly,imniodiate1y fell aborde 
the Mioien which by Gods apeiutment in tho time of tho 
sdspition we bad, which was only one halfe houro, the ^fioion 
was made ready to nuoide and so leesing hir hedfastes, and 
hay ling away by the steam o fastes sheo was gotten out^ 
thd-s with G-ods helpo she defended the violence of tho hrat 
bnmt of those CCC, men. The Minion being paste out they 
came oborde the Jesus, w^hich also with veiy much ndoe and 
the losse of many of our men wcare defended and kept out. 
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Til ere were there ftlao two other ^hippes that asaenlted the 
^™r" hiatant, so that aha had hard getting Ioom?, 

biit 3 '^t with some time we had cot onr hcdrastasj and gotten 
out by the steam fastas. Now when the Jesns and the 
hlinion were gotten abroad two shippoa length from the Spa- 
nisli Hectc, tlie iSght bagiuina hot of aH uidpa, ihiit witliin ouo 
hoiiro tba Adtairall of the Spanysirdpa was supposed to bo 
Admirall burned and ono otlior of there 
prinoipall ships auppoaod to hesonko, so that the ships were 
little to annoy ns. 

Then it is to be Txiderstood that all tho ordinance vpon the 
Islands was in the Spanyai^Ipa handeSj which did vs so great 
nniiojancOf that it ODtt all tlie Mnstes and yardes of the 
Jesus in such sort there was no Lope to carry her away: also 
it sonke onr a mall ahippes, whereupon woe determined to 
place the iTasns on that side of tho Minton th&t shoe myght 
abide all tho batterie from the tandOj, and so be a defenoo for 
the hfinion til] night, and then to take such reliefb of vio- 
tmdl and other Decessariea from the Jeans ns the time wontd 
suffer vs^ and to leaue her, As wee were thns determining, 
niid had placod ibo Minion from the sbott of the lands, and- 
donly the SpaHyardcs bad Bred two groat shippes which were 
comming directly with vs, and having no meanes to anoide 
viro, the fire, it broad among onr men a murneilous fcare, so that 
some said, let vs depart with the Minion, other sayd, let vs 
SCO where the wiade will carrie the fyre from vg. 

Bntto bee short, tho Minion men which had al way os there 
saylea in a readiiieaso, thought to make sure worko, and so 
without eytber conRont of tho Captaine or Master entte thoir 
snylo, so that verie, hardly 1 was recoaued into the Minion, 

The most part of the men that wore left a lyuo in the Jesna 
Piade shift and followed tlie Minion in a small boat, the rest, 
whidi the Uttlo boate was not able to receauo, were iaforeed 
to abide the mercy of the Spanyards (which I doubt was 
\eiy little): so with the Minion onely and the Judith (a 
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small barkc oF fiftie tunned) wee ^oscaped^ wbieli barke tke 
same night forsooko vs in onr groat ni jserio: wee wore nowo 
romooned with the Minion from the Spanjabo shipper two ^ stonuo, 
bowe sbootes nnJ there rondo all that njgbt: the tnoro- 
mg wee recouered m Ilmide a trjIo from the SpaJijardeaj 
where there tooke va a North winde^ and being left onelj with 
two Ankers and two cable3 (for in this conflicte wee ksto 
three Cables and two Ankers) wee tbooght alwajes vpon 
death w'hich oner was present^ but God preseraed vs to a 
longer tyme. 

The weather waxed seasonable, and the Satturday we set Sr^i hep# 
saylej and having a great nomber of men and lyttio victuals 
onr hope of lifo waxed lease and lessa: some desired to yelde 
to the SpanyavdeSj some rather doaired to obtayne a ptaco 
whei'O they might giue tbemsalncs to the Tohdeis^ and some 
had rather abide with a little pittance the merde of God at 
Sea : so thus with mauie sorrow fall hearts wee wandred in Wita 
tm nnknowen Sea by the space of fourteena dajes, tyll hun¬ 
ger in forced vs to seeko the lande, for binles were though t 
very good meate^ nittea^ cattes, misoj and dogges, none es¬ 
caped that might be gotten, parrates and monkayes that 
wore had in great prise, wore thenght then very profitable 
if they senied the tonrno one dinner; thus in the ende the 
eyght day of October wee came to the knde in the botoine 
of the Same bay of Mexico in twenty three degrees and a 
balfe where wee hoped bo haoe founde iiihahitantes of the 
Spanyardes, reliafo of victualles, and place for the repaire of SSSri, 
onr shippe, which was so sore beaten with shot to from otir 
enemyes &nd brused with shooting of our owne erdinaoco, 
that our weary and weake annea were scarce able to clofendo 
and keepc cut the water. But all things happened to the 
contrary, for wo founde neyther people^ victmll, nor haneri 
of reliefe, but a place where haning faire weather with some 
perill wo might land a boate; onr people being forced wilh 
hunger desired to be set a land, wherennto 1 conehidcd. 
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Aiui Bush aa were williog to Inud L pul them Apart, and 
such ma word dosirows to goo lioniQWArds^ I P^t so that 

they were indifferontly parted a hwndred of ono aide and a 
liQudred of the other side t tfaesie Huedred meu vfo seta laed 
with alldiligeaoe ia this little plarce before wrhicli being 
landed, we doteriniaed there to refresh enr water, and so with 
our little remains of victuals to take the Sea. 

The neii day liAuing a lande with me fiftie of oar liun- 
dreth men that lemained for the speedier preparing of our 
water aborde, there arose an nxtremo stome, so that in three 
dayes wo could by no laeanes repayro our shippe: the ship|>6 
also woa in such periil that euery hour we looked forshtp- 
wracke. 

But yet God againe had mercio oa V3, sent fairs weather, 
had aborde onr water, and dsparlsd the eixteene day of Oe* 
toher^ after vrhieh day wee had fairo and proaperens weather 
till the aixteene day of Xonembor, which day God be prayaed 
wee were eleoro from tbe coast of the Indians, and out of the 
ChaTiDell and &onlfo of Bahama^ which ia bet weone the Cape 
of Florida, and the Islander of Cuba, After this gro^ring 
neom to the colde Ccuiatrie, our men being oppressed with 
Famine^ died contipually, aud they that were left, grewo into 
Buch vveaknes that wee wore scaatly able to manure oar Ahip, 
and the wind being alwaies yll for vs to reeouer England, 
determined to go with Galicia in Spaino, with intent there 
to releeuo our eotnpany and other extreaine want^. Am] 
being arrfiied the last day of December in a place near vnEo 
Vigo called Ponte vedra, onr men with excess of froshe moato 
grew into tniaerable diseases, and died a great part of thetn. 
This matter was bortie out as long as it might be, but in the

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ond dlthong^i there wiis none of our men guffcred to goe a 
latide^ yet by acce^se of the Spanyardesj oar feblenea wna 
k DO wen to them. "Wlieteupon they ceased not to seeko by 
all ineanea to betraie V8j bat with all speede possible we de¬ 
parted to VigOj where we had some helpe of ccrtaiao Eoglish 
ships and xiip fresh men wherewith we repaired onr wants as 
we mighty and departing the xi. day of Jannario I568p ar- 
rined in Mounts bay in Comewale the xxy. of the same 
tnouctbj pmisod be God therefore. 

If all the miaseries and troablesome affaires of this sorrow- 
full voyage should be perfectly and thoroughly writton* there 
should needo a paynfull man with his penne^ and as groat a 
time as hee had that wrote the lines and deathas of the mnr- 
tirs.

preasion. His purpose to Aac^ rei^ommendedhoth it and

aiSCTlOS J. 

WITH tho couusda conaent^ and Iiclpe of my father,* Sir 
John HEiwkms,^ tniglit^ I I'csolved a voyage to be mode for 
the Hands of JApaoj of the Thill ippiiiasj and Holooiaj tho 
kingdoniea of Chioa^ and East ludioa^ by the way qf the 
Straitea of Magelan, and the South Sea. 

Tho principal! end of our dessignoEnonts^ was, to naake a 
perfect discovery of all those parts where I should arrive, as 
’woll knowne us unkuowno, with their longitudes and lati¬ 
tudes ; the lying of their coasts; their head lands; their oi ua™iift. 
ports, and bayes j their cities, townes, and peoplings; their 
Tnanner of govemineat; with the ooinoioditiea which the 
conutries yielded, and of wtich they have w^ant, and are in 
necessities 

For this pnrpose, in the end of anno 1588, iTjtiirimig 
from the journey against the Spanish ArmadOj I caused a 
ship to ho boilded in the river of Thanios, betwixt three 
and fonre hundred tunnes* which was dnished in that per¬ 
fection as could he required ; for she wm pleasing to the 
eye* proGtablo for stowage, good of sayle, and well oun- 
ditioned.

her selfo; and although many times I expoiftidaied with 
her, to declare the reason for giving her that uooonth name, 
confd never have any other satisfaction, than that re¬ 
pentance was the safest ship we conld savlo in, to purchase 
the haven of Heaven, ^Voil, I knew, shee was no pro- 
p etess, though a religious and meat vertnons lady, and of 
a very good nuderstanding, 

Yet too prophettcall it fell out by Gods secrete fud-re- 
ments, which in hia wisdome was pleased to revealo unto 
us by so nnknownc a way, and was sufficient for tho 
present, to cause me to desist from the enterprise, and to 
leave tho ship to my father, who willingly took her, and 
JMud the entire charge of the building and furnishing of 
her, which I had concortod or paid. And this I did not 
lor any superstition I have in names, or for that I tbinke 
them able to further or hinder any thing; for that all 
immediately dependeth npon the Previdence of Almfghtie 
God, and is disposed by hirn alone. 

Yet advise 1 all persona ever (as neere aa they can) bv 
all mctoos, and in all occasions, to presage unto them- 
selves the good they can, and in giving names to terestriall 
workes (especially to ships), not to give such as incerlv 
represent the celestial character; for few have 1 known/ 
or seen, come to a good end, which have had such attri'

discs for trade and tmfiiquc in all places where weo should 
come; 1 began to wage lueu^ to bay all manner of victnalla

Whereupon being loath to loose more time* and the windo 
soniiig according to mj' wish, the oiglit of Aprih I 59 S, I 
f:tfiiiEe<] the pi Jot to set sa3de froro Ijiaehwallj und to Vft3-la^ 
down to Gravesend, whither that night I purposed to 
come. 

Having taken my unhappy last leave of my father Sir 
John Haa'kiiis, 1 tooke inj" barge^ and rowed down tho 
river* and noining to Barking* wee tnlght aeo 1113’ ship at 
all imehor in the midst of the chazmell* where ships are 
not wont to mors tliemiielvoti: tkis brod )ii me somo niter- 
otioD. And comLog abooi^l bep, one and other began to 
recount the poriU they had past of lostio of elitp and goods, 
ivhicli Was not little; for the wiudo being at east north¬ 
east, ivbeu they set saylo, and vered out soatbcrly, it 
forced them for the doubling of a point to bring their tacku 
aboard, and looffing opj the winde freshing sodeuly the 
shipp began to make a little bole; and for that shee was 
vciy deep louden, and her ports open, the water began to 
enter in at tbem, whieli no bodie baving logard untoj 
tldnkiug thciuselves safe in tbo river, it augiuentod in such 
luiLtmer as the waight of tbe water began to presse dowiio 
tbe side, utoro than the winde: at length w'hen it wus scone 
and the sbete flowno, shee could hard]j bo brought upright. 
But God was pleased that with the diligence and truvell 
of the company, she was freed of that danger; which may

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thereof, and have beene moat lamentable spectaolea and 
examplca unto ub: esperimenta in the Great fforry,' 
odmirall of England, which was overset and anncko at 
Portsmouth, with her cnptaine, Carew, and the most part 
of his compfinj drowned in a goodly auinmera day, with a 
little flnwe of winde; for that her ports wore all open, and 
making a small hele, hy them enti-ed their dostnietioTi; 
whore if they had beona shut, no ft'ind coold have hurt her. 
Especially in that place. 

In the river of Thames, Master Tbomaa Candiah had a 
small ship ovor-set through the samo negligence. And one 
of the ficeto of Syr Emncis Drake, in Santo Domingo liar- 
honr, turned her keele upward Ukewiae, upon the same 
occasion: with many others, which we never have know- 
lodge of- 

And when this cometh to pasae, many titnos aegligonce 
is cloaked with the fury of the windo; which is a double 
fault; for the truth being kuowne, others wonld boo warned 
to shnn the like neglects; for it is a very bad ship whose 
masts crackt not asunder, whoso aayles and tackling die 
not in pieces, boforo sho over-sot, especially if she bo 
English hnilt. And that which over-aetteth the ship is the 
weight of the water tliat pressoth down the side, which as 
it entreth more and more, increaseth the weight, and the 
imposbihihtio of tbo remodioi for, the watcrnot ontriog, 
with easing of the sheate, or striking the saylos or putting 
the ship before the winde or aea, or other diligencoa, aa 
occasion is offored (and all expert marinora know) remodie 
is easily found.

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With this mischanrkce th& were so dnunted, that 

thoj would not procE?cd& with the ship any ftirEher^ exoapt 
shee was lighted^ which indeede was nocdclcasoj for many 
Tcosons which I gave : but mariners are like to a stiffe 
necked horsoj which taking the bridle betwist his teeth, 
forcoth his rider to whmt him Hst^ icaauger hia will; so they 
having doce concladed, and resolved, are with great diffi- 
cultie brought to yeeldo to the rajnes of reason ; and to 
colour their negligence, they added cost, trouble, and delay. 
In fine, seeing no other remedie, I dispatched that night a 
servant of mine to give account to mj father of that which 
had past, and to bring mee piescutly some barko of London, 
to goo along with me to Plimouthj which not finding, he 
brought mo a hoye, in which I loaded some sixe or eight 
tunncs, to give content to the company; and so sot sayle 
the i3th of Aprill, and the next day wee put in at Har^i'icJi, 
for that the winde was contrary, and from thenco departed 
the 18tli of the sayd moneth in the morning. 

When wee were cleere of the sands, the winds veered to 
the son th-west, and so we were forced te pnt into Margat 
Roftde, whither came presently after us a fleete of HoL 
Inndora of ahovc an linndreth sayle, bound for Rochsli^ to 
loade salt f and in their companie a dozen shippes of warn?; 
their waiters very good ships and well appointed .in all 
reepects. All which camo alongst by our ship, and saluted 
us, as is the customs of the sea, some with tlircc> others 
with five, ethers with more peeces of ordinance. 

The next morning the winds vering easterly^ I set sayle> 
and the Hollanders with me, and they with the flood in 
hand, went out at the North^sanda^headp and J through the 
Gulls to shoi reu my way, and to set my pilote ashom 
Comniing neoro the South-fore-land, the winds began to 
vere to the south-east and by south, ao as we could not 
double the point of the land, and being doss abourd the 
shonre, and pnting our ship to stay, what with the chapping 
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I>OWT^ C!HAJiNI3L. 


soa, nud wbat with the titl6 upon tbis bowe, she mist staying, 
and put ug in 90m& dangorj before we could fl^tt about; 
therefore for doubling the point of any land better is ever a 
short bcnrd^ then to put all in periiU 

Being tacked abont^ wee thought to anchor in the Downes, 
but the Buyfoa sot^ we made a HmaU bourdi and after casting 
abonto agayne^ doubled tha foreland^ and ran alongst the 
coast till we caino to the Islo of Wight: where being be¬ 
calmed, wee sent ashore Master Thomson, of Hanvicli, our 
pilot, not being able before to set him on shore for tbo por- 
versnes of the wiude. 

Being cleene of the Wight, the wind vered southerjyj and 
before we come to Port-lancl^ to the west, south-west, but 
with the hoipe of the ebbe wee recovered Port--Iand-poade, 
where we anchored all that night \ and the nest morning 
with the ebbe, wee set sayle s^aine^ the winde at west sontb- 
west; purposing io beare it np, all the ebbe^ and to stop the 
Hood being under sayle.^

nil the fleeto was in safetio; and then thaj placed themselves ***♦• 
round abont the fleato; the Tice-admirall eea-mosi; and lee- 
most; which we have taught unto most nations, and they 
observe it now a dayes better then wo, to onr ehamo, that 
being tbe authors and rofortners of tho beat discipline and 
lawes in sea cansea, are become those which doe now worst 
execute thorn. 

And I cannot gather whence this contempt hath grownCj 
except of the neglect of diaplicino^ or rather in giving com- 
mands for favour to those which want experience of what^"*^' 
la cominittsd to their charge: or that there hath bene little 
cunosttie in our countrey in writing of the discipline of the 
sea; which is not lease necessary for us, then that of the 
law; and I am of opinion, that the want of experience is 
much raora tollerable in ag&nerall by land, thau in a gover- 
nour by sea: for in the field, the lieutenant gonemll, the 
sergeant major, and the coronels supply what is wanting in 
the general], for that they all cotnuiaiid, and aver thoro is 
place for connsell, which in the sea by many accidents ig 
denied; and the head is he that manageth all, in whom 
alone if there bo defect, all is badly governed, for, by igno¬ 
rance how can errors be judged or reformed? And there¬ 
fore I wish all to take upon them that which they understand, 
and rcfn^B tho coiitrary 4 

As Sir HcDiy Polmerj a \rU<3 and Talkufc geatlemati, a 
great commnddcrj and of iniicli experience la sea canses^ 
being appojnted by tho qneenB ^naje^ties eoanisell, to goe 
for generall of a flecte for tbs conflfc of Spaine^ adno 
sdbmjttiDg himselfe to tbeir lordships pleasure^ excused the 
charge^ sayidg, that bis trayning qp bad beeqe m tie mr- 
tTow seas, and tbal of the other bo lad little experience- 
and tlarefore waa iq dntie bound to iDtreate tleir honoqra 
to make choice of some other perfioDj that was "better ac¬ 
quainted and experimented in tho^e seas | that her majestie 
nnd tleir lordships might be tbe better aerred. His modeatie 
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aod discr^Hon ia to bo had in remombmoce and 

great estimation; for the aEnbition of many whldh covet the 
command of BeotcB, and plAcea of government (not knowing 
tbeir compaase^ nor boWj, nor wbat to command) doe pur¬ 
chase to tbomselves shame; and lease to those fcliat employ 
them: being reqnirad in a oorninander at sea, a shorpe wit, 
ft good understandings esperionco in shipping, practise in 
management of aea bnainesSs knowledge in navigatioUt ftnd 
in command* I holt] it mtich better to deserve i% and not 
to have it^ then to havo it not dcsen'ing it.

The fmita and inconveniencea of the lattor wo daily jiuartake 
of, to onr logse and dishonor. As in the fleete that went for 
Burdienyj anno 1592, which had sSs gallant shipft for waftera. 
At their going ont of PHraonth, the vico-adinirallp that ^honld 
hare been starnmest of allj waa the headmofit^ and die ad¬ 
miral! the luftt, and be that did execute the office of the vice- 
admirall, lanching oE into the sea^ drew after him the greater 
parto of the fleete, and night comming oiij end both bcar- 
ing lights^ caused a separation : so that the bead liad a 
quarter of the bodio, and the fieete three quarters, and bo 
that Ehonld goe before, came behind#. Whereof ensned^ 
that tlio tbreo parts meeting with few Spanisb men of warre, 
wanting their head, were a prey unto them. For the vice- 
admiral I, and other waftors, that should bo the shopheards 
to guard and keep# their dock#, and to carry them in safetie 
before tbenii were headmost, and thej tha men who made 
most bast to flie from the wolfe. Whereas, if thoj had done 
as they onght^ in place of logiie and iiifamie, tliey had gained 
honor and reward.

This I lidv® bwne enformed of by tliu Spauisb ami Etigliah, 
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which woFO prescDt in the occo^ion^ And a ahip of 
being oiae of the staniTDOBt^ freed her aelfci for that ahee wa^ 
in Warlike mauner^ w'ith her falae nettings many pendents 
and atreamersj and at least siiscteen or eighteen peaces of 
artillery j the enemie thinking her to bo & wafcerj or aliip of 
warro, not one of them durst lay her aboord; and this the 
master and company vaunted of at tbeir rotunie. 

In the same voyagOj in the riTor of Burdieoix; (as is cre- 
dJblr reported) j if the abr wnfLera had kept together^ they 
bad not ouolj not received damage^ but gotten much honour 
and reputation. For the adminill of the ^Spanish arinado, 
was a Flemish shippo of not above 130 tunnesi mid the rest 
flie-bontes and small shippings for the moat part- 

And although there were twenty-two aayle in aJl^ what 
manner of sh ips they werOi and how' furnished and appojnted, 
is well knowne, with tho difference. 

In the fieete of her majestiOj under the charge of my father 
Sir John Hawkins, anno 1590, upon the coaat of Spaine, the 
vice-admiral] being a head one morning, where his place wag 
to be ft sterile^ lost us tho taking of eight men of warre 
leaden with munition, victdala, nnd provisions, for tho atip- 
plie of the souldiers in Hrittaine:^ and atthougb they were 
seven or eight lengnes from the ehore^ when our vice-admirftll 
began to fight with them, yet for that the rest of onr fleeto 
were some four, some five I Gagnes, and some moro distant 
from them, when we beganne to give chase, the Spaniards 
recovered into the harbour of MongOj® before our admiral 
conld come up to give direction; yet well beaten, with losse 
of above two bnndretb men^ as they themselv'cs confessed to 
me after*

oiiSSff* poyntj at the lale of Flores, Sir Rictiard Groondeld 

“ 1^^™. got eternall honour and reputation of great valour^ and of an 
experimented aonldier, chnaing rather to saeridco his life> 
and to passe all danger whatsoovor, then to fajte ia bia 
obligation, by gathoriug together those which had remained 
a shore in that place, though with the hazard of his ship and 
companies and mtber we ought to Imbmco an honourable 
death, then to live with infamie and dbhonour, by fay ling 
in dotie; and I aocount,, that he and his conntiy got much 
honor in that occasion * for one ship, and of the second sort 
of her majesties^ sustained the force of all the flocte of Spain, 
and gave them to understand, that they bo iinpregDibloj for 
having bought deereiy the boording of ter^ divers and smidry 
times, and with many joyntly, ond with a contmuall fight of 
fourteen or aixteon honres, at length leaving her without 
imy mast standing, and like a logge in the seasj shee made, 
notwithstandingj a most hoaoumblo coiuposition of life and 
libertie for above two bnndreth and sixtie men, as by the 
pay-booko appearoth i which her majestie of lier fi^e grace, 
commanded, in recompence of their service, to be given to 
evei 7 one his six moneths wages. All which may worthily 
be written in our cbroniclea in lettere of gold, in memory 
for all poateritiesj some to beware, and others^ by their 
example in the like occasions, to imitate the true valour of 
our nation in these ages,^

Bejso cleare of the race of Portland, the wind began to 
snfflo' with fogge and mislidg rayne, and forced ns to a short 
sa^Ie^ which continued with tie three dayes j the wind never 
veering one pojntJ nor the fogge sadbriDg ns to see the coast. 

The third day in the fogge, we met with a barke of Dart¬ 
mouth, which came from Rocheli, and demanding of them if 
they had made any lande, answered, that they had onely aeene 
the Bdie atone that morning, which lyeth thwart oftheaonqd 
of Flimonth, and that Dartmouth (aa they thonght) bare off 
us north north-eaat: which seemed strange unto us; for we 
made aocoont that we were thwart of Esmouth, Within two 
boures after, the weather beganne to cl rare up, and we found 
ourselves thwart of the Berry * and might see tho small barfco 
bearing into Torbay, having over-shot her port; which error 
often happeiieth to those that make the land in foggie wea¬ 
ther, and use not good diligence by sound, by lying off the 
land, and other circnmatancos, to search the truth; and is 
cause of the iosse of many a ship, and the sweet lives of inul- 
ti tildes of meiL.* 

That evening we anchored in the range of Dartmouth, tiU 
the flood was spent; and the ebbs come, wee set aaylea^in.

My ship at an anohor^ and I oshoroj I presentlj dispatched 
a messeoger to London/to adviso ray father, Sir John Haw- 
kiue^ what had past! which not onelj to hiin^ but to all 
othcrej that understood what it wbh^ seeraed atrange; that 
the wind ooutraryj and the weather such els it bad boeiio^ 
wee could be able to gaine Fliraouth; but doubtlesse^ the 
JUaiitf ie was a very good sea ship, and excellent by tbe wiodc; 
which with the neap streames^ and our diligence to beneEt 
our selves of all advantages, made feeble that which almost 
was not to bo beleeved. 

And in this occaEion, I found by experience* that one of Pm* ra¬ 
the principall parts required in a mariner that freqnentoth 
onr coaster of Jingland^ is to c^t bis tjdea, and to know 
how they set from poynt to pojnt, with the difference of 
those in the Channell fi-om those of the shoreJ

Now presently 1 began to prepare for pjj dispatch, and to 
hasten my departure j and Ending that my ship which I ex¬ 
pected from the Straites came not, and that Hhee was to gee 
to London to discharge, and uncertaine how long shee might 
stay, I resolved to take another of mine owne in her p1ace,i 
though lessor, called the Hatuie, onely for a victuallBr; par- 
posing in the coast of Brazil, or in the Straitos/ to take out 
her men and victuaUs, and to cast her off.

With my contmnail travell, tlie helps of my good frionds, 
aiid osceesiro charge fwliich nono can easily belceve, but 
those which have proved it), towardes the ead of May, I waa 
readie to set sayle with my three ships, drawae out into the 
sound, and began to gather my company aboord. 

The 28th of May (as I remember) began a storme of winde, 
westerly y the two leaser shippes presently harboured them- 
bbIvcs, and I gave order to the master of the Dainti6 (called 
Hugh Cornish), one of the most sudicioutest men of his ooate 
to bnng her also into Catt-water, which he laboured to doe j 
but being neere the month of the Iiarboor, and doubting 
least the anchor being weighed, the ship ihight cast the con¬ 
trary way, and so run on some peril], entertained bimselfe 
a while in laying out a warpo, and in the tneane time, the 
wind freshing, and the ship riding by one anchor, brake the 
Hooke of it, and so forced them to let fall another; by which, 
“"Pe tbey hsd layd out, they ly dd. TJm etonue 
was such, as being within bearing of those upon the shore, 
wo were not able by any meanes to send them succour, aud 
the second day of the storme, desiring much to goeaboord, 
there joined with mo captaine William Anthony, captaine 
master Heniy Courton, in a light hotsman,^ 
which I had : all men exercised in charge, and of valour and 
aufficiencie, and from their youth bred up in buBineeseoftha 
sea: which notwithstanding, and that we© labonred what 
we could, for the space of two houres against waves and wind, 
we could find no posaibilitie to aocompliab our desire } which 
scene, we went aboord the other sliippes, and put them in 
the best securitie we could. Thns bneied, we might see come 
driving by us the mayne mast of the Baintie, which made

And comraing upon Catt-^downo^ woe migliti geo tbo ship 
lioaip-o i^d aottj wjilcli raanifegtly shewed the losse of the 
mast OTiely^ which wag wdl itnployed; fop it saved the sbipj 
men, and goodg. For had shee driven a ships length tnorej 
shoe had (no doubt) beene cast away ; and the meo in that 
place could not chqge but run into danger. 

Coroming to my house to shift me {for that we were all ^

wette to the skinne), 1 had not well changed my clothc^j 
when a servant of mine* who was in the pynace at my 
comming ashore, enters almost ont of breath, with newea, 
that aha was btiatiug upon the rocksj, which thongh X 
knew to bo reniedilcsse;, I pnt my selfe lo place whore I 
might see hePj and in a little time after she sank downe 
right. These logses and mischances troubled and grieved^ 
but nothing daunted me; for common experience taught 
mOj that all hononrahle enterprises are accompanied with 
diflScttities and dangers; Si /oHufva vie tQrm^niai 
ran^a mntmUi of hard baginniugs, many times come 
prospBroua and happy events. And although, a well-willing 
friend wiacly foretold me them to bo presages of future 
bad Buccessfi, and so di&swaded me what lay in him with 
effectual reasons, from my pretence, yet the hazard of my 
oredite^ and danger of disreputation, to take in hand that 
which I shotdd not prosecute by all meooes possible, was 
more powcrfull to caugo me to goe ibrwardcs> then his grave 
good counsell to make me desist. And so tho stormo 
ceasingj 1 began ne to got in the Eainii^^ to mast her a-new, 
and torecoTor the Fanq/^ mj pynace, whieli^ with the helpe 
and furthoraiice of my wives father, who supplyed all luv 
wantSj together with my credit (which I thaake God was

friend j my second solibj whoso unfejnod teara bad wrought 
mo into tiToaolutiod! s^Tit some othor in my rootne^ had 
I not considered that he that is in the dauoce, must needs 
daunce on^ though he doe but hopp! excopt he will bo a 
laughing stocke to ^1 the lookers on : ro reincnibcriiig that 
many had their eyes set upon tuej. with direrse affections^ 
as also the hope of good successe (my intention being bonej;t 
and good), I shut the doore te all impediments, and mine eare 
to all contrary counselh and gave place to voluntary banish- 
tnent from all that I loved and esteomed iu this life^ with 
Lope thereby better to serve my Godj my prince and

(For some would be ever taking their 
leave and never depart: aomn drinke themselves so drunkoj 
that except they wsra carried aboord^ they of themselves 
were not able to goe one steppe: othcrSi knowing the 
necessity of the time, fuyned themselves sicke: otherSj, to 
be indebted to their hostea, and forced me to ran some 
themj one^ his chest; another, his swords another^ hia 
shirts; another! his carde and instruments for sea: and 
others, to bene^t themselves of the imprest given them 
absented themselveSj making a lewd living in deceiving 
all whose money they conld lay hold of: which i$ a scandalJ 
too rife amongst oar sear^meu: by it they committing

complaint made master Georgo Raymond;^ and 
■ in what Sort they deal with mo is notorious^ and was sach;, 
that if I had not beene provident to bav^e had a third part 
more of men then I hod need of, I had beene forced to goo 
to the Sea unmanned; or to giyo over my voyage. And 
many of my company^ at sea, vaunted bow they bad coBOued 
the Earle of Cumborland, roaster Candish^ master Roymond, 
and others ; some of five ponnds^ some of ten, some of more^ 
and some of lease. And truely, I tliinkoi my voyage proa- 
pored the worsotfor theirs and other lewd persons company, 
which were in my ship; which, I thinke, might be redressed 
by some eytraordinaTj, severe, and present Jnstico, to bo 
executed on the odbndors by the juatigo in that place where 
they should be found. And for finding them, it were good 
that all captaines, and masters of shippes, at thdr departure 
out of the porEp should give unto the bead justice, the names 
and sigues of all tboir rtiunawayes,, and they preaently to 
dispatch to the nigher ports the ad visa agreeable^ where 
meeting with them^ witheut further delay or procesga, to 
use martial law upon them. Without donht, seeing the 
law once put in execution, they and all others wonld be 
terrified from such villames. ' 

■ C^ptnhi George Raymonii coiDouiudcd the erpeditioa of three 
wych undertook the first voyage to the East IndiM in 15ei, He wia 
in Iho Penth/>e, and his iecond^ James LanoMter, waa In the Hklwtard 
Bat the two «hipa parted company after rounding the 
Cape e-r Good and Raymond waa never heard of agnin. 
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It rni^lit bo romedied abo by ottoF takings away of all 
improstSj which is a thm^ lat-ely crept into opr commoii- 
weaJthj and in my opinion^ of mnoh laor^ hurt than good 
nnto all; and although iny opinion scame liareh^ it hemg 
a deed of ohaxitio to help the needy (which I wiBh ever to 
he exercised^ and by no meanee will contradict), yet'for 
that such as goo to the sea (for the most part) consume 
that money lewdly before they depart (as common esperi- 
onco ieacheth ns) : and when they come from sea^ many 
times come more heggorlyhome then when they went forth, 
having received and spent their portion heforo they iin- 
barked themselves; and having neither rent ner main¬ 
tenance more then their travell, to sustoine themselveSj. 
are forced to theevej to oozen^ or to ninne away in debt. 
Besides, many times it is an occasion to somo to lye npon 
a voyage a long timej whereas^ if they had not that imprest^ 
they might perhaps have gayned more in another imploy- 
ment^ and have hcene at home agayne, to save that which 
they waite for. For thesej and many more weightie reasons^ 
I am still bold to maintains my formor aasertiona.i 
Those onoly nsed in hjs majesties shippes I comprehond 
not in this my opinion; neither the imprests made 
matried men, which would be given to their wives monethly 
in their ahsencej for their reliafe. For that i^ well fcnownej 
that all which goo to the sea now-a-dayes^ are provided of 
foode, and house-roome, and all things necessary, during 
the time of their voyage; and^ in all long vo-yageSj of ap- 
parell also; so that nothing is to he spent during the voy-

proateSj might be imployed in apparell, and necofl-saries at 
the sea, and given to those that have need, at the price it 
was bought, to bo deducted ont of their shares or wages at 
their rctomep which is reason able and ebari table. This 
course taken, if any w^onJd rnnne away, io Gods name faro 
him well. 
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Bkutiu. EoxiiB }mvQ a more coloambk kipdo of cunning to abuse

with all men, and goe never from the shore^ For as long 
aa boord wages last, they aro of tJue company^ but those 
taking cnd^ or the ^hip in readineBse^ they hare one exonso 
or bthorj and thinke theinselrea no longer bounds but whilst 
they receive moneyj and thou plucke tbeir heads out of the 
Collor^ An abase alflo worthie to be reformed^ 
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The greater part of my companio gathered nboord^ I sot 
sayle the 12thofTjnpa 1593| abont three of the docke in 
the aftcrnoonj and made a board or two off and m, way ting 
the rotnrnn of my boat^ which 1 bad sent a-shorej for dis¬ 
patch of acta a basinesse; which being come aboord. and all 
pat in order, I looft^ near the shore, to give my farewell 
to aJl the inhabitants of the towncj whereof the most part 
were gathered together upon the Howe, to shew their 
gratcfnU correspondencyi to the love and Eqale which 1, toy 
father^ and predocessors^ have ever t^me to that place^ as 
to our natarall and mother towne. And Brat with my 
noyse of trumpets^ after with my waytes^^ and then with 
my other masickOj and lafitly, with the artilleij of my 
sbippes^ I made the best signification I could of a kiiide 
fare well, Tina they answered with the waytes of the townee 
and tho ordinance on tho shore^ and with shooting of 
voyces; which with the fayre evening and silence of the 
ntghtj were heard a great distance oil! AU which taking 
endj r sent inel ructions and directiona to my other ships,

To thia I anawen^j that tho prudent ^YOrpotir, bj good 
conBidoration may avoyde thisi, by publication of that which 
I a good and occeagario for the gnido of hia floete and 
people; by ail secret instructions, to give them sealed, 
and not to bo opened, but comming to a place appoynted 
(afler tile manner of the Turkish direction to the Eashowos, 
wlio are thoir ganemUa); and in any ettiin&nt perill to east 
them by tho boord, or otherwise to make away with them, 
for he that settoth sayle, not giving directions in writing to 
his deeto, knoweth not, if the night or day following, he 
may be separated from hia company : which happeneth 
Gometimea: and then, if a place of meeting bo not hnowne, 
he runneth in danger not to joyno them together agayue. 

And for places of meeting, when seporetion happeneth, 

1 am of opinion, to appoyut the place of meeting in such a 
height, twontie, or thirtie, or fortie leagues off the land or 
iland. East or west is not so fitting, if the place afford it, 
as some sound betwixt ilands, or some iland, 6r harbour.

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It may bo alleg^ in conlmdietidn, fiTid witb probable 
rea3<>i]p tbat it ia not Gt for a Geete to abiy in a liarbour for 
oao abipj. nor at an anchor at an ilandj^ for being diflcovered, 
or for bindemneo of their voyage. 

Yet it ia the beatj for when tho want ia bnt for one or 
two ahips^ a pjnaco or ship may wayto tho time nppoynted 
and remaine with direction for them. But comm only one 
abip^ though but a bad flayler^ maketb more haste then a 
whole Qeete^and is at the meeting place firatj if tho aocidoat 
be not very important 

The plaeo of meetings if it might bo^ would bo ablo to 
give, at tho leasts refreshing of water and wood.

liAKCiTJiro out into the cbannnll^ the w'ind being at ca^t 
and by aontlip^ and east Bontfa«eastp which blowing liaril, 
and a flood itt faaud^ cauaed a ohapping aoa, and my vice- 
adunrall bearing a good gayle made aome water, and aboot- 
ing off a peece of ordinance, I odged towardes her to know 
the cause; who answered that they had fiprung a great 
Icake, and that of force they mnat retume into the aound ; 
which seeing to bo necessary, I cast about, where anchor¬ 
ing* and going aboord, presently fonndj that betwiit wind 
and water* the calkers had loft a soamo nncalked, which

Aua truely there is little care used now adaies amongst 
oor poantriraon in this profession, in respect of that which 
WHS used in times past, and Is acouatooied in Prance, in 
Spaino, and in other parts. Wliich uecessltio will caDsg 
to be reformed in time, by asst^ing the portion that eveiy 
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workflmnji ia to calke j that if there bs damage threogh bis ^ 
default, bfl may be forced to contribute fowards the loeae 
□cc&sioDed throogb hi a ncgligDiico- 

And fbr moDB ac^nritis I hold it fop a good used 

m flomtj parts, in making an ond of calking and pitching *™ 
the ship, the next tide to fill her with water, which wiU 
undonbtodi)'' discover the defect, for no pitcht place with- 
ont calking, can sHlJer the force and pcazei of the water, 

In neglect whereof, I liaTo seenp groat damage and danger 
to ensue. The Arl'e Boyalf of his majesties, may serve for BMmpt'- 
an oiample: which pnt all in danger at her first going 
to the sea, by a trivipall hole left open in tho post,* and 
covered only with pitch. In this point no man can be too 
circumspect, for it is the security of ship, men and goods »

Turs being remedied, I set sayle in tho morning, and ™n 
sou th-west, till we were cleero of Uahent; and then sonth 
Bonth-west, till we wore some hundred leagues ofl; where 
wee mot with a great hnlke, of some five or six hundred 
tnnnea, well appointed, the which my company (as ia natu¬ 
ral! to ail marmere), presently would make a prize, and 
lo^en with Spaniard's goods; and without speaking to her, 
wished that the gunner might shooto at her, to canse her 
to amiune.* Wbich is a bad eastome received and used of 
many i^onint persons, presently to gnn at all wliatsoover 
they discover, before they speako with them; being con-

Tea a person of credit bath told mee, 
thot two English meu of wane in the nighty have layed 
each other aboord willingly, with losse of lanoy men and 
dammage to both, onely for the fault of not speaking one 
to the others which might seem to carrie with It some 
oxens^ if they bad bocne neero tho shore, or that the one 
bad beene a bnll,^ and the other under sayle, in feara sbeo 
sbonld have escaped^ not knowing what shea waa (tbongb 
in the night it ia no wisedome to bourd with any ship), bofc 
in the mnine eea, and both deairing to joyne, was a aufG- 
cient deelnrstion that both were aeokera; and tliereforo by 
day or night, he that can speake with tho ship bee aeetb, 
is boiind, upon payne to bo reputed voyd qf good govern¬ 
ment, to baylo her before hee ahoote at her* Some man 
may say, that in the meanetime, ahee might gaine the 
winde; in sneh canses, and many others, necessity givetU 
exception to all lawes j and experience teachetb what is fit 
to bo done.

comming where be was, and to winde-ward of him, all hi a 
company were in an nproara i for that hee would, not 
ahoote preaoatly at them, before they saw their intentions 
wherein bad beene committed throe great fhtilts : the first 
and principally the breach of ami tie betwixt the princea and 
kingdomes: the secondj the neglect of common conrtesic, 
in ahooting before heo had spoken with them : and the 
third, in shooting first, being to leo-wards of tha other. 

Besides, thero was no losse of reputation, becaose tbe 
French kinga ileete was in hia owue ao&} and therefore for 
it to come to windo-wardy or the other to go to la6*ward, 
was bttt that which in reason was reqaircd^ the kingdomea 
being in peace and amitie^ For every prineo ia to be ao 
kaowkdged and respected in bia jnrisdictiony and where 
hm pretendeth it to be hi$. 

The French generall likewise scorned well to understand 
what he had in hand j for though he were farre aaperionr 
in forces^ yet nsed bee tha termee which were required; 
and comming within speechi haylcd them, and naked if 
thero were peace or warre betwbtfc Fugland and France: 
wkerGUDto an swore being made that they kno w of no otbor 
but peace, they saluted each other after the manner of the 
sea, and then came to an anchor all togeihery aud as friends 
visited each other in their ahips. 

One thing tho French sufiered (upon what .occasion 
ground 1 know not), that tho EngUsh alwayea carried their 
flag displayed; which in all othcJ~ partea and kingdomes 
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porraittod: at lcsa$t^ iu opt sooSj if a stranger Heote 
meotp with anj of liis ipajeaties shipsj the formign^ra nro 
bouad to take in their dags, or his majesties ships to foree 
them to it^ though thereof follow the breach of peace or 
wbatseever discommodlity^ And whoaoev'er should not be 
jealous in this pointj bee is not worthy to liavo the eom- 
maund of a cock-boat comini tted unto lute: yea no stranger 
SwpSf** ought to open hb flag in any port of England^ where there 
is any shipp or fort of his majesties^ upon ponaltie to looso 
his flaggj and to pay for the powder and shott spend upon 
hita. Yeaj. such b the respect to bis majesties shippes in 
all places of his dominions^ that no English ship displayeth 
the flaggo in tlieir presencej but runneth the like danngerj 
except they be in his ngajestica soryico-: and then they are 
in predicament of the kings ships. Which good disciplino 
in other kingdoines is not in that regard ^ it oughtj, 
but sometimes through ignorance^ sometimeg of niaUce^ 
neglect is made of that dntio and acknowledgemeDt which 
b re<|uired^ to the coat and shame of the ignonmt and 
malicious,

I being of tender jeores, there came a Eeete of Spaniards 
Awl In of above flftie sayle of shippes, bound for Flauuders, to fetch 
the queen, Donna Anna da Austria,' last wife to Philip the 
second of Sptiino, which entred hetwixt the ilaud and the 
maiuc, without vayling their top-say lea, or taking in of 
their Bags: which ray father, Sir John Hawkins, (fldmirall

of the admiratl, they might thereby see their 
error: which, notT^Tthatanding, they persevered arrogantly 
to keepe diaplnyed; wherenpon the gunner at the nost 
ahott, lact^ the admimll through and thronghj whereby tlio 
Spaiiiarda finding that the matter heganoe to grow to 
oamest j toohe m thoir Saga and top-saylcsj, and fio mo no 
to an anchor. 

The general] presently sent his boat^ with a prindpall 
porsonage to expostulate the cause and reason of that pro¬ 
ceeding ^ bnfc my father wonld not permit him to come 
Into his sliipi nor to heare his meBsaga; bnt by another 
gentleman eomtnaiided him to retnrne, and to tell his gene- 
rallj tliat in aa much as in the qneenos pert and chamber, 
he had ncgleeted to doe the acknowledgment and reverence 
which nil ewe unto her majestie (especifllly her ships being 
present), and comming with so great a navie, he conld not 
but give snspition by such proceeding of maheions inten¬ 
tion, and therefore reqaired him, that within twelve honros 
he should depart the port, upon palne to be held as a com¬ 
mon enemy, and to proceed against him with force. 

Which an swore the gcoeraH understanding, presently 
imbarked himselfe in the same boat, and came to the Jesits 
and craved licence to epeake with my father 5 
which at tho first was denyed him, but upon tho secoud in- 
treatio was admitted to enter tho ship, and to parley, Tho 
tipaiiisJi generall began to demand if there were warrea 
betwixt England and Spoino: who was answoredj t!mt Ilia 
arrogant manner of proceeding, usurping the queeue Ma 
mistresses right, as much m m him lay, had given snEBciout 
cause for breach of the peaco, and that he purposed 
presently to givo notice thereof to the queene and her 
counscll, and in the uieane time, that ho might deport, 
1 rnbahly derived frem idcAcr ua Miy?; ta lire a shot. 
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’WTiureniito tlifi Spamsli gonei*t^!l replyed^ tKals he ktiew not 
auj ofTeuce bo liad eomtnitted^ and tbat ho would bo glad 
to know wherein ho had misbehaved Mtnselfo. My father 
seeing he protended to escape by ignpnincOi beganae to 
put him in mind of the enstomo of Spaine and Franneo, 
and many other parU^ and that he could by no meanes be 
Ignorant of that, winch was common right to all piinces in 
their kingdomea; demanding, if a fleete of England ahonld 
come into any port of Bpaine (the kinga majesties ships 
being present}^ if the Engliali ehould cany their flags in 
the teppcj whether the Bp&niah would not shoote them 
downe; and if they perseveredj if they wotdd not boate 
them out of their port* The Spanish gonerall confessed his 
faulty pleaded ignorance not malice^ and submitted himselfe 
to the penoltie my father would impose : but intreated^ 
tlmt their princes (through them) might not come to have 
any jarre. My father a while (as though oSbndod), mode 
himselfe hard to be intreated^ bnt in the end, all was shut 
up by his acknowledgement^ and the aunemnt ami tie re¬ 
newed^ by feasting each other aboord and ashore. 

The self aame fleetCj at their raturue from Flaunders^ 
meeting with her majosties shipper in the Chanuellj though 
sent to Bocompaiiy the aforesaid qneene^ was eonstraiaed 
duriug the time that they wore with the English^ to vayla 
their Bagges^ and to acknowledge that which all must doe 
that posse through the English seas.^ But to our voyage.

ColuuTCG within the Imyling of the Iiulke^ wee demtmded 
whence shee was f Wliether ebae was boand ? And what 
her loading ? Sbee answered^ that ahee was of Denmarkoj 
eomniing from Spaine, baden with salt; we wiQed her to 
strike her top^sayles, which shce didj and shewed ns her 
charter-partios^ And billes of loading, and then sainted ns, 
as in the manner of the soa^ and so departed. 


SECTION XU. 

The next day the wind became sontherlji and eomewbat 
too much, and my ahipps being all deepo loaden, beganne 
to feel the tempest, go that wee not able to Ije by it, 
neither a hnU nor a tiy, and so with an cesio sayle bare up 
before the wind, with intent to pnt into FaEmonth; but 
God was pleased that comming within tenne leagdes of 
th« wind verod to the north-esst, and so we went on 
in our voyage. 

Thwart of the Flees of Bayon/ wea met with a small 
ship of master Wattes,' of London, called the Elizahith, 
which Came out of Plimonlh some eyght dayea after us ^ 
of whom woe enformed onraelvcs of some particalAntieSj 
and wrote certaine letters to our friends^ making lelation of 
what had post tiU that day, and so tcoke our fArowcU each 
of the other. The like we did with a email canrell* of

From theuco wm directed our courBO to the ilFiuds of 
Madom; lind about the end of JanSj in the ^Ight of the 
ilaude^ wo dosciyod a saylo some three leagno3 to tho east¬ 
wards^ and a league to windward of uSp wbieb by her 
manqer of workings and making, gave ua to imdcrstandj 
that skee was one of the kings frigatta; for shoe was long 
and snaggy and spread a largo dowoj and standing to tho 
wosb-wurds, and woo to tho east-wards to recover her wake^ 
when wo cast abont^ ahee beguane to vero shete^ and to 
goo away Inskingj^ and within two glasses, it was plainely 
seene that shee went from ns, and so we followed on our 
course, and shoo seeing that, presoniJy Btroko her top- 
saylesj which oar pjnnce pereoiving, and being within shot 
eontuined the chose^ till 1 $hot o^ a peeoe and called her 
awayj: which fault many ninne into^ thinking to get theroby^ 
and aometiinos loose themselves by being too bold to ven¬ 
ture from their deete j for it was impossible for us, bei ng 
too leowandj to take ber, or to auoconr our owne^ sheo being 
a ship of about two bnndred tunnes« 

And pynaces to meddlo with ships, is to buy repeoUnce 
^ at too deare a rate- For thoir office is, to way te upon thdr 
fleete^ in colmos (with their oaces) to follow a chosa^ and ia 
uccaziioiis to lUiclior ueere tlis ahorCj TV'hen the gptf^atoi* ahips 
CEUiDot, ivitLonli pQrill; nboTO alb ^ readie odJ obodient 
at ovory call.

Tho Madera Saade arc two; tha greater, callecl La Mar 
dare, and the other.

although the Tenorifa is held for the bettor and richer 
iland, and to have the best sugar | and the wine of the 
Palma is repated for the bast. The pitch of these ilanda 
mclteth Dot with the snnnOj and therefore ia proper for 
the higher works of shippings Betwist FortcTontura and 
Lancorota is a goodly soandj fit for a meeting place for any 
tleote I where is good anchoring and aboiindance of many 
sorts of fish. There is water to be had in most of theso 
ilonds^ but with great vigilance. For the naturolls of them 
ai*e ventnrons and bardie^ and many times clime up and 
do WHO the etcepe rockes and broken bills, which scomc im- 
pQsaible> which I w^ontd hardly hnvo bcIcevod> had 1 not 
eccDO it, and that with the greatest art and agilitio that 
may be. Their armes^ for the most part, are lauuces of 
niuo or ten footCj with a head of a fooie and haLfe long^ like 
unto bore-spearsj save that tho head is somewhat moro 
broadp

greatj that it ia Inatillerablo^ and going downe to the townes 
of the iland, the hcato aeemetli most extreame^ tiU they 
In approach ncere tha coast. The other la a tren in the Hand 
of Fierro, which Bomc writs and affirmo, with the dropping 
of his leares, to giro water for the snstenance of the whole 
iJandj which I haire not scene, aUhongh 1 have beene on 
shoaro on the iland; but those which have scene it, have 
recounted this mysterie diflenentlj to that which is written^ 
in this manner: that this tree la placed in the bottome of a 
valley, ever dorisliing with broad leaveSj and that round 
about it are a mnltitude of goodly high pyaea, which over¬ 
top it* and as it eeamotb were planted by the divias provi¬ 
dence to preserve it from sunns and wind. Out of this 
valley ordinarily rise every day great vapours and exhala¬ 
tions, which by reason that the snnne is biudered to works 
hiH operation^ with the heights of the mountaincs towards 
the soath-eastj convert thamsolves into moysture, and so 
bedowe all tlie trees of tho valley, and from those which 
over-top this tree* drops down the dewe upon bis Isavs 3 ^ 
and so from hia leaves into a round well of stone, which the 
naturalls of the land have made to receive the water, of 
which the people and cattle have great reliefe; but somo- 
fimes it raineth, and then the inhabitants doe reserve water 
for many days to coins, in their cistsrnes and tynnsss,^ 
which is that they drinks of, and wherewith they principally 
sustaine themselves. 

The dtly of the Gram] Canapie, and ohiefe port^ qq tha

In Gomera^ some three leagaes south-ward from the 
townOi is a great river of wator^ but all these ilanda are 
perilous to land in^ for the seogo^ caused bj tbo ocean sea* 
wbicb always is forcible^ and reqinretb great circumspoo 
tion; wboaoever hath not urgent cause_^ is either to goe to 
the east-wardsj or the west-wards of all theso ilandsj. as 
well to aToyd the caliueSj which hinder sometimes eight or 
ten dayes saylingi as the contagion which their distomper- 
ature la wont to cause^ and with it to breed calenturaSi 
which wee call bnrmpg foyers^ These iUnds are sajd to 
be first discovered by a PrenchmaHj called John de Betan- nuKU, 
conrt, abont tho year 1405.^ They aro now a kingdomo 
subject to Spoiuo. 


SECTION srii. 

Being cleare of the ilands, wee directed onr course for Cape 
Black,* and two howrea before anune setj wo had sight of a 
carvcll some league in tho windo of nSj which seemed to 
come from Gynea^ or the ilanda of Cape do Yerdoj and for 
that hee, which had the sery-wateh,^ neglected to look onfe, 
being to lee-ward of tho ilandsj and so out of hope of sight 
of any ahipp^ for the little trade and contrariety of tho 
winde^ that though a man will, from few places hea can re¬ 
cover the ihmds. Comming from the south^wardsj wee had

trary to the ordinary course and cngtoiuoi and to Iiavo 
yonukers in the top continmdlyj ia most conTCniont and 
necosaaryi not onely for desciying of sayloa and landj but 
also for any sudden gnst or occasion that may bo ode red. 

Seeing nay sblfo paat hope of returning baeke^ without 
somo oitraordinary accident^ I hoganne to set in order my 
Maaitric*^ cotnpanie and Tictoal3. And for that to the sonth^warda 
of tho Canariea is for the most part an idle narigation^ I 
devised to keope my people ocoiipiedj as well to continoo 
them in health (for that too much ease in hott countries 
is neither prolitable nor healthfcill)^ a3 also to divert them 
from remnnihratioe of their homOj and from play, which 
breedeth many inconveniences^ and other bad thoughts and 
workes which idleness is conse of; and so shifting my 
companiOp as the cnetome is, into starboord and larhoord 
men, tho balfo to watch and worke whileat the others slept 
and take rest; 1 limited the three dajes of the weeke* 
wbich appettayned to each, to bo imploicd in this manner; 
tbe one for the use and clensing of their armas, tho other 
for roomeging, making of sayleSj nettings, decking, and 
defences for onr shippes; and the third, for clensjng thair 
bodiesj mending and making their apparell, and necessaries^ 
which though it came to be practised but once in scaven 
day os j for that tbe Sabboth is over to be reserved for God 
alone, xvith the ordinary obligation which each person had 
besides, was many times of foreo to be omitiod^ And thus 
wee entertained our time with a fayro wind, and in few 
dftj-es had df^ht of the land of Borbary, acme dozen leagues 
to the northwards of Cape Black. 

Before wee came to the Cape, wqo toote in our saylea, 
and made preparation of hqokea and linos to 6gh. For in 
all that coast is great abundaueo of sundry kinds of fish. 
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but cspedallj of porgiiSj which we call bream &b ; mmij 
Fortin^lls and Spanmrd^ goQ jcarolj thitbor to oa 
Odr coniitrj-incn to tho Now-found-lajid^ and within Cape 
Black hare good liatbour for rea^mble shippings Yp'hepe 
tbej diy tbeir fisbj paying a certaiae eamo taributo to the 
kings collector. In two honros wee tooke storo of fiah for 
that day and the ne]ct<^ but longer it would not keepo 
goodej find with this refreshing set sayle again, and directed 
our course hetwi^nt the ilands of Cape de Yerd and the 
MainCh These ilands are held to bo acitnato in ono of tho 
rnost nnhealthiest climatea of the worlds and therefore it is 
wisodoiao to shnnne the sight of them^ how mneb more to 
make abode in tbenii 

In two timos that I hanro beeno in thenij, either cost ua 
the one halfe of our people, with fevers and duxes 
sundry kinds ; some shaking, some burning, somo par- 
taking of both : some possesst with fronsie, others with 
sloatb, and in one of thorn it cost me moneths sick¬ 
nesses with no smEdl hazard of life i which I attribnto to 
tho distemperature of the ayre, for being within fourteoue 
degrees of the eqninoctioll lyno* the snnne hath great force 
all tho yearo* and the more for that often they passe^ two, 
three, and fonr yeares without rayne; and many times tho 
Oartb burneth in that manner as a man well shodd, cannot 
endure to goe where the snnne shineth. 

With which extreamo hcate the bodie fatigatod, greedily 
dcsireth refreshing, and longeth the comming of the brezo, 
which is the north-east windo, that acldome fajdeth in tho ^ 
aftor-nocno at foiire of the clockoj or sooner | whieb oom- 
ming cold and fresh, and finding the poores of tho body 
open, and (for the most part) naked, penetratoth tho very 
bones, and so causeth sudden distomperature, and sundry 
manners of Bieknesse, as the subjects are divers whereupon 
they worke. 

Departing out of the calnics of the ilrinda, and comming 
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into tho fresh breeze, it eexiecth the likej and T have eeano 
within two diijres altar that we have partahed of the fresh 
ayre, of two thoneand men, above a hundrad and fiflie have 
boeiio crazed in their health. 

The inbabitants of these ilands use a remedie for this, 
which at my first being amongst them, seemed unto me 
ridJcnlons ; but since, time and experience hath taught to 
be grobnded upon reason. And is, that npon their lieads 
they wcare a uight-capp, upon it a mobterov' and a hat over 
that, and on their bodies a suto of thicke cloth, and npon it 
a gowne, furred or lyned with cotton, or bayes, to defend 
them from the heate in tJiat tnanner, as the inhabitants of 
cold countries, to guard tbomselvea from the extreamitie of 
the coidft Which doubtlesse, is the best diligence that any 
man can use, and whosoever proovoth it, shall dud himselfe 
lesse aniioyed with tha heate, then if he were thinly 
cloothed, for that where the cold ayre commeth, it peircoth 
not so spbtillyp 

22Si‘i"Eb« The moono also in this climate, as in the coast of Gnyno, 
™ *11 hott conatrJes, hath forcible operation in the 
body of man ; and therefore, as the pUnnet most prejo. 
diciali to his boaltfa, is to be shunned ,* as also not to sleope 
in the open ayre, or with any scuttle or window open, 
whereby the one or the other may enter to hnrt. 

For a person of credit told me, tliat one night, in a 
river of Guyne, leaving his window open in the side of tho 
cabin, the moone shining upon his shoulder, left him with 
sneh an oitraordinaiy paino and furious burning in it, as 
in above twentie honres, he was like to runne madde/bufc 
in fine, with force of medicines and cures, after long'tor- 
he wa$ eased. 

Some 1 have heard say, and othere write, that the™ is a 
atarre which never seperateth it self j^e moone but a 
smaU distance; which is of all starred the most beneficiall 

* specie, ^ 
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to niFin. Por where ttiis starre cntretli with tho moonej it ®*" **'*' 
uinkctli voydo bar IiurtfnU eufluencBj and where not, it ia 
most perilous. Whieli, if it he so, is a notable secret of the 
divine Froridonee, and a speoiBlI cause amongst indnito 
othors, to move ns to coutinuall tlunilcgsgjving : for that 
ho liiith so extraordinarily cotnpassod and foncad na from 
infinite miseries, hia most uawurthie and nngratefull crea¬ 
tures. 

Of these ikuds are two pyles :* the one of them lyeth 
out of the way of trade, more westerly, and so little fre¬ 
quented; the other lyeth some fourscore leagues from the 
tnoyne, and containeth six in number, to wit: Saint lago, 

Fuego, Mayo, Bonavisto, Sal, and Eravo.- 

Tboy are belonging to the kingdome of Portingall, and 
inhabited by people of that nation, and are of great trade, 
by reason of the neighbour-hood they have with Guyae’and 
Bynno;* but the priacipall is the buying and selling of 
negroes. They have store of sugar, salt, rice, cotton wool, 
and cotton-clotli, amber-greeco, cy vit, olipbaats teeth, brim¬ 
stone, pummy stone, spauge,and some gold, but little, and 
tbnt from the mayne. 

Saiut lago is tbo head iland, and hath ono cltie and two SoisLiago. 
townie, with their ports. The cittie called Sant lago, 
whereof the iiand hath his name, hath a garrison, and two 
fortes, scituated in the bottomo of a pleasant Talley, with a 
running streams of water passing tUrongh the middeat of 
it, whither tlio rest of the ilands come for justice, being the 
fieot of tho Audicocia, with his bishop.

eastwards of Saint lagOj pbcod on bifjh^ with a goodly baj, 
wh«3rcof it hath his name; and Saint Domingo^, a small 
towno within the land. They are oa the souther part of 
the [land^ and hare bceno aacked aandry times in anno 
1582j by Manuel Somdea, a Portsngallj with a tieote of 
Prench-men I in anno l53Sj they were both burnt to the 
English, Sir Francis Drake being gonorollj* 
and in anno 1596, Saint lagq was taheo and afickod by the 
English, Sir Anthony Shyrley being genenkLl * 

Ebcvo. Tte second iland is Fnego; so called, for that day and 
night there bameth in it a vulcan, whose flames in the 
night are seene twentie leagnes off in the soa+ It is by 
nature fortified in that sort, as but by one way is any ae- 
cease, or entrance into itj and there cannot goe up abovo 
two men a brest. The bread which they spend in these 
ilands, is brought from Portingnll and f?pa[ne, saving that 
which they make of rice, or of majee, which wee eall 
Guynao-wbeate,

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Tlio best watering ia in the ik of Btavo, on the west ^ 
part of the iland^ where is a great river_^ but foule anchor- amva. 
ing, ns IS in all these ilnads, for the niost part The fraits 
aix) few, but aubstantialh aa palmitoa^ plantanoB^ patatos^ 
and coco-Tnitta. 

The palmito is like to the date tree^ and aa 1 thmkn 
kinde of it, bat wQde. In all parts of Afriqne and America 
they are foaod, and in some parts of Karepe^ and in divers 
parts difterent. In Afriqae, and in the AVest Indies they 
are small, that a man may cat them with a knife, and the 
lesser the hotter: hut in Bra^ill, they are so groatj that with 
difficultio a man can fell them with an a:so» and the greater 
the better; one foote within the top is prehtablOj, the rest 
is of no vaino; and that which is to be eaten is the pith^ 
w'bich in aomo is hotter, in some worse. 

The plantane is a tree found in must parts of Afrique and The 
America, of which two leaves are sufheient to cover a man 
from top to toe. It beareth fruit but once, and then dryetb 
awajj and out of his roote sprouteth up others, new. In 
the top of the tree k his fruit, which groweth in a great 
bnneh, in tho forme and fashion of puddings, in some 
more, in some lease. I have seene ia one bunch above 
fuoro hundred plantanes, which have weighed above fonre- 
score pound waight, Tliey are of divers proportions, some 
great, some lesser, some ronnd, some square, some triangle, 
most ordinarily of a spanne long, with a thicko skinne, that 
peeleth easily from the meate j winch is either white or yel¬ 
low, and very tender like hatter, but no conserve is better, 
nor of a mom pleasing taste. For I never Iiave scene any 
man to wbom they have bred mis-like, or done hart with 
eating much of them, as of other fmites. 

The best are those which ripen naturally on the tree, but 
in most partes they cut them off in bniunchcs, and hange 
them np in their bouses, and eate them as they ripe. For 
the birds and vermine presently in ripning on the tree, am 
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fcodiog on tkem. TTio best that I IiaTo scene axe in BmsiU, 
m au i^nnd called Placentia^ which are gmalh and round, 
and gnjcno when they are rtpe; wheresia the othera in 
ripnin" become yellew* Those of the West Indies and 
Gnynno are great, and one of tliem snUcient to satiaGe a 
man j the oaelj fault they have is, that they are windie. 
Id some places they cate them in stead of broad, as in 
Panama, and other parts of Tierra Firme. They grow and 
prosper boat when their rootea arc over covered with water j 
they are excellent in conaerve, and good sodden in different 
manners, and dried on tbo tree, not infenor to anckott,^ 

The coco nntt is a fruit of the fashion of a hassell nufct, 
but that it is as bigge as an ordioaiy bowle, and some arc 
greater. It hath two aholla^ the uttermost framed (as it 
were) of a multitndo of threeds^ one layd npon another, 
with a greeno skinne over-lapping them, which i& soft and 
thicke; the innormost is like to tbo shell of a hassell nntt 
in all proportion^ saving that it is greater and thicker^ and 
some more blacker. In the toppe of it is the forme of a 
muukies fcce^ with two eyes, his nose^ and a month. It 
cont&inoth in it both mcato and drinke; the meato white 
as milkoj and like to that of tbo kemcll of a nntt^ and as 
good aa almonds blanchtp and of great qnantitie : the water 
is clenxe, as of the fonutamej and pleasing in tasto^ and 
somewhat answereth that of the water distilled of milko. 
Some say It hath a singular proper tie in nabnxo for con¬ 
serving the stnoothnesse of the ekinne i and therefore in 
Spaine and Portingall, the ourioos dames doe ordinarily 
wash their faces and necks with it. If the holes of the 
shell ba kept close, they keepe foure or six monethg good, 
and more; but if it be opened, and the water kept in the 
shell, in few dajes it tumetb to vineger. 

They grow upon high trees, which have no bougbes; 
oncly in the lop they have a greet cap of leancSj and nnder 
» pre&enx'cl dtroo. 
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ttem groweth tlie fruito upon oertaijjo twigs. And spme 
{Lffirrop tipt thpj bcare ngt fruite before thej be obovo fottie 
yeates old^ they are ia all things like to the palmo troos, 
and grow in many parts of Asia^ AfriquBj anti America, 

The sLelfl of these not® are moeh esteemed for drinking 
ciips^ and much cost and la bon r is bestowed apon them ia 
carvings graving^ and garaisliing thenji with eilyer^ golJj 
and precious atones. 

In the kingdome of Chilo^ and in Braaillj is another kindo 
of thesOj which they calJ coquillos (aa woe may interpret, 
little cocos) and aro m big as wal-nnta; but round and 
smooth^ and grow in great ctuatera; the trees in forme are 
all one^ and the meate in the nut better, but they have no 
water. 

Another kinde of great cocos growoth in tha Andes of 
Porn, which have not the delicate moate nor drinke which 
the others have, but within are full of almonds, which are 
placed m the gramea in the pomogrannet, being three times 
bigger then thoae of Em^ope, and are much like them in 
taah 

In those ihmda are cyvet-cats, which are also found iacyv^tHuti. 
parts of Asia and Afriquo; esteemed for the cyvet they 
j eeldoj and carry about them in a cod in their binder parts, 
which ia taken from them by force. 

In them alao are atom of moukies, and the best proper- 
tioned that 1 have scene; and parrots, but of colour ditfemnt 
to those of the W cst Indies, Ibr they am of a russet or gray Fnitvi*. 
colour, and great speukera. 


SKCTIOI KIV, 

JTH R faire and large winde, we continued our course, till 
we camo within five degrees of the equinoctiall lync, whom 
the winde lookc ua contrary by the south-wcst> about the 
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twentifi of JxAw, bat a fajro gaJe of wind and a smooth S 0 a, 
so that wee might bearo aU a tannt and to advantage oar- 
solves what wee mtghtj wee stoode to the easUwarda^^ being 
abb to lye sooth-east and by south. The nert day abont 
nine of the docke, my compaaie being gathered together 
to Berve God, which weo aocuBtomed to doe every tnoming 
and eveningj it seemed unto me that the conlour of tbe sea 
was different to that of the daies past^ and w^hich is ordi* 
narilj where is daepe water; and so calling the ceptaine, 
and master of my Bhip^ I told them that to my seeming the 
water was become very whitish^ and that it made shewe 
of sholde water* IVhcreunto they made answere, that all 
the lynes in onr shippes could not fetch ground: for wee 
could not bo lease than threoscone and tenne baguea off the 
coestj which all that kept reckoning in the ship agreed 
upon, aud my solfe was of the sarao opimon. And so wee 
applyed ourselves to aerve God^ but all the time that the 
Borrico enduredj my heart could not be at rest, and still me 
thought tho water begenno to waxe whiter and w^hiter. 
Onr praj'ers cndedj^ I commanded a lead and a lyne to he 
brooght> and heaving tho load in fonrteone fathoms, wee 
bad ground, which put ns all into a mazo, and sending men 
into the toppe^ presently discovered tbe land of Guynno^ 
some five bagnes from nSi very low land. I commanded a 
pence to he diott, and by by the IcOj till mj other shippes 
came np. Which hay ling nSj wee demanded of them how 
farro they found thcmselveB off the land; who answered^ 
gome threescore and teunoj or fonrescote bagneB ; when 
wee told them wee had soniided and found but fonrteenu 
fathom eSj and that we were in sight of land^ they began to 
wonder. But having congnlted what was best to bo done, 
1 caused my shalop to be manned^ which I towed at the 
Sterne of my ship continually^ nnd sent her and mj pvnace 

I fail prewnt Its h copfined to a veesel lig^l 

and rwidy for bl-o. 
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a bead to fwaiind, and followed them with an eaaie &ayloj tiH 
wq came in seaveii and six fattomq water, and some two 
leagues from the shore anchored, in hope by the sea, or by 
the land to find some refrosliiiig^ The sea we fonnd to ba 
barren of fish, and my boatas conld not discover any land¬ 
ing place, though a whole day they had rowed alongat the 
coast, with great dcsiro to set foote on shore. For that the 
sedge^ was exceeding great and dangerous. Which expo- 
rientedj wee set sayle^ notwithstaiiding the contrarietio of 
the windo, Bometimea standing to the west-wards, some¬ 
time to the cast-wards, according to tho shifting of the 
wind. 


SECTION rv. 

Hebe is to be noted, that the error which we fell into in oor 
accumpts, was such as all men fall into where are cnrrtmta 
that set east or west-, and ere not knowno; for that there 
is no certaine rule yet practised for tdall of the longitude, 
aa there is of the latltnde, though Bome curious and experi¬ 
mented of onr nation, with whom I have had conference 
about this poynt, have shewed mo two or throe manner of 
wajoB how to know iL* 

This, some years before, was the lossa of iJho Edward ti« jobw of 
Cuitmj bound for tho coast of Broailh which taken with die 
winde contrary neere the lyue, stauding to the cast-wardsp 
and making accompt to be fiftic or sbetie leagues off the 
coast, with all hor sajles standingj catna suddenly a gronnd 
upon tho sboles of Madre-^bomba, and ao was cast away,

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though t]io moat part of their coropanj saved tbemselvea 
npon raBes j but with the coutogion of tlie eoantriej and 
had ontreatie which the negros gave theni, they diod j so 
that there returned not to thoir country above three or fonre 
of them. 

Bat God Almightio dealt mote jaerelfally with ua. In 
shewing as oar oiror in the day, and ia time that wee might 
lomedie it; to him be evermore glory for all. 

This carrant from the line equinoctiail, to twentio degreda 
northorlj', hath great force, and setteth next of any thing 
eostj, directly npon the shore; which we foand by this 
meanes; standing to the westwards, tho wind southerly, 
when we lay with oar ships head west, aad by south, wo 
gayned in our Keith^ more then if woo had made onr way 
good west sent h-west; for that, the currant tooke as no dor 
the bow: bat lying west, or west and by north, we lost 
more in twelve boa res then the other way we could get in 
fonre and twcnlio. By which plainly wo saw, that the 
currant did set east next of any thing. Whether this cur¬ 
rant runneth over one way, or doth a]ter,andhow, wo could 
hy no meanes nnderstaad, but tract of time and observa¬ 
tion will discover this, as it Lath done of many others in 
sundry seas. 

Tho cBrmnt that sotteth betwixt New-found- land and 
Bpaine, runneth also east end west, and long time deceived 
many, and made some to count the way longer, and others 
shorter, according as the passage was speedio or slows ; not 
knowing that the furtherance or hindemnee of the currant 
was cause of the speeding or flowing of the way. And in 
sea cardea I have seene diJTeronee of above thirtie leagues 
hetwist the Hand Tercma and the mayne. And others 
have recounted unto me, that comming fwiu the Iqdios, 
and looking out for the ilauds of Azores, they have had

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eight of Spaine. And Bome hare loohed ont for Speine, 
and liave dlscoTored the ilande. 

The aolfe same currant fa in the Levant sea^ hut mnneth 
trade betwixt the maynca, and changeable sometiincs to 
the east-warda^ soiuetiniea to the west-wards. 

In Brasill and the South sea, the currant lihewise is 
changeable, hnt it ronnelh ever alongst the coast, accom¬ 
panying the wiade, and it is an inrallible rule, that twelve 
or twontie foure houres before the wind alters, the cnrraut 
begins to change. 

In the West Indies onoly the cnrrant runneth continnally 
Olio way, and sctteth alongst the coast from the equinoctiall 
lyno towards the north. No man hath yet fooud that 
these courrants keepe any certaino time, or rnn so many 
dayea, or monoths, one way as another, as doth the course 
of ebbing and flowing, well known in all seas; only neera 
the shore they have small force; partly, becaose of the 
reflux which the coast causetfa, and partly for the ebbing 
and flowing, wliich more or lease is generall in most seas.‘ 

When the currant runneth north or south, it is easily 
discovered by sngmentmg or diminishing the height; bat 
how to know the sotting of the currant from east to west in 
the rnayne sea, is difficnlt; and as yet I have not kuowne 
any man, or read any authour, that hath prescribed any 
certaine moane or way to discover it. Bot experience 
teacheth that in the mayno sea, for the most part, it is 
variable; and tboreforo the best and safest rule to prevent 
the danger (which the uncertuiuty and ignorauce hcereof 
may cause), is careful! and continuaU watch by day and 
night, and upon the east and west course ever to bee before 
the shipp, and to nse the tneanee possible to know the 
errour, by the rules which uewe anthours may teach; beat-

bet wist throa or foure degrees of the eqtiiii-octlaU 
liiie^ my company within a few dayea began to ftJl stckoj 
of a disease which eea-men ar& wont to call tbo ecnrvej: 
and seemetb to bee a kind of dropsiOj and migaetb most ia 
this cbmate of any Qiat I have beard or road of in the 
world; tbongli in all soas it is wont to belpe and increase 
the miaerie of manj; it poasesseth all those of which it 
taketh holdj with a loathesome sloathfnlnesaoi O^On to onto; 
they would be content to change their eleepe and rest;, 
which is the moat pemidous enemie in this sicknessej that 
ig knowue. It bringetb with it a great desire to driukc, 
and canseth a general I swelling of all parts of the body^ 
especially of tho legs and gnins> and many times tho teeth 
fall out of tbo jawes without paino. 

The signos to know this disease in the beginning htb 
diTers : by the swelling of tho gnmmeSj by denting of the 
ilesh of the laggs with a mans finger^ the pit retDayning 
without filling np in a good space. Others show it with 
their lasinesso: others cotnplaine of the cricke of the backo^ 
etc.^ aU wliicb are^ for tho most part^ certaino tokens of 
infection. 

The cause of this deknes somo attribute to sloatb; some 
to conceito ; and divers men speako diver^ly : that which 
1 have obaerred ia^ that our nation is mo^ aubjeot unto it 
than any other; because being bred in a temperate dymato, 
where the natnraU heate restrayned^ giveth etrength to the 
komaekoj austayning it with nieates of good nourishmout^ 
and that in a wholesome ayre; when^ag comniing into the 
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hot coTiiitnca (where that natumll heate la dispersed tbruugh sml m. 
the whole bodjj which was wont to be proper to the sto* 
dachOj end the tneatcs lor the cnost part preserved with 
salt, aod its substance thereby dioaiiiiahEd^ and maoj timea 
corrnpted)j greater force for digestion ia now required than 
in tiDioa past * but the atomacho fioding less virtue to doe 
hia office, iu reparting to each member bia due proportion 
in perfectioiij which either givetb it rawe, or reinajuetb 
with it indigaaied by liis hardnea or eruditie, infaebleth tho 
body, and makoth it unlqaty and unfit for auj thing j for 
tho stomache being stmng (ibougb all parta eb be weakejj 
there is ever a desire to feede, and aptnes to perform what 
soever can be required of a man; but though all other 
members bo strong and soand^ if the stamaohe bo opprest, 
or squemiabj. all the body is nnliLst^ej and Einfit for any 
things and yeeldeth to nothing so roadilj as sloathfulnes^ 
which is confirmed by the common answero to all ques¬ 
tions : as, will yon eate ? will you doope Y will you walko ? 


will you play? The angwere is^ I Imve no stomacho: 
which is as much as to say^ no^ not willingly: thereby con- 
hrming, that withont a sound and whole stomache, nothing 
can bets well uccomplI&hed| nor any austenanco well di¬ 
gested^ 

The seething of the meate in salt W’ater_, helpeth to cause secthEmrof 
this infirmitie, w hich in long voyages ean hardly be avoyded ; 
but if it may be, it is to bo shunned ; for tho water of the 
sea to tnanb body is very nnwholesome. The corruption 
of the victuab^aud especially of tho bread, is very per-'^’"^^*' 
nicious^ the vaponre and ayra of the sea also b nothing qc 
profitable, eapecidly In those hot countries, where arc mauy

Tho experience I &ow in anno 1590, lying with a fleote of 
Abhw- her niiijestics stiipa about the ilanda of the Azores^ almost 
BIX monetlife; tlie grmteat part of the timo we were be¬ 
calmed : with which all the sea became &q replenished with 
Boreral aorte of gellyeaj and formes of serpen tB, addersj and 
enakeSr as seemetl wondcrfull 5 some greene;, some black Oj 
Home yellow^ some white^ Bomo of divers coulqursi and 
many of them had life, and some there were a yard and 
lialfOj and two yards long; which had I not aeene, I could 
hardly have belooTod^ And hereof are witnesses all the 
coinpamos of the ships which werq then present; so that 
hardly a man could draw a bncketfc of water cleere of some 
corruption^ In wliicli voyage^ towards tho end thereof, 
many of every ship (saving of tho Nonpesr&il^ which was 
under my cliarge, and had onely one man sicko in all tho 
voyage|| fell sicko of this diseaHe, and began to die apace, 
Tiw hut that tho speedio passage into our conn try was remedie 
to the erased, and a preservative for those that were not 
tonched. Tho beat prevention for this disease (in my 
Judgement) is to keope cloano the shippe; to besprinkJo her 
ordinarily with vinegerj or to borne tarre^ and some aweot 
flavours; to feed upon as few salt tneats in the bot country 
hydyei. as may be| and especially to shnnno nil kiudes of salt fish, 
and to reserve them for the cold climates; and not to di'csso 
any meate with salt water, nor to aufler the companie to 
wash their shirts nor doatbos in it, nor to sleepe in their 
cloaths when they are wett. For this cause it is necesaarilj 
required, that provision bo made of apparell for the eom- 
pany, that they may have wherewith to shift tbcniselves; 
being a common calamitie amongst the ordinary sort of 
mariners, to spend their thrift on the shore, and to bring 
to sea no more deaths thoo they hare backos. For tbo 
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'boiie of man is iio.t rofrBshed iirith any tLing more than 
with Bhifting cloano cloaths j a great prcscrvatlTO of health 
ID botti countirl^, 

I hfl ^cond ftutidofcc} isj to kcops tho cotopauio oixsupted 
in Bomo bodily exorcise of worke, of agilitie, of pastimes, of ^ 
daundng, of um of armos; theBe helpeth much to batiiah 
this infirmitie. Thirdly, in the moniing, at discharge ^ 

the watch, to give every man a bit of bread, and a draught 
of dnnko, either bee re or wine mingled with water (at the 
least, the one balfe), ora qnantitie mingled withbeere, that 
the pores of the bodia may bo fall, whan the vaponrs of the 
Bca ascend «p. 

The morning dranght ahonld be ever of the best and 
cheysast of that in the ship. Pure wine I hold to be more 
hurt full then the other is profitable, tn this, others will 
be of a contrary opinion, but I tbiiite partialL If not, 
then leave I the remedies thereof to those phjsitions and 
Burgeons who have experictice; and I wish that some 
learned man would write of it, for it is the plague of the 
sea, and the spoyte of marinere. Doubtlesse, it would bo a 
meritorioos worko with God and man, and most beneficiall 
for onr conntrie i for in twentie yeares, since that I hare 
□sed the sea, I dare take upon me to give accompt of ten 
thoqsand men consumed with this disease. 

That which 1 have scene moat frnitfull for this sickuesse, 

IB sower oraugoa and lemmons, and a water winch amongst 
others (for my particular provision) I canyed to the aca, 
culled Dr. Stevens his water, of which, for that bis verlue Hr Doom 
was not then woU knowne unto me, I canyed but little, 

and it tooke end quickly, but gave health to those that 
used it.

both aa tttres And preveatirea^ but with othur cireum^nesA tisnding to 
produce the disuse, Eme-juLce alone will noither prereut nor cure. Tho 
Scurvy Committccs'\ which recently reported on the ontbreak m the 
Arctic Expedition of 1876-7fl camjo to oonclu^ioiia dircelly opposed to the 
evidence. None of the extond&d tiaTening partlirs of fonner Aretie ei- 
pediiioiLB toot lime-j uieo except on obc occMion y Jiod on tlmti o-ne occufliou 
alone ™ there an outbrent oi scurvy. During tbe kte expedition it¬ 
self settrvy broke out in eight caoea, when men were taking iLme-jaiec 
regularly. The whole mass of evidence confirmsd nil former Arctic ex¬ 
perience, Aud showed that the Absoneo of limE-juice on aoiuo of the 
sledges wns not Um eaubc of the outbreak of acurvy. In the cages 
wbert lime-inioc was not taken on aledgaSy the reaiion wan that it could 
not have been tiBed in thE Intense cold. The evidence aIao proved that 
lime-juice Alone, without fresh food^ wDl not cure the flcun-y. Lime- 
juice^ na Sir James Lancaster and Sir Rlduird HAwkius dificorerod three 
centnrire agOp is an excellent medicine in helping to amat tbn diaenac; 
but without the Aid of good vEulilatiDCi, ckfijilinifflfi^ and fresh foodi lime- 
juice ftlone will neither prevent nor cure^ The oppodte conclusion of 
the Scurry Committeu^ ia opposed to aU the erideiice they took^ and 
to aH experience. Of eouree evefy precaution should he taken ogAinst 
scurvy, And+ a* Boon aa fresh vegetable food ia absent, dally rations of 
jime-jenw ninafc bo taken whon it is poerible. In sledge troveUing in 
the ArerlJC Regloufl, during April and May, It ig not poaalblD to take 
limu-juicc in the form in w'hich it k atippliid to ships; aud Sir Geoi^ 
^Naree waa quite right not to aond it.

Hatesg stood to tlie westwards sotne Imndreth leagues and 
m QTOj and tlie wind contiutilng witt ns contraries and tLe 
sictnesse so ferred^ that e^oiy day them djed more 
lessB^—mj companie in getierall began to dismay^ and to 
desire to returne homewards^ which I labonrcd to hinder 
by good reasons and perswasjonsj as that to the West 
Indies wo had not abore eight hnndreth leagDeSj to the 
ilands oF Azores little JesisOj and before we came to- the 
ilanda of Cape de Yorde, that wo aheuTd tneoto with the 
brezo ; for e\^ery night we might see th e reach goe contrary 
to the wind-e which wee sajJod by j verifying the old 
proverbs amongst marinena,—that he hath need of a long 
mast, that will gayle by the reach j and that the nearest 
land and speediest rofreahing we could look for^ wag the 
coast of Brasil I: and that standing towards it with the wind 
wo had, we shortned our way for the Indies; and that to put 
all tho sicke men together in one sliippe, and to send her 
home was to make hor their grave. For we conld spare 
but few sound men^ who were also subject to fall sickOj 
and the misery, notwithstanding^ remedilosso* With which 
they were convinced^ and remay nod satisied. So leaving 
all to their choyso, with tho consideration of what I par- 
swftded, they resolved, with moj to enniinae our course, till 
that God was pleased to looks upon ns with his Fatherly 
eyes of morciet 

As wo approached neerer and noerer the coast of Bitisill, BfwUi, 
the wind began to veer to the east-wardes j and about the 
middle of October, to be large and good for ng ; and abont 
the 18 th of October, wo ^em thwart of Cape Saint AS!tiSL.«L

end of October, betwixt geveuteeu aod oightoon dcgroOB^ 
wo wore ia Eixtoon fathomos, sounding of the great sholos, 
which Ije aldngst the coast, betwixt tho Baj of Todoa 
Santoit, and the port of Santos, alias Pura Senom de Titoria 
w^hieh aro very perilooB.^ 

But the dm no Provi donee luith ordayned great flockes 
of small birds, like snyteSj^ to live upon the rookeE and 
hrokoii lands of these EholoE, and are mot with ordiDarily 
twentie leagues before a tnan come in danger of them. 

It shall not bo amisse here to recount tho accidents 
which befell us during this contrary winde, and tho 
curioaitica to he observed in all this titae. Day and night 
we had coutinnallj a fajro gale of winde, and a emooth 
sea. Without any alteration; one day, the carpenters having 
i^lked the decke of our sliippe, which the sunne with his 
extreame heate had opened, craved licence to heato a little 
pilch in the cook-roome ; which 1 wonld not Donsent unlo 
by any mcancs j for that my cook-roemes were under the 
dcckc, knowing the danger ; until the master undertooke 
that no danger shonld ceme thereof But ho Tecomineiided 
tho charge to another, who had a better name then ex¬ 
perience. He suifered the pitch to rise, and to ninne into 
the fire, which caused so furieus a flame as amazed hiiOj 
and forced all to flie his hoate. One of my company, with 
a double pay re of gloves, tooke off the pilch-pot, hut tho 
fire forced him to let slip his hold-fast, before he could set 
it eu the hearlh, and so overturned it, and as tha pitch 
began to ruone, so the fire to enlarge it selfe, that in a 
moment a great part of the shippe was on a light fire. I

uiiLDilcd all dijr cotopanie to cast tliftir rug^ffr-gowaos luto 
tlie sea, and ropaa fastened nil bo tliera. Tboao I had pro¬ 
vided for tny people to watch ip ; for in many Iiott countries 
tlio nights are fresh and col Je; and devidcd oua gomie to 
two men, B starboord and a larboord mnn; ag that ha which 
watched had over tho gowno : for they which watched not, 
were either in their cabins, or under the dccko, and ao 
needed them not. The gownas baing well soked, every 
man tliat could, tooko one, and assaolted the fire; aod al- 
tbongli some ivore aingcd, othera scalded, and many bnraed, 
God was ploasod that the lire was queacboJ, which I thought 
impossible j and donbtlsssc, I never saw tny sslfo in greater 
parill in all tho d>iyea of my life. Let all men take exiimple 
by us, not to auHer, ip any case, pitch to be heate in the 
ship, except it be witli a shotte heate in tho fire, which 
cannot breed dannger; nor to permit fire to be kindled, 
but upon meero nocessitio; for tho mcoovcaienoe thereof 
is for the most part remedilesse,^ 

With drinking of tobacco it is said, that the liecbuefct, 
was bamed in tlio range of Dartmouth. 

The Primrcws, of Loudon, was fired with a candle, at 
1 ilbery-liope, and nothing saved but her kele. 

And another ship bouud for Barbary, at Wapping. 

Tho Jesus of irutecAie had her gunaer-roome set on fire 
with a match, and had beeno burnt without-redemption, if 
that my father. Sir John Hawkins, knight, then geuerall 
in her, had not coiumanuded her sbppers^ to bo stopt, and

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the men to come to the pompes^ wherof :sliee IiaJ two wliich 
went with cbajnes; and plying them^ in a mocnent there 
was three or fouro incheg of water iipon tho decke, which 
with scoopeSj ewsbhies/ and plattorsj they threw npon the 
hre^ and so quenched itp and deLLvored both ship and 
men out of no small danger. 

Great care is to he had also in clearing of wood, in 
hooping or eenttUng^ of raskep and in any businessa wliero 
violence is to be nsed with instraments of iron^ st-oeloj or 
stone t and especially in opening of powder^ these are net 
to be nsedp but mallets of wood; for many mischaiicoe 
happen beyond all e^cpBctatiom 

I have been credibly enformed by divers persons^ that 
coroming out of the Indies^ with scuttling a butt of waler^ 
the water hath taken firo, and flamed up^ and put alt in 
hazard. And a aervont of minOj Thomas Groj;, told me^ 
tliat in the shippo wherein he camo out of tho IndieSj anno 
1600 , there happened the like; and that if with mantles 
they had not smothered the fire, they had bia all burned 
with a pipe of wat^r, which in scntling took firo^ 

Master John Hazleloeke roported, that in the arsonall 
of Yenicc happened the like^ he being present. For mine 
own part, I am of opinion, that some waters have this 
propertie, and especinny such as havo their passage by 
mines of brimstone, or other mineralls^ which, aa all men 
knowj give eitroordiunry properties unto tho waters by 
which they rnnne. Or it may be that the water being in 
wine caske^ and kept close, may relay no an extraordinary 
proportie of the wine,® Yea, I have drunkc fountaine mid

Of thia I shall 
have occasipn to speahe in another place, treating of the 
divers properties of feuntaines and riFera ; and therefore to 
our purpose.

\Vz bad DO small cause to giFo God thftnkes and prayse for Br>wi 
Our deliForaiice i and so, all oar ships once come together, 
wee magniEed his glorious name for bU mercie towards ns, 
and tooke an occasion hereby to banish swearing out of our 
shippesj which amongst the common sort of mariners and 
sea-faring men is too ordinarily abused. So with a generall 
consent of all odr companioj it was ordayned that in every 
ship there should he a palmer or femla, which should be in 
the keeping of him who was taken with an oath; and that 
he who had the palmer should give to every other that he 
tooke swearing, in the palme of the hand, a palmada with 
it, and tho femla. And wbosoever at the time of evening, 
or morning prayer, was found to have the palmer, should 
have three blowcs given him by the captainc or master j 
and that bo should be stiti bound to free faimselfe, by taking 
another, or else to mnne in daunger of continuing the 
penaltie' which executed, few dayes reformed the vice; 
so that in three dayes together, was not one oath heard to 
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b0 TbLa brouglit Lotli ferula$ and swearing nut of

He ia of the colour of 
thorajn-bow^ and his head ditfercut to other fiahes; for, 
from bis mouth halfe a spanne, it goetli straight upright, m 
the head of a wherry, or tbo cut-water of a ship. Ho is 
very good meats if ho be in season* but the best part of him 
is his Iiend, which is groat.

1 bold it not without some gtomd, that the aaneient 
philosophers wfite, that they ho eufltiiDQnsd of s for 

in tneotiug with shipping, they accompany them till they 
approach to colde climates; this I have noted divers times. 

For disembEuhing out of the West Indies^ anno 1503j within 
three or fonre dayes after, wo met a scole^^ of them, which 
left U9 not till wo enme to the ilands of Azores, noro a 
thoLsaud leagues. At other times I hav’o noted tho like. 

But some may say, that in the sea ate many soolos of 
this kinde of fish, and how con a man know if they were the 
samo ? 

Who may bo thus satisfied, that every day in tho mom- 
ing, whicb is the time that they approach nearest the ship, 
we should see foure, five, and mora, which had, as it were, 
our eavEHmarke; one hurt upon tho baeke, another neero 
the tayie, another about the fynnes; which is a sufEciont 
proofe that they were the same! for if those which had 
received so bad entertaiument of us would not forsake us, 
much less those which we had not hurt. Yet that which 
makes them most in love with ships and men, are the 
ficrappes and refresbiog they gather from them. 

The bonito, or Spaiiish makercll, is altogether like onto Tb< b«,iic. 
a makercll, but that it is somewhat more growne ; he is 
reasonable foodo, but di^-er than a makorell. Of them there 
am two sorts : the one Is this which I Lave described; the 
other, so groat as hardly one man can lift him. At such 
times us wee have taken of these, one sufiiced for a meole 
for all my company. These, from the fynne of the tayle 
forwards, have upon the chyne seven smoU yeUow hillocks, 
clofffi fijoe to BUQther,

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Tbe dolpbina imd bonltoa are tokoa with c&rtaine instrq. 
ments of iron wbirh we call vyegeia^l in forme of an eel 
speare, but that the blades ore 1*011 ndj and tbe poynta like 
unto the head of a broad arrow j tbose are fastened to tong 
Btaves of ten or twelre feote long, with Ij'ues tied ante 
tbenij and so sbott to the fisk from tbe bcake-bcad, tho 
poope, or other parts of tbe sbippe, as occasion is ministered. 
They are also caught with hooka and lynes, the hooke being 
bay ted with a redd clotb, or with a white cloth made into 
tbe forme of a hsbj and sowed upon the heoke. 

The shark, or tiberune, is a fish like unto those which 
wee call doggo-fiahes, but that he is farre greater. I have 
aecne of them eight or nine foote long; liis Lead is £att and 
broad, and his mouth in the middiCj underneath, as that of 
the Bcate j and be cannot byte of the bay to before him, bat 
by making a halfc tnrue j and then hehdpcth htmselfewith 
his tayle, which seiTOth him in stead of a rudder. His 
skinne is rough (like to the fish which we call a rough 
hound), and russet, with reddish spottes, Eaving that under 
the belly he is all white t he is much hated of aca.faring 
men, who have a certaine foolish superstition with them, and 
8»y, that the ship hath seldome good sucoesse, that is much 
accompanied with them, 

It ia the most ravenons fish knowne in the aca; for ho 
awallowotb all that he findsth. In the pnch* of thorn hath 
beono found batts, cappes, shooes, sbirts, leggs and arines 
of men, ends of ropes, and many other thing®; whataoover 
is hanged by the shippes side, heo shecreth it, as though it 
were with a rasor; for he hath three rowes of teeth on 
either side, as shEirpo as aaika; some say they are good for 
pick-tooths. It hath chanced that a yonker casting him- 
selfe into the sen to swimme, hath Lad hia legg© bitten off 
above the knee by one of tbera. And 1 have beene on-

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formed^ that in the wLea Sir Richard GreeaEeld^ s«tinc, 

weat tn people Tirginiaj a sliarke out off the Icgga of one 
of the compaaia^i sittieg in the ebaiuea uad him- 

getfa. Thej spawiic not aa the graatost part of Cahea doC| 
but whcipCj *3 the dogge or wolfe ; and for many da^^oe 
after that aheo hath i^helped;p ovorj nighty and towards any 
atorme, or any danger which may threaten tbom hurE> tho 
damme reoeiToth her whelpes in at her mouthy and pre- 
Bprre th thenij till they be able to ahift for them eel ■res. I 
have geene them goe in and oat^ being more than a foote 
and haUe long t and after taking the datnme^ wo have 
found her young ones in her belly.* 

Every day my company tooko more or lease of them^ not 
for that they did eat of them (for they are not hold whole¬ 
some ; although tho Spaniardsi as I have seenej doe eate 
them}^ but to recreate thomsclves^ and in rovoage of the 
injuries received by ihemj for they Uto long, and Buffer 
much after they hce taken^ bofora they dye. 

At the tayle of one they tyed a great logge of wood, at 
another^ an empty batizia/ well stopped | one they yoaked 
like a hogge j from anotherj they plucked oat hie oyes, and 
fio throw them into the sea. In catching two togethei-, they 
bound them tnylo to taylCj and bo set theni swimming; 
another with his belly slit and his bowels hanging out, 
which his fdlow’es every one would have a snatch at; with 
other inhnite inventions to entcrlayue the time, aud to 
avenge tbemeelTos; for that they deprived them of swim- 
mi ngj and fed on their ffesh being dead. They are taken 
w ith harping irons, and with great hookea made of purpose, 
with swyvelg and chaiues; for no lyiio nor small rope can 
bold thonij which they fihare not asuDder# 

Tbere doth accompany this fLjh divers little hsbes, which

Tho tTiannor of huntings and hawking represontoth that 
wliich we reasonable ereatnres use, saving' onclj in the dis¬ 
posing of the game. Fop by oup iudostry and abilitio the 
hound und hawko is brought to that obedience^ that what¬ 
ever they seize is for their master : but here it ia otherwise: 
for the gumo is for him that sciKetli it. Tho dolphins and 
bonitocs are the houndes^ and the alcatraces the hawkea, 
and the flying hslies the game | whose wondcrrhll making 
magnifleth the Creator, who for their safetieaiid helpe^ hath 
given them extraordinary manner of fynnes^ w hich serve in 
stead of w ings* like those of the batt or rere-monse ■ of 
Eiich a delieute akinne* intoriaeed with smuli bones so 
curiously* as may well cause admiration in the beholders. 
They are like nnto pilchards in colour* and making ; saving 
that they am somewhat round er^ and (for the moat part) 
bigger. They flip beat with a side wind* but longer then 
their wings bo wett they cannot snstainetho waight of their 
bodies; and so the greatest flight that 1 have Becna them 
make* hath not bceue above a quarter of a mjle. They 
commonly goo in ficoles* and aerve for food for the greater 
fishes, or for tho foules. The dolphins and bonitos doe 
contianolly hunt after them, oDd the alcatraces Jje soaring 
in tho eyre, to sco when they spring, or take thefr flight j 
and ordinarily, he that escnpetli the month of the dolphin 
or bonito, helping himselfo by Lis wings, falieth prisoner 
into the hands of the alcatnice, and helpetb to fill his gar"e 
The aloatrace‘ is a sea-fowle, different to all that I 
seeno, either on the land or in the sea. His bead like unto

tTie licad of a gull, but his bill liko unto a auytes bill, soTne- “■ 
wlsat shortoTj and lu all plucks alike. Ho is almost like to 
fi Iioroiiflbew jf Iiis legga a good spanae loBg, his wings very 
long, nnd sharpe towards the poyuts, with a long tayle like 
to a plioasiint, Bnt with three or foure feathers ouely, and 
these narrower. Ho is all blaeke, of tho colonr of a orow, 
and of little flesh for he is almost all skiane and bones» 

He soareth the highest of any fowlo that I have seene, 
and I liave not heard of anj, that hath seeno them rest in 
the sea. 

^D\T of the Oght betwixt the whale and his contraries 
which are the sword-fish and the thresher. The whale is 
of the greatest fishes in the sea ^ and to count but thetratli^ 
uiilesse dayly experience did witnesse the relation, it might 
Bcetoe inorediblei hoe is a huge uuwlidlie fish, and to those 
which have not geono of them* it might sceme straagei that 
other Ashes should master him j but certaine it is, that 
u>any times the thresher and sword-ficilij meeting Mm joyntlj, 
doe make an end of him. 


Ihe sword-fish^ is not great, bnt strongly mado i and in vm 
the top of bis chine, as a mau may say, betwixt the necko 
and shonlders, ho hath a manner of sword, in subatanco like 
unto a bone, of four or five inches broad, and above three 
footo long, full of prickles of either side : it is but thin, for 
the greatest that J have seeno hath not beene above a 
fiikger tliioke* 

Iho thresher is a greater fiab, whose taylo is very broad 
and thicke, and voiy waightie. They fight iu this mirner j 
tho sword fish placeth himsetfe under the belly of tlio whale, 
and the thresher npou the rymo^ of the water, and with his 
tayle thresheth npou the head of tho whale, till Lee force

coloor^ Q'ha best remedy tbo whale bath in this ezEtremitie 
to belpo bimselfoj is to get him to kud^ w hiebbeo procuretfa 
aa aoone as hco discoveretb bis adveimnes; and getting 
the shore^ there can light but one with bimjp and for either 
of thenij hand to bandj he is top good* The whale is a fidi 
not good to be eaten^ hoe is almost all fat^ but esteemed for 
bia tra 3 Tie j and many goo to the New-foiind4and^ Greene- 
land* and other parta onely to fish for them ; which ia in 
thia maner ; when they which aeeke the whale discover him, 
they compasao him round about with pynaccE or shalops. 
In tbo bead of every boat is placed a man, with a harping 
iron* and a long lyne, the one end of it faatned to the 
harping iron, and the other end to tho head of the boat, in 
which it lycth finely coiled; and for that he cannot koepa 
long under water, he ebawetb w hich way he goeth, when 
rising neera any of the boatea, within reach, he that is 
neoTcst, darteth bis harping iron at him. The whiJe £nd^ 
ing himself to be wounded, swimmeth to the bottome, and 
draweth the pynace after him j which the fisher-men pre. 
eently forsake* caatiug themselves into the sea j for that 
many times he draweth the boat under water: those that 
are next* procure to take them up. For this cause dl such 
as goe for that kind of fisbiug, are experimented in swim¬ 
ming. When one Lorping iron k faj^tned in the whate it 
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is omlly discerned t^hich way to dinjetetli tis course: and 
so era long tlioy fasten anothorj and anothoF in him. When 
he hath three or fonro boatea drfljg^ing aTtar him^ with their 
waight| hig blooding^, and faty,^ he b&comtneth go ovor- 
mastred^ that the rest of the pynacea with their preseneo 
and terrorj drive him to the place where thej would have 
him, nature instigating him to covet the shore. 

Being oneo hurt, them is little need to force him to land. 

Once on the shore^ they presently cut great pceces of hitn^ 
and in great canldrona seeth them.^ The uppermost in the 
cauldrons is the fatt^ which they skimme off^ and put it 
into hogsheads and pipes. This is that they call whales 
oyla^ or traine ojle^ accompted the host sort of traine oyle. 

It- is hard to be belesvedit what e^nantitie Is gathered of one 
whale j of the tengnoj I have beene enformedj have many 
pipes beene filled. The fyanea arc also esteemed for ns any 
and sundry uses; as is liia spawne for diverg purposea; thia 
woe corruptly call parmaditie^ of the Latino woiiJj 
edir 

And the precious amber-grocce some ihinko also to beAmbnv 
found in his bowellsj or voy ded by him : but not in all 
seas: yca^ they maintaino for certaiuej that the same is 
ingendred by eating an hearbe which groweth in the sea« 
ihis bearbo is not in all seas^ say tliejj and thcrofore;, 
where it wanteth, the whalcg give not this fruit. In the 
coast of the East Indies in many partes is great quantities 
In the coastes of Guyne^ of Barbury, of the Florida, in the 
islands of Cape de Verde^ and the Canaries^ ambcr-grccce 
hath becne many timos founds and gometimes on the coast

of Spainft aod Eaglond^ WliGreupon it is presamed^ tliat 
all these s«a» l(»vo not the Learbe growing in tfcoro. Tlio 
cause why the whale should Date this hearbe, 1 have not 
heard, nor read. It may be snrmised, that it is os that of 
the becunia,* and other beasts, which breed the bcazer 
stone ;* who feeding in the valleyea and mountaines, where 
are many venemous serpents, and herbea, when they find 
themselves touched with any pojson, forthwith they rnnne 
for remediQ to an hoarbo, w hich the Spaniards call centra^ 
j/erca, that is to say, contrary to poyson; which having 
eaten, they are presently cured: but the sabstence of the 
Iiearhe converteth it selfe into a medicinal atone; ao it 
may be, that the whale feeding of many sortes of fishes, 
and some of them, as is knowne, venomous, when he 
fiudeth bimaelfc touched, with this beurho ho curelL him. 
selfo; and not being able to digest it, uaturo converteth 
it into this substance, provoketh it out, or dyeth with it in 
his belly ; and being light, the aea bringeth it to the coast. 

All these are imaginatbna, yet instruments to moove us 
to the glorifying of the great and nniversai Creatonr of all 
whose secret wiaedomoj and wouderfuU workea, are incom- 
proLen»ible. 

But the more approved generation of the amber-greectj, 
and which carrieth likliest probabilitie is, that it is a'^liqnor 
which issueth out of certaine fountaiues;, in saadiy seas 
and being of a light and thicke snbstaiice, participating of 
the ayre, suddenly becommeth haid, as the yellow amber 
of which they make beads;» which is also a liquor of a

Those who are of this fofiner opinionj ibinke t!ie reason

Another mannpr of fishing and catching the whale I 
cannot omit, used by the Indians, in Florida; worthy to 
be cansidored, in as nmcb oa the barbarous people have 
found out so great a secret, by the industry and diligence 
of one man^ to kiU so large and huge a monster ^ it is in 
this mannori 

The Indian diseoveting a whale, proeureth two round 
billets of woodj sbarpneth both at ono end, and so binding 
them tog^thor with a cord^ casteth bimselfe with them into 
the sea, and swimmeth towards the whale * if he como to 
him, the whale escapeth not j for be place Lh himselfe upon 
bis neckcj and although the whale goetb to the bottomed 
ho must of force rise presently to breath (for which nature 
hath given him two great boles in the toppe oif his head, 
by wbiohj every timo that he breatheth, he sponteth out a 
great f^nantitie of water); the Indian forsake th not his 
holde, but risetb with him, and thrtistnth in a logg into 
one of his spowters, and with the other knocketb it in so 
fast, that by no mcanes the whale can get it ont^ That 
fastiied^ at another opportnuiMa, ho thmsteth in the second 
logg into the other spowter, and with uU the force ha carij 
keepeth it in. 

Iho whale not being ablo to breathy swimmeth proseutly 
ashore, and the Indian a cock-horse upon hinij which his 

lag on the 8ca, on the sea coast, or in the saM n<Hir the sea coast. Its 
uBu is utsw cntiivty ocnliacd to pcrfiimeiy* Awibix-ffrvf [grey amber).

Since tbe Spaniards have taaglit thorn the estiiaation of 
Bwbor greece, they oeeko cnrioasly for it, sell it to them, 
and othcra, for such things as they best fonde, and most 
eetcerae; which ore, og I have been enformed, all sortes 
of edge tooles, copper, gloases, glaaag-beada, rad caps, shirta, 
and pedlery ware. Upon this subject, diTCta Spaniards 
lave diaooursod nnto Dies, who have beans eye witnesges 
thaieof, declaring them to bo Talomns, ventrous, and indus- 
trions: otherwise they durst not undertake an enterprigo 
so difficalt and full of danger.

Betwtxt nmotoeno and twenty degrees to ttio south-wards 
of the lyno, the wiade tooke us oontmiy, which together 
with the aicknes of mj people made mee to scoke tlie shore; 
and about the end of October, we bad sight of the land, 
which presently by onr height and the making of it, dis¬ 
covered it eelfe to be the port of Santos,* alios Nostra So¬ 
nora do Victoria, and is eaaie to be kaowne, for it hath a 
great high hill over the port, which (howsoever a man 
commeth with the land) riseth like a bell, and comming 
neera the shore, presently is discovered a white tower or 
fort, which standetb upon the top of a hill over the harbour, 
and upon the seamost laud* It is tho 6rst land a nrian must 
cotapasse before ho enter the port Comming within two 
leagues of the shore, wo nnchored j and the captaynes and 
masters of my other ships being come aboord, it was 
thonght conveniont (the weakues of onr men considered, 
for woe had not in onr three ships twenty foure teen 
sound), and the winde tmeertaine when it might change, we 
thought with polUoie to procure that which wee could not 
by force; and so to offer trallique to the people of the 
shore ; by that Eneanes to prove if wee Could attayne some 
refreshing for our sicke company. 

In execution whereof, I wrote a letter to the govemour 
in Latine, and sent him with it a piece of c^mson velvet, a 
bolt of 6ne Lolland, with divers other thiuga, na a present; 
and with it, the captaiue of my ship, who spake a little 
broken Spanish, giving the govemour to understand that I 
was bound to the East Indies, to traffiquo in those parts, 
and that contrary windes bad forced me upon that coast; 
if that bee were pleased to like of it, for the commodities

which they wanted. With these inatructions my captaino 
departed al>Dnt nine of the clocko in the tnorning^j ffiiiTying 
a of tnice in the head of the boatOi and sixtaene men 

well armedj iiiid pTOFided; g'uidcd by one of iny cotupany 
whidi two yeares beforo had beeno captaine in that place^ 
and So waa a reasonable pilot. 

Entering the port, within a quarter of a mile is a small 
village^ and three leagues higher up is the chief towue ; 
where they bxive two fortSj one on oyfchor side of the har¬ 
bour, and within them rido the ahipa which come thither to 
diseharge, or loade. In the small vnUuge is erer a garrison 
of one hnndreth souldiers, wberoof part a$sUt tliere con- 
tiniudlyi and in the white tower upon the Eop of the hil]j 
which coinmauDdeEh it. 

Heero my captaiue had good caterteinmentp and those of 
the shore ri^eeived his message aud letter, dispatching it 
presently to the goremour, who aoioo three leagnea olT 
in another pbee i at least they beare us so in hand. In the 
time that they expected tho post, my captaine with one 
other enEertaiued himselfe with tho souldiers a shore, who 
ofter the common enstame of their profession (except when 
they bo bc»ojiio6^% sought to pleasuiis him, and finding 
that ho craved but orauges, lemmoos, end matters of srnal 
momeut for refreshing fur his genemll, they suffered the 
women and childran to bring him whnt bee would, which 
Lee gratified with double pistobta,® that I had given him 
for that purpose* So got hee ns two or three hnndreth 
oranges and lommons, and some fewe henaes. 

All that day and night, and the next day, tiU nine of the

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plockoj wee waited tbe roturns of onr boate; wbich pgt 
appeiirip^, bred la me some anspitioa; and for my &atia- 
faotiou^ I manned ii light horaoman wLicb I bad, and the 
-FttfleCe, tbfl best I could, sbevTlng strangtb where waa weak- 
Desse and infirinity, and so set sayle towerdsa the port; 
our gnnuQp taking upon him to bee pilot, for that he bad 
beeno there some yearoa before. 

Tbna, with them we eiitred the harbonr. M 7 eaptaine 
having notice of onr being within the barre, canio aboord 
With the boat, which was no small joy to me; and more, to 
see hira bring ua store of oranges and lemitiens, which was 
that we principally sought for, aa the ramedie of onr 
diseased company. Ha made relation of that had past, and 
how iliey eipected present aaewera fram the govomour. 
We anchorod right against the village; and within two 
houres, by a floggo of truce, which they on the shore shewed 
us, we understood that the messenger was come; onr boat 
went for the answers of the governour, who said, be was 
sorry that bo could not accomplish our desire, being so 
reasonablo and good j for that in consideration of tho warre 
betwixt Spaine and England, ho had espresso order from 
his kmg, not to sufibr any English to trade within bis 
jnrisdiotion, no, nor to land, or to take any refreshing qpon 
the shore. And therefore craved pardon, and that waa 
should take this for q resolute anawere: and further required 
us to depart the port within three dayes, which he said bo 
gave ns for onr conrteons manner of proceeding. If any of 
my people from that time forwards, should approach to the 
shore, that he would doe bis best to hinder nod annoy them, 
W ith this answsre wee resolved to depart; and before it 
Came, with the first foire wind we determined to be pack¬ 
ing: but the wind suffered ua not all that night, nor tho 
next day, In which timcf, 1 lived in a great perploxitie, 
for that I knew onr own wesknesae, and what they might 
doe onto us, if that they had knowne so much. For any 
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man \hn.i puttotb liimself into fclie ^natni^a port. Lad neod 
of Argus eyes, Ru.d tLo wind in a h^gge} eapwially wLei:^ 
th& eneniio is atrongp and the tydoa of any foiw» For with 
either ebbe or floods these who are on the shore iDa 3 ' 
thrust upon him invemt-ions of fire: and with swimming or 
other do vises, may cut his cables. A coniTnon practise in 
all hot conntries. The like iiitiy bo eiTectetl with ruffes, 
cannoas^ boatos^ or pynaces^ to annoy and assault bim : and 
if thia had bocuo practised against nsj or taken effectj our 
ahippes must of force have yeelded themsolveB; for they 
bad no other people in them but sicko maia ; but many 
times opinion and feare preservoth the ahippes^ and not the 
people in them, 

tisj^fore It 13 the part of a pro^dont govemonr, to 
consider wdl the diiungera that may befall tiim, before be 
put bimselfe into such places; eo stall ho otbit be provided 
for prevention. 

In Saint John do ’Vltuj, in the Kew Spaioe, when the 
Spanyards dishonoared their nation with that foulo act of 
poijury, and breach of faith, given to my father, Sir John 
Hawkins {notortous to tbo whole world),* the Spanyards 
Sred two great sbippes, with intention to bnrae my fathera 
jlcZmtValZ, which he prevented hy toiviag them with hie 
boates another way. 

The great armado of Spaine, sent to conquer England, 
anno 1688 , was with that solfe same industry overthrowne * 
for the setting on fire of six or scaven sbippes (whereof two 
were mine), and letting them drive with the flood, forood 
them to cot tboir cables, and to put to sea, to socko a new 
way to Spaine* la which the greatest part of their best 
ahippes and men were lost and perished.

Bnt«h irnarem is ppesorved a curious uM r<«t of pJaying uu 
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For ttiat iqy people aboolil not bo diaioajed, I diapai-clied 
presoatlj ray light horaiaanj ivith onely foLro men, and parli 
of the rofroshing, advising thorn that with the first calmo or 
slent' of wind, they should ooino off. 

The Host night, the wind comming off the shore, wee set 
sayTe, and with oar boatea and barkos sounded as wo wont. 

It flowed npon the bane not above foaro foote wator, 
and once in fomro nud twentie honrea, as in some parta of 
the Ti\eat Indies; at full aea, there ia not upon the barm 
above Boventeen or eighteen foote water. Tho harbour 
ninoBth to the aouth-wostwards. Ho that will qorae into 
it, IS to open tho harbonr’a month a good cjiiarter of a 
Inaguo before ho beare with it, and bo bolder of tho wester 
side; for of the eastorlancl* ijeth a great lodge of rocks, for 
the most part, under water, which sometimes bi-eak not; 

but with amall flhipping, a man may goo betwiit them and 
the poynt. 


Comtmng aboord of onr abippes, there woa great joyTh«««o» 
amongst my company; and many, with the sight of tho'*”'^ 
oranges and lemmona. seemed to recover heart, This is a 
w'ondeHull secret of the power and wisedome of God, that 
hath hidden so great and unknowne vertUB in this fruit, to 
be a eertaiue remedie for this infiraiitie; I presently cauUd 
them all to bo reparted* sinongsfc onr eicke men, which 
wore so many, that there came not above throe or foure to 
a fihare: hut God was pleased to seud us a prosperous 
win e t o nest day, so much to opp comfort, that not any 
one dyod before we came to the ilands, where we pretended 
to refresh ourselves; and although our fresh water had

I a tilled, a hogs¬ 
head of water* and therewith drossod the meat for the aicko 
and whole. The water bo distilled, wo fouud to be whole¬ 
some and noariahing.

Tee coast from Santos to Cape Frio* lyeth west and by 
eonthj sontheriy. So wo directed our conrae west south¬ 
west, The liight oommtng on^ and directions given to our 
other ahippes* we sett the watch* hadng a fayro fresh gale 
of wind and large. My selfe with the master of our ship* 
having watched the night past, thoqght now to give nature 
that which shoe hud heena deprived of* andao rocotnmended 
the care of steeridgo to one of his mates; who with tho like 
travell past being drew si o* or with the conlidenco which ho 
hehae, had not that watchfuU taro which 
was required j he at the holme steered west* and west and 
by south* and bronght ua in a little time close upon the 
shore doubtlease he had cast us all away, had not God 
extraordinarily delivered ns; for the master being in his 
dead aleepo* was suddenly awaked* and with anch a fright 
that he could not be ia qoiet: whereupon waking his 
youth* which ordinarily dept in hb cabin by 1dm, asked

npon the deck^ and presently disooTerad the land hard by 
na* And for that It wag sandle and low, those who had 
their eyeg oontinnallj fixed ou it, ware dazeled with the ro- 
flectioD of the atarres, being a fayra night, and so were 
hindered from the trne diseoTety thereof. But he oomming 
out of the darko, had his eight more forcible, to discernc the 
difference of the sea, and the shore. So that forthwith ho 
commaunded him at tho helme, to put it close a atarbourd, 
flud tacking oar ship, wco edged off; and sounding, found 
acant throe fathomo water, whereby we saw evidently tho 
miraculons merdo of onr God j that if he Lad not watched 
over ua, as Lee doth continually over his, doubtlosse wo had 
perished without remedie. To whom be all gloiy, and 
pmyae everlastingly, world without eud, 

ItnmedlaGy w’e shot ofl* a pecce, to give warning to our 
other shippesi who having kept their direct course, and far 
to wind'wards and sea,wards, because we carried no light, 
for that we were within sight of the shore, could not heare 
tho report ,• and the nest morning were out of sight, 


fiBCnOH ssui. 

In this poynt of steeridge, tho Spaniards and Portingalls 
doe exceede all that I haue seene, I mean for their care, 
which is i^iefest in navigation. And I wish in this, and 
in aU their workes of discipline, wee should follow thoir 
exemplea ; ns also those of any other nation. 

In eveij' ship of moment, open the halfo decke, or qnar- ES^S*. 
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' ter deckoj* they havo a ehayre or Beat j ont of which whilst 
they Davigntc, tho pilots or his adjutantg* (which are the 
Bftme officers which in ojir shippes w e tertne tho mfiuBtor and 
his mates), ocFer depart, day oor night, from the sight of 
the compasse j and have another before them^ whereby 
they see whnt they doi*, and are ever witnesses of the good 
or bad stearidgo of all men that take the hchne. This I 
have Scene neglected in otir best ahippea, yet nothing more 
necessary to be reformed^ For a good helmc-man may he 
dvercome with an imagination, and so mis^take one poynt 
for another ^ or the cotnpasse may erre^ which by another 
is discerned. The inconveniences which liereof mayensne, 
all experimented sea-men may easily conceive, and by ns 
take warning to avoyd the like.

weo parposoa to reireah onrBol^ea. They are twOj, and some 
call them Saint James^ kia Handg^ and others. Saint Alines.^ 

They lb in two and twenty degrees and a halfe to the 
&onth^wards of the lynej and towards the evening (bemg 
tlio fifth of November) we anchored betwixt them and tha 
majnoj in six fathomo water, whei'e wea fonnd otir otbor 
sliippes. 

All Avhich being well moored, we presently began to act 
up tents and booths for our sicko men, to carry them a 
elioro, and to use our best dlLigenno to cure them. For 
which intent onr three surgeons, with their Kervants and 
adhei'enta, had two boatea to wayte continnally upon tliemi 
to fetch whataoevor waa noedfnll from the ahippes, to pm- 
ciira refrcBhing, and to either with netta, or hookes 
and Ijnes- Of tboBo ina piemen ts wee Lad in abeuadanco, 
and it yeeldedi as some refreshing. For the Brat dayes^ the 
most of those which had healthy occupied thorn selves in 
romeging our ahipj in bringing ashore of emptie caska^ 
in filling of them, and in felling and in cutting of wood : 
which being many workes, and few banda, went slowly for^ 
wards. 

Neere these Hands, are two great rockea, or amall ilands 
adjoymng^ Id them wc found great stom of yonug gau- 
iietts iu their nesta^ which we reaeri'ed for the aioke« and oumcidL 
being boy led with piokled porko well wateredg* and mingled 
with oatxncale, made resaonabb pottage, and was good re¬ 
freshing and sustouanco for Thia proviaion fay led 

113 not, till our departure from them. 

Upon one of those rocks also, we found great store of

= Well (soaked in water to Tvmove tbe soil. 
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thq bcarbo pnraluno,’ wbicb baj'led and made into Ballots, 
PuniaitB. with oyle and vinegar^ refreshed the Eicbo stomacliOB^ and 
gave appetite. 

W^ith the ajT© of the shore, aad good cberishing, many 
TocoFored speedily. Some died avray qniekly, and others 
continned at a stand. We found here some store of fruits j 
Chenies. a kind of cherry that groweth upon a trees like a plum-tree, 
red of colour, with a stone in it, but diSbrent in making to 
ours, for it is not altogether round, and dented about; they 
have a pleasing taste. 

rJmiMMi. In one of the ilands, we found palmito trees, great and 
high, and in the toppe a certain frnit like cocos, bet do 
bigger then a wall-nut. We fonnd also a fruit growing 
upon trees in codds, like beiincs, both in the codd and the 
fruit. Some of my company proved of them,* and they 
ratxmjvR. caused vomits and purging, ns any medicine taken out of 
tbo apothecaries shop, according to the cjuantitie received. 
They have budds, as our beanes, which shaled off; the ker- 
ncll parteth itselfe in two, and in tlie middle is a thin 
skinne, like that of an onion, said to he hurtfull, and to 
cause exceeding vomits, and therefore to be cast away. 

Monardus writing of the nature and proportio of this 
fruit, as of others of the Indies, for that it is found in other 

and sayth, that 

they are to be prepared by peeling tlieui first, and then 
taking away tbo skiunc in the middle, and after beaten into 
powder, to take the quantitie of five or si*, either with wine 
or sugar. Thus they are good against fevers, and to purge 
groBso humors; against tJie colicke, ond payno of the 
joyntfl ; in taking them a man may not sleepe, but is to use 
the dyct usuall, as in a day of purging.

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One other fruil we feund^ irety pleasant in taste, in 
fiisliion of an artcchofinoj but lease; on the outside ofj^rtfi^ 
colour redd, within white^ and coiapassed about 
prickles I ourpcOpb called them prioke-peara no eonserYO 
is better. They grow upon the leaves of a certaiue imte, 
that is like unto that which we call semper viva and many 
are wont to hanj^ them up in their houses; hut their leaves 
are longer and narrower, and fall of prickes on either aide. 

The frnit groweth upon the side of the leafe, and is ono of 


the best frnitea that I have eaten in the Indies, In ripen- 
ingj presently the birds or Termiuo are feeding on thein; 
a genemll mlo to know what frnit is wholesome and cfood

m the Indies, and other parts. Finding them to be eaten 
of the beastes or fowles, a mim may boldly eate of them, fniiti. 

The water of these ilands is not good ; the one, for being 
a standing water, and fall of ‘venemous wormes and ser¬ 
pents^ which is neane a batt-shott from the sea shore i where 
we found a great tree fallenp and iu the route of it the 
names of sundry PortingaUs, Frenchmen, and others, and 
amongst theni^ Abraiiam Cockes | with the time of their 
being in this island. 


The other, though a running w^ater* yet passing by the Conta^dotti 
rootes of certaine trees, which have a smell as that of gar- 
lic]ue, taketh a certaine contagious sent of thorn. Here 
turn of onr men dyed tvith swelling of their bclHos. The 
accident wo could not attribute to any other cansci then 
to this suspitioua wator^ It ia little, and falleth into the 
eand, and eoketh through it into the sea; and therefore wo 
made a well of a pipe, and pkceth it under the rocke from 
which it falleth, and out of it filled onr caske ; but wb 


oonld not fill above two tunnes iu a night and day.

So aft^sr Qiir people begaa to gattor their strength^ woe 
ipamied oor boates^ atid weot over to the majiie* where 
presently we found a great ryver of ftesh and Ewoeto water^ 
and a mightie tuarish couatrio | which in the winter^ 
seemeth to bo continually over*£owDo with this rivorj and 
otboro, which fall from the mountajnous country adjacent. 

Wq Towed some Id^iiea up the ryverj and found that the 
further up wc wont^ tho deeper wae the river, but no fruitj 
more then the swoate of our bodies^ for the labour of our 
hander. 

At our retumoj wee loaded our hoate with water, and 
afterw'ardca from hence wee made Onr Htoro-

Tee flicknesse having^ wastud more tkan tho one Lalfg of 
my people, wo deterniiaed to take out tie Tietualie of tbe 
Hatoka. aud to barue her j whidb wee pat in oiecntiea. 
And being Occupied in this worke, we saw a ebippo turaing 
to windwards, to Sttceour her sdfe of tie Hands ;* but having 
discryed us, put off to 6ea*wnrds. ® 

Two dayes after, the wind changing, we saw hot ugaine 
running ulongst tbe coast, and the DaiuHe not being in 
case to goe after Iter, for many reasons, we manned the 
FaiKis, and sent her after hot; who about the setting of 
tlio aunne fetched her up, and spake with beri when end¬ 
ing her to be a great fly-boat, of at least throe op fouro 
hundreth tuanes, with eighteen peoeea of artillery would

Iiflve returned, but the vflnd freshmjj in, put her to lee- 
wards I and eE^mding in to succour her selfe of the land, 
had Sight of iktiotlier am all barke^ which after a short chase 
shoe tooke, but had nothing of tnoment m her, for that she 
had bio upon the great skolea of Abreoios/ in oightecn 
dogrees^ nnd there tkrowne all they had by the board, to 
save their lives. 

This end tho other chnso were tho cause that the Faneie 
could not beat it up in many dayes; hut before we had 
put all in a readiuease, the wind changing, shee came unto 
ua, and made relation of that which had past ; and how 
they had given the small barke to Idio Portingalls, and 
bronght with them onely her pilots and a marehant called 
Pedro de Escalante of Potosi. 


SECTIOSt XJLYU. 

In this ecast, the Port ingalls, by Industrie of the Indians, imim^rpr oi 
have wrought many feats. At Cape Frio they tooko 
great French ship in the night, the most of her cx>mpany 
being on the shorOj with canuoas, whieli they have in this 
coast so great, that they carry seventie and eightie men in 
one of thenii And sn Isla Grand,® I saw one that was abov'c 
threescore footo long, of ono tree, as arq all that 1 have 
seen in Brasill,-with proviaious in them for twentie or 
thirtfo days. At the Hand of San Sebastian,* neerc Saint ewi s^bM- 
Yiacent, tho Indiana killed about eightie of Master Cau*^

Km in, ofhiH vojage.^ 

There commeth net any ehip upon this coast, whereof 
these cannoas give not notice presently to every place. 
And wee were certified in Isla Grand, that they bad eeot 
™ river of Icnero,* through all the moan- 

tainea and mariahea, te take a view of ua, and accerdingly 
made a relation of our ehippea, boa tea, and the nouiber of 
men which we might have, ilut to prevent the like danger 
that might come upon ua being careleaae and negligent, I 
determined one night, in the darkest and quietest of It, to 
see what watch oiir company kept on the shore j manned 
our light hoisman, and boat, armed thsm with be wee and 
targetts, and got a sliore some good distance from the 
places where were our boothes, and sought to come upon 
thorn undiscovered: we used all our best endevonrs to take 
them at unawares, yet comming within for tie paces, wo 
wore discoTored : tho whole and the aioke came for^ to 
oppose themselves against ua. Which we seeing, gave 
them tho hubbub, after the mauuer of the Indians, and 
Bsaanltcd them, and they us; but being a close darke night 
they could not discerne us presently upon the hubbub* ^ * 

From our shippo the gunner shoti a peeca of ordinance 
over cur heads, according to the order given him and 
tliereof we teoke occasion to retyre unto our boates and 
within a little space cams to the bcothesand landing placea 


I ™s WM the actoud voyage of -rhoniiw CsveodEsh. after Hd Wl 
maud the world. Cavemllah wa* in ihe Ittktjcttt anH T^i. i!^

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R3 tliOQgli wee came from our abipptjg to ayd them* They ^xTir. 
begun to reconut unto ua, Iiow fclmt: at Iho we^tor pojnt of itia uruita 
the ilnnd, oat of ccrtnino oumioas, tad landed a multitude Sr^^lT^ 
of ludiauj^^ which with a great out-cry came upon them^ 
and aasanlted tbccD fiercely^ hut Ending bettor reaietance 
than they looked for^ and seeing thcmseLres discoirepod by 
tbo shipposj tooke themselves to their heelos and returned 
to their cannoaSp in which they imbarked themgelTeSj and 
departed. One affirmed^ he saw the cannoasj ancthor, 
their long hay re j a third| their bowos ; a foarth^ that it 
CO til d not hej bnt that some of them had their payments. 

And it was worth the sight, to behold those which hud not 
moved out of their beds in many moneths^ uiitease by the 
helpe of others^ gotten some a bow-shoot off into the woods, 
others into the toppea of trees, and those which had any 
strength^ joyned together to fight for their lives. In fiaoj 
the hoothes and tents were left desolate^^ 

To colonr our bitsinesso the better, after we had spent 
^omc houres in seeking out and joyning the companie 
together^ in comforting, animating, and com mending thorrij 
I left them an extraordinary guard for that night, and so 
departed to onr shippes, with such an opinion of the assault 
given by tho Indians, that luany so possossedj thix>ugli all 
the voyage, would not he perswaded to the contrary. 

Which impression wrought such effect in most of my com¬ 
panie, that in all places where the Indians might annoy ua^ 
they wers over after most cnrefull and vigilncit^ as was 
coovenient. 

In these dands it hoigheth and fulleth some five or six

In the leaser of theao ilaiida, is a cove for a small alifp 
to r}de in, land-lock t, and sheo may moore her sele to tho 
trefti of either side. This we called Paltnito ilatid, for the 
sbouadanee it hath of the greater sort of palmito trees; the 
other bath none at all, A man may goe betwiit the iknds 
with his ship, but the better conrse is out at one end. 

In these ilands are matiy scorpions, snakes, and adders, 
with other venomous verraine. They have parrots, and a 
^rtaine biude of fowle like unto pheasants, somewhat 
bigger, and seeme to be of tlieir nature. Here we spent 
obove a monetb in caring of our sicke men, supplying our 
ants of Wood and water, and in other necessary workes. 
And the tenth of Decombor, all things put in order, we set 
sayle for Cape Frio, having onely ais men eicke, with pur¬ 
pose there to eet ashore our two prisoners before named - 
and anchoring under the Cape, we sent our beat a shore,* 
but they could not finde any convenient place to land them 
in, and so returned.' The wind being southerly, and not 
g^d to gee on our voyage, we succoured our selves within 
Isla Gmnd, which lyeth some dozen or foartaene leagues 
from the cape, betwiit the west, and by south and west 
south-west; the rather to eet our prisoners a shore 
In the mid-way betwixt the Cape and this ilan'd, lyeth 
the Rver leaero, a very good harbour, fortified with a

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risonj and a place well peopled. The Isla Grand is some 
oiglit or ten leagues long, and causetb a goodly harbour 
for shipping. It is full of gimt sandio bajea, and in the 
most of them is $toro of good water i within this iland are 
insuy other smaller ilands, which clause din ers sounds and 
creekes ; and amongst those little ilandsj one, for the plea- i^ino[i«a4- 
Sant soitnation and fertilitie thereof^ called PboOntia. This 
is peopled, all the rest desert: on this island our prisoners 
desired to bo put a sborcj and promised to send us some 
refreahing. Whereto we tendescended^ and seat thorn 
ashore, with two boates well man'd and armed, who found 
few inbabitants in the iland; for our people saw not above 
foura or fivo honsesj notwithstanding oar bunts rutnrnud 
london with plantynes, pinias,' potatoes, sugar-canes, and 
some hennes. Amongst which they brought a kind of 
little plnntyno, greeno, and round, which wore tho best of 
any that I have scene. 

AVith our people came a FortingoJl, who said, that the 
island was his; he seemed to be a Mistecho,^ who are those 
that are of a Spanish and an Indian brood, poorelj ap- 
parallcd and miserable; we feasted him, and gave him 
some trifles, and ho^ according to his abiUtiuj answared our 
courtesie with such as he had. 

The wind continuing cuntraiy, we emptied all the water 
WHO could come bj^ wdiich we had filled in Saint James his 
iliind, and filled onr cask® with the water of this l^la Qnukd. 
Grand. It is a wildemeaao, covered with trees and shinibs 
sothickOj as it bath no passage through, except a man make 
it by force. And it was strange to heare the howling and 
CTj'Os of wild beastes in these woods day and nighty which 
wo could net come at to see by any meanes; somu like 
lyons, others like benres, others like hoggs, and of such 
and so many diversities, aa was ndmimble-i 

Hcere eur nets proBted ns much; for in the sandy bayea

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tliey tooke us stone of fisL Upon tbo shore, a full sea- 
aiark, wo fonad ia cnttny places certame sbok, like tbo&a of 
vmiB. niothep of pearles, which ore brought out of tho East Icdiea, 
to uiske staDdiag caps, called cctraeolai, of so groat curi- 
ositio as tniglit move all the beholders to magnifio the 
maker of theio ; and ivero it not for the brJttleoes of them, 
hj reason of their excoedieg thitmes, doubtles the 3 ' were 
to beo osteemed farre abeve the others j for, more excel* 
lent workemanship I have not scene ia shela.* 

TJio eigteonth of Decombor, we set sayle, the wiad at 
norta-east, and directed our eonrso for the Straites of 
Magaliones. The twenty two of this moneth, at the going 
too of the snane, we deaerjed a l^ortingall ship, and gave 
her chase, and comming within hay ling of her, sbeo rendred 
her aelfe without any resistaaee; sbee was of an hundred 
tnas, hound for Angola, to load nogroes, to be carded and 
sold in the river of Plate. It is a trade of gi'eat profit, and 
much used, for that the negroes are carried from the head 
njpDst, river of Plate, to Potesi, to labour in the mynes. 11 

IS a had negro, who is not worth there five or six hundretJi 
pecces, every peece of tetine ryals, which they receive in 
ryals of plate,* for there is no other marchandize b those 
partes. Seme have told mo, that of late they have found 
ont the trade and benefit of cechanilia, but the river 
saffereth not vessels of burthen ; for if they drawn above 
eight or seaven foote water, they connot goo fa^ber then 
the mouth of the river, and the first habitation is above a 
hundred and twenty leagues up, wbereuuto many barkea 
trade yearely, and carry all kiude of marchandize semntr 
for Petosi and Paraqnay; the money which k thence re- 
turned, ia diatnbuted in all the coast of Braaill 
Sss:" The loading of this ship was meale of cassnvi, which the

of Plate. Tliia tneale is made of a cortnine roote which the 
lodiana call ynea^ ronch like unto potatoes. Of it are two 
kiodos : the ooe sweete and good to be oaten {either roeted 
gr sodden) os potatoea^ and the other of which they make 
their bread, colled caasairi; deadly poyson, if the liquor or 
juyce bee not thoroughly pressed ont. So prepared it ia 
the broad of Brazil^ and many parts of the Indieaj which 
they make in this manor: first they pare the roote, and 
then upon a rongh stone they grato it as amall aa they can, 
and after that it h grated small, they put it into a bag 
pokcj and betwixt two stones, with great weighty they 
prease out the juyee or pay son, and after keeps it in some 
bag, till it hath no Joyce nor mojsture left.® Of this they 
make two sorts of breads the one finor and the other 
courser^ but bako them aftor one maner. They place a 
great broad smooth stone upon other fonro which servo in 
stoodo of a trevet^ and make a qtiicke fire nnder it^ and so 
strawo tho flower or moale a foote long, and halfo a foot 
broad. To make it to incorporate, they sprioklo now and 
then a little wator, and thou another rowe of moale, and 
another sprinkling, tlQ it bo to their mindej that which is 
to be spent prefiently, they make a finger Lhicke, and some¬ 
times moro tbicke ^ but that which they make for storcj is 
not above halfe a finger thicke, but so bard, that if it fall 
on the ground it will not hreake easily. Being newly 
baked, it is roasotmble good, but aftor fewe dayes it ig not 
to be eaten, except it be soaked in water. In some partes 
they Buffer tho mealc to become fonood,® before they make

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it into bread, ansi hold it for Ibe best, raying that it giveth 
it a better taat * but I am not of that opinion. In other 
parts they mingle it with a fraito called agnanape^j which 
are rouod^ and being ripe ate gT^y> end as big as an hazel! 
nlitj and grow in a cod like pease, but that it is all curionsly 
wrought: first they parch them upon a stone^ and after 
boate them into powder, and then mingle, them with the 
line flower of cassad, and bate them into bread* these am 
their spice-cakes^ which they caU scau^aw^ 

As^rnuMpem. The agnanapos are pleasant, giro the bmad a yellowish 
Oenleur* and an aromaticall savour in tastn.^ The finer of 
this bread, being well baked, kecpcth long time, Uiree or 
fooro yeares. In Brazill, since the Portiiigalls taught the 
Indiana the use of sugar* they eate this meala mingled with 
remels^ of sugar, or mplassea ; and in thia manner the Por- 
tingalla themselves feed of it. 

But we found a better manner of dressing this farina* in 
making pancakes, and frying them with butter or oyIe> and 
sometitnes with ntan/^d cf^ puerco ; when etrewing a little 
sugar upon them* it was meate that onr company desired 
above any that was in the shippe. 

Amifw The Indians also acensiomo to make their drinke of thi^i 
mealo, and m three semrall manners. 

First Id chewing it in ttdr mouths, and after mingling 
it with water after a iDatbsome manner, yet tlie common¬ 
est drinke that they have; and that held host which is 
chewed by an old woman. 

'ilio second manner of tlieir drinke, is baking it till it he 
hnlfo hnraed, then they bcato it into powder- and when 
they will drinke, they mingle a small qnantitie of it with 
water, which giveth a reasonahlo good taste. 

'ITie third, ond best, is baking it, us nforesaid, and when

13 used in England, and of that colonr and taste. 

The iDdiaoe are ^ery cunoua in pUnting and amnuring 
of this yuca. It ia a little shrabhp and carryeth hmnchea 
like hsLzell wands; being growne as bigge as a mans finger, 
they breake them off in the middost, and so pricko them 
into the ground : it needetb no other art or basbnadjy^ 
for ont of each branch grow two, three, or foare rootes, 
aoiae bigger, some lesser: but first they borne and maaare 
the gronndp the which labonr, and whatsoeror els is requi¬ 
site, the men doo not so mneh 03 helps with a finger, bat all 
Ijeth npoa tbeir poors wotaeaj who are worse than slaves ; bow^LiiT 
for they labour the ground, they plant, they digge and 
delve, they bake, they brew, and dresBO tboir meate, fetch 
thoir water, and doe all drudgorie whatsoever : yea, though 
they nnrse a obilde, they are not exempted from any 
labour; their ehildo they carry in a wallet about their 
necke, ordinarily under ono arme^ because it may eucko 
when it wilh 

The mon have care for nothing bat for their catmoa^, to 
passe from place to place, and of their bowes and axrowea 
to hunt, and their armes for the warre, which ia a sword of 
heavie blacke wood, some foure fingers broad, an inch 
thicke, and an ell loogi something broader towards the 
toppe then ot the handle. They call it and it is 

caiTed and wrought with inlayd works very canously, but 
iia edges ore blunt. If any kUl any game ib huntingi he 
hringeth it not with him, bat from the next tree to the 
game, ho breaketh a bough (for the trees in the Judies have 
leaves for the most part ali the yeare)# and alj the way aa 
he gecth streweth little peooos of it, here and there, and 
comming home givcth a peece to his woiuap^ and so sends 
her for it. 
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If tboj goe to tbe warrOj or m tmj joumoj, wboro it i$ 
□ocosaarj to carry provision or mflrchandizOj, tbe wotoen 
sorro to carty iJJ_^ and tlie men nevar saccour nor case 
tbciiL } wbcrciD they abow greater barbarisnio then in any 
thingj in tny opinion, tbat I bava noted anioogst tbemi 
except in eating one another. 

JiiEIS? BrasiDj and in the West IndieSj the Induia may have 

as many wives as be can got^ eitbor botigbt or given by her 
friends : tba men and i/vomen, for the most part^ g^c 

Tiwirjitiirt. nshed, and those wbicb have aomo to know their shame, 
cover on&ly their piivie parts with a peeco of cloth^ the rest 
of their body is nakad, Tboir bouses resemble great 
barncS| covered over or thatched with plantyne loaves, 
which reach to the grotmdj and at either end i$ the 
doore. 

In one boose are sometimes ten or twentie households: 
they have Uttlo bousehold stn^, besides their bada^ which 
they call hamactis^^ and am made of cotton, and stayned 
with divers colours and workes. Some I have scene white, 
of great cnriositie. They are as a shcete laced at both 
ends, and at either end of them long atrappoa, with which 
they fasten them to two posts^ as high as a mans middle 
and so ait rocking themselves in them. Sometimes they 
afie thorn for aoates, and aometimee to aleepo in at their 
plcosnros. In one of them I have seono $loepo the man, 
hia wife, and a cbiido.

We tooVo out of this priac, for oqr provision, aotno good 
qnontltie of th[a mealo, and ll,o sugar shee hnd, boing rot

eldj and complaiued that after many yoares service for his 
king, with anndiy mishapps, he was brought to that poore 
estate, as for the relief of hig wife, his daughter aod hini- 
selfCj bo had no other substance, but that ho had in the 
ship* It moved compassionj so as nothing of his was di- 
ininished, which though to u$ waa of no great moment, in 
Angola it was worth good crownes. Onoly wo disarmed 
th^m allj and let them deport^ saying that they would re^ 
turao to St. Vincentg. 

We continned onr course for tho Straites, my people 
much animated with this unbokt for refreshing, and 
praised God for his bounty, ptoridoncoj and gra^e extonded 
towards as. Here it wiR not bo out of the way to speako 
a word of tho particularities of tho countrie*

Beasill is accounted to he that part of America which

They have want of all manor of cloth, lynuop, and 
woolleuj of iroUj and edge-tools, of copper, aad principally 
in some places^ of wdcc, of wiiiSj of oyle, and mealo (for 
the country beareth no com), and of all maner of haber¬ 
dashery-wares, for the Indiana. 

m^iku beasts that oatnmlly breed in this country aro 

tygors, Ijons, hogga, doggea, decra, monkeyesj myeos, and 
conies (like nnto ratt^, but bigger, and of a tawney colour}^ 
armudilloeg, alagartoea, and store of venemoua wormes and 
serpents, as scorpiona, adders, which they call vinonisj 
and of them, one kindj wbicb the divine Providence hath 
created with a bell npoa his bead^ that wherc^soevor ho 
goeth, tho sound of it might bo heerd^ and so the Mrpent 
shunned} for bis atingiDg is without remedie. This thev 
call the Tjnora with the bell; of them there are many, and 
groat stores of snakes, them of tliat greatnesse, as to write 
the truth, might seeme fabnlous^ 

Another worm there is in this coimtry, which killed 
many of tho first inhabitants, before God was pleased to

Betwixt twenty -six and twenty'Seven degrees neere the 
coast lyeth an iland; the Portingalls call it Santa Catatina, 
which ia a reasonable harbour, and hath good refresliing of 
>voodj water, and fruit. It is desolate, and seireth for 
those who trade from DrasiU to the river of Plate, or from 
the river to BulbLII^ as an mne^ or bay ting place.^ 

In our navigation towards the Straltesj by our obsorva- 
tion wee fonnd that onr compass voryed a poynt and 
better to the eastwards. And for that divers havo written 
curiously and largely of the yariatiou thereof, 1 rEferte 
tliem that desire the understanding of it> to the Di^ours^ 
of Master William Abormwhj^ and others; for it is a seerot^

In the beigbfc of tbe river of Piato, we being eomo fiftio 
leagues off the coast, a etormo took us southerly, which 
endured fortie-eight houres.i In the Brat day, about the 
going downo of the annne, Robert Thurlton, master of the 
Faneie^ bare up before the wind, without giving us any 
token or signo that shec was in distresse. We seeing her 
to continue her course, bare up after her, and the night 
commtng on, we carried onr light; but shee never antwored 
us ; for they kept their coorse directly for England, whidt 
«f‘ overthrow of the voyage, as well for that wo liad

This bad cusbome is too mneh used amongst sea-men^ 
and worthy to be severely puni^ed ; for doubtless the 
not punishing of those oBenders hath boeno the prime 
canse of many latnentable events, losses, and overthrewas, 
to the dishonour of onr nation^ and frustrating of many 
good and honourable euterprises. 

In this poynt of discipline, tho Spaniards doe fiirre snr- 
passe ng j for whosoever forsaketh Lia fleeto, or commander, 
is not onely severaly punished, but deprived also of all 
charge or governuient for ever after. This in our oountrie 
is many times neglected} for that there is nono to follow 
the cause, the principalis being either dead with griefe, or 
drowned in the gnlfo of povorticj and bo not able to wade 
through with the burthen of that suite, which in. Spmine is 
prosecuted by the kings atttimej, or Gscall; or at least, a 
judge ap poynted for determining that canse pnrpoaoly* 

Yea, I eannob attribute the good snecesse the Spaniard 
hath had in his voyages and peoplings, to any estraordinaiy 
vertue more in him then in any other man, were not dis¬ 
cipline, patience, and Justice far saperior* For in valour, 
experience, and travell, he snrpasscth na not; in ahipping, 
preparation, and plentie of vitnaJJSj heo oomnieth not ncoro 
na} in paying and rewarding our people, no nation did gou 
beyond ns: but God, who is a Just and bouutifidl rcwarder, 

piratical prnhas of tiac Indian Arebipetogo are fitted with a iSiuiliir 
dtienco. 
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obedience farre aboTo aacrifice, doubtlesse, in 
rccompenco of thoir indqraace, nesolutioti, nod aobjeetion 
to commaiidmont, bestonretb npon theta the blesamg due 
unto it. Aad thia, not for that the Spaniard is of a mero 
tractable disposition, or more docible nature than woe, but 
that justice balteth with us, and bo the old prorerbe is 
verified, PUtie viarreih the whole ciifw.

«™tcd nclud, or iuclrutucute for Boding uc, or hud b j 
ooy other luipodioicut of iiuportuuco, beo night buvu bud 
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some cqIoup to cloftke hia lewdo'ea but hia masta and 
yards being sound, bis fibippe atanncb and loaden with 
victuals for two yeares at tho Joastj and baving order from 
place to place, wbore to End us, his intention is easily seeno 
to bee bndj and liia fault such, as worthily deseiwod to bee 
made oiemplary unto others. Which be manifested at his 
retume, by bia manner of proceedings making a $poyle of 
the prise liee tooko in the way homewards, as also of that 
which was in the sliip^ putting it into a port fit for his 
purpose, where bo might have time and commodity to doe 
what bee would. 

Wee made account that they bad bceuo swallowed up of 
the sea, for Ave ueror snspeoted that anything could make 
thorn forsake us; so, we much lauionted them. The ^tormo 
ceasing, and being oat of aH hope, we set sayb and went 
on OUT course* During this stormCj certaine great fowles, 
as lug as awannes, soared about uSp and tho winde calming, 
aetled themselres in the sciij and fed upon the sweeping^ 
of our ship; which 1 perceivingj and desirous to see of 
them, because they seemed fairo greater then in truth 
they were, I caused a hooke and lyne to be brought me; 
and with a peeco of a pilchard I bay ted tho book, and a foot 
from it, tyed a peece of corke, that it might not sinko deepe, 
and threw it into the sea, which, enr ship driving with tho 
sea, in a btlJe time was a good spaco from ns, and one of 
the fowlos being hungry, proscntly seized upon it, and tho 
hooko in his upper beako. It is like to a faulcons bill, but 
that the poynt is more crooked, m that mauer, as by no 
meanes he could clears bimBelfe, except that the lyne brake, 
or the hooko righted i plucking biui towards the ship, with 
the waving of his wings he eased the weight of hia body j 
and being brought to tho steme of our ship, two of our 
company went downe by the bidder of the poopc, and seized

them with his pinmona, as both bft their hand-fastj being 
beaten blacko and blewe; we cast a snare abont bis necke, 
and so tiycod him into tho ship. 

By the same manner of fishing, we caught so many of 
them, AS refreshed and recreated ali my people for that day. 
Their bodies were great, bnt of little flesh and tender; m 
taste answerable to tho food whereon they faed.^ 

They were of two colours, some white, some gray; thoy 
had three joynta in each wing; and from the poynt of ono 
wing to the poynt of the other, both stretdiod out, was 
itboQt two fathomes. 

The wind continued good with as, till we came to forty- 
nine degi-eos and thirty minutes, where it tooke as westerly, 
being, as we made oar aecompt, some fiftie degrees from tho 
shore, ^twist forty-nine and for^-eight degrees, ta Port 
Saint Julian, a good harbour, and in which a man may grave 
his ship, though sheo draw iSiteeno or aisteeno fooie water : 
but care is to be had of the people colled Pentagodea,* They 
are troocLereus, and of great stature, so the most give them 
tli0 nama uf gyanta,^ 

The second of Februaiy, about nine of tho clocko in tho 
morning, wo disciyed land, which hare sonth-weat of us, 
which wee looked not for so timely; and commiag neerer 
and neerer unto it, by the lying, wee could not conjecture 
wbat land it should bo; for we were nett of anything in 
forty-eight degrees, and no platt nor sea-caid which wo had 
made mention of any land which lay in that manner, neere 
about that height; in fine, wee brought our lar-borde tacko 
abootd, and stood to the north-cast-wardes all that day aud

““ ” u, 
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night, Mid the winde oontinomg westerly and a fayre gale, 
woe continued eur course alongsi tho coast the day and 
night following* In which time wee tnade accoiupt wo di$- 
coverd well neere threescon? leagues of tho coast. It is 
bold, and made small show of dangers. 

The land is a goodly champion conntijp and peopled : 
we saw many flros^ but could not coma to speake with the 
people * for the time of the ycare was farre apentj to shoot 
tho Straites, and the want of our pjnacB disabled us 
finding a port or roado; not being discretion with a ship tnuo nim ftn 
of charge^ and in an unknowno coast, to come neoro tho Snd. 
shore before it was sounded ; which were causes, together 
with the change of winda {good for us to passe the Straits), 
that hindered the further discovery of this latitb with its 
Bcercts: this I have sorrowed for many times since, for that 
it bad likelihood to be an excellent country. It hath great 
rivers of fresh waters; for the out-shoot of them coloiira 
the sea in many places, as we ran alongst it. It is not 
mountuynooa, but much of the disposition of England, 
and u3 temperate. The things wo noted principally on the 
coast, are these following* tho we^termost poynt of tho 
land, with which wc first fell, is the end of the laud to the 
west-wardeSj aa we found afterwards. If a man bring thia 
po 3 mt aouth-weat, it riseth in three mountSp or round hib 
lockes: bringing it more westerly, they shoot thenigelTea 
all into onej and bringing it easterly, it riseth in two tTvri unliLlEj ^ 
billocks* This wo call pojut Tremountaine. Some twelve 
or foureteeue leagues from this poynt to the easbwardcs, 
fayro by the shore, Ij^cth a low fiat ilond of some two 
leagues long; we named it Fay re Hand; for it was 
over as greene and smooth os any meddow in the spring 
of the ycare. 

Some three or four leagues easterly from this Hand, ig 
a goodly opening, as of a great river, or an anue of the 
aca, with a goodlio low countrie adjacent. And eight or 
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tenno le&gaes fiiiin tHis fipeniog, ^ma tbtee leagues from 
the shore, lyeth a bigge KKike, which at the first wee haJ 
thought to be a sMppe oader all her sajles: hat after, as 
we came aecTe, it dificovered it aelfe to be a rocke, which 
we called / for that howsoever a m an com- 

meth with it, it is like to the condito heads about the cittio 
of London. 

All this coast, so farre as wee disoovered, Ijeth next of 
any thmg east and bj north, and west and by south. The 
land, for that it was disdovered in the raigne of Queen e 
Elisabeth, my soveraigne lady and mistres, and a maiden 
Qneene, and at my cost and advent are, in a perpetnall 
memory of her ehastifie, and remembrance of my endca- 
vonrs, I gave it the name of Hawkins maid^n-lund. ^ 

IumL Before a man fall with this landj some twentio or thirtie 

leagues^ he shall meete with bedds of oreweod, driving to 
and fro in that sea, with W'hite flowers growing upon thenij 
and sometimes farther off; which is a good show and signe 
the land is neere, whereof the wegtermost part lyeth some 
threescore leagues from the noerest land of Amorica. 

With our fay re and large windj we shaped onr course 
SS ™tiic Straitea j and the tenth of Febrnarj we had sight 

Stmites to the 

north-ward 9, wbich agreed with our height, wherein wo 
fonnd our selves to he, which was in fifty-two degrees 
and fortie minutes. 

Within a few houres wo had the month of the 
Straites open, which lyoth in fifty-two degroea, and fifty 
minutea. It riBeth like the North Foreland in Kent,

The FrIWotJ lalandi wei* feaJiy dist.-QTwed by CApt&ia JoLn 3^a™ 
in i$ei. 
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and IS mnch lilco the land of It is not good 

to borrow neere the ehoro* but to givef it a fayro birth; 
within a fow houros we entr&d the mouth of the Straitcs, 
w'hich is soma bis leagnea broad^ and lyeth in fifty-two 
degreeSj and fifty minutes; doubling the poynfc oa the 
et&r-board* whieh is also flat^ of a good birth, we opened 
a fayre bay^ in which we might discty the hoU of a ship 
beaten npon the beach. It was of tho Spanish fieete, that 
wont to inhabite there, in anno 1582 , under the charge of 
Pedro Sarmiento,^ who at hia rctuTne was taken prisoner, 
and bponght into England. 

In this bay the Spaniards made their principEill babita- 
tion, and called it the citlio of Saint PliiHpj and loft 
peopled; but the cold barrcnnea of the ooimtiie^ and the 
Tnaliee of the Indians, with whom they badly agreed, made 
speedie end of thenip aa also of those whom they left in tho 
middle of the Streites^ three loagnes from Cape Pro ward.* 
to tho cast-wardsj in another habitation. 

We contimied oar course atongst this reach (for all the 
Straites is as a rirer altering bis oonrse, sometimes upon 
one poynt, eouietimes npon another) which is some eight 
leagaca long, and lyeth west uorfeh-wesfc. From this wo

friends, but^ proceeding to Knropo for farther ojiaftajicOt ho was cap* 
tnretl and talcon to Kn^g^land^. 

» Cape Froward la the southern extremity of South America^ in 5S* 
53' 43^ S., ami ia tJic middle of Mri^elkn Strait. 
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cutred into a goodly bay^ T^hich rponotK up iuto tho land 
northerly many leagues ; and at first eutranco a man may 
Bee no other things but as it were a maine sea. Prom the 
end of this first roach^ you must direct your ooursa west 
Bouth-west^ and some fonrteeno or fiftcene leagues lyoth one 
of the narrowest places of all the Straites^ this leadotli 
unto another reachj that lyoth west and by north somo six 
leagues. 

Herej in tho iiiiddls of the roaehi the windo teoke us by 
the aorth-iTOSt^ and so we were forced to anchor some two 
or three dayos. In whkh tinie> ws wont a shorB with our 
boates, and found nooro the middle of this reachj on the 
fitar-boord sidoj. a ressonabie good place to ground and 
trimme a small shipj where it higheth some nine or ten 
foote water. Here we saw cortaiue hogges* but they were 
so faire from uSj that woe could not disceruo if they were 
of those of the countrioj or brought by the Spaniards j 
these were all the boaata which we saw in all the time we 
were in the Straites. 

In two tydes we tamed through thig. reach^ and so re¬ 
covered the Hands of Pong wine ; th&y lie from this reach 
fonro leagues seathweat end by west Till you come to 
this ptacOj care is to be taken of not cemmmg too neere to 
any poynt of the land j for boingj for the most part^ sandiOj 
they have Bhelding off them^ and are gomewbat dangerous. 
These Hands have becne set forth by some to be thn^es we 
could discover but two i and they are no more, except that 
part of the mayne^ which lyeth over against them^ he au 
iland, whidi carrieth little l[keliheed^ and I cannot deter¬ 
mine it. A man may soylo betwixt the two ilands, or be¬ 
twixt them and the land on the larbgord side; from which 
land to the bigger ilaudj as it were, a bridge or ledge, en 
which is foure or five fathome water; and to Mm that 
commeth nee re it, not knowing thereof may justly cause 
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fcure: for it sbo^rath to Tjo shold water wifcli Ids 
liko nuta a raco.^ 

Betwixt the forinor reactj and these ilandS;^ ruanett up a 
goodly bay into the ccmotry to the north-wards* It causeth 
a great indranghtp and above these ikads mnneth a great 
tide from tta month of the Stmites to these Hands; the 
land on the larhoord aido ia low land and sandy, for the 
moat part, and without donbti ilands, for it hath many 
openings into the eea, and fgreiblo indranghta by thom^ and 
that on the starboord side, is all high mountaynons land 
from end to end; bnt no wood on eyther Bide. Before 
wee passed these ihmds, under tho loe of the bigger ilandj 
wo anchored, the wind boing at north-east^ with intent to 
refresh onrsolvea with the fowloa of these ilnnds* They 
nro of divera aorta, and in groat plentiej as pengwins^ 
wilde duckea, gnllos, and gannebs; of the principal! we 
purposed to make provisions, and those were the pengwins; 
which in Wolshj as I have becno enformed, signiQoth a 
white head. From which derivation, and many other 
Welsh donotninations given by the Indiana, or their pre¬ 
decessors^ sotna doe inferra that America was first peopled 
with Welsh-men ; nod ^Motezanna,^* ting, or rather empe- 
roiir of ^le-'rico^ did recount nnto tho Spstdards^ at their 
first coiDcning, that bis annoestOTs camo from a farro conn* 
trie, and were white people. "Wliichi. conferred with an 
nuncioDt cronicle, that 1 have read many yeares sincej 
may be cunjectHired to boe a pi-inoe of Wales, who many 
hundredth yea res since, with eortain shippes^ saylod to the 
westwardsj with intent to make now discovenes* Hee was 
never after beard of*^ 

* 'pie tides nin with great Telocity in iorae parte oF the Straits. Tho 
rlppliug might justly oatmo ftnr, ignorant ais tho partioa woro of tlia 
extent of tho liso und fall oF tide* ¥itz Eoy relates that an AniutEi:™ 
captain hardly recovered being told lhat it amoimtod to ^ or ft(won

^ The story of >£adoo k tedd by Southey, and much curious lore eon- 
ncclod with it niay be gathered from the Foot-hotes to bis poem.

Pfmjrwiiw bod/j, and therefore ciannot flj, but avnjdetii himselfe in all 
occasions with his feote, running as fast as most men* Ho 
Uvetb in the sesj and on the land} feedetb on fish in the 
sea, and os a goose on tbo shore upon gmsee. They bar- 
hour tbemsoWes under the ground in burrowoSi as tbo 
Connies, and in them butch their 3 "oung. All parts of tlio 
il^md whore they haunted were nndermincdi saVo onolj ouo 
vallej, which it seemeth they roservod for their foode; for 
it was as greewo as any modowe in the moneth of Apr! 11^ 
with a most fine short grasso. The flesh of these pengwias 
is much of the savour of a cortaine fowla taken in the 
ilands of Liindej and Silley^ which woo call puffins: by the 
tost it is easily discerned that they feede on fish. They 
are vciy fatt^ and in dressing must be flead^ as the bytern ; 
they are ronsonablo mejitej rost-ed^ bjiked, or sodden^ but 
heat ro;Sted. We salted some do^en or sixteen hogsheads, 
which Herved ua^ whilest they lastodi in steode of powdeed 
beefe+ 

The hunting of them^ as we may well termo 1 % was a 
great recTcution to my company^ and worth the sightj for 
in determining to catch them^ necessarily was required 
good store of people^ every one with a cndgell in his handi 
to compaase them round aboot^ to bring them* as it were, 
into a ring; if they chanced to break oufc^ then waa tbo 
bpait; for the ground beiug nnderminod* at unawares it 
fay]ed, and ai5 they ran after theiiij one fell heroj another 
there; another, offering to strike at one, lifting up his 
handp sunke upp to the arme-pits m the earth; another^ 
leaping to avoyd one hok^ fell into another. And aOer the 
first slaughter, in seeing ns on the shore, they shunned us, 
and procured to recover the sea ; yea, many times seeing

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themsolyea poi^cDt^sd, thej would ttimblo downe from 
sucb high tocka und tnomitBin&s^ as it seettiod impossible 
to oscopo with life. Yet as aooiio as thoj cantD to tho 
boach, preaeotlj wee sbould see thorn tuDoo into the se^j 
aa tlioQgh they had no hurt. Where one goethj the other 
foliowethj like eheope after the bol-wether: but in getting 
them once within the ring, close togetherj few eecapedj 
save such as by chance hid themselTos in the borrowee j 
and ordinarily tbopo was no drove which jeeldeth ua not a 
thousand or more j the inanner of killing them which tho 
hunters nsad, being in a clnster together, was with their 
cudgels to knocke them on the headj for thongh a man 
gave them many blowes on the body, they died not; be¬ 
sides, the fleeh hmiaed is not good to kcepe. The mag- 
Eoker endedp presently they enfc off their heads, that they 
might bleed well: such as woo determined to keepo for 
store, wco saved in this manor. Firstj we split them, and 
then washed them well in sea water, then malted them; 
having laync gome sixe howrea in gait, wee put them in 
pregso eight howres, and the blood being ecaked out, we 
salted them againe in our other caake, ^ is the coatoine to 
suite hoefe; after this maner they continued good some 
two moneths, and served ns in stead of hcefe^ 

Tho gulls and ganneta were not in se great qnantitle, tils gtttiit 
yet we wanted not young guiles to eate all the time of our 
stay ahont these ilands^ It wag one of the delicatest 
foodes that I have eaten in all my life. 

The ducks aro different to onrs, and nothing so good Deuc^ 
meate; yet they may serve for necessities They were 
many, and had a part of the iland to themselres &evcra1I, 
which was the highest hill, and more than a musket shot 
over. 

In all the dayos of my life, I have not seeue greater art 
and cdriositie in creaturca voyd of renson^ then in the 
placing and making of their neslea ^ all the hill being so

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full of that tho greatost mathematician of tho world 

could not do Visa how to place one mora thou tboro was 
upon the hill, loaring onelj one path-way for a fowle to 
passe betwixt^ 

The hill was all leveH, as if it had beena smoothed hy 
srt| the nestes madaonely of eartli^^ and seeming to he of 
the selfe same mould ; for the nosts and the eoyle is all 
onej w^hich, with water that they bring in their beahos,, 
they make into clay^ or a cortaine danboj and after fashion 
them roundj as with a compasse. In the bottome they 
containe the measure of a foetc} in the height about eight 
inclio$ I end in the topp6| the eame quantitie over ; there 
they are hollowed in^ eomewhat deeps, wherein they lay 
their cggSj without olhor prevention. And I am of opinion 
that the sunne helpott them to hatch their young: their 
nests are for many yeares^ and of one proportion, not ono 
exceeding anothar in bignessoj in height, nor oircnnifer- 
enco: and in proportionable distance one from another* 
In all this hill, nor in any of their nestes, was to be found 
a blade of gmsse, a straw, a sticke, a feather, a moate, no, 
nor the filing of any fowlo, bat all the nestes and passages 
betwixt thetnj were so smooth and deano, as if they had 
beeno newly swept and washed. 

All of which are motivoa to pray so and magnifio the uni- 
veimll Creator, who so woadeifuUy manifesteth hi a wise- 
domCj bonntie, and providence in all his creatures, and 
especially for his particular love to ingratefun tnankiiide, 
for whose contemplation and service ho hath made thorn alL

I" One day, haying ended our hunting of pengwlns, one of 
our mariners walking abont tho iland, discovered a great 
company of aealcSj or sea^welves (so called for that they 
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Are in. tLe m tho wolves on tUe a^Jvismg ns th^t 

he left tlierq Bleeping^ with their bellicg testing against the 
fiunne- Wee provicled ourselves with staves^ end other 
weapons, and sought to stoalo upon them at unawares^ to 
BDrpriso some of tbem^ aud comiuidg down tbo sido of a 
bJJ], wee were not discovered till we were elose upon them; 
notwithstanding^ their GODtinoll^ before we eould approach^ 
with a great howlo waked them : wee got betwixt tho sen 
and some of thenij but they shnmied us not; for they came 
directly upon us; and though we dealt here and there a 
blow, yot not a man that withstood thctHi escaped tho 
Overthrow* They reckon not of n musket shotfc^ a sword 
peirceth not their skinue, and to give a blow with a stalFe, 
is as to smite upon a stone; onely in giving the blow upon 
his snowtj presently be falleth downe dead* 

After they bad recovered the water, they did, as it were, 
sootud ns^ debo us, and daunccd boforo us^ untill wo had 
shot some musket shott through Uiem, and so they ap¬ 
peared no more. 

This hgb ia like unto a oolfoj with four loggs, but not 
above a spanne Jong : big skinne is bajrie like a calfo ; but 
these were didbrent to all that ever I have soeno^ yet I have 
seena of them in many parts j for these were greater^ and 
in their former parts like unto Ijoubj with shagge layro, 
and mostaches. 

They live in tho sea, and eome to sleepe on the landp and 
they ever have one that watcheth, who advisetb them of 
any accident* 

They are benebciall to man in their gkinnea for many 
purposes; in their mostochea for pick-tootbs, and in their 
fatt to make tminc- 03 'le* ThiB may suibce for tho gOaJei for 
that ho is well knowne.

fl«t. iiKit Oke dfty^ our boater loaden with peugwiuSj and oom- 

DwiwMin ming aboordj a sudden Etorme tooke theni, wliiqh tegetlier 
AcduiKoi*. with the fury of the tyde, put tboia in such g-r«at danger, 
that although they threw all their loading into the sen, yot 
were they foroed to goo hefore the wind and sesj to eavo 
their lives► Which we seeing^ and considering that our 
welfare depended npon their safetie^ being impossible to 
weigh our anchor, fastned an eniptie barrell well pitched to 
the end of our cabloj in Btoad of a boy, and letting it slip^ 
set sayle to succour onr boatea^ which in ehoi-t apace wee 
recovered, and after re turned to the place where wa ryd 
before. 

The storme ceasing, we nsed onr diligenca by dU meaues 
to seeke our cable and anchor j bnt the tydo being forcible^ 
and the weeds (as in many parts of tbo Stroites), so long, 
that riding in fourtcene fathomo water, tnnny times they 
streamed three and four fathomcs npon the ryme of the 
water; these did so inrole our cable, that we could never 
set eye of our boy ; and to aweepe for him was bnt lost 
labour, because of the woods, which put us out of hope to 
leCOver it,^ 

And so our forcible business^ being ended, leaving in¬ 
structions for the Fancie our pyrnice, according to appoint¬ 
ment, where to find as, we inroled them in many folds of 
paper, put them into a barrell of an old musket, and stopped ^ 
it in such a manner as no watt could enter; thea placing 
it an end npon one of the highESt bills, and the most fm- 
quenied of all the iland, wee imbqrkcd our selves, aud set 
sayle with the wind at north west, which could servo us but

6omo thneo or four leagues broad. It Ijeth next of any 
thing, till joa come to Cape Agreda, south-west; from this 
Cape to Cape Froward, the coast Ijeth west south-west. 

Some fours leagues betwvxt them, was the second poo- pcpfUljliiv; jjf 
pling of the Spaniards: and this Capo lycth in fifeie five 
degrees and better^ 

Thwart Cape Froward, the wind larged with lis^ and wo 
coutinaed our course towards the ilnnd of Elizabeth; which 
lyeth from Cape Froward some foui'ctceno leaguea west and 
by south. This reach ia fouro or live leagues broad, and iu 
it are many channclls or openiugs into the sea; for all the 
laud on the souther part of the Stroitoa aro ilaods ami 
broken lands and from the beginniiig of this reach to the 
end of the StraitcB, high mountaynoua land on both aides, in 
most parts covered with snow all the joare long. 

Betwixt the Hand Elizabeth and the maytte, is the nar¬ 
rowest passage of all the Straitos; it may ho some two 
mu-skot shott from side to side.^ From this straite to 
Elizabeth bay is some fotir leaguesj and the conrso Jycih 
norlh-west and by west. 

This hay is all sandic and cleane ground on the castor 
part; hut before yon come at it, there lyeth a poynt of tho 
shore a good byrth which ia dangerous. And iu thla 
reach^ ob in many parts of the StroiteSj runneth a quick 
and forcible ty do. In the bay it higheth eight or nino foote 
water* The norther part of tho bay hath foolq ground, 
and rockea under water : and therafore it is not wTiolcsomo 
borrowing of the mayne. One of master Thomas Caudisb 
bis pynaces, as 1 liave btMn enformed, cams a-ground npon 
one of thenij and he was in hazard to have left her there. 

From Elizabeth bay to the river of leronimo, is aorao fi ve Th» rim at 
leaguefiv The conrae lyeth west and by norths ^ud west. 

The muTowcit part is in Crooked a little to the westwemd

Hero tho wind Gcantcd, and forced 03 to seek a pkco to 
anclior id* Our boatos going alungst tho Gliorej found n 
re-oaonublo Larbour^ whicb is right sgamst tliat wbieb they 
call river leronimo ^ but it is aootbor cbannelb by which a 
3 itan may disetnboake the stnutej 113 by the other which 13 
Accnstomed; for wHth a storme^ which took us ono night# 
eaddenly we were forced into that opening unwittingly; 
but in the mornings seeing our error^ and tho wind larging, 
with two or three bourds wee turned ont into the old 
channel b nofc daring for want of our pynace to attempt any 
new disooTOrie.^

This harbour iro c&Iied BUcchos bay: for that it was 
found by William Blancb, ono of our mastors mat^s. Her© 
having moored our shippe, we began to mako our provision 
of wood and water, whereof was plentio in this bay, and in 
all other places from Pengwin ilauds, till within a dozen 
leagues of the month of the Straites, 

How finding our deehes open, with the long lying under 
Iho lyae and on the coast of Bmsill, the Bunno having been© 
in oar zenith many tiroes, we calked our ship withiq board 
and without, above the decks. And such was the diligence 
we used, that at foure dayes end, we had above threeseore 
pipes of water, and twentle hoata of wood stowed in ojir 
ship ; no mail was idle, nor otherwise bnsied hut in neces- 
sniy workes: some in felling and cleaving of wood: some 
in cany-ing of wstorj some in romagiug; aonie in washing; 
othera in baking; one in heating of pitch; another in 
gathering of mnssdls j no man was exempted, but knew at 
evening whereunto Le was to betake Limselfe tho rooming 
fellow leg. 

Some man might asko me how wo came to have so many 
emptie caako in less thoa two moneths; for it seemeth '

Whereto I answoro, that it came not of excBSsiYo ex- 
pence for in health we never exceeded onr ordinary; but 
of a dikciiance which befell ns anknowae in the ilaod of 
Haint J&mm, or Saint Anne^ in the coast of BraaiU^ whei-o 
wo refreshed our selves, and accorfing to the cuetome layd 
our easke a shore^ to iriiunio it, and after to fill it, the place 
being coiuiuoilions for us, But with the water a certaiao 
worm, called hrama by the Spaniard, and by m ari&nt, 
entred also, which eat it so full of hobs that all the water 
soaked oot, and made much of opr caske of small use. This 
we reinedi(2d the best wee could, and diBcoveted it long 
before we came to this place. 

Hereof let others take warning, m no place to have enske 
on the anore where it may bo nvoyded; for It ia one of the 
provisions which are with greatest care to bo preserved in 
long Tojagea, and hardest to be auppljed. These or 

hrofna^ in all hott countrieSi enter into the pknkoB of 
shippes, and espodally where are rivers of fresh water; 
for the common opinion is that they are bred in fresh water, 
and with the cnrreHt of the rivers nro brought into the seaj 
bnt experience teacheth that they breed in the great aeaa 
ill all hett c!ymates, especially necro tho eqainoctiall lyne \ 
for lying so long onder and neere the lyne, and towing a 
shalop at onr Sterne^ coinming to dense her in Brasill, wta 
found her all under W'ater covered with these wormes, as 
bigge as the little finger of a man, on the outside of the 
plauke, not fully covered, but hallo tho thieknesso of their 
bodie, like to a gelty, wrought into tbo plunke us with a 
gowdgo. And natnrall reason, in my jndgeznent, con- 
firmeth this; for ereatiires bred and nourished in tho sea, 
comming into fresh wator die, as those actually bred in 
ponds or fresh rivers, die presently, if they coma into salt 
water. 
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Bctf. jSut some man m^^y Oiie faylei-b in soino Gs1ie3 and 

beoata. Whicli I must coufe. 5 S 6 to bo tmo; but tbeao 
ejlbcr are part tom^stryiillj and part aquatile^ as tbe mard- 
niftido, aea-^boraoj and otbor of that kirid^ op have their 
brecdiog in the frosi> and growth or continTiall nouriub- 
ment in tba wator^ as the salmond, and othara of Uiat 
kinde. 

S’SSiiJS ^ time, if tho sbippo be not Bbcalbed, they pot 
oU ID hazard; for they enter in no bigger then a small 
iSpanish needle^ and by little and little their holes become 
ordmarily grcfttor tboii a tnatiB finger. The ibieker the 
plaoke is, the greater he growetb ; yea, I have seene many 
sbippes so mitu^ that the most of their plapkea under water 
have beeno like honey combes^ and especially those betwixt 
wind and water. If they had not been sheathed^ it had 
bin impossible tli&t they conld baTO swoinme. The entring 
of them is hardly to be discemed^ the most of them being 
Small as the head of a pi one. ^ Wbioh^ all such as purpose 
lung voyages^ are to prevent by sbeatbing tlieir abippcs^ 
And for that I have aeeno divers manners of Bheathing^ 
for the ignorant I will set them downo which by experience 
I have found best. 

Spaine and Portlngalb some sheathe their ghippcs 

iML ^itb lead; whiehj besidea tbe cost and waight> altboogb 
they use the thinncat sbect-lcad t\mt 1 have seeue in auy 
place* yet it is nothing durable^ but subject to many 
casualties.

A third inaDnor of Gbeathiiig hath beeno used a^raoDg’st

Tbo fuPTth proventioiij which now ia most flcoompted of, 
is to burue the utter plauke til] it eouio to bo in orerjplaco 
like & cole, and after to pitch it i this Is not bad 

In Ohiua, as I have boon cnformod, tboy ase a cortaine 
betaiie or varnish^ in Enannor of an artificiall pitchy whore- 
w^ith they trim the outside of tbeir shipper. It Is said to 
bo darablej and of that vertno, os neither worme nor water 
peircetli it j neither hath the auDne power against It^ 

Some have dovised a ecrtaino pitohj mingled with glasse 
and other ingredients, beaten into powder, widj which if 
the ahippo be pitched, it is saidj the worme that toacheih 
it djeth; but 1 have not heard that it hath beene useful. 

But the most approved of all, is the manner of sheathing inEintiamL 
osed now adayes In England, ivith thin bouids, balfo incho 
thicke ; the thinner the better and eimo better than Duke ; 
for it lyvetb noL, it indureth bettor andcr water, and 
jeeldeth better to the ahl]>pe£ siden 

The invention of the matenalloa incorporated betwixt the 
plank o and the BbeaLhingj Is that Indood which avaytoth ; 
for wiihont it many plankes were not safficient to hinder 
the entrance of this vrornie j this maiinor is thus: 

Before the sheathing board is nay led on, upon the inner ik»Ttnijui^ 
side of it they am ere it over with tarm halfe a finger thicke 
end upon the tarre another halfe finger thicke of hay re, 
such as the whitelymors use, and so na^'lo it on, tho nayloB 
not above a spauqe diatance ono from another ; the thicker 
they arc driven, the bettor. 

Some hold opinion that the tarre kiileth the wornie; 
others, that the wonne passing the sheathing, and seeking 
a way thmagh, the hayrt and the tarre so involve him that

Suck was the dUigedoe we used for our dispatch to aheot 
the StraiteSj that at foure dajes endoj weo had onr water 
and wwd stewed in our shippo^ all our coppor-worke 
iiiiishod^ and our shippo calked from peat £e stemme; the 
first day in tlia tuorning, the winde being fsyroj wo brought 
our selvea into the ehunaellj and sayled towards the mouth 
of tho Straites, pmisiug Ged | and beginnjiig our course 
w itli little winJoj we descryed a fire upea the shorOj made 
by the ladiauB for a signe to call qb ; which acone^ I caused 
a beat to be mau^de^ and wo rowed ashore^ to see what 
their meaning was^ and upproochiDg ncero tho ahore^ woo 
3aw a cannon^ made fast under a rock with n wyth^ most 
attificially made with the riudes of trees> and sowed to¬ 
gether with the finnes of whales j at bo th ends sbarpCj and 
turning np; with a greeno bough in either end^ and ribbea 
for strengthening it. After a little while, wo might dis- 
cemo on tbo fall of the mountain e (which was full of trees 
and flhmbbea), two or three Indians naked, which came 
out of cortaiae cavea or coates. They spake unto us, and 
made divers signes; now pojntmg to the harbour, out of 
which we were eome, and then to the mouth of the Stmites- 
but we understood nothing of their meaning. Yet left they

From Blanches Bay to long reach, which is some foaro

leagaeSi the course lyebh west aanth-wost entriug into the 
long reachj which is tto last of the Straits^ and longest. 

For it is some thirty-two leagaea, and the course lycth 
nest of any thing north-west. 

Before the setting of the sunne, wee had the mouth of 
tho straits open^ and were in great hope the next day to 
he ID the South seaj bnt about searen of tho docke that 
nightj wo saw a great cloud rise oat of the north-east, 
winch began to Cast forth great flashes of lightnings^ and 
sodainely sayling with a fresh gale of wind at north-cftst^ 
another more forcible tooko us astayes ^ which put ug in 
danger; for all onr saylca being a tant, it had like to over¬ 
set OUT ship^ before we could take in onr sajles. And there- 
foro in all snch semblances it is great wisedoine to carry a 
alion sayle, or to take in all sayle^i, 

Heero we found what tho Indians forewarned- us of j forN<?t». 
they have great insight in the change of weather^ and be¬ 
sides have secret dealings wiOi the priooc of darknog^o, 
who many times declaretb unto them things to come. By

Within halfe an hoaro it bogsn to thander and raine^ 
with fto much winda aa woo were ferood to ly© a hull^ and 
50 darke^ that w© saw nothing hut when tho lightning 
came. Tliis being ©no of the narrowest reaches of all the 
atraitcflj wee were Foreodj oYory glasae^ to open a little of 
our fore-sayloj to coat about onr ships hend: any man may 
conceive if the night seemed long unto na, what desire wo 
had to SCO the day, Iq fine, Fheebns with his heaotiful 
face hghtned oar hemisphere^ and rejojeed our heartes 
(having driven above twenty-fouro leagues in twelve houros, 
lying a hull: whereby ia to be imagined the force of the 
windo and current)^ 

We Sot onr fore-saylaj and returned to onr former bar- 
bonfj from wdience, within three or foure dajeSj we set 
sayle againci with a faire windo^ which continued with us 
till wo came within a league of the month of tho straite; 
here the wjude tooke as againn Cfontraiy, and forced ns to 
retume againe to onr former port; where being ready to 
anchor, tho wind scanted with m in spcb maner^ as wea 
were forced to make a board. In which timoj the winde 
and tide put as so farm to loe-warda, that we could by no 
meanes seize it s so we determined to goe to Elizabeth 
bay, but before we came at itj the night overtooke ns ; and 
this reach being dangerous and narrow, wee durst neither 
hull, nor trje/ or tume to and againe with a short sayle, 
and therefore bme alongat in the middest of the channe}!, 
till we were come into the broad reach, then lay a hull till 
the morning. 

When wo set sayle and ran alongst tho coast, seeking

with our boate soma plaoo to anchor in* Some foura lea^os 
to the west-wards of Cape Froward^ wo found a goodly 
bay, which wco named EugliBh bay; whore abchored, wa 
presently went a shore^^ and fband a goodly rirer of fresh 
water, and an old cannoa broken to peecea^ and some two 
or three of the lionsos of the Indians, witli peeces of saale 
stinking ripo. These houses are made in fashion of an 
oven seven Or eight foote broadp with boughes of treeSj and 
covered with other boughes^ as our anminer houses j and 
doubtloss do servo them but for the summop time, when 
they come to fiab, and profit themselves of the gen. For 
they re tyre themaelvO$ in tbo winter into the conntryj 
where it is moro temperate^ nud yeeldeth better snstenanee: 
for on the mayne of the Straits, wee neyther saw beast nor 
fowlc, sea fowb o^eoptodj and a kind of blacke-birdj and 
two hoggs towards the beginning of the straite^ 

Hero onr ship being well mooredp we began to supply 
our wood and water that we had spent. Which being a 
dayes werke, and the winde during many dayes contrary^ 
I endevoiired to keep^ Tny people occupied, to divert thorn 
from the imagination which some had conceived, that it 
behooved we should retumo to Brasill, and w'inter there, 
and so shoot the straites in the apring of the yeare. 

So one day, we rowed up the riverj with onr boat and 
light horseman, to discover it and the in-land: where having 
spent a good part of the day, and finding shold water, and 
immy trees fallen thwart it, and little fruite of onr bbonn 
nor any thing worth the noting, we returned. 

Another day we trajned our people a-sbore, being a 
goodly sandie bay; another^ wc had a hurling of batchders 
against married men. This day wo were busied in wrest- 
lingp the other in shooting] ao w^e were never idle, neytbcr 
thought we the time bng.

flcci.TTXTT. After w® IiaQ past liere soiqo seven or eSglit dajes, one 
eveoiaj^f with a Hawo froni tlio sLoro, our ship drove off 
into tlie chaDocll, and before we could get up our auclior, 
aud sot our saylos, we were driven so fiirre to loe-wards, 
that we could aot recover into the bay: that night comniing 
on> witb a short sayle, we bento off and on till the ntomfng. 
At the break of the day, cooferring with tho enptainc and 
niaster of mj ship what was best to be done, we resolved to 
seeks out Tobias Cove, which lyeth over against Cape Fryo, 
on the southern part of the stroites, because in all the 
reaches of the straites, for tho most part, the wind bloweth 
trade, and therefore little profit to be made by tnrniug to 
winde-wards. And from the ilanda of tho Pengwius to tlie 
ondo of thft straites towards the South sea, there Is no 
aueboring in the channel!; and if we shonld be put to 
lec-wards of this cove, wo had no sncconr till we came to 
tho ilanda of Peugwins : and some of onr company which 
bad bin with master Thomas Candisb in the voyago iu 
which he died,^ and in the same cove many weekes, undor- 
tooke to he onr pilots thither, lYhoretipon wo bare up, 
being some two leagues thither, having so much winde as 
we could scarce lye by it with our coorae and bonnet of 
each; and bearing np before the winde, woe put out our 
topsayles and spritsayle, and witWn a little while tho winde 
bngap to fayle ua, and immediately our ship gave a migljtie 

»!«□« blow upon a rocke, and stucke fast upon it. And had we 
bad but the fourth part of the wind which we had in aU 
tho night past, but a moment before we strucke the mcko, 
our ahippe, dpuhtleaso, with the blow had broken her selfe 
all to peeoee. But our provident and most gmeious God, 
which commaundeth wind and sea, watched over ua and 
deUvered ua with his powerfull hand from the unknowne 
T See zkOf^ at 
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(laDgor and htddan d&structiofii that go wo might projse 
him fof bis fathorly botiiitie and protectiorip and with tbn 
prophet DaTid say, Exeapi ly Lord keape the eitlkj iJi6 
imicli-men waiah in vaim; for if our God had not kept our 
abJppOj wo hod bin all swaltowod up aliro without beipe or 
rodoDaptiou ; and therefore ho for bia mercies sake grant 
that the memorial] of hia benefits doe nerer depart fhsui 
before our eyes?, and that we may evermore pmyse bim for 
our wonderfutl deliveraucej and hia contiuuaU provideuce 
by day and by uigbt. 

My company with thia ecoident were much amazed^ 
not without just cause* Immediately we used our eudevour 
to free our selves, and wuth onr boater souuded round about 
our sbippoj in the lueau time assaylug^ onr pumpe to know 
if Qur shippe made mono water tbon her ordiitarv: we found wiEjrwvMto 
nothing inereoaedj and round about our sliippe deepo water^ 
saving under the mid«ahippej for sliea waa u floate a head 
and a sterae : and bearing some fathome before the mayne 
m^ij and in no other partj waa like to be our destruction ; 
for being obbiug water, the wuight in the head aod stemo 
by fayling of tho winter* began to open her plankes in the 
middest | and upon the npper decke^ they were goua one 
from another gome two bngersj some more | which wo 
sought to ease and remedie by lightning of her burdoUj and 
throwing into the gea all that came to hand j and laying 
out an anchor, we sought to wend her off ;* and such was 
the mil and force we put to the enpsten and tackles fastned 
upon the cable^ that wo plucked the ring qf the anchor ont 
of the eye, but after recovered it^ though not Berviceable. 

All our labour was fmitlease, ijll God was pleased that Tb ifaa u- 
the Hood camOj and then bad her off with groat joy and pr^JSSoS^'* 
comfort^ when finding the current favourable with usj we

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stood over to Eugli^h bay, and fetcliing it, wo anchored 
there, having been some three hoiue» upon the rockOj and 
with the blow, as after we saw when our ship was brooght 
aground in Perico (which is the port of Panama), a great 
part of her sheath ing wm beaten off on both aidea in her 
bulges/ and seine fonre foote long and n foot© square of her 
false stemme, joyning to the keel©, wrested a cross©, like 
Unto a liogges yoake^ which hindered her aayling very much. 

Here wo gave God ptnysq for oar delivemnce, and after- 
ward procured to supply oar w-ood and water, which we 
had throwDo overboard to ease oar shippo, which was not 
mneh : that snpplyed, it pleased God (who is not ever 
^ looks upon ns with comfort, and to send us a 
fayre and large wiud^ and so we set sayle once again©, in 
hop© to disemboke the straite j hat some dosMU leagues 
before w© came to the month of it, the wind changed, and 
forced u& to sccko out some cove or bay^ with our boates to 
ride in ueere at bond, that we might not be forced to re¬ 
tame furre back© into the stmites^ 

They sDanded a cove soma sixteen© lengaes from the 
month of the Btraite, which after wo called Crahby cove. 
It brooked its name well for two causes; the ooe for that 
all the water was full of a stnall hi ado of redd cnihhos j the 
other, for the crabbed moontnines which orertopped it; n 
third, we might adde, for the crabbed ctitcrtaincraent it 
gave us. In this cove wo anclionod, but the wind freshing 
in, and three or fonre hiiles over-topping, like sugup-loaTes, 
altered and straightned tlio passage of the wind in sncli 
tnanner, as forced it downe with such violence iji dawes and 
furious blusterings, as was like to ovoi-set our sIiJppo at an 
anchor, and caosed hor to drive, and ns to weigh j but be¬ 
fore we could weigh it, shee was so neore the roies, and

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the pufTes and gusts of wind sq sodnine and uncei-tainOt 
sometitnea scanty sometimes lat^, that it forced ns to cat 
onr cable, atid jet dangerous if our sbippe did not cast the 
right waj. Here necessitie, not being subject to anj law, 
forood ns to pat our seliros into the hands of him that was 
able to deiiTer ns. We cot otir cable and sayle all in ono 
matant j and Godj to shew his power and gratlons bountie 
towardes ua, was pleiised that oar abippo <Mtst tJie contrary 
waj towardos the sbore^ seeming that he with big own hand 
did wend her about; for in Icsso then her length shoe 
flatted/ and in all the Tojage but at that instantj shee 
flatted with diGicultie, for that shoe was long, the worst 
prgpertie shee bad. Ou either side we might sao the rockes 
nncler ns, and were not halFe a shippes length from the 
shorCj. and if ghs had once tocchcd, it hrul hcene impossible 
to have escaped. 

Maguifled ever be our Lord God, which delivered lonas 
ont of the whales hellj j and bis apostb Peter from being 
overwhelmed in the waves; and os from so certaine 
perishing.

From beaoc we returned to Blanches baj^ and there an¬ 
chored, expecting Gods good will and plcasnrc. Here 
beganne the bittern esse of the time to increase, with bluSr 
tering and sharpe winds, accompanied with rajne and 

■ Ti? fizi rif, meoss m to adjust the sails as to catue them to act with 
the greatest effect to turn ihe hhip's head from the wind; thii is done 
when the idiip Is ueailj tAkeu abacA, either by a audden flaw or by 
earclcaBnefis at thu helm. Aji appliixl biere^ it rueoiia that the vessel 
camfl round on her heel^ 'fhe tiiua ve^lei take in performing a diUiJjir 
evulutiuti^ bents n certain ratio to tlidr [^gih j long shifM requmng 
more time than nbort DneA 
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sleeting snow, and my people to bo disntayde again a, in 
nwoifeating a desire to retuiiie to Bmetll, which I would 
never consent tmtoj aoj nor so much ns to henre of. 

And all men are to take oare that they go not ono foole 
backe, more than is of tnoro force ; for I bavc not scene 
that any who hnvo yeelded thereunto, but presently they 
bsTo Toturned home. As in the voyage of master Edward 
Fentoo, which the Earle of Cnmborland set forth, to his 
groat charge. As also in that of master Thomas Candish, 
in which he dyed. Both which protended to sbooto the 
Strsites of Magelau, and by perswasion of some ignorant 
petsoDS, being in good possibilitie, wore brought to consent 
to retume to Brasil], to winter, and aftor in the spring to 
attempt the passing of the straite againe« Jfone of them 
made any abode in BraziJI | for presently as aoone as Ibcy 
looked homeward, one with & little blustering wind taketh 
occasion to loose company; another complaioeth that he 
wanteth victuals ; another, that his ship is leake; another, 
that his masts, sayles, or cordidge fayleth him. So the 
willing never want probable re^isons to further their pre¬ 
tences. Aa I saw once (being but young, and more bold 
than exporimeEited), in anno 1582, in a voyage, under the 
charge of my nude, William Hawkins, of Piimouth, Esqniro, 
in the Indies, at the wester end of the ilaud of San luaa 
de Portorico. One of the sliippee, colled the barke Btmner, 
being somewhat leake, the captaine complained that sho 
was not able to endnre to England ; whereupon a connsell 
was called, and his reasons heard and allowed. So it wos 
concluded that tho victuall, munition, and what was ser¬ 
viceable, should be taken out of her, and lier men divided 
amongst our other shippes; tie hull remaining to be snake 
ot burtiEd. 

To which I never spake word till I saw it resolved; being 
my part rather to leame than to advise. Bnt seeing the 
ffttall sentence given, and suspecting that tho captain e made 
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the Eni^ttgr worse tbeD it wa3^ rather upon polhcy to come 
into another ship^ which wita better of sajlcj then for auj 
danger they might mnno iato^ with as moch reason as 
my c^pacitie could reach untOj I diaawaded my nnklo pri¬ 
vately; and urgedj that seeing wee had profited the ad¬ 
venturers nothiogi wee should endovour to preserve our 
principal^ especially having oicn and vietnalls. But seeing 
I pravaylod not, 1 went further^ and offered to finds out id 
the same shLppe and others^ so many men, as with me 
would be conteut to carry her bome^ giving us the third 
part of the value of the ship^ as shee should be valued atj 
at her returu6j by fonro indifforont persons; and to leave 
the vice-admirall which I had under my charge^ and to 
mako her vice-adtnirall. 

Whereupon, it was cqndoscended that wo should all goo 
aboard the sbippe, and that there it should be detormined. 
The captain 0 thought himsalfe somnwhat touched in re¬ 
putation, and BO would not that further triad should be 
made of the matter ; saymg, that if another man was ablo 
to carry the shippo into England, he would iu no case leave 
her; uoither would ho fprwke her till shee stinko uader 
him. 

The generull commerLded him for his resolution, and 
thanked me for my ofier, tending to the gcnereU good; my 
intontiou being to foi™ those who for gaino could uuder- 
take to cany her homOj should also do it gratis, according 
to their obligation. Thus, this tho loakc-sbip went well into 
England ; where after shee made many a good voyage lu 
nine yeares, wherein shco was im ployed to and fro; and no 
doubt would have aerved many cnoFCj had ahec not bccnc 
laid up and not used, falling into the hands of those which 
knew not the use of shipping. It were large to recount 
the voyages and wortiiy enterprises overthrowno by this 
polliciuj with the ahippes which hf^vc thereby gonci to 
wrackoK

TfltiHne. Tosoived rather to loose my Ufoj than to give ears to such 
prejudicial I aounsel]. And flo as tho Vfeatber gave loavej 
we eatoTtained our selves the first dayes in necessaiy 
wdrkasj and oilor in making of coaJo (for wood was plenti- 
fulb and no man would commence an action of wasl against 
nsjj with intent, the wind continuing long contrary^ to see 
if wee oonid retnodio any of onr broken anchors ; a forge I 
had ill my shippe^ and of five anchors which wo brought 
out of liiUglandt there remained but one that was Berviceablo. 

In tlie ilanda of PengviHns we lost one; in Cmbbe cove^ 
another; oi a thirds upon anolher occasion we broko an 
arine; and the fonrthj on the rocko had the eye of his ring 
broken. This^ one day devising with my aolfe^ I made to 
serve, without working hftn a new. Whidi when I tooke 
first in haadj all men thought it ridiculous ; but in fine, we 
made it in that manner so Korviceable^ aa till our aJiip caroo 
to CslbOj which is the port of Lima^ shoe scarce used any 
other anchor j and when I came from Lymn to Panama, 
which was three yearcs after, 1 saw it sorvo the adtnirali 
in which I came (a ship of abovo five hundredth tunnea). 
without other art or addition, then what my owne loveution 
contrivodH 

And for that m the like neeesajlie or owaflion, others 
Pwfit thettiiielves of tlio induatHe, 1 will recount the 
* manner of tho forging oar eye without fire or iron. It was 
in this sort. 

From the oyo of the shenke about the head of the Crosse, 
wo g*ve two turoea with a now strong halaer, bohvixt three 
aud foure mches. giving a rca«>iiable ullowanco for tliat 
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ivbicii sliould be the eje, and served id stead of the ring; 
tbea we fastned the two end^ of the hnl&er^ so as in that 
part it was as elroag as id aoy other* and with our capsten 
stretched the two bjghtes* that eveij part taigbt bear pro- 
portionablj ; thea armed we all the balscr round about witb 
six jarno sjnaets, and lihowLae the shank of the anchor* 
and the head with a smooth matt made of the aame sjn- 
net: this done* with ao inch rope* wee woolled the two 
bjghtes to the shaake, from the crosse to the eye* and that 
also which \ras to serve for the ring* aud fitted the stocke 
accordingly. This done* those who before derided the in¬ 
vention* were of opinion* that it would sen'e for a neeS y 
onelj they put one di^cultiej that with the foil or pitch of 
the anchor in bard ground* with his wnigbt he would cut 
the halser in sunder on the head; for prevention whereof* 
we placed a pancb* as the mariners termo it* upon the head 
of the anchor^ with whose softueBBe this danger was pre¬ 
vented* and the anchor past for serviceable.^ 

Some of onr idle time we spent in gathering the barke 
and fruite of a certaine tree* which we found in all places 
of the st™tes where we found trees^ This tree carrieth 
his fmite in clusters like a hawthome* but that it is greene^ 
each berry of the bignesse of » popper come* and every of 
them containing within four or five gmynesj tw ise as biggo 
as ft iDustard-seodj which broken* are wluto within* as the 
gOo^d pepper* and bite much like it* but hot tor. The barke 
of this tree hath the savonr of all kiode of spices together* 
most comfortable to the stoTuache* and held to be better 
than any spice whatsoever. And for that a learned coun¬ 
try-man of ours* Doctor Tumerp hath written of itj hy the 
name of FFia^«-j# frarAc* which 1 have said may suffice. The

Other whiles wo entertniued gnr solves in gatlierin^ of 
posrlea ont of tnuaselSj wlioroof there are ahoundance in all 
places, from Cape Froward to the oad of the straitcs. 

Ofpartot. xhe peerles ore but of a bad colour^ and small; but it 
may be that in the groat mussels, in deeper water, the 
poarles are bigger, and of greater value; of the smalt seed 
pearls, there are great quantltie, and the massele were n 
great refreshing unto ns; for they are exceeding good, and 
in great plentie. And here let me crave pardon if I orre, 
seeing I disdainie from being a naturalist, by delivering 
my opinion tonching the breeding of these pcarles, which 
I thinke to be of a farre diSerent nature and qnalitie to 
those found in the East and West Indies, which are found 
in oysters; growing in the shell, trader the rnflf of the 
oyster, some soy of the dewe, which I held to be some old 
philosophers conceit, for that it cannot bee made probable 
how the dew should come into the oyster; and if this wore 
true, then ^uestionlesae, wee should have them in onr 
oysters as in those of the East and West Indies; but those 
oysters were, by the Creator, made to bring foorth this 
rare fruitc, nil their shels being, to looke to, pearlo itselfe. 
And the other pearles found in our oysters and mussels, in 
divers partes, are ragendred out of the fatnesee of the fish, 
in tiic very substance of the fish; ao that in some mussels 
liave heene found twenty, and thirty, lu severaU partca of 
the fish, and these not perfect in colour, nor clearenes, as 
those found in the pesrle-oystera, wliieh are ever perfect in 
colour and clearenes. Like the sunue in his rising, and there¬ 
fore called orientall, and not aa is supposed, because ont

Other fiflb, besides sealee arid erabbes, lifee sbrimpes^ 
and one wbalOj with two or tbree porpuBses^ wee saw not 
in all tbe straiten, ileere we made a^6o a snrvay of our 
victuals ; and oponiug qrertaine barrels of oaten meale^ wee 
found a great part of some of tbenij as also of our pipes 
and fatta' of bread* eatan and consumed bj tbe ratts ; 
donbtlesae, a fiflb part of my company did not eate so mncli 
aa these devoured, as wee found dayly in cornming to spend 
any of onr provisions. 

Wbon 1 came to the sea, it vraa not inspected that I bad 
a ratt in niy sbippe ; but with tbe bread in caske^ which wo 
transported out of tbo Hatpke, aod tbe going to and againe 
of our bcutes unto onr prisej thotigb we Imd diverse catts 
and used other preveationsj in a small time they midti- 
plyed in encb a manor as is inorodiblo. It is ono of the 
genonill calamities of all long voyages^ and would bco 
carofnlly pi‘cvented as mnob as may bee« For boaides tbat 
Avbicb they consume of the best victuals, they cate tbo 
sayles j and neither packe nor chest is free fTom their snr^ 
prises, I kavo knowno them to tnuko a hole in a pipe of 
w^ater* and Baying tbe puinpe* have put all in feare^ doubting “ * 
least some bake had beene sprung upon the ship* 

Moreover^ I have beard credible persons report that 
shippes have beeno put in danger by them to be sunke^ by 
a bole made in tbe bnlgCp* All which is easily remedied at 
the first, but if onco tboy be somewhat increased, with dilfi- 
cnlty they are to be destroyed. And although I propounded 
a reward for every ratt which was takon^ and sought meancs

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by poyson and other inTentious to conannie them ; yet their 
increase being so ordtuaiy and manyj wee wore Hot able to 
clearo our aelrce from them.

At the end of fonrteone dayeS/ one evening, being cal me, 
and a goodly cJeare in the enstor-boord, I willed our anchor 
to be wcyed,' and determined to goe into the channell, 
whereof enatiod a muriunring amongst my company, who 
““1*^. were deairoHS to sea the winde setied before we pot oat of 
tho harbonr: and in part they had reason, considemig hgw 
wee had becne canvassed from place to place; yet on the 
other aide, if wee went not ont before night, wee should 
looBO the whole nights gayHng, and all the time which wo 
shoald apcnd in warping out; which wotild be, donbtles, a 
g^at part of the fore-noone. And althoagb the master 
signified unto mee the diHpositioti of my people, and master 
Henry Conrton {a discreete and Tertuona gentleman, and 
my good friend, who in all tho voyage was ever an especial 
fnrtherer of all that ever I ordained or proposed), in this 
occasion aoaght to divert me, that all hot my solfe wore 
contrarily inclined to that which 1 thought fit: and thooEb 
' tho common saying be, that it is better to erre with many, 
then, all contradicting, a ono to Lit the right way, yet troth 
tolde mee this proverbe to bee falsely founded; for that it 
was not to bee understood, that for erring it is better, but 
berause it is supposed that by hitting a man shall get emu¬ 
lation of tho contradictors; I encountered it with another, 
that sayeth, hotter to bo envied than pittied; aud well con-

into the chauuell* the winde being good* a man might come 
from Elizabeth bay to the port^ that there we should 
have the wind firsts being more to the east-wardes^ and in 
an open bay* and moreover might set sayle in the nighty 
if the wind shonld rise in the wening or in the night; 
whereas* in the portj of force* wo mnat waite the light of 
the day« I made my sclfe deafe to all innrmoring^^ and 
caused my commaund to be pnt in exccntion* and* donhtr 
leasOj it was Gods gracigus inspirationj as by the eTont was 
scene; for being gotten into the channeli* within an houre^ 
the wiude came goodp and wo sajlcd merrily on oor voyage ; 
and hj the hreako of the day, wee had the month of the 
straites open* and abent fonre of tho clocke in the anei% 
noone, wee were thwart of Capo I>oaire;* which k the 
westermost part of tho land on the aouthern side of the 
etmitos.

The best remedia 
1 can propennd, is to wish our nation in this poynt to be 
well adrised, and iu especial], all those tlint fellow the sea, 
ever having before their eyes the aenclent disciplme of our 
predecessors; who in coufonnitie and obedienco to their 
chicfes and ceuiinanders, have beene a mirror to uU other 
nations, with patience, silence, and auflbring, patting in 
esecation what they have beene commanded, and thereby 
gained the blessings dno to such vertnes, and leaving to 
posteritia perpetuaJI memories of their glorious victories. 
A jnst recompence for all such as conqaer themselves, and 
snbject their most specioas wiJles to Iho wiU of their 
SQperiors.

lif apprehension whereof at land, 1 cannot forsbeare tbe 
discipline thereof, as at this day, and in the dajes of lato 
memory, it hath beeno practised in the states of Flannders 
Fraance, and Britt&yne; whereas the Spaniards, Wallons 
Switzers, and other nations, are daily fag of tnarmurings 
and mutenics, npen every sleight occasion. 

The like I also wish should bo imitated by those who 
follow the sea; that is, that those who aro subject to com¬ 
mand, presume no further then to that which bdongoth 
unto them: Qai netdt parare, nescit impsrare. L speake 
thi^ for that 1 have somettmos socno anespert and ignorant 
persons, yea, unable to judge of any poyut appertaining to 
government, or the gnide of a ahippe, or company of men 
presuming npen their fine witts, and enamoured of their 
ewne conceits, contradict and dispute against gmvo wise 
and enporimeutcd govcrtiours: many forward fcllowes'

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tliiuking tlii&niselveB better wortbie to comtnanJj tbOT to 
bo commanded- Snct parsons I adrise not to goo, bnt 
Tphoro they may command j or els looking before they 
loapOj to consider well under whom they plooo thenisel?eSj 
seeing^ for the moat psrt^ it is in thoir choyce to choose a 
govomoiir fmm whom they may expect satisfaction | bat 
choyce being once madc^ to resolve with the patient wife 
in history, that, that day wherein shoe married horseUb to 
an hnsband, that very day shoo had no longer any tv ill more 
thon the will of her husband : and so he that by sea or land 
placeth liimselfe to senre in any action^ must make reckoa- 
iag that the time the journey endnrethj he hath no other 
will, nor dispose of himselfo, than tliat of his commander; 
for in tbo governors baud is all power^ to reoompeace and 
reward, to punish or forgive. 

Likewise those who have charge and commandj must 
aometiines with patience or sufTerance overcome their fury 
and misconceitSj according to occasionSj for it is a great 
poynt of wisedoraoj especially in a genomll murmuritig, 
where the cause is just, or tbat^ as oftcu times it bappeneth, 
any probable accideut may divert tbo minds of the dis¬ 
contented^ and give hope of remediOj or future event may 
produce repentance, to tume, aa they say, the deafe earo, 
and to winko at that a msn aeeth. As it is sayde of 
Charles the fifth, emperonr of Germany, and king of Spainej 
who rounding his campe, one night, disgoiged, heard some 
sontdiers rayle and apeak evil of him s those which accom¬ 
panied him were of opinioUj that he ebcnld use some 
exemplary punishment npon them j not so, sayfch he, for 
these^ now vexed with the miseries they suffer, ease their 
hearts with their tengucs; but if occasion present it selfej 
they will not stlcke to sndnUce their lives for my safetie- 
A resolution worthy ao prudent & commander, and so mag¬ 
nanimous a prince. 

The like is written of Fabins Maximns, the famous 
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^ho eisdared tlie attribute of coward^ wilh manj 
other infaDiies^ ratbor then ho woqIc] hazard the safetio of 
his countrio bj rash and iinoertaine pro^ocatioos. 

No Ibsso worthy of porpBttiall tnomory wm the prudent 
polUoie and government of onr English navie^ in anno 1588^ 
bj the worthy Earle of Nottinghanij^ lord high admlrall of 
England j who, in like with mature and ojcperitnented 
knowledge^ patiently withstood the inatlgatloiie of mnnj 
co-umgions and noble oaptainoSt who would have pors waded 
him to have laid thira aboord ^ but well he foresaw that 
the onotny had an annie aboordj ho none; that they ex¬ 
ceeded him in number of shippings and thoee gn?ater in 
bnlkoj stronger buiUj and higher molded^ so that they who 
with Bueh advaDtago fought from above, might easily dis- 
tresse all opposition below ; the slaughter^ peradventtire^ 
prooTing more fa tail then the victory prohtable : by being 
overthrownOj ho might have hanzardod the kiugdome ^ 
whereas by the couc|neMt^ at most^ be cenld havo boasted of 
nothing but glorioj and au enemy defeated. Kut by Buffer^ 
auce, he alwayes advantaged himselfe of windo and tide ; 
which was the freedome of onr oonutrey^ and Bocuritie of 
onr navioj with the dostrnction of theirs, which in the eye 
of the ignorant, who judge all things by the extemall ap- 
pearanco, scorned invindhle; but truly considerod^ wag 
much inferior to ours iu all tilings of aubEtancej as the 
event prooved ; for we siinke^ gpoyled, and fooke of them 
many, and they dimloishcd of onrg but one small pyoace^ 
nor any man of namOj save onely captaine Cocke, who 
dyed with honour amidst his companv. The greatest 
dnmniage, that, as I remember^ thoj caused to any of our 
ahippos, WAS to the Swnlhw of her majestie, which I bad 
in that action under my charge, with an arrow of ere ahott 
into her beaka-hoad, which wc saw not, becsanse of tho

FnoM Capo DesirCp some fonre leagues north-weafc lye 
foore ilaada, which are very small, and the middlemost of 
them is of the fashion of a sngnr-lonfe. We were no 
sooner clears of Cape Desire, and! his ledge of rockes, which

tnirj by tLc north-weafc; aod sa wo fitood off id to the aoa 
two dajea and two Dights to the west-wards. 

In bR the straitea it obhoth and floweth more or lease, 
and in many placoa it higheth very little water; but in 
soma bayos, where are groat indraagbtgj it bigheth eight 
or ten foote, and donbtlesse further in^ more. If a man be 
fumishod with wood and water, and the winde good, bo 
may keepe the mayna sea, and goo ronnd about tho straites 
to the southwards, and it ia the shorter way; for besides 
the experieneo which we modo, that ell the south part of 
the straites is but ilands, many times haying the sea open, 
I remember that Sir Francis Drake told me, that baying 
shott the stmiteSj a stormo first tooko him at uorth^weat, 
and afcer vored about to the south-west, which continued 
&^ptrf. many dayes, with that extremitio, that he could 

not opon any saylo, and that at the end of the storme, be 
found himselfo in fiftio degrees which was su:fficient tes- 
timqnj and proofe, that he was beaten rouDd about the 
straites: for the least height of the straites ia in fif&y two 
degrees and fiftie minutes ; in which stands tho two ea- 
tmuccs dr months. 

And moreoverj he soid, that standing about, when tho 
wiude changed^ he was not wolf able to doubio the souther- 
most iland* and so anchored nndor the lee of it; and going 
a-shore, carried a compaase with him, and seeking ont the 
sonthermost part of tho iland, caste himselfo dowuo upon 
the uttermost pojot, gmyelling, and so reached out his 
't. Presently he imbarked, and then recoanted 
onto hia people that he had beene upon the southermoat 
knowne land in the world, and more further to the south¬ 
wards upon it then any of thenip yea, or any man as yet 
knowne. Those testimonies may suffice for tins truth unto 
all, but such as am incrednkns. and will belceve nothing 
» Thk mm tw B mi^rint; it flhoald perlmpa &C=. 
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but what they see: for my patt> I am of opimon^ that the 
strait© is navigable all the yeare long, although the best 
time be in Norember, December^ and Jannaryj and then 
the winds more favourable^ which other times an? variable^ 
aa in all narrow seas,^ 

Being some fiftie leagues a s©a-boord the atraiteSj the 
winde vering to the west-wards, we east about to the 
north-wards, and lying the coast along^ shaped onr cotu-so 
for the iland Mocha^ About the fifteenth of April, we Mwh*. 
wore th^vart of Baldivia, which was then in the hands of 
the Spaniards, but since, the Indians, m anno 1599 ^ dig- 
poBSsased them of it, and the Conception; which are two 
of the most piincipall places they had in that king<Iome, 
and both ports* 

Baldivia had its name of a Spanish captaine so called, 
whom afterwards the Indians toeke prisoner^ and it is said, 
they required of him the reason why he came to molest 
them and to take their country from thonij having no titles 
nor right thereunto; ho ausw'ered, to get gold; which the 
barbarians understanding, caneed gold to be moltonj and 
poured down hia throat, saying, gold was thy desire^ glut 
thee with it.®

place in 155S, and continasd for numj yean The moat fierce outbreak 
waa in l&SS. The city of Valdivia waa surprised on Nfirefubcr 24th of 
lliat ymr, and entirely deHtroyod, 
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It Btandetb in fqrtia tatli a pleasant river and 

navigable, for a sliip of good burden mo-j goe aa high up 
as tbe cittie; and la a goodlj weedy country. 

Here our beefe begaane to take oodj and was then as 
good as tbe day wee departeth from England| it woa pre¬ 
served in pickell, whichj thotigh it bo more oliargeoblej yet 
the profit pajeth the chaTge^ in that it ia made more durablcj 
contrary to the opinion of many, which hold it impossible 
that beefe should bo kept good passing the cqidnoctiall 
lyoe- And of our porke I eato in the house of Don Bel¬ 
tran do Castro, in Lyma, noere foure yenrca old^ very goodj 
preseiwed aftor the sarac manner, notwithstanding it had 
lost his picked long hefors. 

Some degrees hoFore a man comes to Baldivia to the 
southwards, as Spaniards have told me^ lyeth the iland 
Chulej^ not easily to be discerned from the raayuo^ for ho 
that paaseth by it, cannot but tkinke it to be the tnajnc. It 
ia aald to bo inhabited by the Spaniards, but badly^ yet 
rich of gold. 

The 19th of April, being Easts r'cven, we anchored under 
the Hand Hocha,^ It lyeth in thirty-nine degrees, it may 
be somo foure leagues over, and is a high mountainous 
bill, but round about the footo thereof, some half league 
from the sea-shore, it is champion ground, well inhabited, 
and manured. 

From tho straitcs to this ilandj we Found that cither the 
coast is set ont more westerly thou it is, or that we had u 
groat current, which put ns to the west-wards : for we had 
not sight of land in three dayes after. Our rcckonmg was 
to see it, bnt for that we coasted not the land, I cannot do-

the Innd. Bnt Spaniards which have saylcd alongst it^ 
have told me that it is a hold and safe -coast, and rooson- 
ablo eonnding off it. 

In this iJand of Mocha we had comtnutiication and con- 
tratation^ with the inhabitants^ but with great vigilancio 
and care; for they and all the people of Oliilj are mortall 
enomtes to the Spaniarda, and held as to bo of them ; and 
SO esteemed Sir Francis Drake when he was in this iland, 
which WEIS the first land also that he touched on this coast. 

They used him with so fine a treeheiyj that they pos^ssed 
themselves of all the oarea in his boate_, saviog two, and in 
striving to get them also, they slew and hurt all his men: 
himselfej who had fewest wounds, hod three, and two 
of them in the head. Two of his crompanj which lived 
long after, had, the one scaveuteono (his name was John 
liroor, who afterward was pilot with master Can dish) , and 
the other abont twentie, a negroe-servant to Sir Fmncia 
Drake. 

And with me they nsed a pollicie, which amongst bar-SeifiSKii 
barons people wag not to be imagiiied, although I wrought 
sure; for I suffered none to tneato with me nor with my 
people with armes. Wo were armod, and met upon a rock 
compassed witli water, whether they came to parley and 
negotiate. Being in cooimunication with the caciques and 
others, many of the Indiana came to the heads of our 
boates, and some went into them. Certatno of my people 
standing to defend the boates with their oares, for that 
there went a bad sege^ were forced to lay downo their 
mnsketts; which the Indians percoiving, endevoiired to fill 
the barrells with watar, taking it out of the sea in the hol¬ 
low of their hands. By dianeo casting mine eye aside, I 
discovered tboir slynease, and with a truncheon, which I 
had in mina hand, gave the Indians three or foure gwet

faction by nsiog rigor towardas tboso wliicb bad b&Dri& in 
the boatea j but I lia\Hog gotten the refresbing I desiredj 
anil flJl I could bopa from thoni^ would have no further 
conversation with them. At our first comtnmgj two of 
their caciquea^ who are their lords or kidgSj caiue aboord 
our shippe (we leaving one of onr companj ashora us n 
pledge)^ whom wo feasted in good mautior; they eat well 
of lill that was set before them, and dranka better of our 
wine t ona of them became n bttla giddio heuded> and mar- 
vnyled munh at our nrtillery : I caused a peece to bo 
primed, and after to be shotfc 001 whereat the one started, 
but Ibe other made no shew of alteration. After putting 
them ashoi-e^ loaden with toyes and trifles^ wbicb to them 
seemed great riches} from all parts of tho ilund the people 
came unto ns, bringing all such things as they Imd, to wit, 
sheepe, cockes, etc. (from henues they would not part/, and 
divers sorts of fruits and rootes, which they exchangad with 
ns for kniTes^ glasses, combos, baUas, beadas^ counters, 
pinnes, and other tridoa- Wo saw little demonstration of 
gold or silver amongst them, though seme they bad; and 
for that we saw they piado estimation of it, wo would not 
make Tectonmg of it: but they gave ns to understand that 
they had it from the mayno^ 

The sheeps of this iland are gneat-j goed, and fatt ; I 
have not tasted better m niton any where, Tboy ware as 
oui-s, and donbtleBSO of the breed of those which tho 
Spaniards brought into tho country. Of the sheepe of tho 
country we could by no means procure any one, although 
wo saw of tliam, and used meanes to have had of them \ 
for they esteem thorn much, aa reason willeth, senring them 
for mauy uBcfij as in another place, God willing, I shall 
declare more at large. Tliey have small store of fiab*

hold to ba peopled v^ith the most Yaliont lantiDn in all Chiljj 
thongli genemlly tba Inhabitants of that kingdomo nro 
very eonrngious^ 

I’hey are clothed after the manner of antiquitie^ oil 
‘hvoollen I their cassoekes made like a sacko, square, with 
two holes for the two armesi and ono for the hcad^ all open 
beIoW| without lining or other art: hat of them somoare 
most cnrionaly wooveoj and in colours^ and on both sides 
alike. 

Their honses arO made roundj in fashion like nnto oar 
pigeon liouseSj with a laver^ in the toppo, to evacuate the 
siDoako when tJiey made fire. 

They brongbt ns a atranga Idade of tobacco^ made into 
little cakes^ ItVo pitebj of a bed smell, with holes through 
tho middle^ and bo laced tnaHj upon a atriog* They pre- 
eeuted ua alao with two Spanish ietterS;p thinking us to bo 
Spaniarda, which were written by a captaine of a frigate, 
that some dayos before had received courtesie at thnir 
hands^ and signified the same to the govemour j wishing 
that the people of the iland would becoiao good snbjecta to 
the kmgj and that therefore he would receive them into 
Ilia favonr and protection^ and send them some person as 
govemour; hot none of them spake Spanishj and ao we 
dealt with them hj signes. The people of this iland^ as 
all Cbity,® are of good stature, and well madei and of bettor 
oountenanoe then those Indimis which I have seene in many 
ports. They uro of good uuderatandiag^ and agilitle, and 
of great atrengtli. Their weapons are bowo3 and orrowos* TtniT* 
and uiocanas : their bowea short and strong, and their ar-

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mvos of n filioH reed or caDe;^ three quaiicrg of n yard 
long, with two foatters^ and headed ivith a flint stonOj 
which ia loo&o and hurting^ the bend rctnarning in tho 
wound; some are headed with hono^ and fiome with hard 
wood,, halfo burat ia the fire- Wee came botwiatt tho 
ilsind aad the mayrie^ On tho south-went part of the iland 
lyeth a groat lodge of rockes^ which are dangerous | and it 
is good to be carefnll how to come too neere tho iland on 
all parta. 

Immediately when they diioovered he, both upon the 
iland and the maine, woo might ace them make aaudry 
great firea, which were to give advise to the rest of the 
people to be in a readinosso : for they have contiiiuall and 
mortall warra with tho Spaniards^ and the shippes they 
see they beleeve to bo their enemies.^ The cltie iinperiail 
iyelh over against this ilandj but eight or tonne leagues 
into the conniroy ; for all the sea coast from Baldivia till 
Lhirty^aix degrees, the Indiana have nowj in a manner^ in 
their hands free frem any Spiniords. 


SECTION Xhll. 

Tofreshed our salvos well in Lhis ilaiid, for that 
littk titno wee stayedj which was some three dayos, wee 
sot saylo with great joy^ and with a fayro wiude sayled 
alongst the coast; and some eight leagues to the north¬ 
ward we anchored ogaine in a goodly bay, and sent our 
boates ashore, with desire to speake with some of tho 
Indians of Arawca, and to see if they would ho content to 
entertaino ami tic, or to chop and chaugo with ua» But all 
that night and the next momiog appeared not one person, 

1 111 1604, th& Araiicaiis eutudy dcetivy^il the Spouah towua of VaJ^ 
tliria, ImrKrfud, Angol, iSanta Cnn^ Uhilku, wid CoacepUwa. 
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and so wee sot saylo agsine j and tnwardes the evening the 
winde began to change, and to Howe contrary^ and that so 
mnehj and the sea to rise so sodaineljj that we coaid not 
take in our boatos witbont spoyling of them. This stormo iiSo! 
condiinod ynth na tenne dayes, beyond espoctationj for that 
woo thoaght our selrea out of the cliniato of fowle weather; 
but trtielj it was one of the sharpest stonnes that ever I 
felt to endure so long. 

In this s tonne, one night haling up mir boates to free 
the water ont of thoiUi one of our younkens that went into 
them for that purpose, had not that regard* which reason 
required* unto our light horseman: for with hEiling her 
np to step into her ont of the boate, he split her asunder* 
and $o we were forced to cut her offj w-hich was no small 
heartes grief unto me* for that 1 knew* and all my company 
felt, and many times lamented* the losso of her. 

The stormc tooko end* and wee bihaped our conrse for 
the ilaud of Saiut Maries*^ which lycth in thirty seavnn 
degrees and forty miniits; and beforo yon como unto the 
iland some two leagacs* in the trade way Ijetli a rocke* 
which, a farro off* seemeth to be a shippe under sajl& This 
iland is little and low, but fertile and w'ell peopled* wdth 
Indians and some few Spaniards in it. Some ten leagues 
to the north-wards of this ilandp lyeth the citty Conceptionj 
with a good port; from this wo coasted alongst till wee 
came in thirty-three degrees and forty miuntea. In which 
height lay the itands of luan Fernandes, batwisLt threescore 
and fourscore leagues from the shore, plentiful of fish* and 
good for refreshings 1 purposed for many reasons not to 
discover iny selfe upon this coast, till we were past 
[otherwise called Gividad de Los Bejes, for that it was 
entered by the Spaniard the day of the three kings) but

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my coiDpanj urged mo ao ftims, that except) I shooM aeeiai 
m all thiogts to oirer-’beara tbom^ in not oondosconding to 
that whiob in the opiDioti of aiij but my selfCp scorned pro¬ 
fitable and boat, I oonid not but yeelda nuto^ thongli it 
carried a fake colour^ aa the endo prooved, for it was otir 
perditioTL This all my eotnpatty knowetb to be true, 
whereof aome aro yot liring and oau giro testiraonie* 

But the mariner is ordinarily so carried away with tho 
doairo of pillage, aa Eometiniea for very appeamtiooa of 
moment he© Icoseth bis voyagOj and rnany times himaolfe. 
And fio the greedines of spoylo, onely hoped for in shippea 
of tradoj which goe too and fro in this coasts blinded them 
from forecasting tho perill wJiereinto wee exposed onr 
voyage, in discovering onr selves before we past the coast 
of Calbo, which is the |iorfc of Lyma. To be sbgrt^ wco 
haled the coast aboord, and that evening we discovered the 
port of BalparizOj^ which' aerveth the citly of Saint lago, 
atandibg aonio twenty leagues into tbo countrey: when 
presently we descried fotire shippes at an anchor: whero- 
tipon weo manned and armed enr boato, which rowed to¬ 
wards the shippea; they seeing os turning in^ and fearing 
that wbicb wus^ ran a shoro with that little they could save^ 
and Icaft us the reit^ whoroof wo wore masters in a 
moment^ and bad tbo rifling of aU tbo Atoreboasca on the 
shoo re. 

This night 1 set a good guard in all tbo shippeg, longing 
to sec the light of tho next tneming to put all things m 
order} which appearing^ I began to sarvay theirij and 
found nothing of moment, saving five hundred botozios^ of

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wine, two or tliree thousand of lionite^^ and some refrosH- 
injT of breadj bacoHj dried beefe, waxe^ craodleiSj and other 
neCeasariesL The rest of tboir lading was plankesj sponesj 
and timber, for L^ma, and the valtoyes, which m n rich 
trade j for it bath no tiqjber but that which is broogbt 
to it from other pbcoa. They had also nanny packes of 
Indian mantles, but of do value iiiito ua, with mneh tallow, 
and manteca de puerco,^ and abaun dance of great new 
ohcstsj in which wen had thgoght to be some great maaac 
of wealth* bnt opening them^ found aothiog hot apples 
tbercLEi } all which was gChod tnarchandizc m Lyma^ but to 
na of small occoEnpt^ The marchandiKe on shore In their aini t£»

stone-houses was the like, and therefore in the same pre- 
dicatnent. Tlie owners of the shippes gave na te understand 
that at a reasouahle price they would redeemo their shippos 
and loadings which 1 hearkened unto; and so admitted 
cetiaine persons which might treat of the matter, and con¬ 
cluded with them for a small price rather then to bume 
them, saving for the greatest^ which I cenjed with me, 
more to give satisfaction to my people then for any other 
respect; because they would not bo porswaded hut that 
there was much gold hidden id her; otherwise shoo would 
have yeclded us more thou the other three. 

Being in this treatie, one moniiug at the breake of day

came another abippe tounng into the harhoor, and stand- 
ing into the shorej hnl was becalmed^ Against her w'eo 
manned a couple of boatos, and tooke her before many 
houres. In this shippo we had some good quantitie of 
gold, which aheo had gathered in Baldivm, and the Con- MMtioaia* 
ception, from whence shoe eumo^ Of this shippe was pilot 
and part owncr^ Alonso Pereabueno, whom wo kept for 
OUT pilot On this coast; till moved with compassion [for 
that ho was a man charged with wife and children), we sot 
him ashore hotwixt Santa and Trtutillo,® Out of this shippo 
* LanL ■ On the coMt of t^mi, tnjttli ef tinio. 
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WO had ako itore of good bacon, and sorao provlaiDn of 
broodj. hennos^ and othor viotmUp And for that sheo had 
bronght us so good a portion^ and hor owner continued 
with uSj the better to animate him to play the honest man 
(tboagh wo trogtod him no farther then we saw him, for 
we presently discoTfired him to be a cunning fellow) j and 
for that his other partner bad lost tho greatest part of gold, 
and seemed to be an honest man^ as after be proved by his 
thankfnlnesse in Lytna, we gave them the ship and tho 
greatest part of bor loading freely, 

Horn we supplied our want of nnehorsj though not ac- 
oording to that which was reqnisite in i-ogard of tho burdon 
of our shippe; for in the South sea, the greatest anchor 
for a shippe of si^e or eight hnndreth tnnnes^ is not a 
thousand weight j partly* boeause it is little subject to 
stormesj and partly* because those they had till onr cam¬ 
ming* were all brought out of the North sea by land; for 
they make no anchors in those countries. And the first 
artillerie they had was also brought over lund, which wag 
small; the carriage and passage from Kombre do Dios* or 
Porto YelOj to Panama* being most difficult and eteepOj qp 
hill and downe hill* they are all carried npon negrccs backes. 

Bat some years before my impHsamnonb they fell to 
making of artillerj'* and, since* they forge auchora also. 
Wee fumisbod our shippe also with a shift of sajles of 
cotton cloth, which are farm better in that sea then any of 
our double saylea; for that in all the narigation of that 
sea they have little rayne and few stormes; but whore rayne 
and etormca are erdinarj, they are not good; for with tho 
wett they grow so gtiffo they cannot ba handled. 
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1 cONCtiUDED tiie raD^Qio of fh-Q shipper ivith an nundont 
cnptaincj az)<l of noblo bloodj who had hia danghter tbnre^ 
reaclj to bo inibarked to go to Lyiua, to serve Domii 
Tcrossa do Castro, the vicorojos wifo^^ and sister to Don 
Eeltnin do Castro. Her apparell nod bis, with divert other 
things which they had imbarked m the greatest shippe^ we 
restored, for the good office he did os, and the confidence 
he had of usj commitig and going onclj upon my word ; 
for which he w^as after ever thankefull, and deservod Enoch 
morc- 

Another that treated with me was Cnptaine loan Con- 
treres, owoer pf one of the shippes, and of tho iland Santa 
Maria, in thirty-seaven degrees and fortie miontes, Xu 
treating of the ransonicSi and transporting and hiding the 
provisions we made cboyce of, wee spent gome si3te or eight 
dayes } at the end whereof, with reputation amongst our 
enemies, and a good portion towards cur charges, and oor 
shippo as well stored and victualled as the day we departed 
from Englandj wo set sajle. 

The time wee were in this port, 1 tooke small rest, and 
so did the master of our shippo, Hugh Cornish, a most 
earefulb orderly, and sufficient naan, because we knew our 
owne weaknesse; for entring into- the harbour^ wo had bat 
seavBntio fivo men and boyes^ five shippos to guard, and 
every one moored by himselfe; which, no doobt, if oor 
enemies had knowne, they would have wrouflrht some

stratagem upon usj for the governonr of Chily was thero 
on shore in view of us, an auiicient Flanders soldiefp and of 
eypericncOj wisedome, and valour, called Don Alonso de

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Soto ^rfftyor, of tlo b&bit of Saint IngOj who was aftor 
captaino gonerall m Terra Firme, and wrought all the in- 
TOQtious opon the river of Ohagres, nnia on tlia shore, when 
Sir Francis Drake proposed to goe to Fanntna, in the'voj'- 
ago wherein he died; as also, at my oomming into'Spaino, 
he wae president in Panama, and there, aniT in Lyma, used 
me with great eonrtBsio, like a noble souldier and liberal! 
gentleman. Ho confessed to me after, that ho lay in am- 
bnah with three handred horse and foote, to see if at any 
time wee had landed or neglected onr watch, with balsas, 
(which is a certatne raffo made of mastea or trees fastened 
together), to have attempted something against ns. But 
the enemy I feared not so mneh os the wine j which, not¬ 
withstanding all the dilligence and prevention I could use 
day and night overthrew many of my people. A foule 
fault, because too common amongst sea-men, and deserveth 
some rigorons punishment, with aeveritie to he executed; 
for it hath beene, and is doily, the destruction of many 
good enterprises, amidst their hest hopes. And hasidos 
the ordinaiy fruites it briugeth forth, of buggery, shame, 
and sickuessD, it is a most deadly sinno, A dmokard is 
unfit for any government, and if I might ho hired with 
many thousands, I wonid not carry with me a man known 
to put his felicitie in that vice, instiling it with the nnijio 
of good feUowship; which in most well governed common¬ 
wealths, hath beene a sufficient blemish to deprive a man 
of office, of honour, and estiraatioo. It wasteth our king- 
dome more then is well understood, as well by the in¬ 
firmities it causeth, as by the cousumption of wealth, to 
the impoverishing of us, and the enriching of other king- 
dOlDCS^ 

And thongh I am not old, in comparison of other auneient 
men, I can remember Sianisl, wine rarely to bo found in 
tois fcingdome. Then hot burning fqavers were not knowijo 
m England, and men lived many more yeares. Hut since 
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the Spnuish socks tiove becTic coiddioti in ow tavernes, 
whichj for eoiis0rvatioiij is mingled with in its 

inokingj OOP nation compkmctli of cokntorofi^ of the stone, 
tbfl drgpsie^ ond inBnito other diseases, not heard of before 
tliia wine came in freqoont use^ or bet very scldoine. To 
eonfirme wliicli my beliefe* I have heard one of our learn- 
edfit pbjsitians nffirtne^ that he thonght there died more 
persons in England of drinking wine and naing hot spices 
in their mouts and drinkes, then of ull other diseases. 
Besides there is no yearo in which it wastetb not two mil- 
lions of erownes of onr substancej by coDvajance into 
formine conntrics; which in so well a governed comnioa- 
wealth as ours is acknowledged to be through the whole 
world, in all other constitutions, in this onely remaineth 
to bo looked into and retnedled. Doubtlesse, whosoever 
should be the author of this reforination, would gaine >vith 
God an everlasting reward, and of his country a statiia of 
gold, for a perpotuall memoiy of so tueritorious a woriso.

A LEAGUE or better before a man discover this bajo to the 
sontli-wards, lyeth a great rocke, or Small ilandj ncore the ^ 
Ehoro ; under which, for a need, a man may ride with his 
shippe. It is a good niarko^ and sure signo of tlie port, 
and disoovoriug the bay a man must give a good birth to

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the pojut of tlie harboar; for it hath perilous rochps \png 
a gooii djAtunce ofll It neither ebheth nor flowoth lu this 
port, nor from this till a tuan oomo to Gmiyaqtiillp which is 
tlircc degrees from the oquiwoctmll lyne to the south- 
wards*- Lot this be cooBidenei It is a good harbour for 
all windes that partake not of the north ; for it raoneth up 
south and by west, and south south-west, but it hath much 
fowle ground* 

Id one of these shippes we found a now doTiae for the 
stopping of aaodaioe leake iu a shipps nnder water^ without 
board, when a man cannot come to it within board ; which 
eased ns of one that we had frotn the day wo departed 
from Dotford, caused bj the touching a-gronnd of our 
sliippa at low water^ being loaden and iu the neap streamea^ 
commiDg a-gronnd in the Sterne^ the force of the tydo 
caused to cast thwart, wrested her slogg, and that la such 
sorfcj as it mEuie a contiauall leake, though not much. And 
for tliat others may profit themsoWes of the like, I thinks 
it good to set do who the manner of it: which waa, taking 
a round wicker basket^ and to fill it with peeces of a junke 
or ropo^ chopped very smalh and of an inch long^ and after 
toaed all as oacombe then the basket is to be covered 
with a nett, the meshes of it being at the least two inches 
square, and after to be tied to a long pike or polo^ which is 
to goe across the haekets mouthy and putting it nnder 
water, care is to bo had to keepe the baskets month 
towardes the ahippes side. If the leake be any thing gr^tj 
the oacombo may be somewhat longer^ and it carrieth likfs- 
lihood to doe good, and eeemeth to be better than tho 
stitching of a bonnet, or any other diligence w^hich as yet 
I have seene. 

Another thing I noted of these shippeSj which wonld bs 
also nsed by ns; that every abippe carrieth with her a spam

grtat fkcilitio] wnd besides^ io aonia part^ of the ahippo 
they ImvB the lengthy bpeadthj aad proportion of the rudder 
marked out^ for any miachanoa that may befall them; Tvhich 
ia a very goad prevontioi]*^ 

Ten lefigties to the north-wards of this bArbonr* ia the 
bay of Quinteni/ where is good anohoriiigj bat an open 
hay ; where master Thomas Con dish (for the good he had 
done to a Spaniardj in bringing him oot of tho Straits of 
^fageltoii, where, otherwiaej he had perished with his com- 
pany)j* waa by him betrayed, and a dozen of his men 
taken and slaine. But tho judgement of (jod lol^ not his 
ingratitude nnpnnisbed j for in tho fight with ns, iu the 
viee-admimllj he was wounded and inaymed in that manner, 
aa, three yesres after^ I saw him beggo with ombohos^ and 
in that miserable estate^ as ho had been bettor dead than 
alive. 

Prom Balparizo wee sailed directly to Coqninbo^ 
is in thirtio degrees; and comming thwart the place^ wee 
were becalmed^ and had sight of a shippe: but for that 
shee was farre off, and night at handj shoe got from nsj 
and woe having windo^ entered the portj thinking to have 
had some shipping in it; bnt we lost onr labour: and for 
that the towne was balfo a league npp in the cornitrey, 
and wee not manned for any matter of attempt, worthy 
prosecution, we mode no abode on the shore, bnt presently 
set sayle for the Pern^ This is the best harbour that I 
have seetie in the South sea, it is Innd-loeked for all winda^ 
and oapeable of many shippes; but the ordmaiy place 
where the shippes lade and unlade, and accommodate 
themselves, is betwixt a reeke and the mayne on tho wester

In tbo ia-cocntry, directly over tho port> is a ronnd 
piked hill, like a gugar-^loafe^ and bafore tke antrauco on 
the ^ontbem poynt of tbo port^ camming in out of the eea^ 
is a groat roeboj a good birth from tlio sboro; and tbosa 
are the marker of the port as I ronieinb0r+ 

Being doere of this port, wee shaped our course for 
kingdomoa of Cbily^, one of the beat 
^dM. conntriea that the sunne ebineth ou; for it is of a temperate 
dymate^ and abonuding in all things necessary for the use 
of man, with iuhnite rich mines of gold^ ooppar, and sundry 
other mcttals. 

Tho poorest bouses in it^ by report of their inhabitants, 
hare of tbeir owae atore^ breads wine, flesh| and fniite; 
which is so plentifuDj that of their sapsrfiuitie they supply 
other partes, Sundry kindes of cattelh as horses, goates^ 
and oxen, brought thither by tho Spaniards^ arc found in 
hcardes of tbou&andSj wilda aud without owner; besides 
those of tho countreji which are oommon to most partes of 
America: in souio of which are found the besmr stoneSi and 
those irery good aud groat 

Amongst others, they hsTO little beasto^ Uke unto a 
sqnirreUj bat that hee is gray ; bis akinne is the most deli¬ 
cate* soffcj and curious Fiirre that I have seenoj, and of much 
estimation (a a is of maaon) in the Pern ; few of them oomo 
into Spaiue^ because difficult to be come by; for that the 
princes aud nobles laie waito for tbem^ Q'hey call tbig beast 
ckinchitlii^ and of them they have great abundance, 
rffra’iir^ fmitos of Spains ttaj hava in gr^at plentio, saring 

Btqno fruito aud almoads; for in no part of tho Indies have 
I knowTiCf that pltimbes, cherries, or aloiondea have home 
fruit: but they liovo certaiue little round cocoa, as thoso of 
Brasil I, of the bigoeaae of a wall-nut, which is as good ns 
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almood; besides it bath moat of the friiites DstiiraU to 
America^ of wlibh ia aeother place I sliall^ God willing^ 
speake particularly. 

The gold they gather is ic two tnautiors: the ooe 
washing the earth in great trayes of wood in many waters; 
as the earth washeth away^ the gold in the bottomo re- 
mainotb. The other is, by force of art to draw it ont of 
the [Dynes in which they £nde it. In most partea of the 
GOilotriej the earth is mingled with gold; for the hntiziag^' 
in which the wine vra.% which woo fonnd in Balparizo^ had 
many sparkes of gold ahlnijig in them. Of it tho gold- 
floiitlifl I carfjed vnth mOj for like purposes, made experience. 

When Ba 1 di\nh and Arawea were peaceablaj they yielded 
greatest plentie, and the beat: but now^ their greatest 
niynes are in Coqninboj m also the mines of copper, which 
they carry to tho Peru, and sell it better cheapo than it ia 
ordinarily sold in Spaine. 

The Indians knowing the end of the Spaniards molesta-

tion to he principally tho doairo of their nohes, have“J^*f 
enacted, that no man^ npon painc of death, doe gather any 
gold. 

In Coqninbo it myneth seldomo, but ovoij shower ofEwiy 
rayne is a shower of gold unto them : for with tho violence fliMJwrts.*! 
of tho water falling from tho mountaiueSj it briugeth from 
them the gold; and bo^idos, gives them water to wmh it 
out, as also for their ingeniens to worke; ao that ordinarily 
every weeke they have processions for rayne. 

In this kingdome they make much Unnen and woollen Urdtfs aod 
cloth, and great store of Indian mantles; with which they 
furnish other partes ; hut all 19 course atiiTe. It hath no 
silke^ nor imn, except in myuesj and those as yet not dis¬ 
covered. Pewter is well csteemed, and so are fine linnen, 
woollen! cloth^ haberdashers warog, edge tooles, and armes, 
or munition.

IH the oietmpohtaii and liBiid of the kingdomand the 
seato of justice^ whieli hath its appellatioii^ to Lyma^ 

The people are industrious aod ingeniouSji of groat 
strength, and invincible conmgo ; oh iq the warres, which 
they have snsteyned above for He yearee continually against 
the Spaniards, hath beene esporienced. For contirniatlon 
whereof* T will elledgo onely two proofes of laany; the one 
was of an Indian captaine taken prisoner by the Spaniards; 
and for that he was of name^ and knowne to have done his 
devoire against them, tliey cut o£F his hands* thereby in¬ 
tending to disouablo him to fight any more against them: 
but he returning home* desirous to revenge this injury*, to 
mointainc his libertie* with the reputation of his nation, 
and to holpe to banish the Spaniard* with hia tongue in- 
treated and incited them to persevere in their aceuatomed 
valour and reputation ; abasing the enemy, and advancing 
his nation; coudoiiining their contraries of cowardlines-se, 
and confirming it by the crueltie used with him, and others 
his cempanionn in thoir mishaps; showing them his artnes 
without hands, and naming his brethren whose hnlfo fuete 
they had cut off, because they might bo nnahle to sit on 
horsebnehe: with force arguing, that if they fearod them 
not they would not have used so great inhumamtie; for 
foaro produeeth cmeltie, the companion of cowardice. 
Thus ineoiiraged he them to %ht for their lives, limbes, 
and liber tie, choosing rather to die an honourable death 
fighting, then to Uve in servitude, as fruitlessn membera in 
their common-wealth. Thus, using the office of a sergeant 
major, and having loaden hia two stnmpos with bundles of 
arrowes, sncooured those who in the succeeding battaile 
hail their store wasted, and changing himselfe fmm place

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to place^ aniiiciat<(^d and encouraged bis ceputri-mea with 
such comrortablepai^wasiDnSj aa it is rc^por^dj and ctiedibly 
bcloeYcdj that be did tpucb more good with bis words and 
preacPce, witliant striking a strenkej tbon a great part of 
the urtnie did with fig^hting to tbo utmost, 

Tho other proofe is, that snch of theuv as Bgbt on horse- 
backe, are but slightly armcMl^ for that thoir armour is a 
beasts hidcj ^ttod to their bodio greeue^ and at^r worpe 
tiU it be dry and hard. He that is best armed, hath him 
double; yet any one of thorn with these armes^ and witli 
his lannce, will fight band to hand with any Spaniard 
armed from bead to foote. And it is credibly reported that 
an Indian being wounded tbrougb the body by a Spauiards 
launce, with his owne hands hath crept oo upon the kunce^ 
and eomo to grapple with bis adversary^ and both fallen to 
the ground together. By which is seeue their resolution 
and invincible conrage^, and'the desire they have to mnin- 
talne their reputation nod libertie* 


SECTION XLV. 

Leatino the coast of Chilyp and mnojiig towards tliat of 
Peru^ my company rcqoii'ed the third of tho gold we had 
gotten^ which of right belonged unto them; wherein I 
desired to give them satisfaction of my just intention^ but 
not to devidc it till we came home^ nud so pars waded them 
with the best reasons 1 could ^ ailedging the difficultie to 
devide the barres, and being parted^ how easio it was to bp 
robbed of them, and that many would play away their por¬ 
tions and come home as beggarly sa they <^nie out^ and 
that the shares could not be well made before our returno 
to England, bccuuso oveiy mans merited could not bo dis¬ 
cerned nor rcrwardod till the ond of tho voyage. In cou- 
clusioD;^ it was resolved, and agreed^ that the things of price. 
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Bs gold and silver, slieold be put into chests with three 
keyes, whereof I sboold liaye the one^ the oiELster nnotherj 
and the thirdp some other person whom they should name, 
Thifl they yeeldod unto with great difiSe[iltie> and not with¬ 
out reason; for the bad correspondence used by many cap- 
taines and owners with their compaDies npou their retume, 
defraudidg them^ or diminighing their Hghtsj^ hath hatched 
naany jeaSonsieSi and produced many disorders^ with the 
overthrow of all good discipline and govomment* ae espe- 
rienco tcaeheth ; for whore the aouldier and mariner is 
unpaide^ or defrauded^ what service or obedience «iu be 
required at his hands t 

The covetous captaiue or oomomndor looseth the love of 
those under Ids charge: jea^ though he have all tho parts 
besides required in a perfect commauderj yet if he proferro 
his private profito before jiasticej hardly will any man fob 
low such a leader^ especially in our kingdomej where moi^ 
absolute autUoritie and trust is committed to those who 
have charge^ than in many other countries^ 

And therefore in election of chieflaiDeSj care would be 
had in examinatign of this po}Tit« The shamcfull fruites 
whereof (found by cKpertenco of many yeares, wherein I 
have waudrod the world}, I leave to touch in particular; 
because 1 will not dtiniuisb the reputation of any. But 
this let me manifestp that there have been, and are, certaino 
persons^ who^ before they goe to sea, either robbe part of 
the provisions, or in the buying, make pennrioua, unhol- 
some, and avaritious penny-worthit; and the last I hold to 
be the least: for they robbe oneiy the victuallers and 
owners t but the others stcOile from oitvners, victuallersj, and 
eompanie, and arg many times the oneiy overthrowci^ of 
the voyage; for the’company thinking tbemselves to be 
stored with fonre ur sixe moneths vietnallg, upon survay, 
they finde their bread, beefe, or drinke abort, yea, perhaps 
all,, and so aro forced to seeke home in time of boat hopes 
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Aud iraployoicnt* This miactiefo is moat ordiimry in great 
actions* 

Lastly^ fiotufl arc so cunnings that they not onely make 
their voyage by robbing before they goc to but of that 
also which CO in moth hom e. Such gatoeterSp a wise man of 
onr nation resomblod to the mill cm the river of Thames* 
for grinding both with flood ami ebbe; so thoso at their 
going out* ami cointning home, vriLl be snro to robbe all 
otbem of their shares. Althongh this be a great abuse 
amongst us* and but of late dajos practisedp and by me 
spoken onto by way of aoimadversioUj either in hope of 
rodresse, or for infliction of punishment; jet 1 would have 
the world know, that in other countries the faidt i-S farxe 
more msuflerable. And the principall cause which I can 
liude for it, 19 that onr country imployetb her nobles, or 
men of credite, in all actions of moment, who rather chnae 
to spaud wealth and gaine honor* then to gaiuc riches with¬ 
out reputation: whereas iu SpaioOp and other partesj the 
advancement of pooro meu and ineano pensoua by favour 
and interest* prodneeth no othor end* but private and par¬ 
ticular respects to enrich themselves; yet the nobilitie 
themselves, for the most part, in all occasiona pretend re¬ 
wards for any email service whatsoovor, which with qg og 
yet is Dot in iise^ 

But the greatest and most principall robbery of all* in 
my opiuioDp is the defrauding or detaining of the companies 
thirdcs^ or wages* acenraed by the just God, who forbiddeth 
the byre of the laboui^er to sleepe with us. To such I 
speake as either ahnse thomgelves in delayning it; or else 
to Each os force the pooro man to ecU it at %’^ile and low 
prices ; and lastly, to sneh as upon fained cavils aud sutes* 
doe dotorre the simple and ignorant sort from their due

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proaecations I which hoing too much in ujSO amoog^i tis^ 
hath bred in these that fellow tlio sea a jcalcunsie la all \m- 
ploymcnta, and many ttmea coDacth mu tomes mid infinite 
inconv^onicnccSi A poynt doscrrlng coDsidcHitioii and re¬ 
formation^ and which with great facilitlo may bo remedied^ 
if upright justice would put it solfo as stickler bctwijct tho 
owners and company, 

chS-™ ^o less worthio of re formation are tho gcnemll abuses of 

^ uiEirinera and eouldiers^ who robbe all they can, under the 
colour of pillage^ and after make ordinance, eubies, aaylcs, 
anchors, and all above deckos, to belong unto them of 
right, whether they goo by thirdea or wages: this pre- 
ceodeth from those pilfering warres, whereiq every gallant 
that canarme out a ahippe^ taketji upon him the name and 
olHce of a captaine^ not knowing what to commandj nor 
whut to eiecutc. 8uch commanders^ for the most part, 
consort and joyne unto themselves disorderly 
py ratesj and rulilanSj, under the title of men of valour and 
ojcpenenco 3 they meeting with any prise muko all upon tho 
deckes theirs of dutio ; visi.—the best peece of erdinanco for 
the captaine; the second, for tlie gunner j the third, for 
his mate; the best caible and anchor for the toaster; the 
maino topsayle for the botestnan;^ tho bonnets for the 
quarter mastera; and the rest of the sayles for the company. 
The cardea and instruments of the mostor, for the mnstor ■ 
the aurgeans instruments and chest for tho surgean; the 
carpenters tooles and chest for the carpenter; and so eon- 
quently of each oliieerj that answeroth the other in the two 
ahippes. 

If oDe Lttppoq upon u buff of gold, siher. pcarb, or pro* 
clous stonos. it is hdd well gotten, provided it be cleanly 
stoino, thongli tho alitppo and all her loadi'og besides be 
not worth so ranclii little consideriDg the common injury in 
d.framlidg the owners, vietoallers, nnd whole oompauic :

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(md forgetting, that if hiixisolfe were a jarj-inaa npon 
another in like casej Uo would adjudge hini to tho gidlowa, 
lint I Avonld advise aucli novices to know^ that oor true and 
nuncient disciplino of warm is farre diflbretifcj and being 
understood, ia much nioro better for the geneialL Bcusides 
it is grounded on tioda law (from wheiioo all lawea should 
bo derived), and true jnstioo, wbict distribnteth to every 
ono that whidi belongeth to him of right, and that in dun 
aoason. 

In tho time of ivarre in our country^ as also in others by Soi™ 
the lawa of Oleron, which to our aunoient sea-men wore 
fundamental, nothing is allowed for pillage but apparell^ 
armos, ioatrunientSj and other neccssarioK belonging to tho 
persons in that sbippe which b taken; and these too when 
the shippe is gained by dint of sword ; ivitli a proviso^ that 
if any particular pillage ei.ceod the valew of sixe crownos* it 
may ba redoetned for that valew by the generall stocko^ 
and sonld for the oommou beuohL 

If the prise render it Eiolfo without forcible entry, all in 
generall ought to bo preserved and aould in masse, uud so 
equally devided; you though tho sbippa be wonno by force 
and entry^ yet whatsoevOr belongeth to her of tackling, 
say lea, or ordinanee, is to bee preserved for tho generalitie: 
saving a peoce of nrtilloiy for the captainoj another for the 
gunner, and a cablo and anchor the master j which are the 
rights due unto theni: and these to be delivered when tho 
sliippe is in safety, and in harbour, eyther unlonden or 
sonLd. "Which law or cuatomej well considered, will rise to 
be more benohciall for tho owners^ victnallera, and oonapauy, 
then the disoi-dera newly crept in and before remetnbred^, 

For the sayles, caMus, anchors, and hull, being sonld 
every one a part, yeeld not the one halfe which they would 
doo if they were sonld altogether j besides the exeusing of 
charges and robberies in the unloading and parting. 

In tlie wnires of Fraunce, In the time of queen Alary, 
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and in other warreSj a« I have heard of nanny onncient 
captoiDesj the compouie Lad bat tbo fourth part* and every 
man hound to bring with him the amaes with which hen 
would fights which in gar time 1 have knowno also used In 
Frannce : and if the company victualed themsoIvcSj they 
had then the one haJfe^ and the owners the other halfe for 
the shippe* powder* ghotti and mnnition. If any prise 
were taken* it was aould by the tunne^ shippe and goods* 
so os tbo loading permitted it; that the marchant having 
bought the goodsj hoe might presently transport them 
whethereogver ho would. By this maoner of proceeding* 
all rested contented* all being trnely paid j for this was just 
dealing 3 if any desen'ed reward^ he virus mcompansed ont 
of the genorall gtocke; if any one bad filched or gtolne* or 
committed offence* heo had likewise his desert. And who 
once was known 0 to be a disordered person* or n theefe* no 
man would receive him into bia sbippe; whereas^ now a 
dayes many vaunt themselves of their theftca and disorder^: 
yea I have acene the common sort of mariners* under the 
name of pillage* mnintaine and justify their mbbones most 
insolently^ before the qacens majesties commissioners* with 
arrogant and unseemly termog* for that they wonld not 
eondi sound to their unreosonablo ehallengea. The demannds 
being better worth then fivo bundreth poundes, which sonjo 
one pretended to be his i and tbat of tbe choysoat mar- 
ebaudise* and most of it robbed out of that pert of the 
shippe* which they themselves* and all the world* cannot 
hot oonfesge to bo marchandizo. 

My opiaion is, that sueb malaperts deserve most Justly 
to have their apoyle takea from them* or some womo 
consideration* and afterwards to be severely punishedj lu 
prev^entiou of greater prejudices* tbeu can by paper be well 
declared. 

But I must tell jQU withal], such Iiath beeue the par- 
lialitie of BOizia eommissioiiSTB in former times, tbat upon 
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information, in lien of pnnislitncnt, opinion bath held Uiom soetiL?. 
for tall fellowes, when, in troth, they never prove the best 
men in difficult occasions. For their mindes are all set on 
spoyle, and oan boo well contented to sufier their ossocintes 
to beam the brunt, whiUoet they nro prowling' after pillage, 
the better to gnine and mainetaine the aforesaid attributes 
in tavermes nnd disorderly places. 

For the orderly and quiet men I have ever found in all 
occasions to bee of best use, most valiant, and of greatest 
sufficiency. Yet I condemae none, but thosg who will be 
reputed valiant, and are net: exaxuine the accusation. 

All whatsoever is found upon the deoko going for mar- 
chanduse, is exempted out of the censure of pillage; silks, 

Iiouen, or woollen cloth in whole pecoos, apparelt, that goeth 
to bo sold, or other goods whatsoever, though they be in 
romnauta, inanifostly knowno to be cariyed for that cud; 
or being comprehended in the regieter, or billa of lading, 
are not to bee coutoyned under tho name of pillage. 

But as 1 have sayd of the consort, so can I not but com- 
plaioe of many captaines and govemonrs, who, overcome 
with like greedie desire of gaine, condiscend to the smoother- " 

ing aud suppressing of thia auncient discipline, the clenJier 
to aanother their owne dialojalties, lu suffering these brcake- 
bulks to escape and absent themselves, tiU the heato bo 
past and partition utado^ 

Some of these cause tho bila of lading to be cast into the 
Ben, or so to bee hidden that they never appeare. Others 
send away their prisoners, who sometimes are more worth 
then the shippe and bor lading, because they should not 
dis^ver their socret stolne treasure; for muuy times that 
which is loaft out of the register or bila of lading, with cnaceBi* 
purpose to defraud the prineo of his enstomea {in tlieir 
conceits held to be excess ivej, is of much more value then **"' 
that which the shippe and lading is ^vortli. Yea 1 have 
knowno shippes worth two hiindreth thoosaDd pounds, and 
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beLter^dcano s^ept of their priacipall Ttchos, nolhimp bnt 
^ ^tlio bare balks beiog left onsooked. Tlio like may be 
spoken of that which the disorderly mariner and tbo 
sonIdioT tcrmeth pillage; yet all winked at and unpanished, 
although such prizes have beene rend red wlthont atroake 
etricken. 

This, doubtlosae, cannot but bo a hearts griEfe and dis¬ 
couragement to all those who vertuously and trnely desire 
to observe the auucieiit discipline of our nation, their owuo 
hoconrs, and the service of their aoveraigno. 

But to DTeveut these unknowne misehiefes, and for his

better di^cbnirge, 1 rcioeiiiber that my fatherj Sir Jolm 
Hawkins^ in bis instructiona, in nettens under bts clinrgc, 
had tills particnlwr nrlicle: ttat whosoever reiidred or tooke 
any abipj>e, should be bound to eahibite the biU of lading: 
to keepe tbo captaine, master;, taarebants, and persona of 
account, and to bring them to him to be C 3 minined, or into 
England. If they should bee by any accident aepei^atcd 
from biiDj, whatsoever was found wanting (the prbonera 
being eKamiued)^ was to bee made good by the captaine and 
company wliicb tooko the shippe;! and this npoe great 
punishmenta* I am witness, and avow that this course did 
redownd much to the benefitte of the gonerall stocke ; to 
the eatiafactione of her majestie and contLScD, the juatlfiua- 
tlon of his govemmeot, and the oonteut of his followers. 
Thus much liave I sat dowue concerning these abuses 
and the reronnatton thereof, for that I have neither seone 
them divulged by any with whom I have gone to sea, 
neither yet recorded in writing by miy inmia pen* Let 
conflideration present them to the enres of the pow'orfulL, 
But now to onr voyage.

IluKMSG alongst tho const til) wee came withm a few 1eag;ties 
of AHca, DoUiini,^ liappeneil unto as of e&traordmaiy norcltie 
or momestj for we Imd the brese favoorsble, irbicii seldomc 
hnppciictb ia tbis climate ; fiadin^ ourscItos in niDcteeDe 
degrees, wee baled the sbore clow obourdj purposing to 
sec if tboTO were any sbrppiBg iu the road of Aricit.^ It ahc*. 
staudetb in a great largo bey, in eigbteene degrees: eiiQ 
before you conjo to it, a leogue to the southwards of the 
roade nnd towne, is a great rouud bill, higher then tbe rest 
of tbe land of the bay, aeoro about tbo towne; which wee 
having discovered, bad sight presently of u small barto, 
close aboard the shore, becalmed. Planning oar boato, weo 
tooko her, being loaden with fish, from Moroniereaowhich 
is a goodly headland, verj- high, and lyoth betwixt twenty- 
1‘oure aad twenty-five degrees, and whether ordinarily aemo 
burkes use lo goo a fishiug every yeare. 

la her was a Kpaniard and aiie Indians. Tbe tipauiard, 
for that bee was ncore the shore, sw am unto the rockes; 
and though wee ofiei'ed to retame him his harke aad fish 
(as was oar laeaniug), yet heo refused to acoept it, and 
made us anawere, that hoe darst uot, for feare least the 
justioo should puniah hinii In so great subjectioa ore the 
poore unto those who Lad the administration of jusdeo in 
those partes, and in most partes of the kiagdomes and 
countries subject to Spsine. Insomuch, that to hearo tbo 
justico to enter into their doores, is to them dcstractioa 
and desolation ; for this causo wee carried her alongst 
with us. 

In this mcane while wee had sight of another tall shippo, 
commiug out of the sea, which wee gave chase unto, but

CQuId not fetcli appj bedng too good of Gfiyle for ti$. Our 
prize aud l>ootd standing oft' unto uSj desGiyed another 
Ehippe, which they chased find toolce also, loadoD with fislij 
comming from the ilands of luan Feruandos. 

After wee opened the bay and port of Ariea; but seeing 
it eleaue without shippings wee hnJed the coast alongst^ and 
going aboerd to visit the bigger pnKCj my company sainted 
TOO with u volley of small Bhot» Amongst them^ one miLaket 
bmke^ and carryed away the hand of him that aliot it^ 
throngh his owno defanltj which for that 1 have seene to 
happen many timesj I think it aeee&sarj to note in this 
plftcCj that others may take waraing by his hartoe. 

The cause of the muskets breaking^ was the charging 
with two bnltcts^ the powder being ordayned to cari^^ but 
the weight of oncj and the musket not Eo suffer two charges 
of powder or shott. By this ovei-aighfc^ the fire is restrayned 
with the overplus of the waight of shotti and not being able 
to force both of them out, breaketh all to peeoeSj so to find 
a way to its owne center^ 

And I am of opinion, that it is a great errotir to prove 
great ordinancOj or small shot, with double charges of 
powder or shot i my reason is^ for that ordinarily the 
mettall is proportioned to the waight of the shot which the 
pcece is to bearo^ and the powder correspondent to the 
waight of the bullet j and this being graunted, I see no 
reason why any man should require to prove his pceee with 
more then la belonging to it of right: for I Imve secne 
many goodly peeces broken with snch tryals^ being cleane 
withont hony combea;^ cmcke^ fiawe, or other perceavabk 
blemish, which no donbt, with their ordinary allowance^ 
would have served many yeares. Yea, I have beene corli- 
fied by men of credit, that Boine gunners have taken a glory 
for breaking many peeces in the tiyall; which is easfe to be 
done by sundry slights and inqaiiau not fitt to beo published, 
much Icsse to bee exercised, being prejudiclall to the seller, 
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and chargenbls to the conscience of tbo pmctieeir; therefore 
it ivera Rpood^ this excessive tijall hj double charges were 
doane abolished. If I shotild make choyce for my Bolfej I 
wotild not willingly^ that any peeco should como into fort 
or ahippe^ noder my charge, which had home at aoy time 
TO ore thou Il ia ordinary albwanco^ misdpnbtingj least, 
through the violoace of the double ohargOj the peece may 
be erased wittiltij or so forcedas at another occasion with 
his ordinary allowaucoj ho might hreake iu peecoe : how 
many men so many mindes: for to oihere tins may seem 
harshj for that the contraty^ eastome hath ao long time 
bocne received, and therefore I submit to better esporienco^ 
and contradict not hnt that in a demy cnlvering, a man 
may pnt two saker or minion shotg^ or many of smaller 
weight j and so in a mEiskett, two ealever ahottj or many 
smaller^ so they exce^de not tho orciioaTy waighfc prescribed 
by proportion^ arto^ and experience,^ These expentnents I 
hold CODveaient upon many occasions, yon* and most neces¬ 
sary j hnt the vaino oustome of double chargesj to canse 
thoir pcecos thereby to give a better report, I affirme can 
prediice no other effect but danger, lesae, and harmo.

IIa^xo visited onr prises, and finding nothing in them but 
Bah, wo tooke n small portion for onr Tictnailing, and gave 
the bigger shippe to the Spaniards againe, and the lesser 
wee kept, with purpose to make her oar pinnas. The 
Indians which wee tooke in her, wonJd by no meanes de* 
part from ns, but desired to goe with a a to England, 
saying that the Indian and English were brothers; and in

of spanielsj they divo and abide under water a long- timo, 
and swallow the water of the sea as if it were of a fresh 
river. Except a man see thorn, ho would hardly bolfif^ve 
how they continoe in the sea^ as if they were mer-maides^ 
and the wotor their patnrall elcmont. 

Their cenntrey is most barren, and peore ef feode. If 
they take a fish alive out ef the sea^ or meete with a peeee 
of sftltod fishj they will devonre it frithont any dressing, as 
savonroly as if had becno most cnriously sodden or dressed^ 
all which makes me heleeve that they snstoino ihomselY^ ef 
that which they ceteh in the aea. 

The Spaniards profit themselves ef their labour and 
traveU, and recompense them badly i they arc in worse 
condition then their slavesj For to those they give suste¬ 
nance, hoiise-rocme, and clothing, and teach them the 
knowledge of God; but the other they use os beaatos^ to 
doe their labour without wegeSj or care of their bodies or 
soulcs.

TuwAftT of Ariquipn/ the ahippe we bron^t with iis from 
Belpamo being vei^ lealcc, and m/ companio satisfied tfa&t 
their hope to find any thing of worth in hor was vaine, 
Iitt^-ing searched her from post to stemrae, condiscended to

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firo i)er; and tho ratlisr to keope oiip company togethorj

and continued our coarse alongst the coast, till we came 
tbwart tho bay of PiseOj whicli lyeth within fifteene degrees 
and fifteeae mi nates. 

Presently after wee woro deare of Cape Sangaleatt,^ and 
his ilands, wee ranged this bay with onr boate and pinnace^ 

It hath two small ilaiids® in it, bnt withoat frpite; and being 
becalmed, wo anchored twg dayes thwart of Cbilca. 

Py sea and fay land, those of Cbyly had given advise to Ad¥iM 
Oou Garcia Hurtado do ^Icudo^a Enart^ule of Caitete,^ mwui^ 
roy of Peru, resident in Lima, of our being on the coast. 

Hee presently with all possible diligence, put out siio 
sbippes in warlike order, with well iieere two thn ns ^n d

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s«t.ii.Tin. dispatc^ied tiain to seeke us^ and to figlit vvttli 

UR, undor the ooudticti of Don Bdtriaii do Castro Ydotalaca/ 
hia wives brother j who daparting^ ont of the port of Callao, 
turned to wind-ward in sight over the ahoro, from whence 
they had dayly intelligence where wee had beene dis¬ 
covered. And the next day after oar departui'e eat of 
Chilca/ about the middle of Maj^ at breake of day, wee Imd 
Right of each other, thwart of Canoto/ wee being to wind¬ 
wards of the Spanish nrniado some two leagues, and all with 
little or no winde* Oar pinnace or prise being fumisbed 
with oares came unto ns, out of which we thonght to have 
taken our men, and so to leave her; but being able to 
come unto na at nil times, it was held for better to keepo 
her till necessity forced ns to leave her; and so it was de¬ 
termined that if we came to likelihood of boordiug, shes 
should lay our boate aboord, and enter all her men, and 
from thence to enter oor ehippOf and so to forsake her. 
Althoughj by the event in that occasion this proved good, 
notwithstanding I hold it to hce reproved where the enemie 
is farre snperiour in multitudo and force, and able to come 
and board if hee list; and that the snreat coui'RO is to 
fortide the principal! the best that may boo, and to cut of 
all impediments, where a man is forced to defence : for 
that no man is assnred to have time enswerablo to bis 
purpose and will; and npon donbt whether tho others, in 
hope to save themselves, will not leave him in greatest e 5 - 
treraitie-

ptii oursolveB in tlia bo9t ofJer wee could 
to iigbt and to defend ourselvoa : our prajora we made unto 
the Lord God of batiailaj for hia hetpe end our detiveraoco, 
putting our aelres wholy into his hands. About nine of the 
clockoj the brese begun to blow, and wee to stand off into 
the Sea, the Spaniards cbeeke by jola with na, ever getting 
to the wind-wards upon ua; for that the shipping of the 
South aea is over monlded aharpe under water, and loufr ■

all tboir voyages depending npoa tumiug to windwardes, 
and the brese blewiug ever soutbcrly. 

As the sunue began to monut aloft, the wind began to 
fresh; which together with the rowliug sea that ever 
beateth npon this coast, comming out of the westonie- 
board, caused a chapping sea, wherewith tbo admirall of 
the Spaniards snapt his maine mast asuuder, and so began 
to lagge & aterne, and with him other two shippes. The 
vice-admirall split her laaine-sayle, being come within 
shott of US upon our broad side, but to leewards: tbo 
reare-admimll cracked her maine-yard asunder in tho 
middeat, being a head of us. Ore of the armado, which 
bad gotten upon the brckad aide of us, to wind.wards, durst 
not asaanit ns. 

With these disgraces’ upon them, and the hand of God 
helping and delivering ns, night commiug, we began to 
consult what course was best to be taken to free our 
selves; whetein were nSivera opinions; some sayd it was 
best to stand off to the sea close by all the night; others to 
lye it a hull; others to cast about to the shoare-wards two 
glasses, and after all the night to stand off to sea close by. 
The admiral! of the Spaniards, with the other two, were a 
aterne of us some four leagues; the vice-admirall a mile 
^ in of 
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to le-warda of us; the reare-adtniTOll in a nwiiinpr 
right a head, flome culvering aliott; and one upon our 
loofe, witlnn sfaott also. Tlis moon was to riso within two 
bourps. After much debating, it was coTicluded that weo 
should bears np before the trindo, and eeeko to escape be¬ 
twixt the ndmirall and the rice-admiral!, which wee put in 
execution,not knowing of any other disgrace berallen them, 
but that of the reare-udnitrall, till after our snnondor, 
when they recounted nnto ua all that had past. In the 
moTumg at brcalcg of day, wee were cleate of all our 
enemies, and so shaped our eonrse aloogst the coast, for 
the bay of Atacames, where we purposed to trim our pin¬ 
nace, and to renue our wood and water, and so to depart 
upon our royage with all possible speedo. 

Tlie Spanish arniado returned presently to Callao, which 
is the port of Lyma. or of the Citty of the Kings. It was 
first named Lyma, and retaynoth also that name of tha 
river, which passeth by the citty called Lyma. ITie Spanish 
armado being entrod the port, the people began to goe 
ashore, where they were so mooked and scorned by the 
women, aa scarce any one by day would shew hfs fece s 
they reviled them with the name of cowards and golnias, 
and craved licenoe of the rice-roy to beo admitted in their 
roomca, and to qndertake the snrreadty of the English 
ahippe. 1 have l^na certifiad for truth, that seme of 
them fronted thoir soaldiers with daggers and pistols by 
their sides. ^ 

This wrought such effects in the hearts of the disgraced 
us they vowed eythcr to recover their reputation lost, or to* 
follow us into England ; and eo with expedition, the vice, 
roy commaunded two ahippes and a pinnace to be pnt in 
order, and in them placed the chiefs souldiere and marri,

us; who mn^ed tho coastes aod portSj oaforinin" LtmaolTo 
wbat lies ooiild. Some fift is lea^uo-s to the northward a of 
Ljma, in ai^ht of Mongan,’ wea tooke a aliippa halfo 
londDit with wheats, angar, miell do can ns, and cordovan 
skins: which for that shoe was loake, and sayled badly, and 
tackled in such manor as the marriaera w-ould not willingly 
put tbornselves into hor, woe tooko whafc was necessaiy for 
onr proi'ision, and Gred hor. 

Thwart of Tmiillo,- we set the cotapanie of hor a ahoro, 
with the pilot which we had takoa in Balparixo, reserving 
the pilot of the burnt shippe, and a Graeke, wlio choac 
rather to continao with U9, then to hazard their lives in 
going a shore j for that they had departed out of the port 
of Santa,* which la in eight degrees, being required by the 
justice not to weigh anchor before the coast waa kaewne to 
be cleere. 

It is a thing worthy to be noted, and almost incredible, 
with how few men they use to ssyle a shippe in the South 
sea; for in this prise, which was above aa hundred tuns, 
wore but eight persons: and in a ahippe of three hundreth 
tuns, they use not to put above fourteene or Gfteene por- 
Sonaj yea, I have beene credibly enformsd, that with feu re- 
teene persons, a shippe of five hnndreth tuns hath beeno 
carried from Guayaquil to Lyma, deeps loaden (which is 
above two handreth leagues) : and are forced ever to gaine 
their voyage by twming to wind-wards, which is the greatest 
toyle and labour that the marrinera have; and slow some- 
rimes ia this voyage foure or five monetbs, which is genemll 
in all the navigations of this coast,* But the seenrity from

Tk height of tliia port of Santa, soma aoTon hundroth 
and dilia leagues to the westhvrardos,, lie the itands of Salo¬ 
mon, of late yearea discovered.^ At tny being in Lyma, a 
flecto of foure eayle was seat from thenco to people them f 
which through the emulation and discord that arose amongst 
them, being Ian dud and setled in the conotrie, was utterly 
overthrownej ondy one ehippe, with some few of the 
peoplg, after mnch misery, got to the Philippines,* This I

But ho 
fell iU and died oo the l7th of October, and hla wife Dona Isabel took 
eommaudof the espodition. Sick ness bmlte out, and she bom up for 
Manilla, bnt only two out of the font vchkIj arrived there ia aiely 
Here Dona Isabel foujid a second huahmnd, with wbom she went to 
Aleakc The best aow^l td the eapeditlooa of llendaiVa wifi be found 
tu the ifftfAe* de Dufl ffoma de dftiutow, dfortfufs de CaHete by Dr 
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came to ttio knowledge of bj a largo relation written from 
a por^OD of credit, and sent from the Pkilippincs to Patiauia. 
I Saw it at mjr being tbore, in my voyage towards Spatne. 

Ifaving edged neere the coast to pnt the Spaniards on 
shorej a tlucke fogge tooke aa, so that weo couLd not ace 
tbo land; bat recovering our pinnaee and boate, we sayled 
on our course, till wo came thwart of the port calk'd 
j^falabrigo: it lyeth in seaven degrees. 

In all this coast the current runnatb with great force, 
bnt never keepetli any oortaine course, saving that it rnu- 
noth along the coast, sometimea to the south-wards, aemo- 
times to the north-wards j which, now mnnisg to the north¬ 
wards, forced ns so far into the bay, which a point of tlie 
laud causetbj that they call Puota do Angnssa,^ as thinking 
to cleere ourseli'ea by roving north-west, wee could not 
double this point, making onr way north north-west. There¬ 
fore speciall care is over to bee bad of the current; aud 
doubtlosae, if the previdoBce of Almighty God had not 
freede ns, wee had runno ashore npoa the land, without 
seeing or suspecting any such danger. Hia name bee ever 
exalted and inagni6ed for deUvering ns from the nnknowno 
daungor, by calming the wiade all night; the sunnea rising 
manifested unto ns oar orroar and peril], by discovering 
unto us the land within two leagues, right a head. The 
current had carried ua witliout any wind, at the least fonre 
leagaes ; which seenc, and the winds beginning to blow, 
woe bronght onr tackos abourd, and in short time cleared 
our solves,

The next day after, wee lost sight of tbeso ilands, being 
thwart of Paytu,* which lyeth in five degrees j uiid having 
manned our pinnace and boats to search the port, wee had 
sight of a tall shipps, which having hnowledgo of oar being 
on tho coost, and thinking hop aelfo to be nioiie safe at sen 
then in the harbour, put her selfo then under aajle • to her 
well gave chase all that night and the next day, bat in fins 
sbo being of better sayle than wee, sheo freed her selfe. 
Thas being too iee-ward of tbe bar hour and discovorod, we 
Cod tinned our eon rise alongst the shore. Phut evening wee 
were thwart of the river of CuByaqaill, which hath in the 
mouth of it two i Ian da; the souther-tuost and biggest, 
called rumo/in three degrees; and the other, to the north- 
vrards, Santa Clara.* 

ruma is inhabited, and is the place where they build 
their principal! shipping j from this river, Lyma and all the 
valleys nro fumiahed with timber, for they havo none but 
that which is brought from hence, or from the kingdome of 
Chile. By this river pasaeth the priueipall trade of the 
kingdoms of Quito | it is navigable some leagues into the 
hitid, and hath great abundance of timber. 

Those of the Peru, nse to ground and trim their abippea 
in Puma, or in Panama, and in all other partes they aro 
forced to cardne their shippee, I„ 

falleth fifteens or sixtecDfl foots water, and from this iJaud 
till a man come to Panume, in aU the coast it ebboth and 
fioweth more or lesso, keeping the ordinary conrae which 
tim tides doo in all seas. The water of this river, by ex-

In this river^ and all the rirera of this c?oftst^ am great 
nbandunco of alttgitrioea and it is sayd that this exceedeth 
the rest j for persons of credit have oerttfied tnee^ that as 
small hsbes in other rivera abonnd ia scoalesj so the aln- 
gartoes in this. They doe miirh hurt to the Indians and 
Spaniardsj and are dresdfqJl to all whom they catch within 
their clutches.

Some five or aixo leagnes to the north-wards of Puna, is la 
Pnnts do Santa Elena | under which is good anchoring, 
rlcane ground, and rensonablc succour. Being thwart uf 
this point, wee had sight of a ehippe, which woe chasod; 
but being of better saile then wi?e, and the night commiog 
on, we lost sight of her, and so anchored under tho Isla do 
l*lu£a, to recover oar pinnace and boa to, which had gono 
about the other point of the iland, which Ijeth in two du- 
grees and fortie miuntcs.

_"***•*•*' The next day we past in sight of Puerto Viejot in two 
vSS? degrees and ten minutes; which lying without shipping, 
wee directed our courae for Cape Pnssaoa,^ Jt lyeth directly 
under the eijuinoctiall lyns j some foorescoro lesgaes to the 
west-wards of this tape, Ijoth a heape of ibiids, the 
Spaniards call Illos de Los Galapagos: they are dcaert 
and bear no fruite. From Cape Possaos, wee directed our 
conrse to Cape Saint Frandsco,* which Ij'eth in one degree 
to the north-wardes of the lyne ; and being thwart of it, 
wee descried a saiall ship, which wee chased all that day 
and night; and the next moming our pinimeo came to 
board her; and being a shippe of advise, and full of pas¬ 
sengers, and otir shippe not able to fetch her upi, they 
entreated oor people badly, and freed tbemselvcs ; thongh 
the feare they conceived, caused them to cast all tho dis¬ 
patches of tho king, ns also of partienlars, into the 
with a great part of their loading, to bee lighter and better 
of sayle ; for the shippes of tho South sea loade thomsDlvea 
like lighters, or sand barges, preaumiug npon the securitie 
from stornies.

Beino out of bopo to fetch up this ^ippe^ wee stood in with 
the cape, wlioro tbo land be^ueth to trend about to the 
cast-wards. The capo h high land, uud all covered over 
with trccs> and so Is the laod over the cape} and all the 
couat^ from this cape to Fanaiua^ is full of wood, from the 
Straitos of Magelaii to this Cape of Sau Francisco.^ In 
alJ the coast from head-land to head-land, the courses Ije 
betwixt the north, and north and by weat^ and soEnetinios 
more westerlyj and that but seldomo. It is a bold coasts 
and subject to little fonlo weather or alteration of windeSj 
for the brosej which is the sow^therly wind^ bloweth con¬ 
tinually from Jialparizo to Capo Ban FranciscQ, except it 
be a great cbanco. 

Trending about the cape, wco haled in east north-enst^ 
to fetch iho bay of Atacamcs* which lyeth gonae seaveu 
leagues from the cape.

Tho tenth of June, woo came to an anchor in the bay of 
Ataeamos, which on the wester part bath a round hnnimock. 
It seemeth an iland, nnd io high springee I judge that the 
ecu goetb round about it. To the east-wards it hath a high 
snndie clifib, and in tho middeat of tho bay, a ihiro birth 
from the shore, lyoth a biggo black rocke abore water- 
from this rocke to the sandie cliffe, is a drowned marsh 
ground, cansed by his lownessoi and a great rivor, wJudi 
13 broftdj but of no dopthi 

Manning onr boate, and rnnaing to tko sboro, we found 
presently, in tho westerno bight of tho bay, a deope river, 
whoso indraught was so great that wo could not benefit 
our selves of it, being brackish, except at low water, which 
hiadrod our dispatch ^ yet in fiy© dayes, wee filled all our 
emptte caske, supplied our want of wood, and grounded and 
put in Order uur pionace. 


Here, for that onr Indians served us to no other use but 
to consume our victuals, we eased onr selves of them ; gave 
them hookes and lines which they craved, and some bread 
fora few dayes, and replanted them in a&rre better oouu’ 
trey then thei, owns, which fell oat luckeiy for tho 
bpatiiards of iho sfaippe which wee chased thwart of Cane 
ban Frencis^coj for victnals growing short with her, hariL 
many mouthes, shea was forecd to put a shore fiftie of Lef 
pareeugers neere tire cape; whereof more than the one 
halfe dyad with famine and continual wading threugli 
nvp mid waters; the rest, by clmuoe, meeting with L 
Indians winch wee had put a shore, with their fishing 
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0 ECHOS LlII. 

OiTfi necessary business being- ended, wes purposed tbe 
fifteenth dfiy of May, iw the momingj to set sayle; bufc the 
foureteeutH in the evening, wee had sight of a shippe, 
some three leagues to aea-wards; and through the inipor- 
tunitie of my captaine and cempaniej I condiscended that 
onr pinna3 should give her chase; which I should not have 
done, for it was our destruction. 1 gave them precise 
order, that if they stood not in ngaiuo at night, they 
should seeko mee at Cape San Francisco, for the next 
morning I pnrposed to set anyle without delay- And eo 
seeing that our pinnos slowed her cGiiiiiiing, at nine of the 
clocka in the morning wee weyed our anchors, and stood 
for the capOj where wee beato off and on two dajes; and 
onr pinnaa not appearing, woe stood againc into the bav^ 
where wee descried her turning in without a maino mast^ 
which standing off to tho sea close by^ with much winde, 
and a chapping sea, bearing a taunt-sajle, where a httle 
was too much [being to amuli purpose), sodainly they bam 
it by the board; and standing in with the shore, tho winde, 
or rather God blinding them for our punishment, they 
knew^e not tho land; end moking ihemsolves to bee to 
wind-wards of tbo bay, hare np, and wem pnt into the bay 
of San MathewJ It is a goodly harbonr, and hath a great

Heero the Spaniards 
from Gasjaqnill mado an tabitatioii^ wbilat I was pHsoner 
ill Lyma, by the Indians coDaeot; byt nfter^ not able to 
snfler the insolonoies of their gueata, and being a people 
of atoioacke and prosnnipllonj they snared themselves to 
boo perswftded and 1yd by a Itolato. ^lljis loader many 
yeares bofoi*a Lad fled unto thorn from the SponiardB t hJrn 
they had long time held in repiitatioii of their capt-aino 
gen Broth and was admitted also unto a ehiofo olSce by the

escaped with Ufo; and those who had that good bappe. 
Buffered extreame misery before they came to Qnifco^ the 
place of neerast babitatioii of Spaniards, 

To this bay, ossoone as oar people in the pinnEts saw 
tbeir errour, they brought their tackea nbourdj and to mod 
and tyded it np^ as they could. Assoono aa w© came to 
anchor^ I procured to remedio that was amisso; in two 
daies wee dispatched all we had to doe, and the next 
morning wee resolved to set sayle, and to leave the coast of 
Pern and Qnito. 

The day appearings wo began to weigh our aucliot^^ and 
being a pike> ready to cat sajloj one out of the toppe de¬ 
scry cd the Spanish nrmadoj comming about tbo cape:

which by tho course it kept, prcscotly gave na to uoder- 
staqd who they were: thongh my company, aa 13 tho cog- 
tome of aenmen, made them to be the fleete boimd for 
Panama, loaden with treasure, and importuned that in all 
hast wo should cut saylo and stand with them ; which I 
contradicted, for that I waa assured, that no shipping would 
stiiTo upon the coast till they had securitie of our departure 
(exoept seme armado that might be sent to sceke na), and 
that it was not the time of the yeaie to carry the treoanre 
to Panama. And besides, in nding still at an anchor, they 
ever came neerer unto os; for they stood directly with us 
and wee kept tho weather gago; wbero if we Find put oar 
selves under saylo, the ebbe in hand, wee should have 
given them the ad van Cage, which we had in our power, by 
reason of the point of the bay. And being tbo arm ado, as 
it was, we gained time to fit ourselves, the bettor to fight. 

And truly (as before, to a etiBb-necked horse), so now 
againe I cannot but resemble the condition of the mariner, 
to any thing better, then to the current of a furious river

from their conceited opinions. la this extramitio^ with 
reason I laboured to conviaco tlienij and to contradict their 
pretences: bat they altogether withant reason, or against 
reasonj breake oot^ some into Taonting and braggingj somo 
into reproaches of want of oonrage, others into wishings 
that they had never oama out of their cocntiey^ if we 
ahonid refuse to dght with two sbippes wfaatsoovor# And 
to tnead the TRatterj the giinner^ for big part^ assorsd mo 
that with the first tire^ of shott^ he woold lay the ono of 
them in the sods; and our pinnace, that she woald take 
the other to taske. One promised that he would cut downs 
the mayne yard | BDOtber that he wpnld take their flngge j 
and all in genenill shewed a great desire to come te try all 
with the enemy. To some J turned the deafe care, with 
others I dissembled, and armed mysolfe witb patience 
(baving no other defenco nor remedio for that occBgion)^ 
soothing and animating them to the execution of what they 
promised, and perswaded them to have a little sufierancOj 
seeing they gained time and advantage by it* 

And to give them better aattsfaction, I condiscended that 
qnr captainc^ with a competent number of men, shonld with 
onr pinnace goe to discover them j with order that they 
shotdd not engago thomselves in that manner as they might 
not be able to come unto ns^ or we to sneconr them. In all 
these divisions and opinions, oor master, Hogh Donnish/ 
who was a mosfr sufficient man for government and valour, 
and well saw the nrroTB of the multitude, used liis officJ 
as became him ; and se did all those of best nuderstauding.

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In aliort space oar pinDiioo discovered wbat tlioy ivere, ssei.Liu. 
and casting abonb to rotittue unto us^ tho rice-ad mi mil, 
being nest ber, began with Ler cli&co to salnto her with 
three or fonre peccos of artilloiy, and so continaed chasing 
Lor and gunning at. her ily company seeing this, now 
began to change liumour j and I then to encourage and 
porswade them to perforine the execution of their promises 
and vaunts of valour, which they had but even now pro¬ 
tested, and given assuranee of by thoir proferres and for¬ 
ward nesae. 

And that we might have sea-roome to fight, wo presently 
weighed anchor, and stood off to sea with all our sayles, in 
hope to get the weather gage of our contraries. But the 
windo sointing wjtJi ns, and larging with them, wo were 
forced to lee-ward. And the odmirall weathering ns, came 
roine* upon us ; which being within mushet shott, 
haylcd first with ouc noise of tmmpets, then with onr 
waytes, and afior with onr artilery; which they answered 
with arlilciy two for one. For they had double tlie ordi¬ 
nance we had, and almost tenne men for one. Immediately 
they came shoring® aboard of ns, npon onr lee quarter, con¬ 
trary to our expectation, and the custome of men of warm. 

And donbtlesse, bad onr gunner been tbe man he wasTii«[t.*™ 
reputed to bo, and as the world sould him to me, shee bad ts®*"** 
received great hurt by that manner of bourding, But^'^™***^ 
contnity to all expoctation, our ateame peecea were nn-Audewv- 
primed, and so were all those which wo hod to Ice-ward, 
save halfe one in the quarter, which discharged, wrought 
that effect in our oontrarias as that they had five or sixe 
foote Water iu hold, before tbey suspected it. 

Hereby all men are to take warning by me, net to trust

casiona. This waa my OTersi^ht^ tbis mj overthrow. For 

I and all my company Lad that a&tiafactiou of the safB- 
cioncio and tho cars of odr j^nnor, as not any odo of na 
ever imagined there would be any defect found in him. 
For my part, I with the rest of my officers, occopied our 
sclvna in deering onr dockes, laceing oar nettings, making 
of bulwarkcs, arming onr toppos, fitting our wnst-cloathes, 
tallowing onr pikea, slinging onr yards, doubling our 
sheetea, and tackes, placing and ordering our people, and 
proenring that they ahonid be well fitted and prodded of 
all things; learing the artileiy, and other instruments of 
fire, to the gunners dispose nod order, with the rest of bis 
mates and adherents; which, as I said was part of onr 
perdition. For bearing me btot in hand, that he bad fiv-e 
hundred cartreges in a rcadinesse, within one honres fight 
we were forced to occupie three persons onely in making 
and filling cartreges; and of five hundred piles of eauvas 
and other cloth given him for that purpose, at sundry 
times, not one yard was to be found. For this wo have no 
exense, and therefore could not avoyd the danger, to 
charge and discharge with the ladell, especially in so hotte 
a fight.* And camming now to put In execution tho sink¬ 
ing of the shippe, as he promised, he seemed a man without 
life or Boule. So the admirall comming close unto us, I 
myeelfe, and the master of onr shippe, were forced to play 
the gunners. 

The instruments of fire wherein he made me to spend 
imraensely, before onr going to sea, now appeared not ■ 
neither the brasse bailee of artificiaU fire, to be shott with

Some 
of our company Imd in kiiu suspitton to bo more friend to 
the Spaniards then to us; for that he had served aome 
yeares in the Terct^Uf as gunner^ and that he did all tkia 
of purpose. Few of our peeces were cleore, when we oume 
to use theui^ and some had tko shott first put in, and after 
the powder. Besides, after our surreaJery, it was laid to 
his charge, that he should say* he bad a brotker that seriifed 
the king in the and that he thought he was in tho 

armado ; and how he would not for all the world he should 
be sluiue^ Wniether this wm true or no, 1 know not; but 
I um sure all m generall gave him an ill report, and that he 
ID whose hands the chiefe elocution of the whole fight con¬ 
sisted, executed uothiDg as was promised and expected. 

Tho griefe and remembrance of which oversights once 
agfliDe inforeeth me to admonish all captaines and oom-*™*^' 
msnders hereby to take advicoj now and then to survey 
their officers and store-roomes^ tho oftener the better^ 
and so their defects and wants may bo supplied in time: 
never relying too much upon the vulgar report, nor giving 
too moch credite to smooth tongues and boasting com¬ 
panions. But to perferme this tasko, it is requisite that 
all captaioes aud commanders were such, and so experi- 
meuted in all offices, that they might be able as well to con- 
troule as to examine all manner of errors in officers* For 
the government at sea hardly suffbreth a head without ex¬ 
quisite esperieuce. The deficioDcy whereof hath occasieued 
some ancieut sea-men to stiuighten the atiribnte of tuar- wtw ta bo 
nner in aiicn sortj as that it ought not to be given bnt to“^. 
the man who is able to build bis shippis, to fit and proTide 
her of all things necessary, and after to carry her about 

T 
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the world: tbe residue to be but euvlers. Ilonebj 
us to iindei^tund^ tbut tbougb jfc ia not expedioat tbut bo 
aboiild bo un axe-oarponterj to bewOj emtj frAmej and 
mould eucb timber pioco^ yet tbat be abonld know the 
parts and peaces of the abippe, tbe Talue of tbe timber, 
plauke, and yron-workcj so to bo able aa well to build in 
proportion, os to proL'iim all m atonal Is at a joat price. 
And aguine, thougb it be not expected that he sbonld sows 
the aayles, armo the abrowdsj and pot the fsaobling OTor 
head, yet ia it requiaiie that be ahould knowe bow to out 
bis Gayles^ wliat length is compotont to evoiy roapOp and to 
be of fiufficiencj to reprehend and rofonne those who erre 
and doe amisao. In proWding hh ahippe with victimlla, 
munitionj and necesaarieSj of force it mnst be expected that 
be be able to make his eatimate, and (that once provided 
and perfected)^ in aoaaon^ and with expedition to see it 
loden and stowed commodionslyp with care and proportion,. 
After that, he is to order the spending thereof^ that in 
nothing he bo defmuded at home j and at sen, over to know 
how much is spent, and what remaincth tmapent. 

In the art of navigation, he is bonnd also to know so 
much as to be able to give directions to the pilote and 
master, and conaeqnontly to all the rest of inferionr officera*

My meaning la not that the captaino and govemour should 
he lyod to the achiaU toyle, or to intennedtllo with all 
offices, for that were to bindo him to impessibilitiea, to 
dmiiQiah and debase hie anthoritie, and to deprive the other 
officera of their esteemea, and of that that boloageth unto 
them, which were a great absurditie; and my opinion is, 
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that Lo sbotild be moro then superficially instructed and 
pmcKsed iu tbe iniploiyuiDnts* Yea^ I am verily perswadcd 
that the more abaolnto autlioritio any commander giveth 
to Iiis nnder officersj being worthy of it^ tho sweeter ia the 
command^ and tbo more respoctod and beloved the com- 
Tnnnder. 

For in matter of guide and dispoaing of the fiaylerg_p with 
the tBcbllDg of the abippo^ and tbe wqrkea wbich belong 
theretintoj witbiu board and without^ all ia to be committed 
to the maatora charge. 

l^he pilote ia to look carefully to the sterridee of the ^

snippe; to be watchfnll in taking the heights of entme and 
starre j to note the way of his shippe^ with the augmenting 
and lessening of tlie windo, etc. 

The boateswayne ia to ace hia ahippo kept cleane ^ his 
maateSj yards and tacklings well coated, matted and armed; 
liis shroudea and stayea well set; hia eayles repayred, and 
sufficiently preTonted with martnetaj blayles^and caekefctea; 
his boate fitted with saylej oares, tbongta, tholes danydj 
windlea and rothor; his anehoTS well boyed, safely stopped 
and secured, with the rest to him nppertamiisg^ 

The steward is to see the preservation of vittayles and 
necessaries committed unto his charge j and by measure 
and weight to deliver the portions appointedand with dis¬ 
cretion and good tearmes to give satisfaction to alL 

The carpenter is to view the mastes and yards, the sides 
of the shippoj her deckes> and cabines, her pumpes, and 
boate j and moreover to occupie him seifs in the most 
forceiblc workes, e3;copt he be otherwise commanded. 

The gunner is to care for the britching and tackling of Tti^^wiMr. 
his artilery; the fitting of his shott, tampkins, coynes, 

CroneSj^ and lin-stockes^ etc.» To be provident in working 
his fire^workos; in making and filling his cartnegesj; in 
accommodating his ladles, sponges, and other necessaries;

In this nmnneT o^ery officer, in hia office^ otig^ht to bo an 
absolute ootommider^ yet readiOj in obediunce and love^ to 
sacrifice his will to his a-uporlors oouitDandi This oaodot but 
cause dnitidi and nuitio caunot but piirclmso a happiu issno 
to dutifull travellos. 

In »«nrt, cxcspt it b& in, iirgQnt and precisa casdSj the head 

shoald never direct his com maud to any bat the officers, 
and these secretly, except the occasion require publication, 
or tliat it touch all in ji^eiieral], 

Snch orders would bo, for the most part, in writing, that 
all might tnow what in general! is commanded and re¬ 
quired.

kiKHn'iI'* And ns the wise husbasd-tnan, in walking from ground to 

UsdiB^ ground, bcholdeth one plowing, another harrowing, another 
Bowing and lopping; another penning, one hedging, another 
threshing, and divers oconpied in sevDrall labours; some 
he commendeth, others he raproscheth; others he sdviaeth, 
and to another ho saith nothing, for that he seeth him in 
the right way j and aJl this, for thot he kaoweth and undetw 
staudeth what they all doe, better then they tliemselvcs 
though busied in their ordinary workes : even so a worthy 
commander at sea, ought to have the eyes, not only of his 
body, but also of his nnderstanding, conHntially set (with 
watchfall care) upon all men, and all their workes under his 
charge; imitating the wise husband-man; first to know, 
and then to command : and lastly, to will their obedience 
voluntary, and without contradiction. For who knoweth 
not that igdorence many times coiamandeth that which it 
understandeth not; which the artist poreeiving, first dis- 
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dainetli, sfterwarda difiteemelilij and fiiiallj in these great 
actions, wIiLch admit no temporizing, either he waj-vetli the 
Teapect of dutie, or faintly performeth the behest of liis 
superionr upon orei^ alight occasion, either in publito op- 
poaing, or in private muriuiiring; the amalLost of which is 
most pemicions. This mnoh (not amiaso) lor instruction.

The reason why the aduiirnU came to leo-wardca, as after I 
Understood, was for that her artilJory being very long, and 
the wind fresh, bearing a tannt say Is to fetch us np, and 
to keeps us company, they could not use their ordinance to 
tlio weather of na, but lay shaking in the wind; nad donbt- 
IsBso it is most proper for shippes to have abort ordinance, 
except in the atome or chase. The roasous are many; 
vk-—easier charging, ease of the shippoa aide, better tra¬ 
versing, and mounting ; yea, greater security of the artiJ- 
leiy, and consequently of the shippe. For the longer the 
pcece is, the greater is the reteutioa of the fire, and so tite 
tormont and danger of the peece the greater. 

But hero will be contradiction by many, that dare avoneh 
that longer peeces are to be prefer red; for that they bn rue 
their powder better, and carrie the shotte further, and go 
necessarily of better execution; whereas the short artilleiy 
many times spend much of their powder without burning, 
and workeg thereby the slenderer eSbet. 

To which I aoswere, that for land service, fortes, or 
castles, the long peeces are to be preferred ; but for shlp- 
ping, the sliorter are much more serviceable. And the 
powder in them, being such as it ought, will be all hered 
long before the sbott can como forth; and to reach fane 
in Bghts at sea, is to little eSecL For be that pnrposeth 
to annoy his eueniie, must not shoot at randooic, nor nt 
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™' point blanks, if heiD pqrpose to aceomplisli with his dovoire^ 
nethf^F must hse spaod hia sliott nor powder, bnt where n 
pot-gim may reach his contrary - how znnch the neoror, ao 
much the better: and this diiely eseentedj the shorter ar¬ 
tillery will worke its efiect os well as the long- j otherwise^ 
neither short nor long are of muoh importance : but here 
my meaniog is not to approv'o the overshort peaces, devised 
by some person b, which at every shott they make, dannee 
out of their carriages^ but those of indiSbrent lengthy and 
which keepe the meane^ betwixt seaven and eight footer

entertainement wee gave unto oar contrairies, being 
cuniiri*. otheriftflao than weis expected, they fell off, and tuged a 
head, having broken in peecea aU our gallerie ; and pre¬ 
sently they cast about upon tis^ and being able to keepe ng 
company^ with their figliting sayleSi lay a weather of us^ 
ordinarily within musket shotti playing continually with 
them and their great artalleiy ; which we endured, and 
anawened as w^e could. 

Our pinnace engaged hcrsclfe so farre, as that before shee 
could come onto us^theTice-adniirall had like to cat her off, 
and comming to lay us aboord, and to enter her men. the 
vice-admiraJl boorded with her j so that EOme of our com¬ 
pany cn tred our ship over her bow-sprit, as they themsel ves 
reported. 

We were not e little eomforted with the sight of onr 
poople in safetie within our shippo i for in all wb were but

He deemed to bee an assiatantj to supply that with his 
counaollj advice* and experjonco> whereof Don Hoi trim had 
never made tryall (for heo commanded not absolutely* but 
with the confirmation of Hon Beltmnb for the Spaniards 
never give absolute authori tie to more then one, A custom e 
that hath bconOj and is approored iu all empires^ kiiig^ 
domes, com men-wealths* and armies^ rightly disciplined : 
tho mixture hath been Eoldomo scone to prosper* as wit] 
manirastlj appeare* if we consider the issue of all actions 
and journeys committed to the govemmeut of two or more* 
geocnilly* 

The famous victory of Hannibal against the Koraano Twa ctasr. 
con suls Pa ulus Emilius and Terren tiug Yarro> was attri-5?

buted to their cqualitio of government. The unhappie over* 
thro wo given by the Tnrko Amuratej to the Christian 
princes* in the journey of Xioopolis* la held to have pro¬ 
ceeded from the difierence betwixt the heads, every one 
leaning to his owne opinion, Tho overthrow in recoveiio 
of the Holy land* undertaken by king Eichard of England, 
and king Philip of France* sprang frum the Kkc diOfei-ences

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^ “I'l ^isgostions. The vietoi^- of tlie emperonr Chnrlea tlie 
Fifth, agftinet; the rrotestant princes of GerniaDie, is im¬ 
puted to their disfracturea arising^ from parity in command. 
If we looke into our owns actions, committed to the charge 
of two generals, the effects and fruits which they have 
brought forth, for the most part, will be found to be littlo 
better: yea, moat of them, thronf^h cmniation, envfe, and 
pride, overthrowoc, and brought to nought; though to 
cover their confQsionB, there have never beene wanting 
cloahea and colours. The most approoved writera reproove, 
and coll it a mouatcr with two heads, and not without 
reason. For if the monarchy be generally approoved, for 
atrongoBt, soundeBt, and most perfect, and most sofficicnt 


to sustaine it selfo; and the democincie end anstoerado 
ntterly rcpTOved, as wcake, feeble, and anbject to innova- 
tiona and iafrmitiea; it cannot bo hut errour, confusion, 
and imperfectiem, to differ or dissent from it. For where 
the snpreame goveniment is divided betwixt two or more, 
the antboritie is dimioi&bed, and so looseth his true force ; 
as a fagget of stickes, whoso bond being broken, the entira 
strength is easily dissolved t but all under correction. 

The Spaniards, in their armadoes by sea, imitate tho 
discipline, oj-der, and officers, which are in an army by 
land, and divide tliemselves into three bodies; to wit 
Bouldiers, marriners, and gunners. ^ 

Their sonldiers ward aud watch, and their officers in 
every shippe round, as if they were on ahoare; this h the 
only taske they wndergoe, except cleaning their armea 
Tb*K»«.r. wherein they are not over canons. The gnnne« are ex' 
empted from all labour and care, except about the artillcrv 
And theso are either Almaynes, Flemmings, or stmugerT; 
for tho &pm.ards are but indifferently practised in this art! 
Tha marriners are but as slaves to ihe rest, to moyle > and 
to toyle day aad night; and those but few and bad, and not 
* To iaw/ has beva spypo-d to bv arrived y. F«ach mouiOcr 
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Buflcrcd to sleep or harbour themselves vnder the deckes, 

For in fairo or fowlo weather^ in stormes, sanue^ or rains, " ’ 

tliej' must passe voydo of covert or succour. 

Tlioro is ordinarily in eveiy shippe of warro, a captalnoj 
whose charge is that of oer masters with ns, and also a of 

captaine of the sonldiers, who commandeth tho captaine 
the shippe, the sonldiers, gnnncrs, and marriuers in her; MiiilSei*. 
yea, though there be divers captaines, with their companies 
in one shippe [which is nsuall amongst them), yet one 
hath the supreme authoritie, and the residue ere at his 
ordering and disposing. They Lave their miurtres de cam^o, 
seargant, master, generall (or captaine) of the nrtiUory, 
with their aliere major, and all other officers, as in a conipe 

If they Como to fight with another amiado, they order 
Ihemselvcs as in a battoll by land j in a vanguard, rcre. 
wni-d, maine battell, and wings, etc. In cveiy particular 
shippe the sonldiors are all set upon tho dcckes ; their fora- 
custle they account their head front, or vaDguard of their 
company; that abaft the mast, the rereward; and the 
waysto the may no battell; wherein they place their prin¬ 
cipal! force, and on which they principally relye, which they 
caU their pfocu ds <rmas, or place of ormea: which taken, 
their hope ia lost. 

The gnnnera fight not but with their great artillery; the 
marriuers attend only to the tackling of the shippe anil 
handling of the aayles, and are unarmed, and subject to 
all misfortunes ; not permitted to shelter themselves, bnt 
to be still aloft, whether it be necessaiy or needlesse. So 
ordiourily, tliose which first faylc, are the marrinora and 
saylcra, of which they have greatest ocede. lltey use few 
close tights or firo-workes; and all this proceedeth, as I 
judge, ot erroar in placing land captaines for govemours 
and cuminandors by sea; where they seldome understand 
what is to be done or conimauded. 
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Some tLftt Lave bo^Ufi oop prisfooera^ have ptp£tted‘ 
thcin^elvea of that ibey have soeae amongst tiaj nud others, 
disgoiaed imder coloar of tinoatios, for raqaeming of pri- 
Honera^ for bringing of presents, and otlier imbassages, 
have noted onr Forme of shippings, oar manner of defenceSj 
and discipline, Sithence whiob esplall, in sach actions as 
thfly have beene imployed in^ thoy seehe to imitate our 
government and reformed digclplina at sea: which, doubt- 
los^Cj is the best and most proper that is at tbis day knowno 
or praotiaed in the whole world, if the execution be anewer- 
atile to that wbicb is know^ae and received for true and 
good amongst ua. 

In the captuine (for $o the Spaniards call their admimll) 
Was an inglish ganner, wbo to gtun grace with tboao under 
whom bee aerved^ prefcrted bjmselfe, and offered to abike 
our ahippe with the hr^t ahott he mode | who, by the 
Spaniards relation, being tmvoding of a peece in the bowej 


to make his sbettp had his bead carryed away with the first 
or second ihott made out of our shipper It slew ajao two 
or throe of thoao which stood next him. 

Wliich may he a good and gentle warning for all those 
who mooved either with covetouBnessOj or with desire of 
revenge, or in hope of worldly promotion, or other respect 
whatsoever, doe willingly and voluntarily serve the enemio 
against their owne nation: nwffo cau^a imtavid^i jmieai, 
adc&reuw pairiam arma eapiendt 

And [f ivp wnsider tht) end of those who have thua erred, 
wee shall finde them, for the moat part, Utnea table and 
most miserable. At the least, those whom I have knowjjo, 
have lived to be pointed at with detostatioa, and ended 
their lives in begfpirjr, voyde of repntotioiL

The fight ctjatipnod ao liott op both Sides^ ihtkt the artillery fi«L us, 
and muskota a ever eeagod pla^-in^* Our coptraries, to¬ 
wards the evoniog, determined the third time to lay 03 
abourd^ with resolution to take ua or to hazard all. Tile 
order they set downe for tlie execution hereof, was, that 
the captaine (or admiral]) should bring hitnselfe uppon oor 
weather bowoj and bo fall abourd of ns, upon onr broad 
aide: and that the Tice-admirall should lay his admiral! 
aboard nppon hi 3 weather qtiarterj and so enter bis men 
into her; that from her they might enter ns, or doe os 
occasion should ininiEter. 

The captaine ef the Tice^admirall being more hardy then 
consideratO;^ and presnming with his shippe and company 
to get the price and chiefe honour, wajted not the timo to 
put in execution the direction given, hut presently c^me 
aboard to wind-wards pppon otir broad side. Which, doubt- 
less, was the great and especiall pnoTidenco of Almightio 
God, for the discouraging of our euetnies, and animating of 
ua. Per although shee was as long, or rather longer then 
oar shippe, being rarely^ built^ and utterly without fighte 
or defences ; what with our muskets, and what with our 
fire-works, wee cleered her decks in a moment, so that 
scarce any person appeared. And doubtlease if we hod 
eutred but a dozen men, we might have enforced them to 
have rend red unto ns, or token her; but our company 
being few, and the princnpall of them slaiae or hurt, w's 
durst not, neither was it wisedome, to adventure the sepa¬ 
ration of those which remained: and so held that for the 
best and soundest resolution, to keeps onr forces together 
in defence of our owne.

calltid to hia ftclmirall for succour; wbo prewutl/ laid him 
aboard, and out red & hundretb of lus men, and so cleered 
tliemaelrea of ua. 


Ill this bourdiog, the vico-admirall hud at tho least 
tbirtio and aixe tnea iiurt and slaiue; and amon^^st them 
his piioto shot throngh the body, so as ho died presontlj. 
And the admiral] also received some losse, which wrought 
wwSSfii ** resolution, ondy with their artillety to 

batter ns; and so with time to force as to surrender, or to 
ainke os; which they put in execution : and placing them¬ 
selves within a mnskei shott ef our weather quarter, and 
sometimes on our broad side, lay continually beating upon 
ns without intermission I which was, doabUesse, the best 
and securest detorroinatign they could take; for they being 
taro shippes, and without any manner of deso lights, in 
boarding with us, their men were aU open unto ns, and we 
under covert and shelter. For on all parts onr shippe was 
musket free, and the great artillery of force must ceaae on 
either side (the shippes being once graplod together), 
except we resolved to sacrl£ce our selves together in £re^ 
I'or it is impossibloj if the great ordinance play (the shippes 
being boarded), but that they must set fire on the shippe 
they sboote at; and then no soroty can be had to free 
himselfe, as experience daily confirmeth. For a peece of 
artillery most properly resembletli a thunderdap which 
breaking upwards, or on the side, hurteth not; for that 
the fire hath scope to dispence U selfe without finding re 
siatanoe, tiU the violence which forceth it taketh end and 
so it mounts to its center: but breaking down right or 
stuping downwards, and finding resistance or impediment, 
before the violence that forceth it take end, being so aahtill 
and penetrable a substance, passeth and pierceth so won¬ 
derfully. as It leavctb the effect of bis execution in all 
points miswcrabk to liis levoll and i.igbuesso. For if tho 
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clouds be nigh the enrth (as aorag are higher, some lower), 
end breake down-wards, the Tioteaeo wherewith the fire 
broaketh out is sucli, and of eo stronge an execation, that 
men have beetle found deed without aijj outward aigne in 
their fleab, and yet all tlieir bones burnt to dust. So the 
blade of the sword hath beeno found broken all to peeces 
in tbe scabartl, and tbs ecabard whole without bietnisb; 
and a cristoll glaase all shivered in peeces, bis cover and 
case remaining sound: which commeth to passe for that in 
the flesh, in the scabard, and in the case, the £ro being so 
subtile of nature, lindeth easie passage without resiatance; 
but the bones, the blade, the oris tall, being of substance 
more Solide, maketb greater resistance, and so the fire with 
the more fury worketh the more his exocutiou in its 
objects. As was scene in tbe SpanUb adrairall (or cap- 
tame), after my imprisonment, crossing fpom Panama to 
Cape Son Francisco, a rayo (for so tho Spaniards call a 
thunder dappe), brake over our shippe, killed one in the 
fore-toppo, ostonisbed either two or three in the shrondes, 
and split tho mast in strange manner; where it entred it 
could hardly be discerned, but where it came forth, it dravo 
out a groat splinter before it ; and tho man staine, was 
cleanc in a manner without signe or token of hurt, stthongh 
all his bones turned to powder; and those who lived and 
recovered. Lad all their bnodics blacks, as burnt with fire; 
which plainly dcclareth and confirmeth that above said, 
and may serve to jndge in such occasions of persons hurt 
with thunder; for if they complaino of their bones, and 
have little signe of the fire, their hazard of death is the 
greater, then when the fire hath left greater impressions 
outward. The fire out of a cloude worketh like efiect, only 
whore it levelcth directly, os experience daily teacheth; 
killing those who are opposite, hurting those who are neere, 
and Only terrilying those who are further distant. 

In like manner the peece of ordinance harteth not those 
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wLich a tain] oeitle^ nor thoae which stand a slope from his 
month, but thoso alona Wliicli stand directly against tho 
true point of hia lovdl; though sometitnss the winde of 
the shott OTertlirowoth ouo, nnd tha splinter (being acci¬ 
dents}, msyno^ and hurt others. Sat principally whera the 
peece doth resemblo the thandor clappe, as when tho ships 
are boutded; for then, although tho artilJery be diflcharged 
withunt shottj tho fury of tho fire, and his pieroing natoro 
is such, as it entreth by the seames, and all parts of the 
ships sides, and meeting with so fit matter os pitch, tarro, 
ocombe, and sometinies with powder, presently converteth 
all into dames. 

For avoyding whereof, as also the danger and damage 
w hich may come by pikes and other invontions of fire, and 
if any ahippe bo oppressed with many shippaa at once, and 
snbjeot by them to be bourdedj I hold it a good course to 
atriko hia fonro and mayno yards close to hb dccke, and to 
fight with sprit-aailo and my son, and top-say lea loose : so 
Bhall he be able to hinder them from oppressing biim 

Some Lave tbonght it a good poUiey to launco out aomo 
enda of maatea or yards by the ports or other parts : but 
thia is to bo used in the greater shippes; for in the lesser, 
though they bo never so atroug, the waiglit of the bigger 
will beate ont the opposite Hides and doe hurt, and make 
great spoylo in the latter. And in bonrding, ordinarily 
the lesser ahippe hath all tho bar me which the one shipp# 
can doe unto the other. 

Here ia offered to speake of a point much canvassed 
umougst carpenters and aea captaines, diversly mainetainod 
but yet undetermined; that is, whether the race or loftie 
built shippe bee beat for the merchaut, and those which 
imploy themselves in trading f I am of opiuion that the 
race ahippe is moat coDveniontj yet so as to that every 
perfect shippe ought to have two dcckes, for the batter 
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stfeugtlicniRg^ of her} tho better snreonriiig of lier people j 
the better preaerTiijg of b^r piercliniidize and Tietiia]] j and 
for her greater safetie from sea and stonues. 

But for tbe princes shippes^ and sncb m ere imployed 
coiitlnuallj in tbe Garros, to be built Idftie I bold Tory *^‘^^*'^**^ 
necessary for many roaaous. First for majestie and terrdar 
of tJie enemy; seopndljj for barbouriag of many men ; 
tbirdly, for accommodating more men to figbt; fourthly, 
for placing and using more artillery; fiftlyp for bettor 
slrengtbemng and securing of the sbippc; sixtij, for over¬ 
topping and subjecting the enemy ; seventibljp for greater 
safeguard and defence of the skip and company. For it is 
plaine, that the ship with tfaroo dockes, or with two and a 
balfe^ sbewes more pomp than another of her bortben with 
a decke and a balfe, or two deckes, and breedotli greater 
terror to the enemy, diacoyerlug berselfe to bo a more 
powerful I ship, as she then the other j which being in¬ 
deed a ship of force, Ecometh to be but a barko, and with 
her low boilding bideth her bnrtbon. And who doubteth 
that a decke aud a balfe cannot harbour that proportion of 
men, that two deckas^ and two deckea and a halfo can 
accommodate to hght; nor carry the artillery so plenti¬ 
fully, nor oommediouslj. Neither can tho ship be so 
strong with a decke and a halfe os with two deckes; nor 
with two, ae with three; nor carry her mast so taunt; nor 
spread so great a clue ; nor contriTO so many fightes, to 
answer one another for dofence and offence. And the 
advantage the one hath of the other, eiperienco daily 
toachetli. 

In tho great expedition of eightio eighty did not theA^^^ijwof 
EtUaheih Jont% tho TnimpA, and the JSenre, shew greater 
znajestio then the Ark& E<^fjelt and the Vtciori^^ being of 
E<jual btirthena? did they not cause greater regard in the 
enemy ? did they not harbour aud accommodate more men, 
unJ much better? did they not beare more artillery? And 
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^ if they h&d Cd£zi6 to boofd intli tho Spanish Iiff^h-obar^dJ 
ships^ it is not to bn c]oobt0d bat tlioy livonld ham [iaQS>trcd 
themselves bettor, then those wbicb could not -with their 
prowesse nor props, have ronched to their ivastes. Q^Jie 
strength of the one cannot be compared with the strength 
of the other: but in bonrding, it goeth not fio much in the 
strength, as in weight and greatnesse. For the greater 
ship that bonrdetfa with the lesser, with her mostes, her 
yardes, her tacklings, her anchors, her ordinance, and with 
her sides, brnaotli and beateth Ibe lesser to peaces, although 
the iesaor bo fame stronger according to proportion. 

The Fotcsiijht of his Majesties, and the wore 

shippes in their proportions fame more sfcroogar then the 
carake which was taken by tbem and their consorts, anno 
92: for she had ia a manner no strong building nor bind- 
itig, and the others were strengthened and boand as art 
was able to aSbord ; and yet both boarding with her, were 
So bruged, broken and badly bandied, as thoy had like to 
have snnke by her side, thongh boarding with advantage 
to weathor-wards of her. But what would have become of 
them if she shonld have had tho wind of them, and have 
come aboord to wind-ward of them ? In small time, no 
doubt she would have beaton them under water. 

Anno 90, in the fleet under the chargo of Sir John 
Hawkins, my father, comining from the aonth-wards, the 
i/njM, of his Majesties, gave chase to a French ship, think¬ 
ing her to be a Spaniard. She thought to havo frisd her 
selfo by her sailing, and so wonid not avaiie, but endured 
the ehooting of many peeces, and forced the Hope to lay 
her aboard ; of which iasned that misohiefe which before I 
spake off. For in a moment the French ship had all her 
mastes, yards, and sailes Id the sea, and with great diffi- 
cultia the //ops could (roe herselfe from siufcing top. 

In the self-same voyage, neore tbe ilands of Flores and 
Corvo, the Itambou! and the Fore^^ht came foule one of 
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another; tho Raiahew, being tlia greater sliippe, let^ the ‘■"f- 
Foragight mach tomo; and if God had not beena pleased 
to aaperate them, the lesser, doubtlesse, had snnke in the 
6ea; bat in these incomiters they raeoived little op no hurt. 

The boordiag of the Raiultoig and Foresight, as 1 waa 
cuformed, proceeded of tbo obstioacie and self will of the 
eaptaiae or master of the Fomaujhtt who would not sot 
sajlo in time, to giro sea roome to the other, comming 
driving upon her, for that she was more fiotie.^ This pride 
1 have aeene manj times to bo the cause of great hurt, and 
is worthy of severe punishment: for being all of one oom-* 
puny, and bound every one to belpe and further the good 
of the other, as members of one body, there ought to be no 
Btrayningof conrtesie; but all are bound to suppress omn- 
lation and particular respect, in seeking tbe genemll good 
of ail, yon, of every particular more ingenionsly then that of 
bis owne. 

Gut m eij^uitic and reason, tbe le-ward shippe ought ever 
to give way to the weather most, in hulling or trying, 
without any exception. Firat, for that sbeo advantageth 
the other in tnlling op ti^-ing; which is manifest, for °bat 
ehee to wind-warda drives upon her to Ie*warda. Secondly, 
for that the windermoat shippe, by opening her sayle, mey 
be upon the other before sbee be looked for, either for 
want of steeridge, not being under way, or by the rewliag 
of the sea, some one sea casting the shippe more to le- 
warda than ten others. And thirdly, for that the winder- 
moBt shippe being neere, and setting sayle, is ia poasibilitie 
to take away the winde from her to Je-wards co mining 
within danger. And this by way of argnment, for a hull 
and under-say lo in atormes and fay re weather, in harbonr, 
or at soa. 

Elnmonitte and courLesie are ever commendable and beue- 

* pid not bold so good a wind, or dnvs taorg easily to let, 
wurd, 
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ficiftll to allj Tvlipirciia arrogfliscie and ambition are eroi* 
Accompanied with ffbamCj and repentande. 

And though in mhwy examples^ touching this point, I 
have bocno an eje witfiessoH yet 1 will record but oan^ 
which I saw in the river of Civill/ all my oomtning ont of 
the Indies amongst the galleons leaden with silver* For 
their woftiogj the king sent to tho Torconi^ oight new gal¬ 
leons^ under the charge of Villa Yidoao^ who entring tho 
barre of Saint Lucar Jojntlj, tho sbippoa loadnn with 
Bilver* anchored in the middest of the river in deeper water* 
and the wtifters on either eide* ncere the ahoure. The ad- 
mi mil of the wflfters rode close by the galleon in which I 
wasj and had moored her selfe in that manner* as her 
streame* cable* and anchor^ overlajed Our land^most. And 
winding np with tho first of the floods shee her eelFe in ono 
of her cables* which together with the great currant of 
the ebbo^ and force of tlie winde w^hich blew'o freshj caiised 
her to drive, and to dragge liome her anchors; and with 
that which overlay onrs^ to cause ns to do the like. IrYhere- 
npon* on both sides was crying ool to veere cable i wo^ for 
oor partag had lost all onr c-ahles in the Tercems^ saving 
thoBe which werq a-gronnd* and those very short., and 
vored to the better end. The admirall atrainod conriesie^ 
thinking the other, though loadon w^ith elLvor* hound to let 
slippe one* so to give hioci way ; and the generall standing 
in hia gallery* saw the danger which both shipper ramie 
into, being in a manner bonrd and hourd* and driving 
npon the point of the shoare: yet he commanded to hold 
fast, and not to vere cable* till he was required and com¬ 
manded in the kings name, by the captaine of our shippe * 
protesting the damage which should ensoe thereof to the 
king and merctaots^ to rmiiie qpon the admirals accompt;

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and that in Li a aliippe be bad no other cahto but tbc^e 
which Were ogrotind^ and that thoy had vered as luneh aa ■ 
they could : which the gepcrall knowings and at last better 
conBidoring, willed to vem his cable end for end, and sOj 
with some difhcuUie and dispute^ the puuto was roniodiod j 
which if he bad dene at first he had prevented all other 
danger^ inconvenience, and diapntej by only woiglving of 
hia cable and anchor after the guat was pastj And letting ifc 
fall in a place more commodions; W'hereaSj his vaine gloryj 
atoutueBsej and selfe-wiil^ had put lu great perill two of the 
hiugs shipper, and in them above two millbna of troaatire. 

And it may be, if ho had beeue one of the sgaorant gone- 
itill3| such as arc sometimes iniployed, whereas he was one 
of best experience^ I doubt not bnt they would have stood 
ao much upon their puntoe^ as rather tlion they would have 
oopsonted to vere theyr cables (for that it seemed a diminu-. 
tion of authoritie)^ they wotild rather have aufTcred idl to gqo 
to wracke^ wjtbent discerning the danger and damage. 

But to retni-ne to tny former point of advantage, which 
the greater abippe hath of the lesser, I would have it to be 
understood according to occasion, and to be understood of 
ships of warre with ships of warrej it being no part of my 
meaning to mainetaJne that a small man ef wai™ should 
net board with a great shippe which goetK in trade. For I Ahj nw 
know, that the war-like shippe that seeketh^p is not only -sap 
bound to bourd with a greater, hut were shoe sura to hnaard 
her selfe, ehee ouglit to hoard where auy posaihilitj of snr- 
prising may be hoped for, Witaesse the Biseaine shippes 
of five hundreth tnnncs, taken by shipper of lesse than a 
blindreth. Such were these which wera taken by captaine 
George Hey mend, and captaine Greenfield Eatse^ both 
wonne by boarding and force of armes. And did not 
llarkea Berry, with a shippe of foar-score tunnes^ by 
boiirdidg and dent of sword. Lake a shippe which came 
from the Nova Hispsnia, of necre fours hundreth tnunesi 
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To rcKiiint all auA have heene iq this sort taken by onr 
coqqtreymen, aa also tbosa of ^reat worth they have loatj 
for qot hasardiii^ the boorJiog^ were never to niako on pq J^ 
\et diecTctioq is ever to be qaed; for a man that in a stnall 
barVe goeth to warre-fiire# ie not boniid to boiird with a 
eamke^ nor with a ehippa which he seeth provided with 
artillery and other preventions far abovo his possibiHtie. 
\^^tQTT The Spaoiarda confesse ns to advantage thorn in oar 
siiiiiijdi. shippings and attribute ail onp victories to that which is 
but a masse of dead woodj were it not managed and ordered 
by art and eicpenoace^ afErming, that if wo came to handio 
strokes and bourding* they should goo farro beyond iia^ 
which to any person of reasonable understanding^ cannot 
but seeme most Taine-glorions j for we leave not to bourd 
with them upon occasion^ when otherwise wo cannot force 
them to surrender: bnt 1 ooucindo it to bo great erronr^ 
and want of discretion in any man^ to put hitnselfe^ his 
shippOj and company in perilh being able otherwiad to van¬ 
quish his enemy. 

This imagination^ so vaino and so voydo of groundj hath 
growne from the ignorance of some of our common sort of 
maiTinora and vulgar peoplsj .which have beeno prisonei*s 
id Spaioo : who being examined and asked, why her Ma¬ 
jesties shippers in occasions boord not, havo answered and 
enformed that it is the expresse order of her Majestie and 
counselh in no case to hazard her shippos by bourding; 
yea, I have knowne some captaiues of our owne (to coloar 
their faint prooeedings)^ have averred as uinch, which is 
nothing so. For in the houre that her majestie or counsell 
conimitteth the charge of any of her shippas to any person, 
it is left to his discrotion lo boun^ or not to bon id, as the 
reason of service rtqniretk And therefore let no man 
hereafter pretend ignomnee, nor for this vanitie leave to 
doe his duty, or that which k most probabb to redonnd to 
the honour and service of his prince and countroy, and to 
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tLo danisgo of his ennmy. For m ciisa he excuso bimselto 
with this ftliogatiop, it cannot bnt rewound to his coudnm- 
nation and disreputation. And I assure all men, that in any 
lenaonabla equnlitio of ahippinjf, we cannot desire gwntcr 
advanto^re. then we have of the Spaniards by bonrdiiig. 
Tho reasons why, I hold it not convenient to discourse in 
particular; but experienca and tract of time, with that 
which I have seen amongst them, lintb taught me this 
knowledge; and those who have seene their disdpliue, and 
ours, cannot hut tostifie the same.

Aoaink, all that which hath beeue spoken of the danger of p™™*!** 
tho artillery in boarding, it la not to be wrested nor intorv^'?^i«^ 
pFeted, to cut of utterly the use of all artiUeiy after bDurd-<- 
iug, but rather I hold nothing more convenient in shtppea 
of warm, thou fowl era and great bases in the cage workes, 
and murderers in the cobridge Leads ; for that their execu> 
lion and speedio charging and discharging, is of great 
mometitp' 

Many 1 know have left the use of them, and of sundry 
other preventions, as of sherehookes, stones in tbeir toppes, 
and arming tlieia; pikebolts in their wales, and divora 
other engines of antiquitio. Ihit upon what inducemeut, I 
cannot relate, unlcsse it be because they never knew their 
oifects and boueGt; and may no doubt be used without the 
inconveniences before naentioned in greet ordinance. A.s 
also such mey he the occasion, that witliont danger some 
ot the great artilleiy may be need, aud that with great

Jn lUeae boardings and ekinnislioa^ divor« of oar moa woro 
alaincj and many hurt^ and mjsolfo aiDOogst tboin itfcoivetl 
eLxe wonnda: one of thorn in the necko^ very poriUoua; 
another through the armoj perishing tbo bonoj and entting 
the sSnewes close by the arDie-pit; the rest not ao danger* 
ons. The master of oor shippe bad one of bis ejea^ his 
nose, and balfe his face ahott away. Master Henry Cour- 
ton was slaine. On these two I principally relied for the 
proseontion of onr voyage, if God, by sick a ease, or othor- 
wise^ should take me awuy. 

The Spaniards with their great ordiiinnce lay eontiniiany 
playing upon as, and now and then parted and invited na 
to sonrender onrsoLves ct hweuo The captaine of 

onr sbippo, in whoso direction and guide> our lives, our 
honour, and welfare now i^mained, aoaitag many of our 
people wenudod and slaiue, and that few were left to sus- 
taine and maintaine the fight, or to reaist the entry of the 
ouemy, if ho should againo bourd with U3, and that our 
contraries offered us good per tide,* came unto me accom¬ 
panied with some others, and began to relate the state of 
our sbippe, and bow that many were hurt and skine, and 
scarce any men appeared to traverse the artillery, or to 
oppose themselves for defence, jf the enemy should bouni

“Great is the ero&se which Alifiightle God bath sufibreJ 
to Como upon mo ; tbfitj assudltcd by our professed enomios, 
and by them wounded^ as you see, in body^ ly^S gospidg 
for breath, tboso whom I roputeth for my friends to fight 
with me ^ those which I relyod on as my brotbren to defend, 
me in all occasions i those whom 1 have nouriahedj che¬ 
rished, fostered and loved as my children, to aueeour mo, 
belpe me, and to sustaine my reputation in nil extremities ; 
arc they who first draw their swords against me, ar^ they 
which wound my heart, in giving mo up into mine enemios 
bands. Whence proeeedeth this ingratitiide ? whence this 
faiotuesse of heart ? whonco this luaduesse I Is the eauso 
yon figbt for unjuat? IB the honour and love of your ppinoe 
and conn trey buried in the dust ? your sweet bves^ ato 
they become loatbsomo onto you ? wdl you exchange your 
liberty fur thmldome Y will yon consent to see that which 
you have sweat for aud procoreJ with so great labour nnd 
adventure, at the dispose of your enemies? can yon contoDt 
your selves to suffer my blotMl spilt before your eyes, and 
my life bereft me in your prciscuco, with the blood and 
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liv^a of youp dcoffi bri^throc to Ijo iititiOTQii^''(] ? la uot sn 
])onotirablo dsatb to be pTtfistred beforo n miserobio nnd 
tlaTisb life ? Qiie one sustuioin^ the boDOUr of oiir nation^ 
of our prodocGiJSQrs, and of our socictio j tlio other igtiotiit- 
nious to oup aelvoSj and reproaclifut to our uation. Can 
you be pernwaded that the enemy will performe tiis prorniao 
with you, tbut never louvotb to breuko it with others, when 
to tbiiikoth it edvantej^ioue ?

Have 
you forgotten their faith vbiatod with my father, in *Saint 
John de Uloa, the couditious and eapitnlations being Gnned 
by the viceroy and twelve tostogea, nil prindpall person- 
given for the more seenritis of either party to otiier ? 
Have you forgotten their promise broken with John 'V'ibaO 
and company, in Florlds, having conditioned to give them 
ahippijig and victuals, to carry them into their eonnltey; 
ini mediately after they had deliverod their weapons and 
armes, had they not their throats ent ? Have you forgotten 
how they dealt with John Oxnam and his company, in this 
sea, yeelded upon compoBitioii; and how after a long im- 
priaonment, mid many tniaeries, being carried from Panahia 
to Lyma, and there hanged with aU his company, aa pymtes, 
by the justice? And can yon forget bow dnviy thoy abase 
enr noble natures, which being voyde of m'alice, measure 
all by sinceritio, but to our losse j for that when we coiao 
to demand performance, they stoppo onr monthes either 
with laying the inquisition upon ns, or with delivering ns 
into the hands of the ordinary justice, or of the kings 
ministers. And then urged with their promises, theyshrinke 
np to the shoulders, and say, that they have now no further 
power over us, they sorrow in their hearts to see their 
promise is not accomplished: but now they cannot doe us 

any good ofli«, but to pray to God for ns, and to entreat 
the uuntiiterzi jd out bebair^. 
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C^mo vr& into iLo South ana. to pat out flags of trac^; ? 
And left WQ oar ploa^aot Eti^kud, with alL her couteat- 
ujontAj with iiiti^rktiou or purpotae to a^ayle our solves of 
white roggosj and b}" banners of peaco to deliver oursdvoa 
for slaves into oar oaemies hands j or to taii^a the world 
with tho English^ to take tho law fmto thom^ whom by our 
Bworda^ prowesse, and valour^ w'c havo alwaies beretoforo 
bin accuEtoiuod to purcbase huaoar^ riches^ and reputatioo 'i 
If these teotivea be not sufficient to perswade yoa, then I 
presoRt before yotir eyes your wives and ohi.ldreo, your 
parents and friendsj jour nobte and aweeto countrey^ your 
gracious soventigDa; all of which accompt jourBclvea for 
ever deprivedj if this proposition should be put iu executiou. 
lint for all theae^ and for the love and respect you owe lucj 
uud for all besides that you estoeme and hold dear in this 
worlds and for Eini thafc made ua and all tho worlds banish 
out of your iiuogination such vaine and baae thonghU; and 
according to youi- woonted resolution^ prosecute the dcfcuco 
of your shippe^ your liv^Sj and libortie^ with the Uvea uiid 
libcrtio of yo^r rompanious; who by their wounds and 
hurts are disabled and deprived of all other defenco and 
helpo, save that which lyoth in your diacretiona and prow- 
esBo, Andy on j captaiiiCj—of whom I made cbgiae umongat 
niaiiy^ to be my priucipall assistant^, and tho person to 
accomplish my dntie if extraordinary c^i^alHe should disable 
me to performs and prosecuio onr voyagej—teuder your 
obligation; and now in the occasion give testitiiony^ and

nor of his proceedings in discliarga of promised: bat only 
to give satisfaction to the reat of the company, which 
iuiportuDcd me to raoove this point, I condiscendod to that 
which now I am asliaraed of, and grieve at, hecause I see it 
dUtiking to you. And here I vowe to fight it out, till life 
Or lyminoe fayle mo. Bee yoa ploasod to recommend ue to 
AUuightie God, and to take comfort in him, whom I hope

I replycd: ** This is that which beaeemeth yoa | this 
oortoth to the opinion I ever held of yon : and this will 
gaine you, with God and man, a just reward. And you the 
rest, tny deere companions and fnends, who over have made 
a demonstration of desire to accomplish j’our duties, re mem-' 
ber that when we first dUciyed our enemy, yon shewed to 
have u longing to proove your valoars against him t now 
that the occasion is oBered, lay hold of the fore-locke; for if 
once shoe tume her backe, make euro aocompt nevor after 
to see her face againe: and as true BnglUh men, and fol¬ 
lowers of the steppes of our forefathers, in vertue and 
valour, sell your bloods and lives deorely, that Spaine m»y 
ever record it with saduasse and griefe. And tUose which 
snrvivc, rejoyce in the porchaao of so noble a victoiy, with

one patrticukriyi and the greater part with teares and im- 
bracings^ though wa were forthwith to depart the world, 
and never see one the other agaifie bat in heaven, promising 
to cast all foropasasd itnagiuutions into oblivion, and never 
more to speake of a nr rend rj. 

In acoomplishtnent of this promise and detennination, 
they persevered in anstaining the fights all this nightj with 
the day and night following, and the third day after. In 
wbieb time tho enemy never left nsj day nor nighty beating 
continDaily upon ns with his gr$at and stduU shott. Saving 
that every tnoraiug^ an hower before the breake of dny> he 
edged a little from us* to breath, and to jemedie sack de^ 
fecta as wore amisae, aa also to consult what they should 
doe the day and night following. 

This time of mterdictEon^ we imployed in repayring our 
sayles and tack lings, in stopping our bakes, in Hshlng 
W'ollrag our masts and yards, in ineadiiig gnr pumpesj and 
in fitting and providing our salves for the day to come. 
Though this was but little space for so many workes, yet 
gave it great Tclicfe and comfort tiuto uS;, and made us 
better able to etidure the defence: for otherwise, our ship 
must of force have suncke before our surrendry, huvlog 
many shot under wator, and our pumpes shot to pcccea 
every day. In all this space, not any man of either part 
tooke rest or sleepe, and little sustenance, besides bi-ead 
and wine. 

lu the second dayes lightp the vice-admiral 1 comming 
upon our quarter^ William Blanehj one of our masters 
inatea^ with a luckto hand, made a alsot uuto her with one 
of our steme pecces; it carried sway his maine mast close 
by the decke; wherewith the admiruU bearo up to hor^ to 
Beo what harme afaee had rpceivedi and to give her such 
succour as shec w'as able to spare; which we seeiog, wore 
in good hope tlmt they w'uuld have now' left tu molest lis 
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««y longer, Ita^nug wberewitluilj to eotcrtiuDe theRisoIres 
Adtitcitagej rodfessing tbeir owne liarmes. Anil so we stood swuy 
from them close by os we could; which wo ehoutd not 
LaTo done, but prosecuted the occssiou, and brought onr 
selves close npou her weather gngo, end with our greut 
and Small shot hindered them rrom repairing thoir hariuos; 
if we had thus done, they had been forced to cut all by 
the bourd; and it may bee, lying a hull or to le-wards of 
ns, with a few shot wo might have suncko her. At tho 
least, it would have declared to our enomies that wee had 
them in little estimation, when, ahlo to gets from them, wo 
won Id notj and perhaps Liu a cause to have made tliem 
to leave us. 

But this occasion was Jet slip, as also that other to fight 
with them, sayling quarter winds, or before the wiiido; for 
having stood ofl to sea a day and a night-, wo had scope to 
fight at our pleasure; and no iiiuu, having sea roome, is 
bound to fight os his cue mi e will, with disadvantage, being 
able otherwise to deal with eqoalitio; contntriwisc, every 
man ought to seoke the meunes bee can for his defence, 
and greatest advantage, to the onuoyaiice of liis contrario. 

Kow wee might, with our foro saile low sot, have borne 
npp before the windo, ond the enamio of ferco must have 
done the like, if he would fight with us, or keepo us ooni- 
pany: and then shonld woe have had the ndvantago of 
them. For although their arlilleiy were longer, waightier, 
and many more than ours, and in truth did pierce with 
greater violeucc; yet onrs being of greater bore, and 
cariying a waightior and greater shot, was of more import 
ance and of Letter effect for sinking and spoyliu-- fer the 
smnttor shot posseth through, and maketh ho*hJs hole 
and harmeth that which lyeth in bis way; but tho greater 
sUaketh and sliivcrcth all it meeteth, and with the splinters, 
or that which it encountreth, many times doth more hurt 
then with his proper circumfeixmcc t as is phiindy scene 
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in the batterjr' by land, when the saker, tlie denij-mlvoi'in, 
tie col?nrin, and daiai-cannon {being p&ecea that reach •nktit 
miich further |K>int blanko then the cannon)^ are nothing 
of like importanco for making the breach;, as is the cannou; 
for that this shot being peuderona^ picrceth iFith difficultioi 
yea Trorkoth better eQecta, tormentingj shnkingj and over¬ 
throwing all j whereas the othera, with their violence, 
pierce better, and moke oneJy their bole^ and so hide them- 
aelvea in the wool I or rampira*^ 

Besides, qur ship being jare- and good of steeridge, no 
doubt but wo should have played better with our ordinance, 
and with more effect than did our enemies j which was a 
great errour, being able to fight with IcRse disadvantage^ 
and yet to fight with the most that ecu id be imagined, which 
I knew not off, neither wag able to direct tbough I hud 
knowno it, being in a manner sensalease, what with tny 
wounds, and what with tho agony of the surrendry pro% 
pounded, for that I had saldome kaowne it spoken of, but 
that it came ufteiivarda to be pat in esiecation. 

Tho gcnerall not being able to succour his vice-admirall, 
except he should utterly leave ug, gave them ordor to shiiT. 
as well as they Cf>uld for the preseutj and to bcare with thq 
next port, and there to repajre their harmos. Himselfo 
presently followed the chase, and in short space fetched ns 
up, jind beganne a fresh to batter us with hig great and 
email shott The vice-admimlb having saved what they 
could, cutt the rest b}' the bourd, and with fore-saylo and 
myson came after ug also; and before the sotting of the 
silane, wore come upon our broad side, wee bearing all 
Our saylcs, and afTor kept us company, upon our 

Weather quarter^ and annoj-ing us what jshee could. 

Here I hold it necesaary, to make inentbn of two thiugg 
which wore mogt prejudiciall unto u^i» and tho priacipall

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causes of onr perdition; the erroure and fuplts of late daycs, 
crept in amongst those who foUo^r the aeSj and learned 
SldisSSljf- Fieniinga and BasterlIngB, I wish that by onr 

misfortunas others would take Yfaralng, and proenre to 
redresao them, as occasions shall bo offered. 

The odo ie, to fight unarmed, where they may Ught 
armed. The other is, iu comm lug to fight, to driuke 
themselres dranke. \^ea, Bomo aro so madd, that they 
mingle powder with wine, to give it the greater force, 
imagining that it givoth spirit, strength, and courage, and 
taketh away all fenro and doubt. The latter la for the moat 
part true, but the former is false and beastly, and altogether 
against reason. For though the nature of wine, with 
moderation, is to comfort and revive the heart, and to 
fortifio and strengthen the spirit; yet the immoderate use 
thereof workoth quite contraiy effects. 

In. fights, all receipts which add couragie and spirit, are 
of great regard, to be alio wed and used; and so is a draught 
of wine, to bo given to every man before he come to action, 
but mono then enough is pernicious; for exceeding the 
same, it offendeth, and eofeebloth the sences, convertieg the 
strength (which should resist the force of the enemyj Into 
woaknesae \ it dulleth and blindeth the understanding, and 
consequently depraveth any man of tree valour ; for that 
he is disenabled to judge and opprehend the occasion which 
may he offered, to assault and retyre in time convenient j 
the raynes of reason being put into the hands of passion 
and disorder. For after I was wounded, this m'tnmm bred 
great disorder and iuconvenience in our shippe; the pott 
continunUy walking, infused dGSperato and foolish bardi- 
uesw in many, who blinded with the fume of the liquor, 
considered not of any danger, but thus and thns would 
stand at Imxsrd; some in vaino gbiy vaueting themselves ‘ 
some other rayling upon the Spaniards; saothw inviting 
Ins companion to come and stand by him, and not to budge 
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a foote from liiin; wliich they put in exocntionj 

Bnd coat the Uvea of toanj a gosnl manj, slabie bj onr 
euetnies oioskottier^j who snBercd not a man to shew Iiiin- 
Bolfoj but they presently overthrew him with speed end 
Watchrnllnesse For prevention of the Beoond orronrj aU 
thoogli 1 had great pix?pftratiOd of armours* ns well of proofe* 
aa of light coreeletta, jot not a man wonld nao them; but 
esteemed a pott- of wine a better defence then an armour of 
proofe. Whicli truely wns great znadnossej and a lament¬ 
able faulty worthy to bo banished from amongst all reason¬ 
able people, and w'ell to ho weighed by all commanders^ 


For if the Spaniard surpa&s^th ug in anything, it is in 
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lempornnce and auffcVing: and whore he hath had the 
better hand of uSj it hath becnOj for the most part, tbrongh 
onr own folly j for that we will £ght nnarioed with him 
being armed. And although I have heard many men 
inaintaipoj that in shipping,^ armour is of little profit: all 
men of good under$tAnding will eondemne anch desperate 
ignorance. For besides, that the aleightest armour geooreth 
the parts of n mans body, which it covereth from pikoj 
eword, and all hand w^eapooSj it likewise giveth boldneaao 
and courage: a man armed^ giveth a greater sud n weightier 
blqw^ then u man unarmed ^ ha standetb faator, and with 
greater difficnltle is to be overthrowue. 

And I never read^ but that the gliatetingof the armour 1*4 
hath hcene by authors observe d| for tbatj as I imoginej, 
hi a show breedeth terror in his contraries, and despayre to 
himselfe if he bo unArmed. And thoreforo in time of 
warrOj such as devote themselves to follow the profession 
of armesj by sea or by Laud, ought to covet nothing uiore 
then to be well armed; for as much as it ii the seooud 
meancs, next Gods protection, for preserving and prolong¬ 
ing many mens Lives. 

Wherein the Spanish nation deserveth commendation 
above others; every one, from the highest to the lowest, 
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putting their greatest caro in providing faire and good 
arinos. He which cannot come to the price of a corslotj 
will have a coat of rnaylej a jackettj at least a buffb-jerkin^ 
or a privie coate. And hardly' will they be found without 

albeit they Urn and servej for the most part^ in extroame 
hott couutrieSd 

Whereas I hare kuowne many bred in cold countrieSj 
in a moment compluine of tbe waight of theif ftpines^ 
that they smoother thcuij and then cast them off^ cbusing 
rather to be abott throngh with a ballet, or lanched through 
with a pike> or thrust through with a sword, then to endurs 
a little travaile and sufFering, But let me giro these iasie 
Olios this lesson, that he that will goa u waire-furej must 
resolve himselfe to light ^ and be that puttstb on this reso- 
lutiqnj muat be con ten led to endure both heate and waiglit: 
6 rsb for the safeguard of hi 3 life, and next for subduing of 
bis enemiei both which are hazarded^ and put into great 
dungerj if ho fight unarmed with an enemy armed ■ 

Kow for mino owne opinion^ I am resolved that armour 
is more necessary bj sea then bj land^ yua, rather to bo 
excused on ths shore then m the shippe. My reason ia, 
for that on the shore, the bullet onely hnrtethp but in the 
shippe I have soeuo the splinters kill aud hurt many at 
once, and yet tbe shott to have passed without tonebing any 
person. As in the gnieon in which I came out of the 
Indies, in anno 1597, in the rode of Torcem, when the 
Queenes Majesties ahippea. under the charge of the Eqjlo 
of Eaacx, chased as into the rode, with the splinters of ono 
shott, were skyno, maymed, and sore hurt, at the least a 
do^en persons, the moat part whereof had beene excused, 
if they had bcene armed. 

And doubttesae, if these erronrs had beeoe foreseene, and 
remedied by ns, many of those wrho ircre elaine and hurt, 
had beene on foote, and we ioabled to have aqataiaed and 
maintained the fifrht mnch bettor and longer, nqd peihaps 
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ftt liial had freed our sgItcs, For if onr fiiieiny hnd come to 
boiird with d 3 | our closa £g^ht^ wore fiiichj as wo were 
secarcj imd they open unto tia. And what with our ouhridgo 
licadsj one answering tho otherj our hatches upon holta^ 

OOF bt^ekes in oof deckes and gaonor rooiUj it was itupoa- 
siblo to take us fia long as any competent niimher of jnen 
had reuiDiDcd: twentie persons would have sufSced for de¬ 
fence ; and Ibr thiSj such ships are called irnpregnablOj and 
aro not to be takon> but hy aorrenderj nor to be ororcome 
but with bonrding or sinkings as in na by oxperieuee was 
verified* And not in os aloue^ but in the of the 

Quoones Majestio, which being compassed round about with 
all the armado of Spaine, and beurded sundry timea by 
many at oncoj is said to bavo sunko three of the armado by 
her side.* 

And iu this couflictj having lost all her raasteSp and 
being no other then a logge in the sea* conld uot^ba taken 
with oil their force and pollfeioj till she aarreudred her 
selfe by an honourable com position. 

By these presidents/ lot gevernours by sea take special! 
care, above all, to preserve their people^^ in imitation of tho 
French; who carrie many aouldiera in their shippea of 
warre^ and seenre them in their holdea, till they como to 
entring^ aud to prove their foreos by the dint of sword. 

But here the diacreete coramannders are to put differ- 

, , “ fftr iffHEi- 

cuce> betivixt those Tvhich defend, and those which are 
offend, and betwixt those which aiSSBultp and those which 
are assanlted. For, as I hare sayd, no government what^ 
soeveFj better re quireth a perfect and experimented oom* 
maunder than that of the sea. And so no greater errour 
eau be committed, then to commend so eh charges to men 
unexperimented in this profession. 

A third ond last causOp of the losso of sundry of onr men, 
most worthy of note for all captainea, owners, and carpen-

aboe had ; and now bold for a principall ^race in 

atiy ebippo: but by the esperiouca wbicb I have had, it 
Boomcth forsoudry reaaons reno pt^ajudidall for sbip|jaa of 
warro. For in siich^ tlioae which tnokle the saylesj of force 
mtiat bee upon the deckes, and are open without shelter 
or any dofence : yet here it will be objected^ that for this 
inoonveniencOj wast clothes aro providedi and for want of 
thenij it le osnail to loco a bonnetj or some such aluirlow 
for the men; worthily may it bee called a shadow^ and one 
of the moat pemitioq^ cnstoioea that can be usedj for this 
shadow^ OP defen CO j being but of linnen or w oil an cloth, 
eraboldenetli mnny^ who without it would retire to bettor 
seciiritie ^ whereaaj now tlitnking themselvea nnaceoa^ they 
become more bould then otherwise they wonUlp end thereby 
abet through ivbeu they least think of it* Some captninea 
observing this errour, huya sought to remedie it in some of 
his ^lajesties ahippes j not by altering the building, but by 
derising a certaine defeDeei nmde of fooro or five inch 
planckes^ of foote high, and sijEe foote broad^ 
upon wheeies^ and placed in snob partes of the shippo 
are most open. These they namo blenders^ and made of 
elme for the most part j for that it shivers not with a shotp 
as oake and other timber wiU doej which aro now in ijj«o 
and service : but beet it ia, when the w'bole side haili ojio 
blender, and one armour of proofe, for defence of those 
whicb of force mnst labour and be aloft. 

This mce building, first came in by ovemuieh homing^ in 
of oar sbippes, and received for good, nndor colour of 
making our sbippea thereby the bettor Eoa^sbippes, and of 
better advantage to hull and tyre : but in my judgemeut.

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It bnecdotli many iDcoaFeDiencC^p and k farrio from working 
tho effect they pretendj by dkmabh'ng tbem for bearing 
their cage worke correspondent to the proportion and 
mould of the shippe, making them tender sided, and tmable 
to carry say la in any fresh goilo of wiude, and diminisliing 
the play of their artillery^ and the place for acoonimodatiDg 
their people to fight^. labor, or rest* 

And I am none of those who hold opinion tliat the OFer- 
mneh homing in^ the more the better, is coTnmodion$ and 
easier for the shipper and this out of the esporienco that 
I have learned, which with forcible reasons I conld provo 
to be mnch rather discomodiDus and worthy to be reformed. 
But withalb I hold it not necessary to disconrse here of 
that particn!aritie, bnt leave the consequence to men of 
understanding, and so siirceasEi,

Am, this second day, and the third day and night, oar 
captain© and company sosteined the hght, notwithstanding 
the disadvantage where with they fonght; the enemie being 
over to wind-ward, and wee to lee-ward, their ehott much 
damnifying ns, and outb little aauoylng thein^ for when- 
soever a man enconntreth with his enemie at sea^ in gayn- 
ing the weather gage, bee i^ in possibiUtie to sink© his 
rontraiy, hut his enemy cannot sinke him j and therefore 
bee which is forced to fight with this disadvantage^ k 
pToenro by all meanes possible to shoplni downo bis coa-^ 
trarics moats or yard©, and to teore or spoylo his tackling 
and Hajles j for which pnrpogc> billets of some heavy wood 
fitted to the groot ordinance, ore of great importance. And 
BO are arrows of fire^ to bco sbott oat of alur-bowes^ and 
cai5ea of smjdl ahott, joyned two and two together, with

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peecea of wyer^ of fiv^e or sijce jmcbea long, wliJch also shot 
oat of iTiuslfoU an? of good effect^ for toaring the sayte^ or 
cutting the tacklibg^ 

Some are of opioioa that cros^ barros atid chaloe-shot 
are of moment for the spoyling of masts and yards ; bat 
experience dajlj teaelieth them not to be of great Import- 
ancOj tlioagb noere at handj I eonfesse^ they worto great 
execution; but the roand shott 12 ^ the oasly principo]! and 
powerful! mcane to breako mast or yard. 

And in this oar 6ght^ the admirall of the Spraniarda had 
bia fore-mast shot tbroagb with two round shott^ aoiue 
three yardes boneiitb the Iieadj had either qf them eat red 
bnt foure yncbea further into the heart of the with¬ 

out all doubt it had freed nod perhaps put tbem into 
out hand Si Tlie third dayp la the after*»aooiie> which was 
the 22 nd of Juno according to omr coaiputatfou, nod 

which I follow in this my discoursOj oar sayles being torae, 
our mastes all perishodp oiir pniupes rent and shot to 
pceces, and our ehippe wdth foartecne abott under water 
and seven or eight foote of water in bold ; many of ouf 
men being Blaine^ and the most part of them which ro- 
mayned sore hurt, and in a manuGr altogether fruiteles, 
and the enemies offering still to roceivo as a huena quemt, 
and to give us life and libertiOj and imbarkatlon for our 
countrey;—our eaptaine, and those which remayned of 
nor company, were all of opiaiou that our best course was 
to surrender our selves before onr sliippe euncke. And so 
by common consent agreed the Roeond time to send a ser^ 
vant of mine, Thomaa Sanders, to Bignihe unto meo the 
estate of our ehippo and company : and that it was impoB- 
Bible by any othor way to expect for hope or deliverance, 
or life, hot by the miraculoos hand of God, in using hh 
Almighty power, or by an honourable surrender j which in 
eveiy mans opinion was thought most convenient. So wna 
1 dnsiied by him to give also my consent that the captaino 
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niigUt capitiiluliQ ’With tli& SpADi^h geaemll, and to com- 
pound th& best partLdo he could by sutreDdrmg our selves 
into his haudsp upon oondition of lif& and libertio. This 
bee declared unto mo, being in a tnanner Toyd of sence, 
and out of hope to hre or recover; which considered^ and 
the circmostances of his relation^ I answered as I coutd^ 
that heo might judge of ray state^ readie eveiy tnoment to 
give up the ghost, and unable to discern in this cause what 
w as conTenient, except 1 might see the present state of the 
BbippOf And that the honour or dishonouTj the welfare or 
misery was for tlieinj which should be partakera of life. At 
last, for that I had satififsction of his valour and tme deaU 
ing in all the time hee had served ms, and in correspond¬ 
ence of it, had given him (as was notorious} charge and 
credit ID many occasions^ I boumi him^ by the love and 
regard bee ought me^ and by the faith and duty to Almighty 
Godj to tell mo truely if all were as ho bad declared. 
"Wbereunl-o ho made angwerCj that hee had mEmifested unto 
mee the plain and naked truthj and that hae tooke God to 
w'itnessa of the same t rutli j w ith which receiving satisfac¬ 
tion, I forced my selfe what I could to perswade him to 
annimate his eompaniouSj and in my name to intTeate the 
oaptaine and the rest to persevere in defence of their 
Ubertie^ lives, and reputation^ remitting all to hb discretion: 
not doubting but he would bo tender of his dutie^ and 
zealous of my reputatiou^ in preferring his liberty, and the 
liberty of the Cfompany, above all respects whatsoever* As 
for the welfare hoped by a surrender, I was altogether 
nnlikely to be parLuker thereof, death threatning to doprivo 
me of the boue^t which the onomie offered; but if God 
would bee pleased to free us, the joy and comfort I should 
receive, might perhaps give me force and strength to 
recover health. 

Which a ns were being delivered to the csptaiiie, boo 
pi-eaeutly caused a Jiaggo of truce to bo put iu place uf our 
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(^osigRp, nbd begPR to porky of our sw^t^dry, witU <i 
Sponiardj wbich Don Beltrun appointed for that parpoao, 
frum^ ttie poops of tbs lulmiml], to ofibr in hia nams, tlie 
conditions befonj speclfiudi with bis failbfnt promise and 
oatb, as tba king genemll, to take us a bnetia jum-a, and 
to wnJ ns fill into our owns countrey. The promiso bco 
accepted, and sayd that piidor the same lico yeelded, and 
surreudred himselfe, shippo, and company, Imuiudiately 
tbere came unto me auotber servant of mioej and told mo 
Ibat our captaiue bad surrendred himsolfe, and our shippo; 
wlncb undoratood, I called unto ono Juan Gomes do Pineda, 
a Spanish pilote, which was our prisoner, and in all the fight 
we had kept close in hold, and willed bim to goe to tlio 
general] Don Beltran do Castro from mee, to tell' him that 
B would give os his w’ord and oatb, as the genciall of 
the king, and some pledge for confirmatioti, to receive ua 
» luetia ^erra, and to give ns our lives and libertie, and 
present passage into our ownc countrey, that we would 
surrender ourselves and shippe into his hands; otlicrwisOi 
that he should never enjoy of us oor ours, any thing but a 
resolution every nmn to dye fighting. 

AVitb ihia message I dispatched him, and called unto mo 
a I my coinpany. and encouraged them to sacrifico their 
lives fighting and killing the onetnio, if ho gave but a fillip 
to any of our companions. The Spaniards willed us to 
hoise out our boate, wl.ich waa ahott all to peeces, and so

Kings namej ho should gi-^o us his faith and promiso to 
give 09 our lives, to keepa tlio lawoa of fayro wari^s and 
quartop, nod to send ns presently into our copnt].^j; and 
iu coufinuation horeoff that I roquii^d some pledge ^ where- 
unto the genorall made ausworo s thiil in the Kings Majesties 
namoj fais master^ heo received us a hnena querra^ and 
swore by God AlinightiOi and by the habit of Alcantara 
{whereof he had received kniglitliood, and in token whereof 
boo wore fn his breast a greene crosse, which is the eoBigue 
of that order)j that ho would give oa our lives with good 
eutreatie^ and send ns as speedily as he could into our owne 
eonatroj, In conGrmatiou whereofj ho took of his glove^ 
and scut it to mee as a pledge* 

With this message John Gomea returned, and the 
Sjmniaids entrcd and teoke possession of our shippe^ every 
one Crying^ Bncna qiierra^ buena querraf ny jJer mtp Htuuinna 
2W with which our company began to secure tbcm&elves. 

Tho genemll w-as a prineipall gentleiiisn of the ancient 
nobilitio of Spaine, and brother to the Gonde de Lemog,^

Pedro Alveres de Polgar, to take care of me, aud whileat 
the sbippes were one aboard tlie other, to bring me into 
Lia ship; which be accomplished with great bumanitie and 
courtesm; despising the barres of ggM which were shared 
e ore hia face, which hee might alone have enjoyed if be 
would. And troely bee was, as after I found by tiyall, a 
true captaine, a man worthy of any charge, and of the

■Whereupon, the general] calling together the best 
pen 113 an ted men tee Imd, and eonaalted with them ivhat 
was beafc to boe Aon^; it vea^ refloked that gedenill Michaell 
AngGll abould goe aboard the Diiinlie^ and with bim three¬ 
score marriaersj aa many soiildiers, and with them the 
English men who were able to labour, to free her from 
w ater^ and to pnt her in order if it w ere possible ^ and then 
to recover Perico the port of Pannina: for that, of those to 
wind-wards, it was impossible to tnmo up to any of them* 
and neerer then to le-ward waa not any th^it could supply 
our nece^ssitJea and wantsj which lay from ug east north* 
east^ above two hnndreth lEagues* 

Michaell Aiigell being a man of experience and care, 
aecompliahed that he teeke in hand]; elthoagb in clearing 
and bayling the water^ in placing a pqmpe, and in fitting 
and mending her fore-saibi ho spent above six and thLrtio 
howera, 

Dnring which time the shipper by all a hiiU; but this 
W'orke ended, they set ftayle^ and directed their course for 
the lies of Pearlos* And for that the Vuiidis say led badly, 
what for want of her maino-saylcj and with the advantage 
which all the South-sea shipper have of all those bnilt in 
oar North-5caj the adu^irall gave her a tawe/ which not¬ 
withstanding, the wind calming with us as we approached 
neeror to the land, twelve dayes were spent before we could 
fetch sight of the ibndf^; which lyo alongst the coast, be¬ 
ginning some eight leagues, west south-west from Panama, 
nud run to the south-wards neere tbirtie leagues. They

pearlea is^ ivitb cerlaina long pinnces or Email barkeSp in 
which tbere goe fotire, five, or eight negroeSi expert 
nwimmersj and great deevers^^ whom tbe Spaniards call 
huMos ^ ^itb tract of titne^ aad continuall prautisei 

baring learned to bold tbeir breath long nndor wator^ for 
the better atchiering tbdr worke. Tliese throwing thom- 
selrea into tbo sea^ with certaino instrymenta of their artj 
goo to the botEoniOj and seoka the bankes of the oystora in 
which the poarles ai-a iogendred, and wilb their force and 
art re men VO them from their foundation | in which they 
bpend more or lessa tinie^ according to the rasistance tho 
finnnes of lie ground affordeth. Once loosed, they put 
them into a bagge under thoir annes^ and afEer bring theta 
np into their boatas* Having loaden it, they goe to the 
slioare | tliero they open theoi and take out tho pearles t 
tliey lie undor the ntterajost part of tho circuits of tho 
oyster;, in tnnkes and proportion8> under a certaino part# 
which ia of many plights and folds, called the ruffe, for 
the Eimilitude it hath unto a rnffe. 

The pearlea inercage in bignos as they be neerer tho end 
or joynt of the oyster. The meat^ of those which have 
these pearlea is tnilkie, and not vory wholesome to be eaten. 

In anno 15851, in the island of Margnri^, I was at the 
drogging of peurlo oyatersj after tho manner wo drcgg® 
oystera in England: and with mine owne hands I opened 
rind tooko out tho pearles of tJiem, some greater, 
some Icsse, and in good qunntitie.

They are found in divers parts of the world, as in the JSSJS/™ 
AS^est Indies, lu the South sea, iu tfio Bast lodiiiu sea^ in 
the StnJtos of Ma^llane,. and in the Scottish sea. 

Those found ncere the pooles^ are not perfect, but are of 
a thick colour; whereas such as are found neore the line, 
lire most orient and tranaparent: the cunoua call it their 
water: and the best is a cteare W'hite sbhiinfr, with, 5eria 
Baines. And those of the East India have the beat reputa¬ 
tion, tboogh as good are found in the West Indian the 
choice ones are of great videw and estimation; but the 
grciitest that I have read or beard of^ was fonnd in those 
I lands of Poarlos ; the which king PhilUp the Second of 
Spaine gave to hia daughter Eli^abeth^ wife to Albgrtiis, 
Archduke of Anstriap and governonr of the states of 
Flounders I in whose poHaeasion it romaineth, and is callijil 
for the mrciies of it j being as biggc as the 
ponielJ of a poinard.

It was pear-sJiapcd^ and Weighed c&mti. la liGDl a pearl wm pm- 
cured 4l bjuricn fiida'ry, as large ns Iho I^tmjFiiru^ whiidi bcflong^d to 
lion Pedro dij Aitonh?^ Ckmiic do el PaIihot, a native of tho Canaries, 
who- gavo it to King Charles II of S|paia. Latterly, the two w^tc wom 
hy the Ctueenfi yf Siiaiti. oa oar-tinga. 
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Bml htt. ij^jg navigationj after our flnrreiidai*^ tbe generall toolco 
care for tba good introatj of ns, and especially of 
those who were hurt. And God ao blessed the hands of otir 
surginua (besides that they wore expert in their art)i that 
wcrtHujssi ^^f onr woutiiled men not one died that was alive the day 
after onr snrrendQ'': the numbor whereof was neere fertiei 
and many of them with eight, ten, or tw'olve wonndsj and 
EOtne with oiore^ The thing that ought to move us to give 
Cod Almighty especiidl thniikes and prayses, was that thoy 
were cured in a manner without instruments or salves- 
For the chesta w ere aJI broken to peeoe*, and many of their 
simples and compounds tbrowno into the seaj those which 
remained, we re such as were throwue nbotit the shippe in 
broken pots and baggs; and such os by the Divine Frovi- 
dence W'ero reserved, at the end of tbree dayes, by order 
from tho generally were coinmannded to be sought and 
gathered together^ These, with some inetrumente of suiatl 
moment, bought and procured from those who had reserved 
them to a dijfnmnt end, did not onely serve for our cures, 
but also for the curing of the Spaniards, being many more 
then those of our company. 

For the Spanish aurgians were altogether ignorant in 
their profession, and had little or nothing wheremth to 
cure. And I have noted, that tlie Spaniards, m generfd!, 
are nothing so curious iu accommodating themselves with 
good and carefull surgeans, nor to fit them with that which 
belongeth to their profession, aa other nations ere, though 
they have greater neede then any that I do know. 

At the time of our suirendor, I hud not the Spaaisk 
tongoo. and so was forced to use an interpreter, or the 
Latme, or French, which holpe me much for the nnclei- 
Ktandmg of those which spake to uic in Spanish, together 
With a liLtlc ainattcilng I had of the IWtagall. 
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Throngli tlie noble proeeding- of Don Beltran with ms* 
and his particolar cara towards moj in cmriog and comfort* 
ing tne, 1 began to gather heapt, and hope of life* anJ 
health * TOj serrants^ which wem on footej advised lOft 
ordinarily of that which past. Bilt fiorae of our enomies^ 
badly incHued, repined at the proceedings of the genemth 
and sayd he did ill to use ms so welJj that we wore Lu* 
themna; and for that caiise, the faith whioh was given ng, 
was not to be kept nor performed. Others, that wee had 
fought as good soutdiers, and therefore deserved good 
quarter: others nicknamed ug with the name of eersontwr, 
or piraU; not liisceming thereby that they incinded them¬ 
selves within the same imputation. Some were of opinion^ 
that from Panama, tlio gonerall would send ue into Spaine: 
others sayd that ho durst not dispose of ms but by order 
from the vice-roy of Peru, who had given him his authority. 
This hit the nayle on the head. 

To uH I gave tho bearing, and laid op in the store-house 
of my mcmoiy that which I thought to be of sobstance ; 
and in the storedLOuso of my cousideration^ endeavoured to 
frame a proportionable resolution to all oceurantB^ con¬ 
formable to Gods most holy will AVithall 1 pmfitted my 
selfe of the mcanes which should be offciTd^ and beam 
greatest probabilitie to worke our comfort, holpo^ and re- 
mediOp And so as timo ministered opportumitic, I began^ 
and eudcYOured to satisFie the general! and the better sort 
m the points 1 durst intermeddle^ And especially toper- 
swado, by the best masons I cooldj that we might be sent 
presently from Panama; alloagiiig the promise given ns^ 
the cost and charges ensuingj which doubtles would bo 
such as desert ed consideration and exeiiso: besides, that 
now whiiest he w’os in place, and power and authority in 
his handSj to performe with tis, that hoe would looko into 
bis honour^ and profit bimsclfo of the occasion, and not put 
ns into the hands of a third person; who perhaps being 
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tflore powerfnll then hiiUHelfe, lie tnaglit be forced to pmj 
and iotreate the perform aiice of hi^ pTomise: whereanto 
hoe gave ng the heeTingt and bare ns in hand that hee 
would doe what bee €OU.ld« 

The generalh and all in general Ij not onely in the Peru* 
but in all Spaine, and the kingdomea thereofp before our 
atirrendryi held all Engligh men of warre to bo oorsanoSj 
or pirate ; which I laboured to refonne, both in the Pera, 
and also in the eonnseU of Spnino^ and amongst the chiof- 
tainea^ souldiorSj and better sort^ with whom 1 came to 
have conversation : alloadging that a pirate or coraario^ h 
hco^ which ia ttmo of peace or trnce^ spoyleth or robbeth 
thoso which have peace or trnth with them; but the 
Engliah have neyther peace nor trnco with Spainbut 
warro| and therefore not to be accounted pirate* Besides, 
Spaiue broke the peace with Bngland, and not England 
with Spoiae : and that by ymbar^o,^ which of all kindea of 
defiances is most roproved, and of least repiiUitlon j the 
ransoming of piysoners^ and that by the eaimon being 
more bongrablo ; but above all, tbe most honorable is witli 
trumpet and herald to pi^oclaime and denounce the warre 
by publicko doUance* And so if they should condemue 
the English for pi rats, of force they must fii'st condemne 
theTnaolvcs# 

Moroovor, pirata aro those who range the seas without 
licence from their prince ; who when they are mot with, 
are puniahed mom severely by their owne lords, then when 
they loll into the hands of strangers: which is notorious 
to be more severely prosecuted in England, in time of 
peace, then in any of tho kingdom es of Christendomo. 

But the English have all licence, either iminediately 
from their prince, or from otbcm thereunto authorised, and 
80 cannot in any aonco ba coinprehcadcd under the namo

to pn>'Vi|-lit the i^Eiih^ i>| voab^Iji. 
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of piratfl^ for any liostility wadcrtakcjn agaidst Spaiae or 
thd depond encies tbei*eof. 

And so the stmiding^ as now it doth j if in Spaine a 
particular man ghould arm n ahippa^ and goo m waiTO-fure ^ 
with it against the Englishj and happened to be taken by 
them ; I m&ko no queation^ but fcho conipanj should bee 
in treated according to that manner^ wJiidi they have e¥or 
used since the begianiag of the warre^ wifcUont making 
further inquisition. 

Then if hoc were rich or poere, to see if hee were able 
to give a ransome^ in this also they are not very curious. 
Hut if this Spanish shippe should fidl athwart his Kings 
armado or gaMies^ I make no doubt but they would hang 
the captaiiie and his company for pirates, Aly reason fsp 
for that by a speciall bw, it is enacted* that no naan in the 
kingdonics of Spame^ may arine any shipper and goe in 
warre-farc* without the Kiug'^a apeciad liceiice and com mis¬ 
sion j upon paine to be reputed a piratCp and to bee chas¬ 
tised with tho punishtneat duo to ceJ^a^'ioA In Engbml 
the case is diHereut: for the warm once pmclaitned^ every 
man may arnie that will* and hath wherewith j which 
maketh for our greater exemptson from being coin prebend ed 
within the number of pirates. 

With these^ and other like urgnments to this purpose* 
(to avoid tedionsnoss, I omilit): 1 convinced all those whom 
I henrd to harpe upon this string : which was of no small 
iiuportanee for our good eiitreatio* and motives for umtijj 
to further and favour the acCDiuplbliiiient of the promise 
lately made unto us.

lH3ing flsf^einbled in tlie cirnbbm of the poopo in conference^ 
an eager con tent ion arose amongst tbom^ touching the 
capitnlatfon of iacna and the porport thereof* Some 

sayd that onelj lifo and good eatrcatie of the prisoners was 
to be cotnprehendcd therein: otbera enlargedi and restrained 
it^ accord mg to their humors and experieiice. In fine^ tnj 
opinion was roquiretlj and what I had scene ami knowne 
touching- that point; wherein I pawaed a little, and ans^ 
peeling the worst, feared that it might bo a baite lajd to 
Catch me wilhall, and so eionsed my selfe, saying; that 
where 30 many experimented souldiers were joyned together, 
my yotmg jndgoment was little to be respected: whereonto 
the gonerall replied, that know]edge was not alwnyes inci* 
dent to j'Ganjs, thongh reason requireth that the aged 
shontd bo the wisest, but an art acquired by action and 
dianagetnent of airaires; and tberefora they would be but 
certified wbnt I had eeetic, and wbat my Judgment was in 
this point. tJnto which, seeing I could net well excuse 
mjselfo, I ocndisccDded ; and calling my wita together, 
holding it better to shoot out ray bo nit by yeelding Buto 
reaaod, although I miglit erre, then to stand obstinate, my 
will being at warre with my consent, and fearing my deniall 
might be taken for diseourtesie, which peredTcntnre might 
also purahase mo mislike with those who seemed to wish 
me comfort and reatitation; I submitted to batter jiidge- 
ment, tho reformation of tba present assambly, saying: 
"SjT, under the capitulatiou of laena querra, or fayre 
warns, I haire ever understood, and so it hath becno ob¬ 
served in these, as also in former times, that preservation 
of life and good eutreatie of the prisoner have baeno com¬ 
prehended ; and further, by no means to be urged to any 
thing oontrmy to his conscience, og touching bis religion; 
BOr to be seduced or menaced from the allegeance due to 
hia prince and country; but rather to mnsorne him for his 
monetlis pay. And this is that which I have ktiowne prac- 
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tised in OTip in generally amongst jill ciFilI and nobk s**^*^^- 

Datious. But the EnglLsli have enlarged it one point more xiuffiwbDff 
towards the Spaniards rendred a huem gmrra in 
warres j haw ever delivered tliern which haw beene taken 
upon such compositions^ without rnnsome: bat thq covet- 
onsnes of our age hath brougkt in many abuseS;, nod fix- 
eluded tbe prioeipall ofHcera from partaking of the benefit 
of til is privilegOi in leaviag them to the discretion of tbo 
^^ctor^ being many times poorer then the common soul- 
diers, their qualitios considered; wherobj they are commonly 
put to more than the ordinary ran some; and not being abb 
of themselves to accomplish it^arc forgotten of thoir princes 
and sometimes soffer long imprisontnentj which they ahotild 
not.*^ 

With this, Don Beitran sajd * ^^This amhiffaitio VOU

have well TOSolFedandj. like a worthie gentleman, with 
great courtesie and Uberalttie^ added : '^let not the last 
point trouble yoti^ bat bee of good comfort; for I hero give 
yon my word nnovv^ that year ran some, if any ahall bs 
thooght due, shall be bat a copie of grey-hounds for meo^ 
and other two for my brotherj the Conde de Lemos: and 
this I swenro to yon by the habit of Alcantara, Provided 
alwayes, that the King, my mastcrj leave yon to my dispoBe^ 
us of right you belong to me.” 

For amongst the Spaniards in their armadoes, if there 
bee an absolute genemll, the tenth of all is due to him, 
and he is to take choise of the beat: where in other conn- 
trioSj it is by lot that the gcnerulls tenth is given. And if 
they be but two sMppeSj he doth the like ; and being but 
one, ahee is of right the generalb* This I hardly believed, 
until I saw a letter, in which the King willed his vice-roy 
to give Don Beltran thunkea for our abippe and artilleries 
which he had given to bis Majestle*

for tho annoying of an enemie in fight by sea. few are of

Some say that John Osman fled to the Symarons, but 
they utterly donyed to receive or anecour him. for that ho 
Lad broken his promise; the oiiely objection they east in 
his teeth was, that if ha had held htfl word with them, bee 
had never fallen into this oxtremitie. 

In fine, hoc was taken, and after, his shippo also was 
pnsaessed by th^s SpaniArda^ wliidi be bad liid in a certaiDC 
tOYS, and cOYoreJ with bongbes of trocs^ in tbc giiai'd nnd 
cn&todie of some foure or five of hia fo11owor«. All hid 
compnoy were conveyed to Panaioai nod there were yoi- 
barked for Lytua; where a processo was niado against thcEn 
by the juiiticOj and ah comdemnied and bunged as pimies. 
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This may ho a good exanipk to otliei-s m Hko occasions: “ti"- 

first to slidiinc anch Dotoriona BmnoSt whicli canoot cscapo Biwboi 
padishmeEit in tliia life, or ia tlio life to comts t for the 
breach of faith is reputed amoagst the greatest fanlts which 
a man can eomoiitt^ Seeondlyj not to abase another roans 
wifo> roach lesse to forte her; both being odioas to God 
and maa. Thirdly^ to beware of muteaies^ which seidomo 
or never are scene to come to better ends; for where snob 
trees flourish^ the fraite^ of force:, mnat eytber bee bitter^ 

Bwcotei or very sower. And therefore, seeiag wee vaunt 
oarselvos to bee Chmtiansj and make profession of His 
law who forbiddeth all such vaaitiea; let ns ruithfiilly 
shnaac them^ that wee roay partake the oad of that hopo 
which oar profession teacheth and promiselh^

CoMMixa in sight of the ilaads of Pearles, the wind bcgEm 
to fresh in with ns, and wee profited oar selves of it; but 
comroing thwart of a small iland, which they call In PacheUi, 
that lyeth within the Pearle ilandsj doso aboard tho maync, 
and some eight or ten leagues $ou^ and by west from 
Paimroaj tho wind calmed againe. 

Tills ilaud beJongoth to a private mao; it ia a round 
hnniock,^ conteyning not a league of ground^ but roost 
fcrEilc+ Inaomuch, that by tho o-wners Industrie, and the 
labour of some few slavesj who occnpic themselves in 
roanuriug it; and two barkes, which he imployeth in bring¬ 
ing the fnut it giveth to Panamaj it is sayd to beo worth 
him every weeko, one with another^ a barre of silver, valued 
betwL\t two hundreth and filMo or three hnndreth pesfos i 
which in English moncyj may atnonnt to Gffcia or three-

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score poUMtls; dHtl for ttat wbick I saw at my btiipg in 
Panama;, touching this, 1 hold to be true. 

In oar oouireo to fetch the port of Panama, wee put our 
Eelvos hetwixt the ibnd and the idaine: which ia a goodly 
ehoimotj of three, fouro, and five leagnea broad^ and with¬ 
out danger, except a man come too neare the ehoaro on any 
side; and that is thought the bettor coutsb^ then to goe a 
sea-hoord of the iknds, because of the swift rtinoing of the 
tjdes, and the advantage to stop the ebbe: as Jilso for 
succour;, if a man should happen to bee becalmed at any 
time beyond cxpoctatian, which happeneth somctimeo^ 

The seventh of July wee had sight of Perico: they am 
two little ikuda which pauae the port of Panainfl*^ where all 
the shippea used to ride. It k somo two leagues west north- 
w^esfc of the citlie, which hath also a pore* in itselfe for small 
burkes; at full soa it may have some dxo or seavcn footo 
water* but at Jow water it is drie 

The ninth of July wee anchored under Perieo^ and the 
gonerall presently advised the ilPidE^iiak of that which had 
Hucceeded ill Uis journey: which^ understood by them^ 
caused buofiros to be made, and eveiy man to put Inmiua-

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rios in their houses. The fashion is much aaed amongst the 
Spaniards ki their feasts of|ojj or for glad tidings^ placing 
many lights in their churches, in their windotires, and 
galleries, and cordEirs of their hoimos; which being in the 
beginning of the night, and tho cittie close by tbo eea-sbora, 
showed to usj being fSarre of, as though the cittie had been 
on a light fire. 

About eight of tbe clockc^ all the artilloi 7 of the citty 
was shott offj which woe might discoms by the fiashes of 
fire, but could not beare the report ; yet tho armado being 
adrisod thereof, and in a rcadtnease^ answered them like¬ 
wise with nil their artillery j whioh taking endci as all the 
ranitios of this earth doe, the gonerall settled himaolfe to 
dispatch adriso for the King^ for the vico-roj of Pern^ and 
for tha vice-roy of the Nova Spana» for hee also had beeno 
certified of oar being in that sea, and had fitted an armado 
to secko nsj and to gnard his coast. 

But now for a farenrell (and note itb let me relate nnto 7 ?otft 
yon this secret, bow Don Beltran shewed moo a letter from 
tJio Xlngj hi a master, directed to the vice-roy^ whoroin he 
gave him particniar relation of my pretendod voyage j of 
the shipsj their harden ^ their mdDitionj tUeir number of 
men, which 1 had in them, as perfectly as if bo bad seeno 
all with his own ojos: saying unto me^ “ Hnjoroby may you 
discerno whether tho King» my master, have friends in 
hn gland, and good and apeedio advice of all that passetli.^' 

WheroQUto I repljod! It was no wonder, fur that hoe 
had plentie of gold aj^d silver, which worketh this and more 
sLrango effects; for mj journey was publitjue and notorious 
to all tho kingdome/^ Wliereunto hoe replyed, that if 1 
thought it so convenientj leave ahoald be given meo to 
write into Euglund to the Queens MajosHo^ my mist rosso, 
to my father, and to other personages, as I thought good ; 
and leaving the letters open, that he would send some of 
them in the King's packet, utherti to hh undo Don Rodrigo 
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do cardlpall and archbtsboppo of yoiPiU, and t<^ other 

frieods of hisi not making auj doubt but that they would 
be flpeedily in EugluncL^* For wbicb I thanked hiruj and 
accepted hia eourtosio j and although I was tny selfe un* 
able to write, yet by the hands of a servant of mine, I wrote 
three or foure coppios of one letter to my fatherj Sir John 
Qawkina j in which I brieSy made relation of all that had 
succeeded in our Tojago* 

The dispatches of Spaine and Now SpainOp went by 
ordinary course in ahips of advise j but that for the PerUj 
was Bant by a kiusemaii of the gancnill9j called Don Fran¬ 
cisco de la Cueva,* 

Which being dispatched^ Don Beltran hag ted ull tJmt 
ever heo conJd to put hia shippca in ordcr^ to retume tc 
Lj'ina. Hcc caused the Damite to be grounded and trimmed; 
for in those ilandg it higheth and falloth some fifteene or 
sixteene foote water. 

And the genorall with his captaincSj and some religious 
men being aboord Ler^ and now naming her^ named her the 
yftfiiafmiij for that shea was rcndted on the day on which 
they celebrate the risitatioii of the hlessed Virgin Mary+* 
In that plaoe^ the ground being plaioe and without vantage, 
whereby to helpo the tender aided and sharpe shipe, they 
are forced to shore them on either side. In the znidest of 
their solemnity, her praps and shores of one side faylcdj and 
so shee fell over upon that side suddenly, intreating many 
of them which were in hur^ vciy badly; and doubtlesse^ bad 
shoe bin like the shippes of the South sea, shee had broken 
out her bulge :* but being without mastes and empty (for in

matherf by bar first huiboadT Dioau of FoitugnJ, had a sod, Fenumdo 
Ruiz da Coftro, Count of Lemai^ the father of Doa B^ltrau de Cvditir

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tlie Soutli SCO, when they bria^ a-ground a ahippgj they 
leave neither inaeta, balast, nqr any other thing nbourd, 
beaidea the bare hall), her strength was sach as it made aa 
grout show to have received any damage; but the feare shee 
put thcHi all into was not little, and caused them to ruune 
oat of her faster thaa a good pace. 

In these ilands is no saccoar nor refresh! ag; onely in 
the one of them is one honso of stiawe, and a little spring 
of small mouient. For the wator^, which the abippes nso 
for tlieir provision, they fetch from another iland, two 
leagues west north-west of these, which they call Taboga,* 
having ia it some finite and refreshing, and some fewe 
Indians to inhabite it. 

^Tmt snccocded to moo, and to the rest during our im¬ 
prisonment, with the I'arities and particularities of the Fem 
and Terra Pirme, my voyage to SpaJno, and the successes 
with the time I spent in prison in the Pern, in the Teresro, 
in Sevill, 4ud in Madrid, with the accidents which befell mo 
in them, I lenvo for a second part of this discourse, if God 
give life and convenient place and rest, neccssaiy for so 
tedious and tronblesomo a works: desiring God, that ia 
Almightie, to give his blessing to this and the rest of my 
intentions, that it and they may bee fruitefull to His 
gloiy, and the good of all: then sh&l] my desires 
be accomplished, and I account myselfe 
most bappie. To whom bo all 
gloiy, and thankes, from 
&U etemitie.

SPANISH ACCOUNT OF THE NAVAE ACTION

Se^’^eral ships, commanded bj Ba^haii pirates, entered the 
Soqth Sen m the time of fonnep Viceroys, whose andacitj 
WM rewarded with success in the shape of prizes and notabfe 
plunder. The first who, entering by the Strait of Jfagelian^ 
coasted along the land from south to north, was Francisco 
Draquo. His Queen, Isabel, sent liim with three ships well 
armed and proFisioned. Each ship had a crow of two hun¬ 
dred men. besides ten young gentlemen, who wished to per¬ 
form the royage with the object of seeing the world, and of 
showing their valour on sneb occasions as might offer thom- 
eclvBs. He left the port of Plemna' to pass into the South 
Sea, and seek th& above sijpait. 

Having reached the strait fdler various events which have 
already been related by others, ho passed it alone in the 
OapUana,^ While ho was mnging over those seas and he- 
fore he arrived at Callao, the port for which he was making, 
ho fell in with a ship of Arica, the port of Potosi. Sho was 
comiEg from Callao^ unarmed, and not expectintho appear¬ 
ance of piratea, laden with bars of iron and eotna gold. 
Bmqne boarded lier^* and giving good treatment tc all, to

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fiskeJ tie master, named Sail Jean de Antonj for tiio mvoice 
of the cargoi who delivorod up what he had got, item bf itcuip 
without omittidg any thing, for which ho received from 
Draqoo a receipt in Ml his discharge. Observing that 
the others were sad, he eopsolcd them bj saying that they 
should cast off all care, seeing that they lived in so good 
and rich a land. With this ho lelh them in their vessel^ and 
vvent to CallttOj^ where he camo to amongst the other ships» 
Being there nnhnown, the people rose in arms^ in conse¬ 
quence of which ho made sail and proceeded to the coast of 
!Kicamgtta. On an island called Del Cano, on the coast of 
Costa Hica, thorc ia abnndance of wood aod water. Hero 
ho careened the shipj andj withdot hurrying himself/ he 
then shaped a oourao towards the west. 

Owing to this incursion, which the Englishman made 
with snob promptitude and audacity^ Don Francisco do 
Toledo/ then Yiceroy of Para, and in all time an able ad- 
miniatrator^ who&c ordors^ as being both just and convenient^ 
still retain observance in those parts as municipal laws, 
despatched ships under the command of Pedro Sarmionto 
de Gamboa^ with Anton Paulo Coros, as chief pilot, who 
had already fought with tho English pirate on other oCca- 
aiona j that they might despoil him^ if possible, of the great, 
plunder he bad taken from the lands and ships of the king. 
Tliey set sail in search, with suitable instroctioas, on a Sun-

Fonumdo lorrqg y Portugal, Coiial of Villnr. suceeetl«l la the 
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CanJij ontercd by tbe s^tiie stniit.^ He adchored in tbe port 
of Valparotso (wLidi is the pnGclpal port of tho kingdom of 
Cliile}j and Tvas attaekod by a troop of SpaTatatiilB.^ They 
caught tlic Edglisb. off their guardj and, killing fourteen^ 
obliged Tomaa to continoo his vojago with mncli dospite.

to Panama, that Don Fernando de Cordova might be ready 
with his squadron to hinder tho EiigHshmoji if he ahould 
attempt to pass that way+ Having made the^ arrange- 
incnts by sea, the \ iceroy seat various (who are

The Doctor 
waa diatingnished for iia learning and virtue, and fit for 
any chai^^ that might fao entniBted to him, careful, active 
and efficient Every aftomoon two companies of guards 
ontored the city, the reeruita being omroised in the use of 
arms almost every day. Besides theso and other iiuport, 
ant preparations, three strong ships were fitted ont witli 
everything neceaaaty for the work they were to do. Sisty 
b^nae pieces were divided hetween the CapUana and the 
Aimiranta; four others being assigned as a breadside for 
the galloon San Jaa^i. The three above-named captains, 
liaving raised their men, proceeded with them to the port 
r^j to embark the moment the order waa given. Besides 
this body of three hundred mon, Bfivoral young gentlemen 
^Innt^rad for the service, among whom were Lorenao de 
eredia, who embarked with ten aoidiers maintained at hia 
own cost; and Don PmnoiBoo de la Cneva/ with almost as 
*3a&ny ir^ised on tlia teroia.. 


Tho Viceroy nominated Don Beltran de Castro y de la

The selection of Don 
Deltran^ by the VieePoy, as Genera] of the expeditions wns 
approved by and ha was nob long before his dee^ jost H 
ficd the appointinanb Ho wm scarcely appointed before 
be aet out for the port^ and devoted himself to the prepara¬ 
tion of the fleet, without ever leaving the sea ahore, morn¬ 
ing or evening* 

Ha completed the fitting out with marvellous rapidity, so 
that in the course of eight days all was rendy^ a thing almost 
incredible when the amoniit of work to be done ia considereil 
The Viceroy was of opinion that^ of the two kinds of war, 
the offensive ia always better than the dsfcnaive. He was 
acenstomod to say that the assailant finds himaelf prepared, 
and provided with every thing necessary for the encounter; 
whila he who waits to bo attacked is generally unready^ 
because he has to make preparations and defend hiniBoif by 
force. He would add too thatj after a long march, them is 
dctcricration in all the ecjuipmenb of aoldier?^ in proyjtdonsi 
artilleiyv and sfores, and cveiything else necessary for de¬ 
fence j while the men on the defensive, are not vrorking of 
their own accord but from necessity. Moreover, the towns 
that are threatened suffer infinitely from constant fear of 
life, without any hope of gain. 

At last the threo gallocna were ready and well provided 

with soldiers, priests, arms^ stores, and provisions, and they 

only waited for favourable weather to make sail In tho 

meanwhile the Marquis wished to hononr tho expedition with 

his presence. Ho, therefore, wont to CaUao and, getting 

into his bsot, polled towai-da the ships. On his approach 

tho ships fired off all their pieceap and very high motintaiiis 

of smoko ascended, while checra resoondod on all sides.

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The \ iceroy visited them all^ iii<7[tLDg the men aiid cheering 
them with his speeches. Final!jr, he returned to the shore, 
and. According to custom, the lost gnn was fired, and the 
ahipa sailed shortly afterwards, the three keeping company 
until they were out of siglit. 

Don Beltmu had scarcely disappeared when the Yiceroy 
received the news that Ricardo had appeared off Arica, with 
three ships* A fisherman brought this intolligence, from 
whonti the pirate had taken a supply of fish, and then giveu 
him his liberty,^ It was supposed that the two other vessels 
might bo the and another that was reported to 

have been lost in the straits. It, tberoforD, soemod good to 
the Viceroy to take some further precanticiLS. He, there- 
fore^ prepared a ^^galizabm”,^ bnijt by his orders at OallaOj 
together with another galleon and a brigantine These wore 
supplied with all necessaries, and their dnty was to protect 
the thirty ships and packet boots that were in that porti so 
entirely without defence that one small vessel might almost 
have taken them alL The now vessels would also be in a posi¬ 
tion to Teinforeethe first fleetj and to fill up vagancios causod 
by any accidents. The const was garrisoned, and all 
watched with such diligence that the pirate had scarcely 
boon seen before the news had been announced to each 
port, being sent from one to the other by means of darning 
beacons^ 

This constant vigilance was the reasoo why Aquines did 
not venture on shore, being fearful of destmctlon^ as he saw 
the beaches crowded w^itk cavalry, which was what caused 
most dismay to the enemy. Thus be hod to continue bia 
voyage without being able to do any harm, until he arrived

Duriuff the twelve days that he had been at aea Don 
Beltran had not been able to obtain any news of Ricardo: 
so that, when the intelligence reached him, ho altered his 
course with great joy^ and steered towards the land. It was 
at dawn, one day, that he discovered the pirate under the 
land ; bnt the enemy had got the £rst sight of eur fleets 
and strove to escape with all speed, by lianling his wind. 
Don Beltran wished to gel the wind, bnt it was impossible, 
because a storm arose almost at the same time. Neverthe¬ 
less ho did his best to follow in spite of a heavy sea, until 
the gale increased and, losing eight of the chaso, it was as 
much as ho could do to save his owm ahipSp This storm was 
considered to have been the greatest that had ever been 
encountered in those parts. It obliged tlio fleet, w'hich w^as 
to follow RicardOp to return to the port whence they had 
sailed, whoro they arrived in a vciy damaged condition. 
Nor did the tempest spare the fugitivep for thoso on hoard 
were obliged to throw part of the cargo overboarti in order 
to save her. 

On his arrival at CallaOp Don Beltran was easily able to 
refit* owing to the preparations that had been made by the 
Viceroy. Ho got ready to sail again without lose of time, 
but it was neceBsaiy to make aoiixo chongo tn the vessels. 
The ship which bad previously been the Almimnta was 
selected for Capiiana, while the Oalkabra, a small hut 
beautiful vessel, was chosen for Almiranitx, To these was 
added a laonch for use in fieeking out creeks and anchorages. 
Miguel Anjel Tilipon accompanied the GeneraL He was a 
famous pilot and, although a stmnger, was a man of great 
trtiat. On the day when the embarkation eommcnced there

At the first favorable wind the fleet sailed again, approach¬ 
ing tbo shore whenever there waa a chance, to seo whether 
Aquines was crnislng under the land, or was at anchor in 
any bay or creek, A point bad scarcely been doubled on a 
certain day, being the vespers of Sauta Isabel,^ at about 
four in the aftenioon, w hen tho enemy was dbcovered in 
the bay of San HatBO, which is on the coast of Esmcraldas/ 

Aquineu saw the two ships and, supposiag that they w^eru 
not men of W'ar, but salted for plunder, he prepared to 
capture them. He only had one ship and a launch, for con-

He did ao^ aod approached within a little leaa than 
a cannon shot, Don Beltran^ at the Eamo timo^ had ordered 
hh Admiral Lorenao de HerecUa to advance with the Ga- 
tizahTa to meet the encmj. He also gave instmotiona that<^ 
□a hia vessel was smalb he shenld take tip a position {Dsherc^ 
while, at the samo time, Don Beltmn selected a station to 
seaward of the enemy. The Aimiranta fired off three pieces 
which^ without deing any harm to the reconnoitring vesselj 
merely served to warn him that tho strangers were enemies 
The English captnin returnedj with sails and oarSj to where 
Eicardo was waiting for him; and delivered a brief report 
of what bad happened. Instnatly weighs ng his anchonSj and 
sounding a loud trumpot, Kicardo then came forth to do 
battle with the strangera. As lie approached, tlie Oapiimm 
discharged the guns on the pert side, and then going about 
fired tiivo guns, from the poop, tho shot from which hit the 
English ship. Presently the Guli^ahra came up, and dis¬ 
charging six gnus at one timOj the mi^en was ent away and 
foil into the sea* The pirate sheered off, aud again opening 
firOj two negros and two- smlors o-o board the who 

were on tUa poop hanling all the sheet, were cut in two 
near the bitts. This discharge was followed up so quickly 
by another that tho ship of Don Beltran do Oastro was 
hardly pressed* At this time the Galizahrdj which had been 
chasing the lannch, came up witli tho intention of running 
into tho enemy, but the ati-empt turned out badly ^ for 
Eicardo defended his ship with renewed valour, shooting 

away the main mast of his aasailaot and killing fourteen 
men, 

T\w ships tbon aliecraa ofT from each other eomewhat and. 

Tills 14 a Initiate, He hud no other elii^ie vitli Lini at Arioa, 
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tho Tlfgtt coming on, those of the King foliowotl Aq nines, 
keeping a good look-out, and firing o£F their guns from time 
to time. At dusk they began the work of attending to the 
'wounded, and of throwing the dead into tho sea. The Qa^ 
Usabra rigged a jury main mast, and in the rooming (being 
the day of the Visitation), she opened fire on the enemy, 
with all her guns and muskets. Presen tly Don Beltran ram e 
up, also firing off his pieces, hut the enemy replied with so 
terrible a dischai^ that one ball shot away the figure head 
and another entorod the dead wood, passing out on the ether 
side without doing nay harm. Baring eschajiged theso 
shots, the vessels came along side each other and were so 
close that the gallant Hawkins himself eoized the rovul 
standard by means of a bowline knot which he threw over it. 
But the attempt failed, os Diego do Avila, Juan Jlunrique, 
Pedro de Eeinalte, Juan Yelasiqueii, and others came to 
the roBCue, and defended it valorouBly. The Englishman 
paid for his audacity by two wounds, ono in the neck and 
the other in the aria, both received from gun shots. At 
this moment the Galhahra attempted to nm alongside, but 
the enemy burled two harpoons into her sails, and four in¬ 
board, killing the O^nd^iahk and two sailors. The men 
in the Galisahra were not, how'ever, dismayed; bat, pci^ 
severing in their attempt, they grappled the enemy and 
boarded her. The first to reach her deck were Joan Ban- 
tista hfontahes and Juan de Q'orres Portugal, both valiant 
Soldiers. Tho captain of the ship opposed the entry of 
Torres with a shield and sword, but, after some blows and 
wounds dealt on both sides, the Englishman fell on his back, 
giving place te the Spaniurd to pass onwards. Meanwhile, 
Juan Bantista had killed two and driven others backwards 
until they were forced into the cabin under the poop, where 
they continued their resistance with signsl courage. Finally 
they received quarter, the Ca|n‘t(in(i having also boarded, 
and sent her men into the enemy's ship. 
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The prize was & ship of 400 toDSj most benutirD] in nil Iier 
partSi She carried for anna oa the atem a nogreas with 
gilt omameots. Miguel Anjel FUipon rapairo^ her that nighty 
lest she should go to the bottomj as she woa badly damaged^ 
for this purpose heaving her to, Captuia Pulgar^ captured 
Bicardoj who waa aont on board the Capifana with others 
of bigheat rant. They arrived at Panama on the folloiving 
dajj^ where they were well received by Don Fnincieco de 
Cardenas/ the Preaid ont of that Cbancory, The wounded 
were brought into the eity^ some in Utters and others on 
faorsebackj while those who were uidiiirt remained with tho 
priaonersj in the street of the caulkers/. Tho victonoua 
Don Beltran caused the re fife of the ships to be huiTiod 
forward, and he sent forward the news of his success to the 
Viceroy. Fjoalljj ho departed for Lima and^ on arriviug 
at Pajtaj ho received an ordor from the Marquis that 
Captain Plaza shonid bring the English prisoners to Callao 
in a ahip that was waiting there. In all there were 120, 
Out of these ninety escaped out of the battle^ and of these 
seventeen were wonnded. In the CajftiaTiit there were £ve 
killed and four wonnded. In the Gah'tabm twenty-three 
were killed, twelve wounded^ and six burnt or acorohed,^ 

In this action two things happened which are worthy of 
memory. One was that while the enemy was playing on 
the Oapii^na with his artilloiy, a buU hit the port main tack 
and then killed a gunner who was loading a piece, and

all tho skin of hig belly. ITiis laat man was a Biseayaa of 
the age of sixty years, named Encinel, Undismayed by seeing 
bis owD intestines lost to liim, and without assistance^ he 
gathered them back, fastened them in with a pocket hand¬ 
kerchief, and turning to finish tho doty oa which bo was 
engaged, he fired off the piece with as mneh spirit and Tigonr 
aa if ho had not been wounded. The other was that, when 
they wera boarding the enemy's ship a certain Italian, named 
J 0130 , received a maaket wound in tho left hand. He looked 
on the band with indignation, and withont desisting from 
his intention, he entered the ship, where ho fought despe¬ 
rately with his right hand, and dashed tho socket of the left 
against those he enconntered, covering the bodies and faces 
of the enemy witli blood.^ 

All Porn rejoiced at this victoi 7 , and that the enemies of 
our holy faith should have been captnred in that sea, a thing 
which had never before happened. The general dread in 
which the enemy used to be held was lost, and aJl the good 
forione was attributed to the wonderful promptitude and 
resolution displayed by tho Marquis. Ho at once scat a 
report of the victory to hia Majesty, who replied in a letter, 
also containing other matters, tho tenor of which was as 
foUows: —'

At my arrivall rato the Bar of Suret, boing tlio fuure and cap«,i„ 
tweatioth of August, 1003, I prosently scat vnto Sumt“^'^ 
Francis Buck, Mefehniil, with two others, to ataka kaowno ^S^^*** 
vato the Gouemour, that tha King of England had sent me SS* 
as his Embftssadoar vnto hi& King, with bis Letter and 
Present: I received the GoHemoar’s answora, both by them, WUSot 
and three of his Sarnanta sent me from Surat, that he and 
what the Conatiy afoorded, was at niy comiaaiid; and that 
I should be very wolcorao, if I would Tondhsafe to come on 
ahore. I went accompanied with my merchants, nod others, 
in the best maaaor I could, behtting fop the honoap of ajy 
ing and Country. At my comming on shore, after their 
barbarons manner I was kindly receiued, and multitudes of 
people following me, all desirous to see a new come people, sS"" 
mnoli nominated, bat aener came in their parts. As I wns lKw 
neere the Gouemours house, word was brought mo that he SiSSS 
was not well, being I thiake, rather druuke with affion or 
opioa, being an aged man. So I went vnto the chiefe?^ 
Customer, which wpe the ondy man that Sea^foring causes iiST'* 
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Ijdooged vnto (foT tbfe goEemment of Surat ’bolongod 
fiiirt, iwt two great Noblemonj tbo ono bring Vice-Eoy of 
cbuMthm. named Gbancbana; tb© other Vico^Roy of Catobaya 

Mwwv nud Surat* named Moci'obcbaiij but in Surat heo bad no 
command^ aaue onoiy oner tbo Kinga Cnstomoa) who was 
the only xnan i was to deale witbalL After tnany oomplo- 
ments done with tin's ohiefe Customer^ 1 told liim that my 
comming was to establiab and soide a Faotory m Surat, aod 
tbiit I Imd a Letter for hia King from His Matesty of Kng- 
laridj tending to the as me purposO;^ who le derirons to hfiuo 
league and ami tie with bis King, in that kind, that bia 
Subiocta might freely goe and come, sell and bnjj as tho 
cmitoine of all Nations is: and that iny ship waa laden with 
tho com modi ties of oor laiidj which by intelligen ce of 
former traocUerSj were vendible for these parts. His 
ana were was^ that he would dispatch a Foot-man for Cam- 
bayuj vnto the Nobleman his AlDSter: for of liimseLf be 
could doe nothing without hill order. So taking my leaue^ 
I departed to my lodging appointed for mee, which was at 
tho Gustome^bouse: In the morning, I went to visit tho 
Gouemour^ and after a Present giuen him, with great 
gtuuity and outward shew of kindness6j bo entertained me, 
bidding me most heartily welcome, and that the Conntrey 
was at my commaniL After complemcnta dono^ and en- 
tidng into the maine affaires of my businessej acqnaiptiog 
him wherefore my ccmming was for these parts: he 
ausw'ered mej that these my atihires did not conceruo him, 
because they were Sea-faring causes, which did belong 
vnto MocrebeboD, vuto whom Lee promised mo to dispatch 
a Footman vnto Cambajai and would w rite in my bebulfu 
both for the vnladiiig of mj sbippe^ as also concerning a 
Factorie. In tho meano while^ he appomted me to lodge 
^ MerchmiPs housoj that vnderstood tho Turkish^ being 
"that time my Tronch-maD, the Captoine of that shippe 
which S^ Edward Hiohelbomo tooke. 
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It Yim twentie ere tho nnawef caine^ bj reason of 

the great waters ftod mmee that man could not passfo. In 
this time* the Merchants, many of them Tfery friendly^ 
feasted, fflfij whoa it was faire weather that I could got out 
of doores s for there felt a great mine^ oontipewiag aioio^t 
the time the Mosscogcra were absaot, who at tho cud of 
twenty dales brought answer from Mocrebchan^with Licence 
to litnd my goods, and bay and sell for this present Tojage s 
but for a futm^ Trade, and set ling of a Faotorio, be could 
not doo it without the Kings Coinranmidciiientj which ho 
thought would be efibetodj if I would toko the painos of 
two mouth cs traudlj to deliver my Kings Iiotter, Add 
furtherj he wrote vnto his chicfo Customer^ that all, whst- 
souucr I broug^htj should bo kept in the Custome-houBo, 
till Lia Brother Shock Abder Itocliim camej who should 
mnko all tho bast that pofisibly could beCj for to chuso such 
goods as were fittiug for tlie King: (these excuses of 
taking goods of all mon for the King, are for their owuo 
private gaincj- Vpon this answere, I mado all tho bust I 
could, in easing our shippe of her heauy btirLhou of Lead:, 
and Iron* which of necossitie must be landed. The gCMxIes 
being landed, and kept in the Customers power, till the 
coniming of this gi^at mnu; pcrcemiug iho time pi^dous, 
uud my ship not able long to stay, I thought it conueuJent 
to send for tliree Cbe&to of Money, aud with that to buy 
Corumoditios of the same sorts, that were vendible at Pria* 
tiiun and Bantam, which the Gus&emta curry year&ly tliitherk 
making great benefit thereof I began to by agnJnst tho 
will of dl the Merchants in tho Towoe, whose grombliag 
was very much, and complaiDing vnto the Gouernotir and 
CListomoF, of the louuo that was granted mo, in buj-iug 
those Commodities, which would cm their owne throates at 
Ihiumuu and Buntotu, they not suspecting that I would buy 
UomtuoditicB for those parts, but onely for England. 

At the cud of this busiacssc, this great man came, who 
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gatie mo lici^noo to it: before tto shipping of ivbich I 
called a Oouocelli which w^to the Alercimntg I hadj and 
those that 1 thduglit fittiugf for the bitsinesse I pretendoJ, 
demaDding cQorjr onea opioioii nccording to his place^ what 
should be thought couueubut for tbs deltoery of bis Maioa- 
ties Letter^ and the establishbig of a trade. So goaemlly 
it was agreed and eoacluded^ that for the eOectbig of these 
Wttighty afiairosj it neither would^ nor oonld be aecomplisfaed 
by an}', bat by niy solf^ by reason of my eacperience in my 
former tninoJs and language * as also I was hnofme to all, 
to be the naan that wzis sent as Ezabassadour about tbeso 
af&Lircs. After it was concladcd^ and I contented to stay^ 
I made what hast I could la dispatching away the ship;, and 
to ship tho goods. This done^ I called Mas tor Mario and 
all the company that was on ebore before meCj ncqnmntiiig 
them with my pretence^ and how they should rccoiuo for 
their Comojander Master Marlow i willing them that they 
obey and nrrerenco him, in that kind as they did mo. Tliis 
donoi I brought tbom to the water side^ and seeing tbom 
imbarke themselues^ 1 bad them farewell 

Tlie next day^ going abont my aSaires to the great niana 
brother, I met with some tonne or twelue of onr men; of 
the better sort of them^ very mnob frightodj tolling me tho 
heauicst newes^ as I though that ener come vato mej of the 
m**;^*™ Barkes by a Porlngal Frigat or two; and ell 

goods and men taken^ onely tbey eacapcA I demanding in 
intOftisi, what mannor tbaj were taksn, and ’whs’tbcr tiipy did notr 
figlit, their DiiBwer was no: air, Marlow would not aaffer 
them, for that the Portugals were our frienda: and Bucko, 
on the other side, wont to the Portngall without a pawae, 
and there he betrayed vs, for he neuet came Tnto vs after. 
Indeed, Bucks went vpon the oath and feithfiill promise of 
Captaine, but was neuec snlTei'od tnretume. I presently 
indiMu sent a letter vnto Die Captaine Malor. that he toIgoso my

men and goods, for that wo wore BugUehmen, and that oui* 
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Kipga had peace and amity together. And that wo were 
&aufc vnto the llogols coantrej by our King^ and with hig 
Jettor vQto the Mogoh for hla subiect^ tg trade m bis Coon- ^ib 
trey: and with hm Maieatiea Commission for the gonranioat 
of bia subjeetzs. And 1 mada no qaestioDj bat in dehnoriag 
baeke bia Majesties snbiects and goods, that it wonid be 
well taken ab liia Kings liaiids: if the eontmry, it would be 
a ineaDCs of breaeh. At the rcceit of my letter* the proud 
Kuscall braued so much* as the Moi^seoger told me, 
vilely abusing his Maiestie* tearming him King of Pisber- 
men^ and of an Island of no import^ and a fart for his Com¬ 
mission^ acortiing to send mo any answer. 

It was my chance the next day, to meete with a Captaino 
of one of the Portugal Frigata* who came about buaincsso 
sent by the Captaiao Maior* The buainesae aa I vnder^toodj 
was that the Qonernoiir should acod mo as prisoner vnio 
him* for that w*e wore Hollandors. 1 vnderatanding what 
ho wuSj tooke occasion to Epeake wdth him of the abuses 
oflered the King of England and his siibiects : his answer 
waS;^ that those Seas belonged vnto the King of Portogall* 
and none ought to come hero without hig license. 1 told 
bitn* that tho King of England® license was as good as tho 
King of SpaineSj and as free for bis Subjects^ as for tho 
King of Epaines* and he that saith the cgntraryj is a trayior* 
and a villalxie* and so tell your great CaptainOi that in 
abusing the King of England* he is a base villainej and a 
trnytor to his King^ and that I will mainlaine it with my 
sword* if ho dam come on shore. 1 sending him a challongo*, 
the Mores perceiuing I w^as niooued* caused tho Porttigal 
to depart. This Portugal £omc two houros after, come to 
my bouse* promising sue that ho would procure the libertio 
of tny men and goods^ bo that I would be tibcrall vnto him. 

S entertainod him kindlyj and promised him ipucb> bnt tac- 
foTc be departed tho Towno* my men and goods were sent 
for Gott. MiLiiiijjOt*. 
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1 had mj g^Ksda i^eadie^ gome fiao dayea before 1 could bo 
cleiirej and haue leaue, for tliey would not let them be 
of abipped vntiU this great (uan camej which wEia the tlnrd of 
Ttp^P October s imd two dajea after* the ship set gftjle^ 1 co- 
maiiiiog with one Merchant IrVilliain Finch* who was sicke 
fcSrtSw- tho greater part of his tiniOj and not nblo to atirro abroad to 
doe any budue^^e; the rest were two sernants* a Cooke* 
and my Boy. These wen? the companie I had to defend 
our aalues from so many enemiee^ which lay lurking to 
dcistroy va; aiming at me for the stopping of my passage 
to the great Mogol. But God preseraed me* and in gpight 
of them ellj I tooke heart and resolution to goe forwards on 
my traueb. After the departure of the shipj I vuderstood 
that my goods and men were betrayed Tnto the Portugal 
TTw pcrSiJjr \yy* ilocreb-chan, and his followers : for it was a plot laid

by the Jesnite and Mocrcb-chim to protract time till the 
Frigats came to the Beit^ and then to dispatch me i for till 
then* this dogge Mocreb-cha.ii his brother came not: and 
the comming of those Frigata was m such secrecy, that till 
they had token vSj wo heard do uowcs of them. 

After tho departnro of my ship* I was so misnsed* that it 
was vnsiifTerable* but so long as my ship was at tho Bar^ I 
was Battered witJiall. Bat howsoeiierj well vaed or ill* it 
was not for mee to take thought for anytliingj aJ though ro- 
maiuing in a heathen Conntrey, innironed with so many 
enemies* who daily did nothing else but plot to marther me, 
and coseu me of my goods* as heroeftor you shall understand. 
First* misused by Morcreb-chan* as to haue possession of 
my goods* taking what he pleased* and leaning what be 
pleased* gluing me such a price as hU owne barbarous oon- 
scicuco afforded! that from thirtie fine ho would giue but 
eightsene* not rcgurdmg bis brothers bii* who bad fall ant bo- 
litie from him: and how diificult it was to get money from 
bis chiefe seruaut* after the time espired* as it is best 
kuevruo to vss* who tooke the paines in recoining a gnuill 
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part tbareofp before bis commicg to Surat ; and al^er bis 
conitnlTifft 1 waa barred of all: althongb bo ootwardlj dla- 
Bombledj and flattered with me almOirti for tbree monotbsi 
leading me wifcb fairo promiaesj and other kindaeaaea, la 
the mean timoj be came to my house three timesj sweeping 
me clcane of all tliinga that wore goodj so that when he saw 
that I bad no mora good thitigs lafl, be likewise by little and 
little degraded me of bia good lookes. Almost all this time^ 
■\Villiain Finck was extroatno sicke of tka Flaxe.ljiit tkaukes 
be to God recouorod past all kope^ on the other aide« 
could not pocpo out of doorca for fear of the rortugab, who 
in troops lay lurking in by-wajesj to ^ne me assault to 
murtker me, this being at the time tkat the Armada was 
tbere* 

The first plot laid against mej was : I was iuulted By 
Ifogio Nazaui to the fianghtiiig of bis ship for ifocbaj as 
the custome is, they make at the fraugkting of tboir ships 
great fcastsj for all tho prUjcipallest of the Towne. It was 
my good hap at that tJmej a great Captaiiie belonging to 
tbo Vice-Roy of Guzerat resident in Amadamkr,^ being sent 
about afiiiires vnto Surat, was likewise inuited to this feast, 
w hiob was kept at the water side: and neere mto it, the 
l^ortugals had two Frigats of their Armada, wbieb came to 
rtceipo tbeir tribute of the shippes that were to depart, as 
also refreshment Out of these Frigats, there came tlmoe 
gallant fellowes to the tout where I was, and bome fortio 
followers Tortuga! s, gc^ttering tbemselues along the Soa 
side, ready to gine an assault wbea the word should be 
g[ueu. These three Gallants that came to the tenta, aimed 
%vitk coats of Bufle dowiie to the knees, their Rapiers and 
1‘istols by their sides, deinauuded for the English Captoine: 
vpou the bearing of wkiek, I arose preaeiitijj and told tLeui 
that 1 was the man, and perceiaing no alteration in thotu, 
1 laid band vpon tuy wenpen. Thu Capbiine Mogol per- 
eeJiilzig ti’caiiioii towards me, both be and his followci's dixjw

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their weapons: and if thoPortqgala had not boon the awifter^ 
both they and their scattered crew (in rettrmg tc their 
Frigats) had coma short homop 
Another ticae;^ they came to assault me La tny house i^lth 
a Friarj some thirty or fortLe of thom: tho Friars comming 
was to animate tho SDldierSj aud to gine them absolution^ 
Pnt I Was alwaies waryj hatiitig a strong house with good 
doores* Many troopes at other Umosj lay iurkiug for me 
and tniiio in the streeteSj in that kind, that I waa forced to 
goe to tho Gonernoar to complaiuo^ that I was not able to goa 
about my businesses for tho Portagols comming armed into 
tho Cide to miirther me; which was not a cuatome at other 
timesj for any Portugal^ to com^ armed as now they did. 
Ho presently sent word to the Porfcugals* that if they eame 
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into tho dty arniod againOj at thoir owno perils be it. At 
Moereb^chan his comming^wlth a Jesnite named Padre Pineiro 
in hig company (who profered Mocreb-chan fortie thousand 
liiaJs of eighty to send me to Daman^ as I imderstood by 
certaine adnise gEnen me by Uassun AUy^ and AUy Poiai- 
moiy) I wont to visit him, gluing him a Present, besides 
the Preaaat his brother had: and for a time, ss I bane 
abone written^ 1 had many outward ghewes of him, till the 
time I deomaded my money* After that his dissembling 
past, and ha told me plalnely, that he wonld not giuo 
men twautle Memadies per Fare, but would dcliucr me 
back my doath. Vpon which dealinggj I dissembled as 
well as 1 could with him, iutreating leane for Agm, to tho 
Kmg,i telling him that William Finch was the man that I 
left as my chiefe iu this pkeo: and in what kind soenor his 
pleasure was to dcalo with mo, he was tho man to recoiuo 
either money or waro4 Vpon which answer, ho gane me his 
liceusa and latter to the King^ promising mo fortie horse¬ 
men to goe with me, w'hich bee did not accomplish. After 
liccuse reeeiued, the Father put into Moereb-eban his head, 
that it Was not good to let me pat^so t for that 1 would 
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fX>iiip1uide of him vnto the Kin^. This ho plotted 
Mecreb-chun to onerthrow my ionruoji which he eoiild net Liw. 
doo^ because I came from e King; but he said^ that ho 
would not let mo haqo aaj force to goo with mo. And what 
elgo hoe would liaue htm to doe^ either with my TreTichmaii 
and Coachman^ to pojsOn Or murthar me, if one slioold 
failej the other to doe it: this intientiou was put into 
Mocreb-ebans Load bj the Father, But Qod for hig mercie 
eakOj afterward disoouered theae plots, and the Connacll of 
this Ic^uite tooke not place. Before the plotting of this« 
the Jeeuito and I fell oat in the presence of Mocreb-clmu, 
for vile speachea made bj him of oar King and Nation, to 
bee yaasole vuto the King of Portagall: which words I 
could not bmokc, fn eo much^ that if I could haiie had my 
will, the Father liad nenor spoken naore* but I waa pre- 
nented^

lib to Lhch MogoU at Agra^ and cntcitay(a)mcat at Comt, 

Now finding William Finch in good health, newly re- 
coaered, I left all things touching the Trade of Merchandiz¬ 
ing in hia power; gining him my rembrance and order, 
what he should doe in my absence^ So I began to take vp 
Souldiers to conduct mee, being donjed of ilocreb^chan, 
besides Shot and Bow men that I hired^ For mj better 
safety, I went to one of Chanchatma his Captalnee, to let men 
hane fortie or fifde HorBCtnen to conduct me to Chanehanna, 
being then Vico-Koy of Decan^ Resident in Bramport, who 
did to oil his power ah that I demandedj giving me valient 
Horsemen Pattons,* a people Tory much feared in these 
parts: for if I had not done it. I had bcene oner-throwne. 
For the Portngals of Baman had wrought with an aneieTit 
friend of theirs a Raga^. who wag abaolnte Lord of a Pro- 
uincCj (tietweene Daman, Guzerat and Decan) call Crnljj 

* Falsins. 
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to bo rencly with two hundred HorsotooTi to stay my pass¬ 
age: hut 1 went so strong and well pronided^ ttiat tboj durst 
not In counter with vat bo likewise that time I osoapeJ^ 
Then at Dajto* another Prenitice or Princedome;, tny Coach- 
heiog drunks with t^itaino of hie kindred^ discouered 
the Treason that hoe vr^ hiered to mnrther me r ho being 
oner-heard hy somo of my Souldiers, who at that present 
came and told mo^ and how it should bo done in tho morn- 
followings when we bogin onr trauell; (for wee vsa tp 
two honros Iwsfore day) v|H3n which notioo, I called 
the Coachman Tnfco me^ examining him^ and bis frfendsj be¬ 
fore the Captaino of the HorsoTnon I had with mee: who 
Could not deny; hut he wonld neoor confease who hired 
him^ although hee was yeiy much heateUp cursing his fortune 
that he could not effect it : for he was to doo it the next 
moraingj 3o I aont him Priaoner Tnto the Gonemour of 
Snratt. 

But oilerward by my Broker or Tmchinaii^ I raderalood 
hklSriS hceand tho Coacliman were hired by Mocrob-chnn. 

Tlrtii* an ■ but by the Fathers perswaaion^ the one to poyson mo, and 
kijtatajic4 ^ho other to murther mo: but the Tmchmaa recoined no¬ 
thing till he hiid done the deed, which hee neuer meant to 
doe^ for in that kind Leo was alwayea true vnto mee: thus 
depfurtSS*^ God preseruod me. This was £na dayes after my departure 
lUt ibc Airnl from Sunittj and toj departuna from Suratt wna tJje firafc of 
■rf^Liirwx j.j gjjg gjj following OH ray tranola for Brainport, 
aomo two dayoa beyond DayK the Pattana left me. hut to 
bo conducted by anotlier PatUn Captaine, Gonemciur of 
that Lordship, by whom T waa most kindly entertained. 
His narao was Sliercban, being aometitne a Prisoner vnto 
tho Portugal, and haiimg tbo Portugal] Language perfect, 
wag glad to doo mee any seruice: for that I waa of the 
Nation that was cnomie vnto tho Portugall, Himselfe in 
person, with fortie Horac-mcn, went two dayos ioumey with 
mee, till he Imd freed mee from the dangoronB places; at 
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which time ho met with a troupe of Out lawes, ami tooko 
Botno fouro iJiqe, and slew and hurt eight, the rest escaped. 

This man Tei^ kindlj writ his Letter for mo, to haue hia hon-so 
at Bramport, which was a great ctirtoaie, otherwise I could 
not tell wliere to lodge my selfe, the Towae belog so full of 
Souldiere: for then began the Warros with the Decans. 

Tho eighteenth of the said Moneth, thankos bo to God, I 
came in safetie to Bramport, and tho next day I went to the m, .wrimni 
Court to visit Chanchanna, being then Lord Generali and [Kirt. 
Vico-Roy of Decan. giuiog him a Present; who kindiy tooko 
it: and after three honrea conference with him, ho made 
mo a great Foast, and being risen from the Table, innested 
me with two Clokce, one of fine Woollen, and another of 
Cloth of Gold; giuing mae his most kind Letter of favour 
to the King, which aualyed much. That done ho imbraced 
me, and so we departed. The Langosgo that wo spoke w-as 
Turkish, which he spake very well. I remained in Bram- W"-aw*u, 
port vnto the second of March ; till then I conld not end 
my haalneBse of Monies that I hronght by exchange, staying 
likewise for a Cairauan j haning taken new Souldiers, I fol¬ 
lowed my Voyage or ioamey to Agra : where after much 
labour, toyle, and many dangers, I arriued in safety the six-ua iirrioiii 
ieeuth of April!, 1G09. Being in the Citio, and seeking ont of 

tor an honsc m a very secret manner, notice was giuen to 
the Kingi that I was come, but not to bee found: Kb pre¬ 
sently chaiged both Horsemen and Footmen in many troupes, 
not to lenne before I was found, commanding his Knight 
Marshall to acoompaoy meo with great state to tho Court, as 
an Embassador of a King ought to be: which he did with a 
groat traino, making such eriraordinaiy baste that I admiivd 
much; for 1 could scarce obtajme time to flpparotl my selfe 
in my best attyre. In fine, I was brought before the King ir«nuii« 

I came with a slight present, haning nothing bat cloth, and 

■ Tbo Enitwor .TehJngir, who succeeded hia father Atbar in lOOo 
and iKed id * 
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tliat Dot esteemed: (for wbat I had for tho King, Mocrob-* 
chan tcoko from mOj whar-with I ocqaaiutod his Maie^tiop) 
After flalutation done^ with a most kind aod smiling ocmii- 
toiiance^ he bade mo moat heartily weleotne, irpon which 
apcoch I did my ohajaanoe and diitio again e. Hnuing hia 
Maiestiea Letter in my hand^ ho called ms to como aeero 
vnto him^ Bfcretching downe his hand from the Seate Rojallj 
whore he sate in great Maiostio something high^ for to be 
aeene of the people: receiaingTeiy kindly the Letter of me^ 
viewing the Letter a pTofctic while, both the Seale^ and the 
manner of making it vp, ho called for an old Jeanite that 
was there present to rondo it* In the means apace, while 
the Josnite was reading it| tee spake vnto mos in the 
kindest mnimor thnt conld bee, demanding of ine& the non- 
tents of the Letter_p which I told him; npon which noticOj 
presently granting and promising me by God, that all what 
the King had there written, ho wonJd grant and allow with 
all his heart| and more if his Maiestie wonld reqnire it* 
The Jesuits like wise told him the effect of the Letter, but

dbcomm ending the stile, saying it was basely penned, 
writing Vestra withont Maiestad: my answere wng ynto the 
King, and if it shall please your Malestioj these people are 
onr enemteB^ how can this letter be ill writtenj when my 
King deman deth favooT of yonr Maiestie ^ he said, it was 
troe. 

TbeMci^B Perceining I had the Turkish Tongue, which himselfe 

UieTnitijiii understood, hee commanded me to follow him vnto hig 
Chamber of PressncOi being then risen from that place of 
open Audience, desiring to haue further conference with me; 
in which place I stayed some two houreSj till the King came 
forth from Ida women. Then calling mee vnto him, the fii'st 
thing that heo spake* was that ho vndor^itood that MoOreh- 
chan had not dealt well with mee, bidding tnoo bee of good 
cheere, for he would remedie all. It should seemo, that 
Mocreb-chans enemies had acquainted the King with all his 
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proceeJIngs: for irtdeoc] tba King hath Spina, vpoa every 
^ NobKomii^n, I ansvpQreJ me^it hanibly^ that I waa oertaiiie 
all matlara would goo well ou niy sidej so long aa his 
MfttoBfcie protocl^d me. Vpon which speech he proseotly 
sent away a Post for Suratt^ with bia ceiumand to Moereb- 
c{Lttn> writing vnto him very earpestly in our behalfes: con- 
iuripg him to bee nena of his friend, if hco did uot deslo 
well with the English^ in that kind, as their desire was. 

Tliia being dispatched and sent by sodiB Messenger^ [ 
sent iny Letter to William Finch, wishing him to goo with 
this command to Mocreb-ohau: at the receit of which heo 
wondred that I came safe to Agra^ and not murthered, 
or poyaoned by the way, of which epeecb WillLam Finch 
nduortised me alter ward. 

It grew latej and haning had somo small eonrerence with 
the King at that tiine^ he coEnmandei] that I should daily 
be brought into bis proseucoj and gaue a Captaiqe named 
Houshaberchad charge that I shoold lodge at bis hoosoj 
till n house wag found eonuonieut for tnee : and when I 
needed anything of the King^ tlmt he should bee my 
Solicitor. According to command, I resorted to the Courts 
where 1 had. daily conference with the King. Both night 
nnd day, bis delight was very tnueb to talke with mee, both 
of the Affaires of England and other Comitries^ as also many 
demands of the West Indies, whereof boo had notice long wbj_ 
before^ being in. doubt if there wem any such p!ace^ till 
had spoken with mOj who had beene in the Coontrey* 

Many dayes and weekes boing paat^ and I now in great 
favour with the King, to the griefo of all minfl enomioSj, 
espying my time, 1 demanded for bjs Commandement or 
Commiflslou with CapiteJationg for the establishing of our 
Factory to be in mine owne power^ Hia answers was, 
whether I would reumyne with him in his Court, I replyod, 
till shipping came j then my desire was to goo home, with 
the answers of his Maicsties Letter* Hce replyed agaiuej

that; his mcaniDg was a longer UrnOy for he meant to send 
an Embassador to the King of Englandj at the comming of 
the next ghippiug: and that 1 should stay vrilh liim vntill 
some other hco sont from my King, to renuLyne in my plnoe^ 
saying this : Thy staying would he highly for the benefit of 
thy Nation^ and that he wonld giae me good znaintenance^ 
and my being lieoro in his presence, would bee tbo cause to 
right all wrongs that shonld be oSerfid vafco my Nation: 
and fwrtlier^ what T sbonld see beneficiall for them, vpon 
my petition madOj hoo would grant: Bwearing by hie 
Fathers Soole, that if I would renmyne with him, ho would 
grant me Articles for our Faotono to my hearts desirOj. and 
would neuer goe from his word. I replyed sgaine, I would 
consider of itp Thus daily mtioing mO to stay with him^ 
alleaging os is abone written, and that i should doe aoruteo, 
both to my nataralL King and him, and like wise be would 
allow me by the jearcj threo thousand and two hundred 
tJbmbSf pounds sterling for my first, and so yeerely* hee promised 
moo to augment my Lining,till I came to a thousand Horse. 
So my first ehould be foure hundred Horse, For the 
KobiUtie of India bane their Titles by the number of their 
Horses,^ that ia to say, from fortie to twelno thomsand, which 
pay belongotb to Princes, and his Sonuca, I trusting upon 
hia promise, and seeing it was bcnEficiall both to my Nation 
and myself, being dispossessed of that benefit whicb 1 should 
hone roapEsd, if 1 had gone to Bantam, and that after halfo 
a dooaen yeoresj your Worships would send another man of 
sort in my place, in the meane time, I shonld feather my 
Neaat, and doe you serniee: and further percemiug great 
miadea offered vs, by reason the King is ao farce from tho 
PortB, for all which c&ubcs aboue specified, I did not think 
it amifise to yeeld vnto bis request. Then, bccausa my

Now yont "Worships shall vuderstandj, that I being nowo 
in the highest of my fanonrs^ tho Jesuttes atid PurttJgalls 
slept not, bat by all mcssonea Goaght mj onerthrow: and to 
Siiy the truth, the prinoipall Mfthiimetane neere the King, 
onnjed mnch that a Chriatian should bee so nigh vnto liiai. 

Tlie Jesnito Poneiro being with Moereb-ohan, and the 
Jesaites her^^ I tlunke did little reg^ird their Masses 
Church matters, for stndjing how to ouerthrow my Affaires; 
aduice being gono to Goa by the Jesnites bei-e^ I meane In 
Agra, and to Padre Peoeiro at Surat or Cambayn, heo work¬ 
ing with Mocreb-clinn to be the Pertugals aaaistancej and 
the Vice Roy sending him a great Present, togethor with 
many Toyea vnto the King with his I/ 3 tter. These presents 
and many more premises^ wronght so mnch with Mecreb- 
eban, that ho writoth his Petition vnto the King, sanding 
it together with the presont, adaertising the King, that tho 
Ruffaring of the Euglish in his land, wonld bo the cause of 
the losse of his owno Countries, neere the Sd^Coasts^ as 
Suratt, Cambay a, and such like; and that ia any catto he 
entertaine me not, for that bta ancient friends the Portugalla 
mnrmnred highly at it: and that the same is spread amongst 
the Portugallfi^ that 1 was Generali of ten thousand IIoreo-hJ^*i 
mett] reodie to giiie the assault ypou Din^ when oar shipping 
came. 

The Vfee^Kojes Letter likewlso was in this kind: the 
KingR atLSwero wasj that he had but ouq EiigUsb-man 
hie Court, and him they needed not to fearo^ for bee hath **^^^*™' 
not pretended any snob matter; for I would haue gltien 
him Lining neero tho Sea ports, but bo refused it^ taking it 
neere me heore. This was the Kings answere, upon which 
■ KliSn, 
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ttnswere, tbo Portogalla were like matlde Doggea, labour¬ 
ing to werke mj' passage out of tbe World. So I told tlic 
King what dangers I had passed, and tho present danger 
wherein I was, my Boy Steuen Granoner instantly depurt- 
NieteiM ing this World, ray man Kicholaa ViEet estreame siflko, and 
this was all my English Company, my selfe beginning to 
full downe too. The King presently called the Jesuitea, 
and told them if I dyed by any extraordinary casoaltie, that 
they should all me for it. This post, tlie King was Tory 
earnest with me to take a white May don out of hia Palnoe, 
who would gino her all things necessary, with slaues, and ho 
wonld promise mee she should turtle Christian : and by this 
meanes my mefites and drinkes should be looked vnto by 
them, and I should liue without feare. In regard she was a 
hlonro, I refnsed, but if so bee thore could bae a Christian 
fonud, I would accept it. At which my speech, I little 
thonght a Christians Daughter could bee found. So tho 
stoiiari^ King called to raemorie one llubarit^ufl Shs^ his Danghter, 
who was a Christian Armenian, and of the Eace of the most 

{junnUiiiLi. _ A 

anciont Christians, who was a Captaina, and in great lanor 
ekt»riM- with Ekbar Pndesha,* this Kings Father. This Captaino 
dyed suddenly and without will, with a Masse of Money, 
and all robbed by hia Brothers and Kindred, and Debts that 
cannot bo roconored: loaning the Child only a few Jewels. 
I seeing she was of so honest a Descent, hauing passed my 
word to the King, eenld not withstantJ my fortunea. Thore- 
ni latarti fore I her, and for want of a Minister, before Christian 
Witnesses,! marryed hcri the Priest was my mnn Nicholas, 
'^hich I thought had beene lawfiill, till I met with a 
Preacher that came with Sir Henry Middleton, nnd bee 
shewing me the error, 1 was new raarryed agayne: for euor 
after I lined content and without foare, she being willing to 
000 where I went, and line os I Hued. After thoso matters

for the setlibg of oiir Trade : which the Kiog was wtlliiig tg 

deOj ]] mi ting me a time to rotamg^ aud be with him agoing. 

But the Kings chiefo Viisir Abdal Has^anj a man euuieus 
to all Christians, tgld the King that my goiog would bo the 
occasion of warre; and thns harm might happen ^ote a 
great man who waa sent for Goa, to by tojes for the King* 

A^pon which speech, the Kings pleasure was I should stay, 

and Sent away his Commmiqn to mTchiefe Factor at Surat, Tiwicrnirpi

and preecntly gane ordcr^ that it should be moat edectually (Sa^o,f 
written, so Brmcly for our good, and so free ps heart can 
wish. This I obtained presently, and sent it to William 
Finch. Before it qamo there, newes came that the Aacoa- S™^ 
tion^ was cast away, and her men aaued, but not supposed to 
come into the Citie of Surat. Of that UkewiBC I told the 
King, who seemed to be very miieh diacontented with that 
great Captaine Mocreb-chan my enemy: and gang me an¬ 
other Commandement for their good vsage, and meanes to 
bo wrought to gang the geeda, if it were possible. These 
two commandments enme almost together, to the great ioy 
of William Finch and the rest, admiring mnch at Lheso 
thinga^ And now continuing these great fatiqnrs with the 
King, being continually in his sights for one halfe of foui-e 
and twentie honn? sortiiag him day and night, I wanted not 
the greater part of hia Nobles that were Mahnmetans, to be Ttiegrefct&r 
mine enonnes* ror it went against their hearts, that 
Christian ^onld bo so great and neero the King: and the S™' 
more, becauso the King had promised tn makg his Brothers of tia 
children Chriatiana* Awhile after came some of tho A scon- 

and M, 
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tions Cotnpfliay vnto mo (wliom I could hand wbhed of 
better behaviour^ a thing- pryed into by the King). In all 
this tinie, I could not get my debts of Mocreb-chan, till at; 
length ho WHS aont for yp to the Kitag^ to ana were for many 
fatiUsr and tymnnicall la^justicoj which ho did to ell people 
in tlioso partSj many a man being vndono by hinij who 
potitioned to the King for J aatico* 

Now' this DoggOj to make hie poaco^ sent many bribes 
to the Kings Sonnes and Noble-meHj that were nnere 
the Kingi vvho laboured in his bohalfo. After nowes 
came that ^locreb-chaD was approached neere, the King 
jiroscntly sent to attach all his goods, w'hich were in that* 
abundnnee^ that the King was two moneths in viewing 
them^ every day alloting a cortaine qnantitie to be brought 
before him : and what he thought fitting for his owed tome 
ho keptj and the rest deliuered ngaino to IMocrab-chao. 
In viewing of these gnoda, there came those Peecea and 
Corlletj and Head-peocej with other Presents;, that he tooko 
from me for the King of mine owne^ not Buioring meo to 
bring them my self: at tho sight whereof^ I was so bold to 
tell tho King what was mine. After the King had viowod 
these goodsj a vciy great complaint was made by a Eanian^ 
how that Mocreb-ehnn liad taken his Danghtor, saying she 
W'sia for the King, which was his cxcnscj deflowering her 
Inmself: and afterwards gano her to a Brommenj, belong¬ 
ing to Mocrob-chan. Tho man who gano notice of this 
Child, protested her to passe all that euer he saw for 
beantie. TJie matter being examined^ and tho offence done 
by Mocneb'chan found to bo true, hee was committed to 
prison, in the power of a great Nobleman : and eominande¬ 
ment was giuen that the Brammene his priuy luonibcrs 
should be cut off- 

Beforo this happened to Mocreb-chan, I went to vistto 
him diner ttnies, who made me very fairo promises^ that he 
would dcale vety^ kindly with mee, and be luy friend, and 
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that I shonid bane my right Now being in this disgrace, 
his friends daily soliciting for him, at length got him deere: 
with commandemont^ that he pay euery man his right, and 
that no more complaints be made of him if ho loved his life. 
So Mocreb-chan by the Kings command, paid enoiy ona his 
dne, excepting mo, whom he would not pay, bnt delinor me 
my death, whereof I was desirous, and to make, if it were 
possible, by fairs mcanes and end with him ; but he put mo 
off the more, dotaying time till his departure, which was 
shortly after. For the King had restored him his old place 
agaiuc, and he was to goo for Goa, about a fairo bollaco 
fiuby,' and other rare things promised the King.

The MogalB inconstniicie, and Captainc Uawfctna tlepartnre with Sr

Jill my going and sending to Mocreb-chan for my Money 
or Cloath was in vaino, 1 being abused so basely by him, 
that I was forced to demauiid Jnsttco of the King, who com¬ 
manded that the money be brought before him j but for all 
the Kings commaund he did as he listed, and doe what I 
could, he cut me off twelve thousand and Ere hundred Mama- 
dies * For the greatest man in this Kingdomo was Ida friend, 
mid many others holding on his aide, mnrmcnng to the 
King, the suffering of English to come into Jiia Couutrey; 
for that we wore a Nation, that if we once set foot, wo would 
take his Couutrey from him. iTie King called me to mate 
answere to that they said; I answered his Matestio, tliat if

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iiDy sucli matter were^I i^ould answers it with mj Uro: and 
that we were Tsot &o hosio a Nation, as these mme eaomies 
reportedi All this waa becanse I domaiinded my duQ^ and 
yot cannot get it. At this time those that were aeere 
fauoaritegi and neereat ynto the King, wiiom I daily visited, 
and kept ill withall;, spake in my behalfe: and the King 
holding on iny aide, commanded that no mere such wrongH 
bo offered me. So I tliiokiug to vae my best in the recORery 
of this, iatretiog tlie bead Vizir that he would bo mcaises 
that I receiue not so great a loaae: answered me in a 
threatening manner t that if I did open iny mouth any 
more, hee would make me to pay an linndrod thousand 
Mamadiesj whioh the King had lost in hig Cnstomesj by 
entertaining me, and no man durst aduenture by reason of 
the PortugnlL So by this meanes I was forced to hold my 
tongnoj for I know this Jroncy was swallowed by both 
the^e DoggOs. Now Mocreb-chan being commaundod in 
ptiblickc, that by such a day ho ho ready to depart for 
Guzerat^ and ao for Goa^ and then come and take hia leaue, 
as the enstome is! in this meano time, three of the priiici- 
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pnllist Merchants of Stirat were sent for by the Kings 
commaundeiiieiit_, and oome to the Court abent aflhirca 
wherein the King or bia Vizir had iniplojod thouii being 
then present there when hlocreb-chan was taking his leauo; 
this being a plot laid betb by the Fortogalsj Mocreb-eban, 
and tho Vizir. For some aiic daiea bEfore a Letter came 
vnto tho King from the PortogaV Vice-rojj with a Present 
of many rare things- The Contents of this Letter werOj 
how highly the King of Portugall tooke in ill part the 
eafcertaiiiing of the English^ he being of an ancient amitie, 
with other cemplemonts; and with allj how that a Merchant 
was there atriuedji with a very faire ballace Knbjj weighing 
three hundred and Mie Eotties^^ of which atone the pattern

t?iis sont« Upon this newes Mocreb-^otan waa to bo liasi- 
&ncd fiwnj, at wbo^e coinnifiig to toko las loaue together 
^ith Padre Pineiro^ that was to goO with him^ the abooa 
named Alorobaots of Snr&t being then there present^ Mooreb- 
ctian began to make hia apeooh to the Xingj saying, that a of 
this and many other things he hoped to obtame of the Por- k? tba 
tugall, so that the English wore di&annUed i saying moroj 
that it would redonud to great losso vnto his Maiestie and 
Subicctg* if heo did further gaffer thi^ English to come into 
Ills pai'ts, VpoQ which speech he called the Merchants be¬ 
fore the King^ to declare ^what losae it would be^ for that 
they best know. They a dinned^ that they were like to bo 
all rndone because of the EQglisli;p nor hereafter any toy 
could come into this countcyj because the Portugal was so 
strong at eea^ and would not suffer them to goo in or out of 
their Ports: and all their excuse was,, for sulTering the 
English* 

These speoebea now and formerly^ and I aero of this stoue^ 
and promises by the Fathers of rare thiogs, were the causes 
the King overthrew my affaires^ aaylngj Let the Engliah 
come no more: presently giofng Mocreb-chau bia c!om-SEI6^3SS 
luandmontj to doliner the Yiccroy to that effect^ that 
w'ould neoer suETer the EngH^ to come any more into his 
ports, 

1 new saw that it booted mo not to meddle vpon a sudden^ 

or to make any petition vnto the King, till a prety while 

after the departure of Mocreb-ohan; and scdng my cnomiea 

ivcrtj ao many, altheugh they had eaten of me many Pre- 

Bunts. When 1 saw luy tinie^ 1 made my petition imto the 

King* In this space I found a toy to giue, as the order is: 

for there is no man that commeth to make petition* who n«»iii*1cii 

, , . peUiiwi u> 

commeth empty handed. Vpoa which petition made him, 
he presently gmunled mj requestj cominaiiding Infl Tbir to 
make me another com mandement in as ample ntanner as my 
funner* acid cocatnanded that no niaa should open hia laouib 
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to tlie coiitrai 7 : for it. was liis pleoaiirt; that the English ahonld 
come into hia Porta. So tbig time againe I wag a floete^ 

Of this ttlterstioDj at that instant the Jesuito had not^£^e: 
for there is no nsatter passeth ia tbo Mogola Court ia secret, 
but it is hoewne halfe an itoura afler, gikiiug a small matter 
to the writer of that day t for there ia nothing that paasoth, 
hut it is written^ and writers appointed by tumes^ so that 
the Father, aor could passe any businesses bat when we 
would wo had notice- So the Jesuit* presently seat away 
the roost speedy rocssenger that could be gotten^ with hia 
Letter to Podm Piaeiro and ilocreh-chauj aduertiaing them 
of all that had passed. At the recoit of wbieh^ they nou- 
BuUed amongst tbemaelnefl^ not to go fora ard on their voy- 
ago to Goa> till I were oaorthrowue agsise. Wherefore 
Mocrob-chan wrote his petition vato the King, and lettei-s 
vnto bis friend^ the head Viairi how it stood not with the 
Kings honour to send him^ if ho performed not what ha 
premised the Portugal j and that his voyage would be oner* 
throwne, if he did not call in the commandement he hud 
giiien the Englishman* Vpon the neceiuing and reading of 
this, the King went agtune from Lia werd, esteeming a few 
toyes which the Father had promised him inoro than bis 
honour* 

Kow beeing desirous to see the full issoe of this^I wont to 
Hogio TahaD.LordUeiroml of the Kings Palace (the second 
man in placo iu the Kingdooie) intreating kiin that he 
would stand my friend. He vety kindly, presently went 
TTito the King, telling him 1 was very heauy and discentent^ 
that Abdall Hassan would not deliuer me my commande- 
ment, which hia Maieatie had graniitnd roe. The King 
answered him (I being present^ and very neere him), saying. 
It was tree, that the eommanderoent is sealed^ aud ready 
to be delincred him i but vpon letters receined from Mocreb- 
chan, and better consideration by me had on these my 
adaircs in roy Ports in Guaerot, T thought it dtting not to 
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If^t h\m Iinue it. Thus was I tossed and tumbled ia tbe 
kiud of a rich Morchaat, udocrtisiug all he bad in one bot^ 
tome, and by casualtie of atormos or pirates* lost it all at 
once, Sp that on the other side* ooncemiiig mj Huingj 
I waB EQ croBsed, that inany tiraes this Abdall Hassau hia 
anaworo wonid bo voto mo; I kaotr vrel enough you ataud 
not in atioh need, for yqdr Master bcareth your clmcgea^ and 
the King knew not what he did in giuiug it to yon, from 
whom he should itodne* My answer was^ that it u-ae the 
Kings pleasure, and none of my request; and seeing it ia 
his Maicsties giftj 1 had no reason to loose it t bo that from 
time to time ho bade mee hane patience^ and he wonid find 
out a good lining for me. Thus waa I dallied withal I by 
this mine enomie* in so mneh that in all the time I semed 
in Courtj I could not get a Lining that would yeeld anythingj 
gluing me mj Liiiing stilb in places where Out-lawes migned; 
onljj once at Labor by an eapecinll commandoment from 
tho Kingj but 1 was eoone depriuod of it; and all that 1 
receiued from the beginningj was not fallj three hundred 
pounds^ a great part whereof was spent vpoo charges of 
mm sent to tho Lordships. When that I saw that the 
lining which the King absolntdy gnue me* was taken from 
me* I was theii past all hopes: for before^ at the nawe$ of 
tho arriunll of shippiog, I had great hope that the King 
wonid performe fo rmer gran Is* in hopes of rare things that 
ehopld oomo from England. But when I made Petition 
vnto the King concerning my linings be turned mo 
ouer to Abdall Ho^san j who not only doniod roe tny 
lining * but al&o gnoe order, that I be suffered no more to 
enter within the red rayles: which is a place of honour, 
where all my time was placed very neero vnto the King* in 
which place there wcj^ but fine men in the Kingdome be¬ 
fore me. 

Now pereciuing that all my nfihircs were ouerthrowne^ I 
determined with the ConneeU of those that were nee re me* 
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tc resolue wliereto to trusty either to be well ia or well out. 
Ypon thia resolution I Lad my petition made ready^ by ^svblcli 
X made known voto the Kjiig^i how AbdaU Hnasan had dealt 
with me, haaing biineeire eaten what his Mdestie gdue mo : 
and how that my charges for so long time (being by hi» 
Maiestie desired to stay in. hia Court, Tpon the faithfal pro¬ 
mises ho mode me) were so mnofaj that ft would be mj rtter 
onorthrow : therefore I besought his Moiestie that he would 
consider my cansO;^ either to establish me as formerij'j, or 
ginc zDo leaue to departs His answere was^ that he gaue 
me Icancj. commanding his safe conduct to bee made tnee^ 
to passe freely*' wdtiiont molestation^ througbont bis King¬ 
doms. When this eommandineTit was made, m the oustOEne 
ia^ I oamc to do my obeyaaneej and to take my leaoor 
in tree ting for an. ana were of my King^s Letter. Abdall 
Hassan comming vnto mo from the King, in a disdalnfnil 
manner utterly denyed me ; aayingj that it was not the cns- 
tome of so great a Monarchj to write in the kind of n Letter^ 
veto IV pettie l^rincoj or Goaomonr. 1 answered him, that 
the King knows more of the mightineEso of the King of 
Englandj then to be a potty Gonemonr* Well^ tliia was 
mine aiiswero^ together with my leaue token. 

1 went home to my honse^ studying with all my ondeauoum 
to get all my goods and dobta together, and to buy com¬ 
modities with Uiose monies that wero rcmayaing^ vsiug all 
tUo speed I conld^ to clecrc m j self of the countrey: stay¬ 
ing only for Nicholas TGlet, to come from Lahor, with a 
remainder of Indico, that was in William Finehes peworj 
who datennined to goO oner laud^ being past all hopes for 
eoer imborking our eelues at Surat: whidi course I alsd 
would willingly haug taken^ but that os it is nrell knownOj 
for somo causes J could not trancll thorow Turkic, and espe¬ 
cially with (n woman, bo 1 was forced tocnriie fauour with 
the Joanitea, to get men a safe conduct, or Sojufc^ from 
the Vico Roy to goe to Goa, and bo to rorlngnJl, and fmm 
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thouco to England^tkiakiisg, as tho opimpa of otliers 
tkat tho Vice Eoy gining his eecnre Roy^llj thprfl tvpiiIcJ ba 
no d4,TigpT for me. But when my "Wifes Mother and 
kiodred &aw that I was to carry her away^ suspecting that 
they woidd neaer see her any mpre^ they did bo distaste me 
in theae my trnnelsj that I was fpieed to yeeld yato them, 
that ray AVira go ao further ihan Goa^ beennao it was India: 
and that they conld goe and come and visit berj. and that^ 
if at any timo I meant to gop for Forl:;ogBil]| Of nay other¬ 
where, that 1 leaue her that portion^ that tho enstom of 
Pertugall is^ to leaae to their Wines when they dye : rntti 
which I was forced to ycold to giae them content^ to pronent 
all mischlefcs. But knowing that if my Wife would goo 
with mo* all would hco of no offeetj. I eflbcted with tho 
Jeanites to Bond for two Soenres* tho ono coocoming my 
quiet being and free liberties of conscience in Goa* and to 
be ns a Fortiugall in all Tradings and Commerce in Goa; 
(this was to shew my Wifqg Parent3}F The other wo^ an 
nbsoluto grunt for free passage into Portogall* and so for 
England* with my AVifeand Goods* withent any distnrbances 
of any of my AVines friends : and what agreenients I modo 
with them to be void and of nono effect* hot I should stay 
or gp 0 j when I pleased^ with free hbertle of conscience for 
my self This lost S^ra I should recoauo at Cambaya> 
which at ray departure for pnr abippos were not yot oOmOj 
bat was to come with the Cnrrauan of FHgats. 

This and much nioro the Fathers woald hniie done for 
me* only to rid mo oat of the Countiy; for being cLearip of 
me^ thoy should mneb more quietly ateope^ About this 
time* I had notice of the ooincaing of three Eoglish ships 
that were arriued at Mocha^ and witbont faile their do^^ 
torinination was to come for Sniat* at the time of tho yeare j 
hauing this AdqertiBenieat by Kicholas Banghatn from 
Braraport, who departed from mo some weokes beforUj 
both for the reconery of cartain Debta* ns also with my 
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Letter tg our shipping, if it were possible to send it, aducr- 
tLam of mj proe&oditig'^, 

lu this time of my dispatching, nowes came of Mocrob- 
cbans retorne from Con, with many gallAUt and rare things, 
which he brought for the King. IJat that Ballace Kuby 
was not for his turne, saying it was falso, or at the loast, 
inado his exciiao for foaro, that if be should gine the Por- 
tuguil bia price, and wbon it came into the King's power, 
it ahoLld bee volued much lesso (which ouerplus ho shonid 
bee forced to pay, as hce had done in former times for 
other things), bee hft it behind him. And besides, I 
Tudorstood, the Jfocrob-chati had not bis full content as ho 
expected of tbo Portagalls. And likewise, at this instant 
the Vizir, my enemy, was thrust out of his place, for many 
complaints made of him, by Noblemen that were at great 
charges and in debt, and could not receiae their linings in 
places that were good, but in barren and rebellious places : 
and that he made a benefit of the good places liiinselfa and 
robbed them all. Pop these complaints and othom, he had 
much ado to escape with life, being out of his place, and 
sent to tho wars of Decan. Now one Gaihbeig* being the 
King's chief Treasurer (a man that in outward shew made 
mnch of me, and was alwaya willing to pleaanro me. when 
I had occasion to vso Idm) was made chiefo Vizir; and his 
Daughter marryed with tho King, being his chiefs Queen 
or Paramor.* The Vizir's sonno and my selfe were great 
fneads, he hauing beeno often at my house, and was now 
exalted to high Dignities by the King. Pereeining this 
alteration, and being certified of the coratning of shippiug 
by certain adnics, sundry wayes. Knowing the custom of 
theao Moores, that without gtfla and bribes nothing would 
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eitbor goo forwsrd or beo aficomplisbed, I sent my 
Broker to secko ou t for Jowola, fitting for tbo King's Sister 

and new ParouiQur ; nnd, likewise, for tUs new Vizir, and 

Ilia aoDi^e. 


Now after they bad my Gifts, they begaune on all aides 
to aolicite my cataae ■ at which tiinc nowes cams to Agrti hy 
Banians of Din, bow that off Din, three Englisb ships wore 
aecnu, and three dayes after other newos came, tliat they 
were at the Barre of Ha™t. Vpon which newos the great 
Vizir asked me wbat toy I Imd for the King, I showed 
him a Ruby Riag that I had gotten, at the sight of which he 
bade me make readio to goa with bini at Court time, and he 
would make my Petitieii to the King, and told me that the 
King was alroadie wonae. So once more commiag beforo 
Ins Greatnosse, and my Petition being «ad, ho presently 
pnted mea the establishing of our Factorie, and that the 
tngbsh come and freely trade for Snrat; willing the Vizir 
that with all expedition my commandoraent be made, vpon 
which grant the Vizir made aigne vnto meo, to make ohoy- 

fianco, which I did, according to the Castomo. Bqt now 
wbflfc followed ? 


A great Nobleman and nearest fauoqrite of tho Kinir 
^icg the dearest friend that Mocreb^han, and likewise 
Abdall Hassan had, broaght vp together from their child- 
hood and Pages together vnto tlie King, began to make a 
speech vnto the King: eayldg, that the giantiug of this 
would be the vtter overthrow of his Sea Coasts aud people, 
as la Mmostio had beene informed by petition from diners 
of his Subiecta: and besides, that it stood not with his 
Mairaties hoHonr to contradict that which ho bad granted 
to his ancient friends the Portugals, and whosoenor 
aboured for the English, know not what he did; if kdowim? 
hen was not his Mniesties friend. Vpon the speech of this 
Nobleman, my businesse once againe was quite ooer- 
throwuc, und all my time and prosenta lost; tho King 
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answering^ that for tnj Natioa, lieo would not grant Trade 
at the Sea Porta^ for the iucentienieoee that dhaora times 
bad been acaaned vpon. But, for my selfe, if I would 
roraayne in his seruioo he wonld commarLd^ that wbat be 
hiuj allowed me should be gioen me to my content: wbich 
I deiiyed^ rnlesse the English sbonld come vnto his 
Ports According to promise, and aa for my partienlar main- 
tonance^ my King would not see tne want. Then desiring 
againe answere of the Kmgs Letter^ be consulted a-while 
with his Viairs, and then sent moo his deny all. So I toolco 
my leans and departed from Agraj the second of Nouember 
I Cl I- Boing of a tbousand thonglits what course I were 
best to take: for 1 stiU had a donbt of the PortJugalls that 
for lucre of my goods they wonld poyson me. Againe^ on 
the other-side^ it was dangerous by reasone of the Warroa 
to traueU tborow Docan vnto Masulipatan : by kudp by 
reason of the Torbesp I could not goe; and to stay I wonld 
not amongst these faithlesse InCdols, 

I arriued at Cambayn^ the last of December ICII, where 
T had certaiuo nawes of the English ehipa that were at Surat.^ 
Immediately I scut a Footinan vntp the ships with my 
Letterj with cerbiine aduicoi affirmed for a truths by the 
Fathers of Combaya, unto me, thot tho Vieo-Hoj had in 
readinesse prepared to depart from doa, foure great abips^ 
With certfline Gallies, and Frigate for to come vpon them, 
and Treasons plotted against Sir Hohry Middletons person : 
of which newea, T was wished by the Fathers to aduisc Sir 
Henry: which 1 fonnd afberwards to bee but their polieio, 
to pnfc him in fenro, and so to depsrrt, and withall, I wished 
tbom to be well adnised^ And ns for tne mj sbifta wero to 
goe home, by the way of the Portngalls, for so I bad promined 
my Wife and hor Brother^ who at that presont was with me: 
and to delude him and the Fathers till 1 had notice for

that I had any Intent for the ahipa. Ni^^holas UfBet now 
departing from meo to snirey tho way, heeiiig two dajos 
ioumey on his way, met with Captnino William Sharpeigh^ 

Maater Fraine^ and Hugh Greete, aeot by Sir Henry to 
Gamhaya mto meOj which was no small loy ynto meo. So 
yuder&t&ndiug of the place (which was miraculously found 
out by Sir Henry Middleton, and never kno^o to ajiy of 
the oountrey) I admired and gano God thankes: for if this 
place had not beono fonnd^ it bad been impc^aeible for mea 
to hane gotten aboord with my goods. Wherefore making 
all the haste that I could^ in dispatching my self nway, I 
departed from Cambayaj the eighteeuth of January 161 
and came vnto the ships the six and twentieth of the said 
mouetbi where I w'sg most kindly roceaned by Sir Henry 
Middleton, From this place we departed the ekuenth of 
Febmaty 1611, and arrioed afc Dabnl the sixteenth of the 
j^aiue: in which we tooke a PoringaU ship and Frigat^ out cSnii? 
of which w'e tooko some qqautiiie of goods. And from tbenco 
we departed the fift of March 1611 for the Red SeSj, with 
an intent to revenge vs of the wrongs offered vs, hothS^M^L^ 
by Tnrkes and Mogob: at which place weo arriued the 
third of April! 1612. Hero we found three English ships, 
their General was Captaine John Sarb. Maying dispatched 
our bnsincsse in the Red Sen, wee set sayle from thence 
the sixteenth of Augnst 1612^ and arriued In Teen in 
Sumatra tho nineteenth of October 1612^ and hQuiog ouded 
our bnsinesse thero^ we departed m the night, the twoutieth 
■of November 1612^ and came cm ground the same nighty 
throe leagues off, vpon & Bed of Coral], iu three fntliome 
wmterj or thoreabouts, and by the great mercio of God we 
escaped; but were forced to retyme backe ngaiue to stop 
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ter leuke^p tho goods being takon out^ ond Eome darange 
receiued.^ Now tor loakes being aomewiint stopped^ and 
ter goods in^ not losing an houro of timoj ttoo dopariod 
tteDCO the eigtt of Dceember 1612, and arrined at 
bcTiUdij, Bantma the ono acd twentieth of the same; wtere Sir 
Heoiy Middleton not linJiDg tto Trade sufficient to goo 
home that yeare, was forced to stay and carino her. Haoiiig 
ended account with hioij aa timself lited beat, I tooko iny 
goods and shipped tbom ia tbn Salamooj which came for 
DUP Voyage^ for ^uing of a greater Fraight: hnt I could 
not be admitted to goe in her myselfe j Captaine Soris^ I 
thank hicn, accommodated me ia the Thoma^j and it was 
agreed, that the SoJamou aod wee she aid koepo company 
together^ 

From thence we set sailo on the thirtioth of January 
1012, and ardiaed in SaJdonia Boadj, the one and twentieth 
day of April 1€IB, and comming acere some two hundred 
leagues from the CapCj wo tad much fonlo weather and 
contrary windcs. Eero wc found fouro aajle of Hollaodcra

They that be of the Fa mo of twelve thousand Horsemen 
belong to the Xing, and his Mother, and eldest Sonnei and 
One more, who of the blood itoyal of Vybeck, named 
Chan Asam* Dukes be nine tbotLsand Fame, Marquesses 
hue thousand Fame, Earles three tbousandj Yiecounts two 
tbousond, Barons a thou$andj Knights four hundred, 
Esquires nu hundred, Centlenien Gfty^ Teonieii from twenty 
down wards.

His daily Dispense for bis owne persoUi that is to say^ for 
feeding his Cattail of all sorts, and amongst them some few 
Elephants Itoyall, and all other exponoes particiilai’Iyj as 
Apparelb VictuaUg and other petty expenses for his houso 
amounts to fiftio thousand Hnpias a day. 

The eipcnaes daily for bis Women by the day, h tbirtie 
thouBaud Bupias* All this written concerning his Treasure* 
Expenses and iBonethly pay is in liis Court or Castle of 
Agra: and cacry one of the Caatles aboTe nominated, 
hatm their EeuemU Treasure, espnseially Labor, which was 
not mentioned. 

^he Customo of this Mogoll Eniperour is to take posses* 
KoWenieiia Treasure when they dye, and to 
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buistow on hJs Children wbat he pleasetb t bet coinmotily 
he dceiloth well with them, possessing them with their 
Fathers Land^ diuJding' it aatOHgsfc them; and Fnto the 
eldest Soniie^ hee hath a Tety great respect, who in time re- 
ceineth the fall title of his Father, There was in my time a 
great Indian Lord or Prince^ a Gentile named Ragn GagiBat^ 
vpon whose goods the Kings seLsing after his deaths he was 
foand (besides Jewels and other I'reastireJ to hane sistie 
Maunes in Gold, and enerj Maune is fine and iiftie pound 
waight* Also his cnstomo is, that of aH sorts of Treasure, 
excepting Coine, to say of all sons of Beasts^ and all other 
things of Tolue, a small qiiantitio is daily hronght before 
him. All things am senerally diutded into three hundred 
and si3s:tie parts, so tliat hee daily seeth a certaiiie number,, 
to say, of Elephants, Horses, Oanielsg Dromedaries, Mqjles* 
Oien^ and aJJ other: as also a certaioe qtiantiife of Jewels 
and so it coDtioaeth all the yeoro long: for what is 
brought him to day is not eeeno againej till that day twelue 
to one 



He hath three hundred Elephants Eoyall^ which are ntcphanu 
Elephants wheroon himgelfe rideth : and when they 
brought before him, they come w ith great iollitie^ haning 
some twentieor thirtie men before them with small Stremers, 

I’he Elephants Cloth or Couering is rery riehj ejther of 
Cloth of Gold, Or rich Yelnet: heo hath following him his 
sbee Elephant^ his Wheipe or YTielpea, and fonre or fine 
yong ones, as Pages, wdiich wdll be in number some sixe^ 
some seuon, and some eight or nine. These Elephants and 
other Cattell, aro dispersed among his X^obles and men of 
sort to ouer-seo them, the King allowing them for their os- 
pen&es, a cortaiue quontitiei but some of them will eate a 
great deale mere then their allowance eoniiDotli vnto» Tlieso 
Elephants Roy all eato tenno Kupias euery dny in Sugar, 

Butter, Graine^ and Sugar Canes, These Elephants are 
the goodliest and fairest uf all the rest^ and l ame withal I, so 
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mttDagod, tliat I saw witli iDiiie eyea^ when the King com¬ 
manded one of bis young Sonnes named Shsnor (a Cbilde 
of seuen jeerea of ago) to goo to the EloplmTit to bee taken 
vp by him with bis enout: wbo did ao^ deliuering him to 
his keeper that eommstnded him with his hooko: and haiiiDg 
doDO this vnto the Kings Bonne, he afterwards did tho like 
to many other Children. When these Elephants are shewed, 
if they who hano tho charge of them bring them leane, then 
are they chocked and m disgraooj ynlesse their excuse bee 
the bettor f and so it is with all things else in that kindej 
that enery man striueth to bring his quantitle in good bking, 
although bee spend of lus owue. 

When heo rideth on Prognesae or Hunting the compaass 
of his Tents may boo as much as the eompasse of linden 
and moro, and I may say, thnfe of all aorta ef pseple that 
follow the Campe^ there are two hundred thousand: forhee 
ia pTOuidedj as for a Citie, This King is thought to bo the 
greatest Empetour of the Bast, for "Wealth, Land, and force 
of Men; as also for Horses, Elephants, Camels, and Drome¬ 
daries, As for Elephants of hia owno, and of his Kobtes, 
there are fortie thousaudp of which the one halfe ate trayned 
Elephants for the l^Varre: and these Elephants ef all beasts, 
are the most understandings I thought good here to sot 
downo this one things which was reported to me for a (ler^ 
taintyp although it seemed very strange An Elephant 
bauing ioameyed very bard, being on Lis trauell, was mis- 
used by his Comuianderj and one day finding the fellow 
oslecpo by him, but out of his reach, baulng greone Canes 
brought him to eate^ split the end of one of them with his 
teeth, and taking the other cad of the Cane with his snowt, 
reached it toward the head of the fellow, who being fast 
aslcepe, and his turbant fallen from liia head (the Vse of 
Indiii being to TfVearc their hairo long like WomenJ, he 
tooho hold with the Cane on his hairoj wreathing it therein, 
and withall, haling him vnto liinaj vntill he brought him 
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witbip tlip eompttaao of hb BDOwt, ho then pregontly killed 
him, Many other stmigo thiogE are dcno bj Elephants. 

He hath else izirmita ntitobers of DrotaedarieSi wbieh are 
Yejy Hwlfi^ to COEBO with great speed, to gine assault to nuy 
Citie^ as this Kings Father did; so that the enetziies thought 
ho had been io Agra^ wlieu he wag at Aroadanar: and ha 
eame from Agra thither in nine daies^ vpon these Drome- Ai ^ 
dariesj with twolno thomand choyce men, Clian^channa 
being then hia GeueraU. The day being appointed for the 
battell^ on a anddaiue newes canpto of the Kings amnall, 
wbiob atruok such a present feara into ibe Gnierats^ that 
at that time they were onertbrowna and conquered<^ Thin 
King bath diminished his cbiefe Captainea, wbicb ware 
Itesbootesij^ OP Gentiles, and naturall lodiang, and bath pre¬ 
ferred Muhumetnns (weak spirited motij void of resolution) 
in such sort, that what this mans Father, called Echor 
Fndasha, got of the Decans, this King Selim Sha^ beglnnetb 
to loose. He hath a few good Captaiuos yet remmuing, 
whom his father highly esteemed, althongb they be out of 
fuuor with himu because that vpon bia rebellion against his 
father, they would not assist bitu, considering his intent 
was nought: for bo meatit to haue shortened his Fatbera 
daies, and before bis time to bane cCune to the Crowne. 

And to that purpose, being in Attabnsc, the regall seate of 
a Kingdome called Porub, heo arose with eighty thousaad 
horse, intendiug to take Agra, and to hane possession of tho 
Treasury, his Father being thou at the wanes of Decianf 
who vaderstanding of his Sonnes pretence^ left bis conquer¬ 
ing there, and made hast to cemo home to saue Ins owne. 

Eeforo the Kings departure to Ehe warreg^ bee gaue order 
to bia Sonuo to gee with lug Forces vpon Aranna, that 
great Eebcl in Malwa^ who comtaing to parle with tbie 
Kebel, ha told the Pnucoj that tbore was nothing to beo 
gotten by him but blowes t and it wore bettor for him^ now

Ilia Father wm at Becaa, te g«s yjKm Agnij aud posseaso ^ 
hitflselfe of hia Fatliera treastiro^ and make liipiaelfe King, 
for there ’was no man able to resist him. The Prince fol¬ 
lowed hia connaollj and would hane prosecuted it^ but bia 
Fathers ha&t before^ irpoii notice being giaeu,^ preueuted 
his purposes: at whose amual at Agra hea presently" sent 
uato his Sonnej that be make chojoe either to como and fall 
at his feetoi and be at liis mcrcie to doe with him as he 
pleased^ or to ht himadfe for the battoll and fight it out. 
He well coDflidering the valour of Ids Father, thooglifc it 
ineetest to submit himself, and to stand to hia Fathers 
mercy: who after affiionts shewed hini and imprisopmeiitj 
Was soono released and psrdoiiodj by reason of many frionda^ 
Ilia llotberj Sisters^ and othora. 

This Selim Fadasha being in rebellion, bis father dia- 
posscssod him, and proclaimed heiro apparentj his eldest 
Sonne Cossero* being eldest Sonne to Selimsha;^ for hia 
owns Sottneg younger Brothers to Selim, were all de^d in 
Bpcopj and Guzerat : yet shortly after his Father dyed, wdio 
in big death-bed liad mercy on Selim, possessing him 
againe. Bnt Cossero, who was proclaimed heLrc apporentj 
stomached his father, and rose wdth great troopea, yet was 
not able to indare after the losse of many thousand men oil 
both aides i but was takon, and rcmaineth gtill in prison in 
the Xinga PnltacOj yet blindo^ os att men reporte: and was 
so commandod to be blinded by Lia father. So since that 
time, being now" eight ycares afeer, ho had commanded to 
put all his sonneg confedemtea to death, with sundry kinds 
of death; some to be hanged, somo spitted, some to bauo 
their head a chopped off, and some to bee tome by Elephants* 
Since which time hee hath raigned in quiet, but dl beloucd 
of the greater part of Lis Snbiects, who stand greatly in 
fcara of him. His etistome is eacry ycnro to bo ont two 
moiicths on hunting, as is before specified. ’VYhen ha 
' * Jclianghir. 
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meaneth to begin bis ionmey, if comming forth. of big 
Pallflcc, bee get vp on a Horso, it tg a aigue tliot lio goetli 
for the waiTCfl; but if bo got vpoQ mi hilcpiumt or Fulan- 
kino, it will beo an hunting voyage. 5Iy selfe in tho timo 
that I ivag one of Lia Courtiers^ hnue scene many crooU 
deeds done by him. Fin© times a ivecke, ho commaBodeth 
his braue Elephants to fight beforo him: and in the time 
of their fighting, eithor comming or going out, many times 
men aro killed, or daogeroualy hurt by these Elephants. 

Bnt if any begrienoualy hurt (which might very well escape) 
yet ncnerlesso that man is cast into tbo Riuer, himaelf© 
commanding it, saying: dispnteh him, for ns long as ho 
liueth, he will doe nothing else but enrse tncj and therfora 
it IS better that be dye presently, 1 hanq scene many in 
this kind. Again© hee dolighteth to ae© men eseented 
himscife, and tome in pieces with Elephants. He put to 
death in my time his Secretary, onely vpon suspicion, that 
Chan-ctunua should writ© vnto the Deccan King, who being 
sent for and examined about this matter, denied it; where¬ 
upon tho King not having patience, arose from his seate, 
and with bis sword gan© him his deadly wound, and after¬ 
wards deliuered him to bee tome by Elephants. 

Likewise, it happened to on© who was a great friend ofsT^ritr- 
nime (a ehiefe mnn, haniug vnder his charge the Kings 
Wardrobe, and all Woollen Cloath, and all sorts of moreeiy, 
and Lis China dishes) that a fairo China dish (which cost 
ninotio Rupias, or forti© fiuo Rials of eight) was broken, in 
this my friends time, by a mischance (whon tho King was 
in his progresse) being packed amongst other things, on a 
Camruell, which fell and broke all the whole parcell. This 
Hableman knowing how dearly the King lutiod this dish 
abon© the rest, presently sent on© of bis trusty semants to 
China-machiiia, ouer land to seek© for another, hoping that Chiw. 
beforo he should tomember the dish, he would retnme with 
another like vnto it; but his eniU Jneke was contrarie. For

tlie King two yearea after romombered tlio diali^ and his 
man waa not yot como. Now, when the King heard that 
the diab was broken^ he waa in a great rjigo, commandiiig 
hitn to bo brought before him, and to be beaten by two 
men, with two great whips riiade of cords: and after that 
he had receiaed one hundred and twenty of these lashes, he 
eommaDded his Porters, who he appointed for that purposo, 
to beate him with thair small Cndgeh, till a great many of 
them were broken : at the least twenty men were beating 
of hitn, till the pooro man was thought to boo deadp and 
then ho was haled out by the heelos, and com maun ded to 
prison. The next day the King doiuaunded whether he was 
lining, answer was m ade^ that he was t whereupon h e com¬ 
manded him to be carried Futo perpetnall prlsom But the 
Kings Sonne being his friend, freed him of that, and 
obtained of his Faihor, that he might boo sent to his owne 
house, and there be cnred^ So after two monetlis^ he was 
reasonably well recouered^ and camo before the KLug^ who 
presently commanded him to depart the Conrtp and neaer 
come againe before him, rntill he had found such a like diah^ 
and that hee tranoU for China^machina toseeke it: the King 
allowed him fiue thdnsond Bupiae towards hig charges; and 
besides^ returning one fourth part of bis liuing that he had 
before^ to maintuine him in his tranelK Ho being departed, 
and fourteene moneths on his traaoll, was not yet come 
home ; but nowes came of him, that the King of Persia had 
the Hke dish, and for pitties sake hath sent it him, wbo at 
my departure was on bis way homeward. 

Likewise, in my time it happened that Pattan, a man 
of good Btatorc, emne to one of the King’s Sonnes, named 
Sultan Poruis, to intreat him to bestow somewhat on him, 
by petition deHasred to one of the Princes chief men^ at the 
ddiuety whereof^ the Prince canaed him to come noorc : 
and demanding of him whether bee would seme himj he 
answered, for he thought that the Piincc would not 
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graat him so much as ha would aske. The Prince seeing 
him to be & pretty fellow, and meaiily apparelled, smiled, 
deniaudiDg what would content him r h«e told him plainly 
that hee would neither seme his Father nor him, vnder a 
thousand Rnpias a day, which is 100 pound sterling. The 
Prince asked him what was in him that he demanded so 
much; he replyed. make tryall of mo with all sorts of 
weapons, either on horsebaeke, or on footo, and for my 
sufficient command in the warres, if I doe not performe as 
much as I speake, let mee dye for it. The houre being 
come for the Pdnee to go to his Father, bo gauo ouer his 
talk, commanding the man to be forth com mi eg. At night 
the kings enstome being to drinke, the Prince—porceiuiag 
his Father to be merry, told him of this man ; so tlie King 
commaunded biro to be bronght before him. Now while ho 
was sent for, a wilde Lyon was brought in, a very great one, 
strongly chained, and led by a donen men and keepers : and 
while the King was viewing this Lyon, the I’attan camo in, 
at whose sight the Prince presently remembered his Father, 

The King demanding of the Pattan whence he was, and of 
what paranti^, and what valour was in him, that be should 
demand so much wages: bis answer was, that the King 
should make trjml of him. That 1 will, saith the King, goe c«». 
wrestle and buffuet with this Lyon. The Pattans aaswere 
was, that this was a wHd beast, and to goe barely vpou ],{m 
w^out weapon, would bo no triall of his man*hood. The 
King not regarding bis speech, commanded him to bucklo 
with the lion, who did so, wrestling and bndetiug with tho 
lyoa a pretty while : and then the Lyon being loose from 
his keepers, but not from his chaincs, got the peoin 
within his clawos, oad tore his body in many parts j and 
with his pawns tore the one halfe of his face, so that this 
valiant roan was killed by this wildo beast. The King not 
yet contented, but desirous to see more sport, sent for ten 
men that were of his horse-men in pay, being that night on 
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tbo Tflpatch! for it is tbo coatome of oil tho$o that rt^ceiue 
pnj^ or lining from the King^ to wotcli once ft week, uono 
excepted, if they be well, Rud m tbo Gitie. These men, one 
after anotlierj were t o bn Set with t lio Tjjon* who were all 
gncnonsly wonnded, and it cost three of thetn tboir linei. 
The King continued three iqoneths in this raine, when be 
was in his humors^ for whose pleasare aeke many men lost 
their bneSj and many were grieuoosly wounded. So that 
euer after, vntill my eemming away, some SFteene young 
Lyons were made tame, and pbjed one with another before 
the king, frisking betweene mens legs^ and no man hurt in 
a long time. 

Likewise^ he cannot abide, that any man should hone any 
precious stone of value, for it is death if bo know it not at 
that present time, and that ho hath the refu^nll thercof- 
His Jeweller, a Banian named flerrauand, hud bought a 
Diamond of three Mettcgals, which cost oue hundred tlioii- 
sand Rupias: which was not so closely done, but uewes 
came to the King: Herniuand likewise was; befriended, 
beeing presently acquainted therewith^ who before the King 
sent for him, came vnto him, and cballonged tho King that 
he had often promised him that he would come to his house : 
the King answered that it was true. Herranund thereforn 
replyed, that new was the time, for that be had a fairo Pre¬ 
sent to bestow vpon bis Maiestie: for that ho had bought 
a stone of anch a weight* The King smiled mid snid, Thy 
In eke was good to preveufc me. So preparation was m ade^ 
and to the Bannians house he went* By this mcanoa, the 
King hath ingmsaed all fuire slones, that no man can buy 
from 6ae Carats upwards,—without bis Icane : for he hath 
tho refusall of sih and giueth not by a third part m tnuch 
as their value. There was a Dlamant enttor of my acquaint¬ 
ance, that was sent for to cut a Bianiant of three Mettegals 
and a balfe* who deinstided a small focle Diamant to make 
powdcFi wherewith to ent the other Diamant* They bimght 
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LstD a as liG lald| of spaniiGs loup, and n simiiOQ 

ttnd a lialle broad, and a spanne and Iialfe dwpe fiitl of 
Dwmaots of all sraea and sorts: yat cgald lie find neuer any 
ono for his pnrposo, but one of Guo RottieSj Trhict was not 
veiy foule neitlier. 

He is exceeding rich in Diamaijts, and all othor precions 
stones, and vstially weaneth euety day a Ciire Diamaot of 
great price, and that which he wearetli this day, till Lis 
time bo come' about to weare it againe, he wearoth not the 
same; that is to say, all his fairo Jewels are dinided into a 
certaiue <]nautitio or proportion to weapo euety dar. Ho 
also weareth a cbaino of Pearle, very faire and great, and 
another chaino of Emeralds, and baUace Rubies. Hee hath 
another Jewell that com math round about hia tnrbant, full 
of faire Diatnants and Rnbies. ^t is not much to bee won-i^“*'*“'** 
dered, that he is so rich in Jewels, and in Geld and Silqer, 
when he hath heaped together the Treasure and Jewels of 
so many Kings, as his forefathers hauo conquered, who 
likewise were a long time in gathering them together j and 
all came to his hands. Againe, all the money and Jewels 
which bis Robles heape together, when they die come ail 
Tuto him, who giaeth what he listeth to the Noblemans 
wiues and children; and this is done to all them that 
receine pay, or liuing from the King. India is rich in 
Eilner, for all Nations bring Coyne, and carry away comino- 
dities for the same; and this Coyne is buried in India, and 
goeth not out: so it is thought, that once in tweniie 
yeercs it com moth into the Kings power^ ^11 the lands in 
his hlonarchie are at hig disposing, who gineth and taketh 
at his pleasure. If I hauo lands at Labor, being sent vniq'ThDaetKidi 
the warres at Deeau, another hath the lands, and I am to 
receiue mine in Deeau, or thereabouts, necre the place 
where I am, whether it be in the warres, or that I be seqt 
about any other businesse, for any other cenntrey. And 
men are to looke weH vnto their doings ; for if they be 
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fonTid tflrdie m neiier so little a taatterj. tlfty aro m clanger 
SwrlTfcrtite of loosing their lands ' and if c^OE^plHJ□ts of Ininatice which 
in wmir^ they doe hee tnacle vnto the Xingp it is well if they escape 
G^inioad^ with losse of their lan^ 

He is very &euere iu Such cansesp and with all Beueritie 
pnoisheth those Captaioes who suffer outr-lawea to giue 
asaault vnto their Citie^ withont resisting^ In my time 
there were aoine eight CaptaineBj who had their liuing vpon 
the borders of Bengalap in a chiofe Citie called Pattann,^ 
which was sndhred to be taken by ont-lawosj and they all 
fled; but that Citie was againo restored by a great Cap- 
taine^ who wag Commander of a Conn troy neere there¬ 
abouts^ who took all those Captainos that fled, and sent 
them to the Kingj to vse punighmont vpon them at bfs 
So they were brought boforo the King in 
^uum, chaines^ and were presently cemEnandod to be shanea^ both 


head and beard^ and to weare womens apparel, riding vpon 
asses, with their faces backwards^ and so carried about the 
Citio, This being donOf they were bronght before the King 
againej and there whipped* and seat to perpetaal! pdaon ; 
and this panighment was iniicted vpon them in my sights 
He is senere enoiigh> bat all bclpoth not, for hig poors 
Riats or downes complaino of laiustice dose them* and cry 
for Elnstice at tlie Kings hands. They come to a eertaine 
place, where a long rope is fastened vsto two pillars neero 
vnto the place wheno the King sittoth in Jugtice. This 
rope is hanged fnll of Bels, plated with gold, so that tho 
rope beeing shaken the Bolg are heard by the King ; who 
sendeth to know the cause* and doth hts Justice accord¬ 
ingly. At his first coraming to the Crowns* he was more 
seuere then now ho is, which is the cause that the Couu- 
trey is ge fnll of outlawes and theeues, that almost a man 
cannot stirre ont ef doDrea* throughout all hig Dominions, 
without great foroos ; for they ara all become Rebeb. 
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Then? 13 OTio great Eflgaiie^^ botwrixt Agm and Atna^ iifriaiiittt 
davap, who ^^ol^ltnntldeth an much bud aa a good 
dome : and all tlie foroea the Mogol hath camnot briJg iiw^S^ 
him id, for Lie forces aro vpou tho momitaiaa. He is^XiSr 
twentie thousand strong in Horse, and fiftie thousand strong 
ID Foote, and muiy of these Hebels aro in alt hia Homi-' 
nionB ! but this is one of the greatest. There are many 
risen at Canduhar, Cabul, Moldan/ and iiinde, and in the 
Kingdomeof Bolocb; Bengaia likewise, Uecaii,and Guaenit 
are full, so that a man can traneli no way for out-lawes. 

Their Geueininedt is iu such a berbarons kind, and crnell 
exacting vpon the Cioirnes, which causeth them to be so 
hcad^atrong. The fault is in the Chiofe, for a man cannot sSi. 
continge half a yeere in his Lning, bat it is taken from him iSTiS^Ls 
and giuen Ttito another : or else tho King taketh it for 
hitnsolfe (if it be rich ground, and likely to ycohl much) 
making os change for a worse place: or as ho is befriended 
of the Vijsir. By this meaneB he raketh the poorer to got 
from them what ho can, who stiU thinketh ouery houre to 
bo put ont of his plnco. But there are many, who continue a 
long time in one place, and if they remaine but sixeyeores, 
their wealth which they game is infinltej if it bo a thing of 
any sort. The enstome is, they are allowed so mnch lining 
to maintnine that Port which the King hath ginen them! 
that is to say, they are allowed twentio Rupias of enerie 
horse by the Moneth, and two Rupias by the Moneth for 
enery horse Fame, for the maintenance of their Table. As 
thus; A Captaiue that hath Jiao thousand borao to main- 
taine iu tbe warres, hath likewise of Fame other £ue thou¬ 
sand, which ho is not to tnaintuino in the warres, but onely 
for his Table, allowed vpon euory Lorae by the Moneth two 
Rupias, and tho other fiue thousand, twenty Rupias by the 
Mouetb; and this ta tho pay which the greater part of them 
ui'o allowed.

Now here 1 mcane to speako a little of Lis manners and 
cq^tomea in the Court. Firsts in tLe about the 

brealce of }w is at his Eeadea^ with his face turned to 
the AVestwnrd. The manner of his praying when he is in 
AgTftj la in a prinat-o faire roome^ vpan a goodly set Btonoj 
Laning onely a Peraian Lambe-skinne vader him: baaing 
also Some eight chainea of Beadsp euery one of them con¬ 
taining foam Land red, llie Beads are of rich Pearle, 
ballace RiibyeSj, Diamonds^ Bnbyes^ Etneralda^ Lignum 
Aloes» Eshem^ and CoralL At the vpper end of this Jet 
stone the Picture of onr Lady and Christ am placed^ graueu 
in stone : so he turneth ouer his Bcadsj and saith three 
thousand two hundred wortls^ according to the number of 
Lis Beadsi and then Ilia Prayer is ended* After he hath 
dene^ he sheweth himscife to the peoploj roceiuing their 
Salemes or good inorrowes^ vnto whome mnltitudes resort 
encry morning for this purpose* iTiis done, Leo sJeep^eth 
two hourcB more^ and then diueth, and pagseth his time 
with hia l\omeii 3 and at noone hee shew nth himselfe to the 
people againOj sitting till three of the clocke^ viewing and 
seeing his FostinieSj and sports made by nieii^ and fighting 
of many sorts of beoats^ ouery day sundry kinds of Pastitnea* 
Then at three of the ctocke all the Nobles in generall (that 
be in Agra, and am well) resort vnto the Court, the King 
core min g forth in open audience, sitting in hia Seat-Rojdl, 
jand Ecicry man standing in his degree before hiitij his 
cliiefest sort of Nobles standing within a red Rayle^ and the 
rest without. They are all placed by his Lieiiteumit Geac^ 
rail This red Rayle is three steppes higher then ibe place 
where the rest stand : and within this red Rayb I was 
placed, amongst the chiefest of all. The rest are placed by 
Ofiioerd^ and they likewise be within an other uery spacious 
l^lace rayJed: ond without that Rayle, stand all eorls of 
horseman mid souldicrs that bcloijg vnto his Captainca nnd 
all oilu r coiiimcrB- At these Rayks there are many doores 
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kept by many Porters, who bane whito rods to keeps men in 
order. In the middcst of the place, Af^ht before the King, 
standeth one of his Shcriflea, together with hia Master 
[languiaii, who is accompanied with forty hangmen, wearing 
on their lienda a certaine quilted cap, different from all 
others, with an Uatchet on their ahouldjers; and othEra 
with all sorts of Whips, being there readio to do what the 
King comuandetb. The King heareth alj causes io tbia 
pbee, and etayeth some two boares ouery day (these Kings 
of India ait daily in Joatico euery day, and on the Tuesdayes 
doo their eircentions). Then ho departeth towards his priuate 
place of Pmyerj Uis Prayer beelng ended, fuuro or £ue 
sorts of ucry well dressed and roasted meats are brought 
him, of which as he pleasetb, bo eatetb a bit to stay hia 
stomacbe, drinking once of hia atronge drinke. Then bco 
comriieth foi'tb into a prinate roome, whore none fsin come 
but aneb as himaelfe nominateth (for twoyeeres I was one of 
his attendants here). In this place he drinketh other fine 
cupfuls, which is the portion that the Physicians alot him. 
This done, he eateth opium, and then bo ariaeth, and being 
in the height of bis drinko, ho layeth him downe to aleepo, 
euery man departing to his owne liomc. And after ho bath 
slept two howres they awake him, and bring his Supper to 
him, at which time ho is not able to feed himselfoi but it h 
thrust into his mouth by otberG, and this is about one of 
the clocke: and then he alccpcth the rest of the night. 

Now in the space of these sixe cups, ho doth many idle 
things: and whateoeuer he doeth, either without or within, 
drunken or sober, he hath writers, who by turnes set dowse 
euoiy thing In writing which lie doth; so tlmt there ia no¬ 
thing pnsseth in kiB lifo time, which is not noted; no, not 
30 mneh as bis going to the necessary; and how often he 
lieth with his women, and with whom: and all this is done 
vnto this end, that when he dieth, these writings of al his 
actions and speechea, which arc worthy to lie set downc. 
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might be recorded Iji the Chronicles. At my being with 
made Ins brother^e chitdreu C!iristi4n3; the doing 
ctiiSdlTm whereof wa^ not for any zcale he Lad to Christianities as 
the Fathers^ and all Chri&tian$ thought; but upon the 
propbecle of certaino kamed Gentika^ who told him that 
the fionnes of his l>ody uhonld be di&inheritedj and the chil- 
biiii dren of his brother should migne. And tlierefuro bo did it 

in'UiQp “ 

tieae children bate full to all Moores, es Christians 
oJ*' odious in their sight: and they being once ChjHstiaoSj, 
‘“‘®’ when any such matter should lisppen, they should find no 
subiects : but God ie oniDipotcDt, and can tnrne tho nakirtg 
of these Christians vnto a good eude, if it bo his pleasure. 

iTiis King, amongst his children, hath one called Sultan 
Shariar, of seucn yeeres of age^ and his Father on a day 
being to goe some whether to solace himself, demanded of 
him whether hee would goa with him: the child answered. 
That if it pleased his Higbnesse, ho would either gee or 
stay, as the Pleasure of his Father was. But because his 
answer was not that with all his heart he would waite vpon 
his Maicslie, he was veiy well bnfiTeted by the King, and 
that in such sort, that no child in the world but what would 
bane eiyedj which this child did not, Wherefore his 
Father demanded why ho ciyed not j he answered, that his 
^lurses told him that it was the greatest shame in the world 
for Princes to cry when they were hestcn: and eucr since 
they nurtured me in this kind, saith bo, I nener cryed, and 
nothing filiall make me cry to the death. Vpon which 
speech, his Father being more vexed, stroke him againe, 
and caused a bodkin to bee brought him, which he thrust 
through his cheeke; bat all this would not make him cry, 
although he bled uery much, which was admired of all, that 
the Father should doe this vnto his child, and that ho was 
so stout, titat bee would not crie. There is great hope of 
this child to exceed all the rest, 

ftuu. This himperuur keepeth many feasts in the ye:ire, hut two 
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fcDflU cspecklly iiiaj bo iiominatcd; tho one called tho 
NonrouSj’’ whicb k in bonour of tbe New Yearea day* This 
fea^t continueth eighteene daies^ aod tlio wealth and riches 
are wonderfnll^ that are to bo sccoe in the decking and 
setting forth of euery maoe roome or place where he 
lodgeth, wh^n it k his to watch: for euery Nobletaan hath 
his placo appointed in the Pjdace. In tho middost of that 
spacious place I speako ofj there h a rich Tent pitchedj but 
ao rich, that I thinke the like cannot boo found in the world. 
This Tent k cnrioualy wrought^ and hath many SeminaEiB 
ioyning round about it, of mcKSt curious wrought Yoluet> 
embroidered witli Gold, and raanj of them are of Cloath of 
Gold and Siluer. Yhese Setninaiis be shaddowca to keepa 
the Sunue from the compasso of this Tent. I may say, it 
is at least two acres of ground^ but so richly apread with 
Silko and Gold CarpeU^ and Hangings in the prineipaU 
placca, rich as rich Veluet imbroydered with Gold, Pearles, 
and precious stones can make it, IVithin it fiue Chaires of 
tlstaio are placed, most rich to behold, where at his pleasure 
tho King sittetb. There are likewise priuate rooms for his 
Queenos, most rich where they eit, and see all* but one not 
aecne. So round ahmit this tent, the compasse of all may 
bee somo fine Acres of ground. Eucry piincipciU Nobleman 
muketk his roome, and decketh it, Ukowiso eueiy man 
according to bis ability, striueth who may ndorne his roome 
richest. The King, where he doth aftect, commeth to hia 
Noblemens roomes, and k most sumptnonsly feasted there: 
and at his departure is presented with the rarest Jewels and 
toyes that they can find. But becaose he will not receiuo 
any thing at that lime as a prESent, he commandeth his 
Treasurer to pay what his praysers valew them to bee worth* 
which are vale wed at half tho price. Euoiy one, and all of 
his Koblea prouide toyes, and rare things to giue Mm at this 
feast: so commonly at this feost euciy mao his estate is aug- 
^ Xau Mt. llie Peman Year'i Day^ at the vernal 
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mentcd. Two daies of this feast, tho better sort of the 
TiVoDieii come to take tbe plcagnre thereof: aqd this feast 
beginneth at the be<^iim'ti» of the Moone of Jfareh. Tho 

Thtf monetLa after, which is called the 

i^Bbsh. feast of his Birth-daj: This day eaeiy man atriactli who 
may be the richest in apparell nod Jewels. 

After many sports and pastimea performed io his Palace, 
he goeth to his mothers honse, with all the better sort of Lia 
Nobles, where eaery man preseateth a Jewell Toto his 
Mother, aceordbg to his estate. After the bancket is ended, 
the King goeth into a tiory faire roome, where a ballance of 
beaten Gold is hanged, with one scale emptie for him to 
I sit in; the other scale being filled with diners things, 
that is to say, Srlner, Gold, diners sorts of Grain, a 
little, and so of oaery kind of Mettall a little, and with 
s«Dii«r«.( *** piwions stones some: In fine, bo weigheth 

^^tiumo. himself with theso things, which tho next day are given to 
tho poors, and aU may be rained to be worth ton thousand 
pounds. This day, before he goeth vnto his mothers bonse, 
onery man bringeth him his present, which is thought to 
bo ten times moie worth, than that which ho gineth to tho 
poors. This done, enoiy man departoth veto his home.* 
iris enstome is, that whoa you potition bioi for any thingi 
you must not como empty handed, but gino bim some toy 
or other, whether you write or no: by the gift you giue 
him, he knoweth that you would demand some thing of him: 
so after enquiiy is made, if ho seeth it oounenieot, he 
granteth it. 

The cuatome of the Indians is to Imrne their dead, as yon 
other Authors, and at their bnmiog, many of 
their Wines wiU bnme with them: because they wiU bee 
registred in their bookes, for famous and most modest and 
loning Wines, wholoaniug all worldly affaires, content tbam- 
seines to Hue no longer then their nusbauda 1 hane scone 
many proper Women brought hoforo tho King, whom (by 
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his comm&tideiiiQpt:) none majr bnraa without his leane and 
eight of them, 1 mcane those of Agra. Wlien aaj- of t hege 
coiaiitelb, hoc doth perawode them with many promises of 
gifts end lieiog if they will Iiue: but in my time ao per- 
eu-asion could prevails, but burae they would. The King 
seeing thet ell would not serao, gtnelh Lis leaue for her to 
bo carried to the fire, where she hometh her selfe aline 
with her dead husband. Likewise his costome is, when any 
great Nobleman bath been absent from Inni two or three 
yearns, if they como in fnnour, sud haue performed well, ho 
receiuetb them in msnuer and forme following. 

First, the Noble-man stayeth at the goto of the Pallace 
till tbo ViKir and Lioatenaiat GenijreLll, aucI Kniglit Martiall 
come to accompany him vnto the King: then he is brought- 
to the gate of the outermost raylos, whereof I bane spoken 
before, where hee standeth m the ttow of the King in the 
middest betweene these tw o Nobles; then he tonchoth the 
ground with his baud and also with his head, very granely, 
and doth this three times. This done, be baeeleth downe 
touching the ground with his fore-head, which being done, 
bo is carried forward towards the King, and in the midway 
ho is made to do this reuerence againe: then he commeth 
to the doore of the rod rayles, doing the like reneronce the 
third time: and haulng thus done, he commeth within the 
red rayles, and doth it once more vpen the Carpets. Then 
the King commandeth him to come vp the staires or ladder 
of sea non steppes, that lie may embrace him; where tho 
King most loutngly embniceth him before all the people 
wJiereby they shall take notice, that bo Is in the Kings 
fauour. The King haniog done this, he then commeth 
downe, and is placed by the Lieutenant Generali according 
to his degree. Now, if be come in disgrace, through ex- 
clomatioRS made against him, he liath none of these honours 
from the King, but is placed in his place till he come to his 
tryall. This King is very much adored of the Heathon Com- 
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moDalitjj insonmcb^ ilmi they will spread tbelr badies nil 
vpon the groaod^ rubbing tbe earth wiih their fatsce on 
both sides. Tbcjj' vso oietij other fopperies and gnporsti-^ 
tionSj which I omit^ leaiiiDg thcin for other TranoUerSi whicb 
flhttll OOTHO from thence hereaft^r^ 

After I had written thiflj thoro came into my toemory 
atn^ther Feastj, solemTiized at his Fathers Funeral I ^ which is 
kept at Ms Sepulchre^ whoro bkcwise himgelfoj with alt his 
posterity^ mcane to be buried. Ypou this daj there is great 
store of VEctualls drossed^ and Tiiuch money giaen to the 
poors* This Sepulchre may be counted one of the rarest 
Monmneuts of the world. It hath bcene this fonroteene 
yeeres a buildingi and it is thought it will not be finished 
these aeueu yeares more, in ending gates and waUsj and 
other needful! things^ for the beautiTying end setting of it 
forth, Tho least that worke there daily, are three tbousaad 
people: hut thus much I will saj% that one of our Workc- 
dispatch more thm three of them. Tho Sepulchre 
is some j of a mile aboulj, made square: it hath seauen 
heights buGt, cuciy height narrower then the nthar^ till you 
coma to tho top whorts his Herse Is. At the outermost gate 
before you come to tho Sepulchre^ there is a most stately 
Palace building: the composse of tho wall ioyning to this 
gate of the Sepulchre and garding, being withiup may be at 
least three miles. This Sepulchre is some fouro miles 
diiitaDt from tho Citie of Agra.^

Tre Hakluyt Society hm to mourn the loss of it^Fresideutj 
Sir Da^^d Duodas, wlio hold that post for siE-and^-hiLlf 
years. 

Sir David Duudas the eldest sorriviDg sou of Robert 
Dundas, Esq,j of Ochtertyro^ in Pertlmhire. Bom in 1799j 
he was a Qaoen^a Scholar at Westmicater, whence !io was 
elected off as a Student of Christ Cliuirol]^ Oxford^ where 
he ^^raduated M.A. in 1S23. Ho was called to the Bar at 
the luner Temple on February Ttb^ 1323^ and went the 
Northern Circuit. In April 1840^ be was appointed a 
Queen’s ^Counseh Solicttor-Geaeml on July lOlb^ 1846, and 
W 0 S knighted on February 4tbj 1847. Ho rosigned the 
office of Solicitor-Gonoral in March 1848, and was Jndgo- 
Advocate General from May l^ih, 1849, until 1352. On 
June 29thj 1349j Sir David DunJas was swom of the Privy 
Conucih In 1840, be was elected Member of Parliaincfit 
for Sutherlandshire, wbtch seat be held until 1852, and 
□gain from May 1861, until May 1S6T. He was also a 
Trnsteo of the British MnseoTn. 

Sir David was an active Member of tlie Hakluyt Society 
from its foundation. He presided at a meeting of the 
CouDcil on the 15th of November, 1858, for the first time, 
and was ever afterwards a constant attendant, presiding at 
t wenty-eigbt of the meetings. He never edited a volume for 
the Society, hut was ever ready with advice and assistancCj 
sparing no trouble in making researches j while hie fine 
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librai*yp which ccntain&d mmj works bearing on tho Societj^a 
objects^ was always at the sertrico of editors. His great 
knowledge of books relating to early rojoges and travels 
Tendered hia eerTiees as a Member of the Gaiiueil in valuable. 
On Jnae 3rd, 1863^ Sir David Dondas succeeded the Marquis 
of Lansdowne as ouo of the Vice-Freaidoats * andj affcer 
the lamented death of Sir Eoderick Murchison^ who had 
presided since the fanndation of the Society in 1847, Sir 
David was niianimcusly elected to be the second President 
of tbo Hakluyt Society, on the 20th of November 1871, 
He continued to fulhl the diiticB of that post until his death 
on the 30th of llEirch 1877^ and his sound practical jndg- 
mentj as well as his fund of nsofnl end interesting informB- 
tioojp made his presence always most acceptable. The last 
time he attended a tneeting of tho Gonncil was a veiy few 
days before his decease^ namely, on tho 13th of March 1377,
